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The  manuscript,  known  as  the  Liber  de  Antiquis  Legibus.now  depositcd 
in  the  Record  Uoom,  Town  Clcrk*s  Office,  at  the  Guildhall  of  the  city  of 
London,  is  a  small  folio,  nine  inches  and  a  half  in  length  and  seven  inches 
in  breadth,  the  binding  of  white  leather,  covering  wooden  backs,  and  con- 
taining  159  lcaves  of  parcbment,  paged  continuously  with  Arabic  cyphers. 
The  index  prefixed  to  the  volume  indicatca  the  successive  chapters  which 
it  was  originally  intendcd  should  compose  the  volume ;  but  the  first  chapter 
and  three  others  in  the  body  of  the  manuscript  were  left  blank,  though 
since  written  over  by  matter  of  later  insertion.  The  original  portion  of 
this  manuscript  will  have  becn  written  throughout  in  Latin  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  1274,  2  Edward  I.,  and  the  remainder  added  at  different  intervals 
in  French,  which  later  date  will  also  apply  to  the  references  in  the  raargins. 
A  considerable  portion  of  this  volume  is  filled  with  extracts  from  the  Gesta 
Regum  Anglorum  of  William,  the  monk  of  Malmsbury,  under  titles  of  the 
writcr  s  own  composition.  At  the  top  of  the  page  the  reverse  of  folio  63 
commencc  the  Chronicles  of  the  Mayors  and  Sheriffs  of  London  and  the 
events  which  occurred  in  their  times,  from  the  year  1 188  to  the  year  1274, 
up  to  the  month  of  August,  the  preparations  for  the  coronation  of  Edward  I., 
who  landcd  at  Dover  the  2d  of  that  month,  being  the  subject  mattcr  of  the 
closing  paragraphs  of  this  valuable  portion  of  its  contcnts.  Thc  title  of  the 
Book  of  Ancient  Laws  is  only  applicable  to  the  chaptcrs  38  and  44  ;  thc 
first  of  which  contains  the  regulations  prescribed,  by  the  name  of  Assisc,  as 
to  the  inhabitants  of  London  in  respect  of  thcir  buildings  and  dwcllings,  and 
the  second  the  Provisions  made  by  the  Lord  Henry  the  King,  son  of  King 
John,  and  his  council,  to  amend  the  English  laws,  of  which  the  larger  por- 
tion  had  been  ordained  in  the  time  of  the  Earl  of  Leicester,  in  the  year  of 
the  Lord  1264,  after  the  battle  of  Lewes,  fought  on  Wednesday  the  four- 
teenth  day  of  May.  In  each  instance  of  thc  Latin  name  of  the  citv  of  Lou- 
dou,  where  written  at  full  length  in  this  manuscript,  the  plural  tennination 
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is  used,  and  Roger  do  Wcndover  adopts  this  form  in  his  Chroniclc ;  it  has 
consequently  beon  adhered  to  by  the  editor.  Thc  mode  in  which  the  city  of 
London  and  county  of  Middlescx  were  fenned  by  the  Sheriffs  prior  to  the 
year  1188  may  be  scen  iu  the  Firma  Burgi  by  Madox,  chap.  ix.  p.  164, 
aud  from  the  Pipe  Rolls  we  learn  that  the  Sheriffs  were  sometimes  four  in 
Dnmber,  and  in  the  4th  year  of  Hen.  II.  therc  wcre  five  Sheriffs.  The  two 
Sheriffs  Hcnry  de  Cornhill  and  Hichard  son  of  Keyner,  whose  names  are 
first  mentioned  in  this  chronicle,  had  rendered  accompt  of  thc  ferm  of  I^on- 
don  and  Middlcsex  in  the  34th  year  of  Henry  II.  and  on  the  feast  of  St. 
Michael  in  that  year,  29th  September  1188,  thcy  wcre  again  elected  to  the 
same  oflice.  On  the  Pipe  Roll  1  Ric.  I.  they  arc  accountants  both  of  the 
old  fenn  and  of  the  new  ferm,  and  their  aceompt  is  closed  with  this  entry : — 
"  Et  iu  pardonis  per  breve  Regis  eisdem  Vicecomitibus,  c/i.,  et  debent  cce/i. 
et  quater  xx.  ct  xii/i.  et  xxiirf.  Blanca,  de  quibus  c.  ct  quater  xx.  et  xii/i.  ct 
xxiic/.  blanca  sunt  supor  prodictum  Honricum  et  c.  et  quater  xx.  ot  xii/i.  et 
xxiirf.  blanoa  supor  Ricardum  filium  Roinori."  Honry  do  Comhill,  husband 
of  Alice  de  Courcy,  the  heiress  of  the  barony  of  Stoke  Courcy,  com.  Somer- 
set,  aud  who  aftcr  his  decease  remarried  Warinc  Fitz-Gerold,  the  Kiugs 
Chamberlain,  loaving  by  each  an  only  daughter,  coheirs  of  this  barony,  of 
whom  Joan  de  Cornhill  was  the  wifc  of  Hugh  de  Novill,  Proto-forester  of 
England.  and  Margerv,  wife  first  of  Baldwin  de  Reviers,  eldest  son  and 
hoir apparent  of  William  de  Vernon,  Earl  of  Dcvon,  diH-eascd  in  his  fathers 
lifetime,  and  secondly  of  the  well  known  favourite  of  King  John,  Fulk  de 
Broaute,  who  had  name  from  a  commune  of  the  canton  of  Goderville, 
arrondissement  of  Le  Havre,  dcpartement  of  La  Soino  Inforioure,  rendered 
aocompt  of  this  hi9  dobt  on  the  same  roll,  proving  his  expenditure  of  a  sur- 
plus  of  2/i.  1*.  4d.  blanch  moncv  ovor  the  said  sum,  under  the  King's  writ 
in  providing  for  tho  soveral  armamcnts  and  dressos  preparatory  to  his  coro- 
nation.  This  accompt  will  thoroforc  havo  oxtondod  ovor  thc  yoars  from 
Michaclmas  1187,33  Hen.  II.,  to  Michaelmas  1189,  1  Ric.  L,  in  which 
intorval  of  time  Henry  II.  was  deceased  6th  July,  and  Richard  was  crownod 
on  Sunday  tho  3<l  of  Sopteniber ;  and  it  was  on  occasion  of  that  solemnity 
that  the  Jc-ws  woro  d«'stro\MtI  throughout  England.  In  the  samo  year,  ac- 
cording  to  our  chronicle,  Houry,  son  of  Eylwin  of  Loiulon-stonc,*  was  madc 

•  Tbfl  dwtlling  of  llenry  FiU  Avlwin,  thc  HrM  Mnvor  of  Lontlon,  a  verj-  fair  housc, 
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Mayor  of  London,  who  was  the  first  Mayor  in  thc  citv,  and  who  continucd 
Mayor  up  to  thc  close  of  his  life,  namely,  wcll  nigh  for  twenty-five  vears. 
The  day  of  the  clection  of  the  Mayor  was  on  thc  28th  day  of  October,  the 
feast  of  St.  Simon  and  Jude,  and  as  hc  was  dcceased  beforc  thc  5th  day  of 
Octobcr  12 12,  14th  John,  it  wanted  but  a  fcw  days  of  the  completion  of  the 
twenty-fifth  year  of  his  mayoralty,  if  elcctcd  in  1187. 

In  the  Appendix  to  the  Introduction  prcfixed  to  the  Ilotuli  Curias  Regis 
by  Sir  Francis  Palgrave  is  copy  of  a  deed  by  which  Henry  Fitz  Ailwin 
grants  to  William  Lafaite  the  land  which  Emma,  sister  of  the  aforesaid 
Williara,  had  held  in  Lime-street,  which  lay  next  the  land  of  the  Abbot  of 
Ramsey,  to  be  held  of  him  and  his  heirs  by  the  grantee  and  his  heirs  in  fief 
and  in  inheritance  for  ever  at  the  annual  rent  of  12rf.,  for  which  concession 
the  aforesaid  William  gave  to  him  half  a  mark  of  silver  by  way  of  boon. 
Witnesses, — Peter  son  of  Alan,  Ralph  Brand,  Jordan  son  of  Sperling, 
Robcrt  the  Chambcrlain,  Jordan  son  of  Jordan.  Appendant  to  tbis  deed 
is  a  seal  of  yellow  wax,  varnished,  irapressed  with  the  representation  of  a 
man  on  horseback,  a  hawk  perched  on  his  fist,  with  an  inscription  round  ita 
circumference,  but  so  defaced  as  to  be  illegiblc,  and  is  now  in  the  Treasury 
of  the  Exchequer.  In  the  samc  Appendix  is  also  copy  of  a  convention  and 
concord  made  in  the  Curia  Regis  at  Westminster  on  the  feast  of  St.  Andrew 
the  Apostle,  third  year  of  thc  reign  of  King  Richard,  before  John  Comte  of 
Mortain,  brother  of  the  King,  and  before  Walter  Archbishop  of  Rouen,  then 
Justiciary  of  England,  and  Richard  Bishop  of  London,  then  Treasurer  of 
the  Lord  the  King,  and  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  between  William  son 
of  Reiner  and  Henry  his  brother,  concerning  lands  in  Middlescx  and  London, 
with  these  witnesses, — Hugh  Bishop  of  Chester,  William  Le  Mareschal, 
John  Le  Mareschal,  Robert  de  Witefcld,  Roger  Fitz  Reinfrey,  Robert 
Fitz  Roger,  Osbert  Fitz  Hervey,  Robert  Ruffiis,  Chamberlain  of  Comte 

stood  on  the  north  side  of  the  Church  of  St.  Swithin  and  churchyard,  and  tho  advowson 
was  appropriated  to  the  mansion,  as  appcars  from  an  inqucst  taken  after  the  death  of 
Robert  Aguylon,  his  descendant,  hereafter  cited.  This  Church  of  St.  Swithin  was  situate 
at  tho  south-west  corner  of  St  SwithinVlanc,  over  ag&inst  London  Stone,  in  Candlewick- 
streot,  but  in  Walbrook  ward,  and  from  tho  situation  thereof  hath  been  called  St.  Swithin 
in  Candlewick-street,  but  mare  frequontly  of  late  St.  Swithin  London-Stone.  At  the  * 
prcscnt  time  this  street  goe»  under  tho  name  of  Cannon-street.  #Hence  the  appellation 
given  to  Henry  Fits  Aylwin,  as  being  of  London  Stone,  in  the  Chroniele. 
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John,  Henry  dc  Cornhulle,  Ralph  and  Reginald  his  brothers,  Ralph  Fitx 
Ralph,  Henry  Fitz  Ailwin,  William  de  Haverhulle,  Roger  Fitz  Alan,  Alan 
Fitz  Peter,  Michael  Fitz  John,  Richard  his  son,  Geoffrey  Bucointe,  John 
Fitz  Elinant,  William  Baduc. 

On  thc  Roll  of  the  Curia  Regis,  containing  assises,  &c.  in  the  quinzaine 
of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  1  John,  1199,8th  July,  is  this  entry :— «  Sudsexia. 
Assisa  venit  recognoscere  si  una  virgata  terre  cum  pertinentiis  in  Percinges 
sit  libera  elemosina  pertinens  ad  capellam  de  Percinges,  que  est  Johannis  de 
Brancester,  an  laicum  feodum  Petri  filii  Henrici  majoris  Londoniarum  et 
Isabelle  uxoris  ejus.  Juratores  dicunt  quod  est  kicum  feodum  Petri  et 
Ysabelle. 

Perching  is  in  Edburton  parish,  hundred  of  Burbeach,  rape  of  Bramber, 
and  was  parcel  of  the  honour  of  Warren,  which  at  the  time  of  the  Survey 
was  hcld  of  him  by  William  de  Watteville  and  afterwards  by  Bartholomew 
de  Cheney,  whosc  daughter  and  bcir  Isabella  was  thcn  thc  wife  of  Peter, 
cldest  born  son  of  Henry  Fitz  Ailwin,  Mayor  of  London.  In  Surrey  the 
same  Bartholomew  held  a  certain  portion  of  the  vill  of  Addington,  in  thc 
hundrcd  of  Wallington,  com.  Surrcy,  in  chief  of  the  Lord  the  King,  by  the 
serjeantv  of  the  kitchen,  and  it  waa  not  known  of  whose  gift,  and  Richard 
the  King  gave  the  same  portion  to  Peter,  son  of  the  Mayor  of  London,  with 
the  daughtcr  of  the  same  Bartholomew,  and  the  Lord  John  the  King  after- 
wards  gave  the  same  portion  to  Ralph  lc  Parmentier  with  the  daughter  of 
thc  same  Peter ;  and  it  was  at  thc  time  of  the  inquest,  of  which  this  record 
is  preserved  in  the  Testa  de  Nevill,  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord  the  King.  At 
the  same  time  the  heirs  of  Bartholomew  de  Cheney  held  in  the  vill  of  Lcwes 
two  mcssuages  of  the  Lord  the  King,  but  it  was  not  known  by  what  service. 
In  the  same  record  Peter  son  of  the  Mayor  of  London  is  said  to  hold  the 
moiety  of  Addington  by  the  service  of  the  kitchen. 

On  the  great  Roll  of  the  Pipe,  3d  John,  under  London  and  Middlesex, 
where  entry  is  made  of  the  fincs  of  thosc  holding  by  military  service,  given 
lest  they  should  cross  the  Channel,  Henry  Mayor  of  London  was  charged 
ten  marks  for  the  fiefs  of  two  knights  of  the  honour  of  Peverell  of  London ; 
but  afterwards  recorded  by  Geoffrey  Fitz  Piers  that  he  had  only  fined  for 
six  marks.  By  a  Letter  Close  of  the  year  1205  cntered  upon  the  Roll  of 
the  seventh  year  of  his  reign,  the  King  instructed  the  Barons  of  the  Exche- 
qucr  to  reckon  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  London  nine  hundred  marks  of 
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silver  by  weight,  which  they  had  paid  into  the  Privy  Chamber  at  Stokcs, 
through  the  hands  of  Peter,  son  of  the  Mayor,  of  John,  of  Constentine  son 
of  Aluf,  of  WiUiam  the  Chamberlain,  and  of  Alan  de  Balon,  of  the  proffer 
made  to  him  in  aid  of  his  expedition  beyond  sea,  and  is  dated  from  Por- 
chester  the  third  day  of  June,  through  Philip  de  Lucy. 

Another  propcrty  of  Henry  the  Mayor  of  London  was  thc  manor  of 
Watton,  in  the  hundred  of  Broadwatcr,  cora.  Herts,  held  by  the  scrjeanty 
of  finding  one  foot  soldier  for  the  host  of  the  Lord  the  King  in  Wales  with 
bow  and  arrows,  and  the  ancestors  of  the  Mayor  had  held  by  the  same  ser- 
vice  of  the  anccstors  of  the  Lord  the  King.  It  had  also  the  name  of 
Watton  at  Stone,  and  was  a  parish  in  the  deanery  of  Hertford,  archdeaconry 
of  Huntingdon,  and  diocesc  of  Lincoln,  having  the  church  under  thc  invo- 
cation  of  St.  Mary  and  St.  Andrew.  There  appcars  to  havc  becn  anciently 
a  chantry  in  this  church,  dcdicated  to  St.  Mary,  and  known  by  the  name  of 
Whemsted,  and  there  wcre  lands  and  tenements  in  the  parishes  of  St. 
Swithin  and  St .  Mary  Abchurch  in  London  subjected  to  the  customary 
render  of  five  marks  annually  to  the  support  of  the  chantor  or  custos  of  this 
chapel,  whose  presentation  was  in  the  gift  of  the  Lords  of  the  Manor. 

At  the  time  when  the  survey  of  the  county  of  Surrey  was  made  for  in- 
sertion  in  Domesday  Book,  Tezelinus  the  Cook  held  of  the  King  Edintone. 
Godric  had  held  it  of  King  Edward.  Then  it  was  geldable  for  eight  hides, 
now  for  one  hidc.  Thcre  is  land  to  four  pioughs.  In  the  dcmesne  are  two 
ploughs,  and  eight  villains  and  nine  cotters  with  two  ploughs  and  a  half. 
Forest  for  twenty  swine.  It  is  worth  and  was  worth  five  pounds.  In  the 
7  Hen.  II.  1161,  Bartholomew  de  Cheney  rendered  accompt  in  Surrey  of 
one  mark  for  scutage,  and  of  his  gift  the  Canons  of  St.  Mary  Overy,  South- 
wark,  acquired  the  prcsentation  of  the  church  of  St.  Mary  of  Addington  in 
the  deanery  of  Ewell,  archdeaconry  of  Surrey,  and  diocese  of  Winchester, 
to  which  priory  Richard,  Bishop  of  Winchester,  confirmed  it  by  his  charter 
in  these  terms :  ecclesiam  de  Edintone  cum  capella  Omnium  Sanctorum  et 
omnibus  aliis  pertinentiis  suis  ex  concessione  et  presentatione  Bartholomci 
de  Kaisneto.  In  qua  videlicet  capella  Omnium  Sanctorum  Hcginaldus  de 
Edintone  jus  patronatus  quandoque  sibi  vendicaverat,  ipsamque  postea 
coram  nobis  et  pluribus  aliis  Deo  et  Ecclcsia?  prcscript»  Canonicisquc 
ibidem  Deo  servientibus  in  perpetuam  elemosinam  concessit,  ita  quod  ipse 
vel  heredes  sui  nichil  in  ea  juris  de  cetero  modis  aliquibus  poterunt  vendicare. 
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Subsequentor  ctiam  idcm  Reginaldus  momoratam  capeUam  coram  Herberto 
Cantuariensi  Arcbidiacono  et  aliis  viris  discretis  et  honestis,  quos  ad  facien- 
dum  destinavcrimus  hoc,  in  ecclesia  beata?  Mariso  de  Suwerch  sepedictia 
canonicis  concessit  eamquc  supcr  majus  altare  pcr  cultellum  plicatum,  velut 
in  memoriale  perpetuvun,  eisdcm  astantibus,  optulit,  seque  id  ipsum  fecisse 
statim  coram  nobis  confessus  est.  Richard,  Archdeacon  of  Poitiers,  was 
elected  to  thc  see  of  Winchester  1  May  1178  and  consecrated  8  Auguat 
1174,  and  the  duration  of  his  prelacy  lasted  to  the  morrow  of  the  feast  of 
St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  22d  December  1188.  Bartholomew  de  Cheney 
was  witness  to  the  charter  of  Geoffrey  de  Say  confirming  the  benefactions 
of  William  de  Mandeville,  Earl  of  Essex,  deceased  14th  Nov.  1 190,  and  of 
Beatrix,  his  mothcr,  to  thc  church  of  Blessed  Mary  and  St.  James  of 
Walden  in  Essex,  which  had  been  made  an  abbey  on  the  first  day  of  August 
thc  year  above-named. 

As  early  as  the  year  1203  Isabclla  de  Cheney,  wife  of  Peter,  eldest  son 
of  Hcnry  Fitz  Aylwin,  was  deceased,  and,  as  we  learn  from  the  following 
entry  in  the  Cottonian  MS.  Claudius  A.  VIII.  she  was  buried  in  the 
Priory  of  Berraondscy,  foundcd  by  Aylwin  Child,  a  citizen  of  London, 
about  the  ycar  1082,  in  Southwark  ncar  St .  Mary  Magdalen  in  Bermond- 
sey,  to  thc  honour  of  our  Holy  Saviour,  and  a  cell  to  the  abbey  of  La  Charite- 
gur-Loire  in  France,  and  who  was  probably  the  lineal  ancestor  of  Henry 
Fitz  Aylwin  first  mayor  of  London.  The  monks  of  La  Charite  were  of  the 
order  of  Cluny. 

Petrus  filius  Henrici  fiUi  Ailwini  de  Londoniis  dat  ecclesie  Sancti  Salva- 
toris  de  Bcrmondsev  et  monachis  ibidem  servientibus  xvi.  solidos  redditus 
de  tenemento  de  Edintone  cum  corpore  IsabeUe  uxoris  sue,  filie  Bartholomei 
de  Chesneto,  ibidcm  sepulta.  Tcstibus  Henrico  Maiore  Londoniarum,  patre 
meo,  &c. 

Her  issue  were  two  daughters,  whose  custody  waa  committed  to  their 
father  by  thc  King  in  this  form ;  "  Johannes  Dei  gratia,  etc.  Sciatis  nos 
dedisse  concessisse  et  presenti  carta  nostra  confirmasse  Petro  filio  Hcnrici 
tunc  Majoris  Londoniarum  custodiam  tocius  tcrre  ct  heredum  Isabelle  de 
Chasney,  que  fuit  uxor  ejuadem  Petri,  sciUcet,  Margarete  et  Johanne  filia- 
rum  corumdem  Petri  et  Isabellc  et  maritagia  illarum,  ita  quod  possit  eas 
maritare  ubi  non  disparagientur  et  quod  ipse  non  inplacitetur  de  aliquo 
tenemento  quod  ad  predictas  heredcs  pertineat,  quamdiu  fuerint  in  custodia 
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sua  nisi  coram  nobis  vel  capitali  justiciario  nostro.  Quare  etc.  Testibus 
G(alfrido)  filio  Petri  comite  Essexie  tunc  justiciario  Anglie,  W(illelmo) 
Marescallo  comite  Penbroc,  W(illelmo)  comitc  Arundelli,  Willelmo  de 
Braosa,  Willelmo  Briwerre,  Hugone  de  Nevilla,  Reginaldo  de  Combulle, 
Roberto  de  Veteripontc,  Henrico  de  Bernevalle.  Datura  per  manum 
Simoni8  prepositi  Beverlaci  et  Wellensis  archidiaconi  apud  Merlaberga  x 
die  Decembris  anno  etc.  quinto." 

This  chartcr  is  cntcred  on  the  Roll  of  Charters,  and  is  there  preceded  by 
an  enrollment  of  another  charter  in  these  terms  ;  Johannes  Dei  gratia  etc. 
Sciatis  nos  concessisse  et  presenti  carta  confirmasse  Henrico  fibo  Ailwini 
Majori  Londoniarum  omnes  rationabiles  donationes  suas  quas  fecit  assensu 
heredum  suorum  de  terris  et  teuementis  suis,  quibuscunque  eas  fecerit,  sicut 
carte  quas  ipse  inde  eis  fecit  rationabiliter  testantur.  Testibus  G(alfrido) 
filio  Petri  comite  Essexie,  comite  W(illelmo)  Marescallo,  W(illelmo) 
comite  Arundelli,  Willelmo  de  Braosa,  Roberto  de  Veteriponte,  P(etro)  de 
Stokes,  Gaufrido  de  Luci.  Datum  per  manum  S(imonis)  prepositi  Bever- 
laci  et  archidiaconi  Wellensis  apud  Marlebergam  xi  die  Decembris  anno  etc. 
quinto. 

Margarct,  thc  eldest  daughter  and  coheir  of  Isabella  de  Cheney,  was 
married  to  Ralph  de  Clere,  who  in  her  right  held  the  manor  of  Gretham,  in 
thc  hundred  of  Alton,  com.  Hants ;  and  Joan,  the  second  daughter  and 
coheir,  was  married  to  Ralph  Lc  Parmentier,  a  serjeant  of  the  Privy  Cham- 
ber  of  the  King,  and  whose  surname  indicates  that  he  was  a  citizen  of  London 
and  member  of  the  gild  of  Mcrchant  Taylors.  On  the  Roll  of  Lettcrs  Close 
of  the  9th  year  of  King  John  we  rcad  as  follows ;  "  Rex  R(eginaldo)  de 
Cornhulle  etc.  Mandamus  vobis  quod  sinc  dilatione  faciatis  habere  Radulfo 
Parmentario,  servienti  nostro,  plenariam  saisinam  terre  que  fuit  Petri  filii 
Majoris  Londoniarum,  quam  habuit  cum  uxore  sua.  Teste  meipso  apud 
Waltham  xxx"  die  Octobri»  anno  regni  nostri  nono."  Ralph  Le  Parmcntier 
was  in  office  in  1204,  when  the  King  wrote  from  Northampton  on  the  7th  day 
of  August  to  the  Treasurer  and  Chamberlains  to  pay  to  his  Chamberlain  of 
Ixmdon  sixteen  marks,  owing  to  him  for  green  cloths  and  for  wrappere  and 
for  silk  pieces  and  other  things,  which  he  causcd  Ralph  Le  Parmentier  to 
have  for  his  (the  King's)  use,  and  which  he  had  received  in  his  chamber. 
In  the  same  ycar  the  sheriff  of  Wiltshire  was  told  to  procurc  for  Ralph  Lc 
Parmentier,  then  lying  sick  in  his  bailiwick,  what  should  bc  neccssary  for 
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him,  while  he  stayed  there,  by  the  King,  whose  letter  close  bcars  date  at 
Christchurch  14th  day  of  November.  In  the  following  year  the  Itiog  wrote 
to  Reginald  de  Cornhull,  enjoining  him  to  procure  for  Ralph  Le  Parmenticr 
those  things  which  he  was  to  notify  to  him  on  the  King's  behalf  to  carry  on 
the  business  for  which  he  was  dcspatched,  and  to  find  him  in  necessaries 
during  his  stay  in  London  for  this  purpose,  from  Ludgershall,  second  day  of 
April.  On  the  Roll  of  Letters  Patent,  6th  John,  1205,  is  one  addressed  to 
the  Master  of  the  Knights  Templars  in  England  and  to  the  Preccptor  of 
London,  commanding  them  to  send  the  regalia  and  jewels  of  the  King,  which 
they  had  in  their  custody,  to  him  by  Ralph  Le  Parmentier,  his  serjeant,  and 
by  some  trusty  servant  of  their  own,  so  that  they  be  with  the  King  at 
Reading  on  the  day  next  before  Christmas,  dated  from  Bristol,  18th  De- 
cember.  On  the  Roll  of  Letters  Close  of  the  same  year  is  onc  addressed 
to  the  Mayor  of  London  and  to  Reginald  de  Cornhull,  bidding  them  know 
that  he  the  King  had  given  to  Ralph  Le  Parmentier,  his  serjeant,  the  houses 
which  were  those  of  William  son  of  Turstatus  in  the  city  of  London,  which 
Thomas  de  Blunvill  had,  with  their  appurtennnces,  and  commanding  them 
to  give  him  full  seizin  thereof  without  delay.  The  King,  during  his  stay  at 
Niort  in  Gascony,  wrote  on  the  14th  day  of  June  1206  to  Master  Elyas 
and  Geoffrey  Lutterel,  commanding  them  to  send  him  from  his  treasury 
which  they  had  in  their  custody  2000  marks  by  Ralph  Le  Parmentier  and 
the  persons  of  the  retinue  of  Savary  de  Mauleon,  whom  he  had  sent  to 
thcm  on  this  account.  In  the  month  of  September  he  had  returned  to 
Niort,  for  on  the  back  of  the  fifth  membrane  of  the  Letters  Close  of  the 
8th  year  of  King  John  we  read,  "  Nomina  militum  et  scrvientium  prisonum, 
quos  Alfredus  de  Thorntona  et  Willelmus  de  Coleman  et  Rogerus  de  Warne- 
forda  tradiderunt  Radulfo  Parmentario  apud  Niortum  in  vigilia  Sancti 
Lamberti  anno  etc.  viii.  16  Sept.  1206 ;  among  whora  were  these  five 
knights,  Reginald  de  Livery,  Gaffur  L'Hermite,  Robert  de  Nevile,  Peter 
de  Piri  and  Gcoffrey  de  Burgo,  two  provosts  of  Angiers  and  three  ser- 
jeants-at-arms.  This  entry  is  on  the  Roll  of  Lettere  Patent  of  the  8th  of 
John  1207,  memb.  2,  in  dorso,  Littere  iste  liberate  erant  in  camera  Domini 
Regis  Radulfo  Parmentario  apud  Craneburn  vi"  die  Aprilis,  referring  to 
Letters  Patent  of  William  Earl  of  Devon,  binding  himBelf  to  payraentof  his 
whole  debt  to  the  King  on  the  feast  of  St.  Michacl  in  the  ninth  year  of  his 
reign ;  and  on  the  12th  of  thc  same  month  he  was  the  sole  witness  to  two 
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Letters  Close  of  the  King  at  Reading.  Of  the  third  of  May  following  ia  a 
Letter  Close  to  the  sheriff  of  Southamptonshire,  bidding  hira  know  that  he 
had  given  to  Ralph  Le  Parmentier,  his  serjeant,  the  house  which  was  that 
of  Henry  Buchard  in  Winchester,  and  commanding  him  to  cause  seisin 
thereof  to  be  made  to  the  messenger  of  Ralph,  the  bearer  of  these  presents, 
and  dated  from  Lambeth.  Thc  Roll  of  Letters  Close  of  the  9th  year  of 
King  John  contains  several  entries  as  to  the  performance  of  his  duties  in 
attendance  upon  the  King  down  to  the  month  of  April  1208,  on  thc  7th 
day  of  which  a  Letter  Close  was  sent  to  the  Barons  of  the  Exchcquer  from 
Guildford  through  Ralph  Le  Parmentier.  Of  the  regnal  years  in  succes- 
sion  up  to  the  14th  year  of  King  John  thcre  are  no  Rolls  of  Lctters  Close 
preserved,  and  from  the  following  entry  on  that  Roll  it  would  seem  that  he 
had  died  without  issue  in  the  interval :  "  Rex  Hugoni  de  Nevilla,  etc. 
Mandamus  vobis  quod  statim  visis  litteris  istis  habere  faciatis  Wiilelmo 
Scissori  nostro  domum  cum  pertinentiis  que  fuit  Radulfi  Parmentarii  in 
Wintonia.    Teste  Rege  apud  Lameheth  xvi  die  Maii  (1212)." 

In  the  same  year,  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  his  mayoralty, 
Henry  Fitz  Aylwin,  the  first  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  was  deocas«»d, 
and  a  successor  chosen  in  the  person  of  Roger  Fitz  Alan,  as  we  learn  from 
the  Chronicle  printed  as  the  text  of  this  publication  by  the  Camden  Society, 
page  4.  When  this  event  occurred  William  Aguillun  had  already  made 
fine  with  the  King  for  the  custody  and  marriage  of  Joan,  the  grand- 
daughter  and  heiress  of  Henry  Fitz  Aylwin,  widow  of  Ralph  Le  Parmentier, 
who  after  the  death  of  her  husband  had  been  placed  in  the  custody  of 
William  de  Harcourt,  Seneschal  of  William  Marshal,  Earl  of  Pembroke. 
On  the  Roll  of  Letters  Patent  of  this  fourteenth  year  of  King  John  entry 
is  made  as  follows  :  "  Rex  Willelmo  de  Harecurt,  etc.  Mandamus  vobia 
quod  liberetis  Willelmo  Aguillun  Johannam  que  fuit  uxor  Radulfi  le  Par- 
mentier,  que  est  in  custodia  vestra.  Et  in  hujus  rei  testimonio  has  litteras 
nostras  patentes  vobis  mittimus.  Tcste  Willehno  Briwerre  apud  Westmo- 
nasterium  v  die  Octobris."  On  the  same  day  the  King  sent  his  Letters 
Close  with  the  same  teste  to  the  Mayor  and  Sheriffs  of  London,  enjoining 
them  that  immediately  upon  view  of  his  letters  they  take  into  the  Kings 
hand  all  the  lands  and  rents,  with  their  appurtenances,  which  Henry  FiU 
Aylwin,  late  Mayor  of  London,  had  in  London  on  the  day  on  which  he  died, 
and  that  they  guard  them  well.    "  Et  habere  faciatis  sine  dilatione  Willehno 
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Aguillun  et  Johanne  que  fuit  uxor  Radulfi  Parmentarii,  rationabilem  dotem 
ipsius  Johanne,  quam  ei  conting*,  de  libero  tenemento  quod  fuit  ipsius  Ra- 
dulfi,  quondam  viri  sui,  in  Londoniis."  Copies  follow  on  the  Roll  of  Let- 
ters  Close  to  the  Sheriff  of  Hertfordshire,  commanding  him  that  he  cause 
WilUam  Aguillun  to  have  without  delay  plenary  seisin  of  all  lands  in  his 
bailiwick,  with  their  appurtenances,  of  which  Henry  Fitz  Ailwin,  late  Mayor 
of  London,  had  been  seised  on  the  day  on  which  he  died,  which  hereditarily 
belong  to  Joan,  who  had  been  the  wife  of  Ralph  Le  Parmentier ;  also  to 
the  Sheriff  of  Surrey  in  like  form  with  thia  additional  clause,  that  he  cause 
the  same  William  to  have  plenary  seisin  of  all  the  lands  with  the  appurten- 
ances  in  his  bailiwick,  which  the  aforesaid  Ralph  had  of  the  inheritance  of 
the  same  Joan,  and  which  were  in  the  King's  hands ;  also  to  the  Sheriff  of 
Kent  in  like  form,  without  the  clause.  It  was  also  commanded  to  the 
Sheriff  of  Sussex  that  he  cause  William  Aguillun  to  have  without  delay 
plenary  seisin  of  all  the  lands  in  his  bailiwick  which  Ralph  Le  Parmentier 
had  of  the  inheritance  of  Joan,  who  had  been  his  wife,  and  then  in  the 
Kings  hands ;  and  in  like  form  waa  it  written  to  the  Sheriff  of  Norfolk  and 
Suffolk. 

On  another  membrane  of  the  same  Roll  we  read,  "  Rex  Vicecomiti  Nor- 
folchie,  etc.  et  custodibus  excaetarum  suarum  in  eodem  Comitatu,  etc. 
Precipimus  vobis  quod  faciatia  habere  Willelmo  Aguillun  omnia  catalla 
que  fuerunt  in  manu  nostra  in  terra  Radulfi  Parmentarii  in  Ballia  vestra. 
Teste  G(alfrido)  filio  Petri  comite  Esscxie  apud  Westmonasterium  v  die 
Novembris.    Coram  Baronibus  de  Scaccario." 

In  the  same  form  was  it  written  to  the  Sheriff  of  Surrey  and  to  the 
Keepers  of  the  Escheats  and  to  the  Sheriff  of  Sussex.  The  land  in  Norfolk 
which  belonged  to  Ralph  Le  Parmentier  in  right  of  his  wifo  had  name 
Scroteby,  a  parish  in  the  hundred  of  East  Flegg,  which  at  the  time  of  the 
survey  in  1086  was  of  the  fief  of  William  de  Beaufoe,  Bishop  of  Thetford, 
and  had  been  held  by  hls  predecessors,  Arfast  and  Almar.  The  grant  of 
this  manor  to  Bartholomew  de  Cheney  will  have  been  subsequent  to  1165, 
14  Hen.  II.,  as  this  name  is  not  mentioned  in  the  Carta  of  the  Bishop  of 
Norwich  of  that  date  ;  its  subsequent  tenure  is  thus  set  down  in  that  inva- 
luable  record,  the  Testa  de  Nevill,  under  the  heading,  "  De  escaetis  et 
serjantiis  in  Comitatu  Norfolcie ;  Hundredum  de  Estflega.  Domina  Jo- 
hanna  que  fuit  uxor  Radulfi  Pelliparii,  est  de  donatione  domini  Regis,  et  est 
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maritata  Willelmo  Aguilun  per  dominum  Regera  Johannem,  et  valet  terra 
sua  in  Scrouteby  vii/i."  The  change  in  the  name  of  Raiph  Le  Parmentier 
from  Parmentarius  to  Pelliparius  in  this  entry  identifies  the  trade  of  this 
citizen  of  London  to  be  that  of  a  merchant  tailor,  in  supplying  clothes  or 
furs  for  the  Kings  wearing,  and  the  following  Letter  Close  affords  proof 
of  his  being  so  employed. 

"  Rex  Baronibus,  etc.  Computate  Reginaldo  de  Cornhulle  pro  quinque 
penulis  de  bissis  liberatis  Radulfo  Parmentario  in  festo  Sancti  Eadmundi  ad 
opus  nostrum,  undc  iiiior  erant  de  x  feasis  et  una  erat  de  xi  fessis,  viii°  mar- 
cas,  scilicet  pretium  cujuslibet  iiii*  penulorum  de  x  fessis  xx  solidos,  et 
precium  Ulius  de  xi  fessis  ij  marcas.  Pro  sarpclario  ad  eos  imponendum 
vi  denarios.  Pro  cariagio  xii  denarios.  Pro  tribus  coopertoriis  de  grisso 
liberatis  eidem  Radulfo  per  Willelmum  de  Insula  iiiior  bbras.  Pro  cane- 
vacio  ad  imponendum  vi  denarios.  Pro  duabus  coopertoriis  de  grisso 
liberatis  eidem  Radulfo  in  vigilia  Sancti  Andree  per  Willclmum  hominem 
suum  iiiior  marcaa.  Pro  duabus  furruris  de  agnellis  i  marcam.  Pro  una 
penula  de  cuniculis  ix  solidos  per  eundem.  Pro  quatuor  ulni»  et  dimidia 
de  burnetta  xv#.  ixd.  et  obolum,  scilicet  ulna  xlijrf.  per  eundem.  Pro  cane- 
vaciis  et  sarpellariis  ad  imponendum  ij*.  Pro  duabus  uinis  de  griseing  ad 
j  barrudum  faciendum  xxrf.  sciUcet  ulna  xd.  Pro  cordis  ijrf.  et  obolum. 
Pro  carriagio  ij*.  Pro  j  coopertorio  de  griso  liberato  Radulfo  Parmentario 
apud  Lameheth  xl».  Pro  uno  pelliceo  de  griso  ad  opus  nostrum  Hberato 
eidem  Radulfo  per  manum  Willelmi  Cissoris  apud  Lameheth  die  Sancti 
Vincentii  xiiij  solidos.  Pro  furruris  de  agnis  vi*.  T(este)  G(alfrido)  de 
Novilla  Camerario  apud  Merlebergam  iij  die  Februarii  anno  regni  nostri 
nono.  (3  Feb.  1208)  Per  Ricardum  de  Marisco." 

The  cutter-up  of  the  clothes,  the  Cissor,  corresponding  with  the  tailor 
in  its  ordinary  acceptation,  is  evidently  not  identical  with  the  term  ■  Par- 
mentarius"  or  "  Pelliparius,"  and  Du  Cange  errs  in  his  cxplanation  of  the 
word,  "  Gallis,  olim  Paramentier,  qui  hodie  Tailleur  d'habits."  The  char- 
ter  of  Rannulph  Earl  of  Chester  granting  to  the  monks  of  St.  Werburgh 
at  Chester  a  fair  before  the  gate  of  the  monastery,  cited  by  this  eminent 
glosscgrapher,  obviously  places  the  "  Parmentariua"  on  a  level  with  the 
merchant.  "  Quapropter  prohibeo  super  amorem  meum  ut  nec  mercator, 
nec  institor,  nec  permentarius,  nec  corvesarius,  nec  ullus  minister  volens 
vendere  vel  cmere,  non  vendat  nec  emat  aliquid  alicubi  nisi  ibi  quamdiu 
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nundinaD  duraverint ;"  that  is  to  say,  neither  the  merchant,  the  shopkeeper, 
the  dealers  in  elothes  and  furs,  or  in  shoes  of  Cordovan  leather,  were  to 
buy  or  sell  in  Chester  during  the  fair  but  there  only,  thus  distinguishing 
the  merchants  from  the  artizans  who  made  thc  articles.  Of  the  manore  in 
Surrey,  Addington,  and  of  that  in  Susscx,  Perching,  mention  has  been 
mude  above,  as  having  belongcd  to  Bartholomew  de  Cheney.  Of  the  same 
date,  5th  Nov.  1212,  are  other  Letters  Close  to  the  Sheriffs  of  Hertford 
and  Kent,  respecting  the  lands  of  Henry  Fitz  Aylwin,  in  this  form  : — 

"  Rex  Vicecomiti  Hertfordie,  etc  Precipimus  tibi  quod  omnes  terras 
unde  Henricus  filius  Ailwini  Major  Londoniarum  in  Ballia  tua  saisitus  fuit 
anno  et  die  quo  obiit,  unde  Willelmus  Aguillun  habuit  saisinam,  capias  in 
manum  nostram  exceptis  terris  que  pertinent  ad  dotem  uxoris  predicti  Ma- 
joris.  Teste  ut  supra,  per  Willelmum  Briwerre.  Eodem  modo  scribitur 
Vicecomiti  Kancie.  Data  eadem."  These  entries  refer  to  the  manor  of 
Watton-at-Stone,  com.  Herts,  and  to  Hoo  manor,  in  the  parish  of  Allhal- 
lows,  in  the  hundred  of  the  same  name  in  Kent. 

The  name  of  the  wife  of  Henry  Fitr-Aylwin  was  Margaret,  but  her 
lineage  is  unknown  ;  this  fact  we  learn  from  other  Lctters  Close  bearing 
date  at  Westminster,  17  day  of  November  following,  before  the  Barons  of 
thc  Exchequer  to  the  Sheriff  of  Hertford,  the  Sheriff  of  Surrey,  the  Mayor 
and  Sheriffs  of  London,  and  the  Sheriff  of  Kent,  commanding  them  that 
without  delay  they  cause  Margaret,  who  had  been  the  wife  of  Henry  Fitz- 
Aylwin,  late  Mayor  of  London,  to  have  her  reasonable  dower,  which  was 
bclonging  to  her  of  the  lands  and  tcnemcnts  which  had  been  those  of  the 
same  Hcnry,  late  her  husband,  in  their  bailiwicks. 

In  the  following  year,  1213,  this  Letter  Close  is  entered  on  the  Roll : 
"  Rex  G(alfrido)  filio  Petri  comiti  Essexie,  etc  Mandamus  vobis  quod 
habere  faciatis  Alano,  Thome,  ct  Ricardo,  filiis  Henrici  quondam  Majoris 
Londoniarum,  partcs  suas  de  tcrris  quas  predictus  Henricus,  pater  eorum, 
eis  dedit  in  Watton  et  Edeho,  Walingeham,  Begeham,  Edelmetona,  et  in 
Londoniis,  secundum  tenorem  carte  quam  habent  de  predicto  Henrico, 
patrc  eorum,  et  secundum  concessionem  Petri  fratris  eorum  primogeniti, 
et  secundum  confirmationem  nostram  et  secundum  consuetudinem  regni 
nostri  Anglie.  T(este)  me  ipso  apud  Bechamptona  xv  die  Junii.  Per 
dominum  P(etrum)  Wintoniensem." 

The  placcs  named  arc  Watton-at-Stone,  com.  Herts,  Allhallows,  Hoo, 
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com.  Kent,  Warlingham  in  the  hundred  of  Tundridge,  com.  Surrey,  Burn- 
ham  in  the  hundred  of  Woking  in  the  same  county,  and  Edmonton  in 
Middlesex. 

On  the  Roll  of  Fmes  of  the  fifteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  John,  1214,  is 
a  mandate  to  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  that  of  the  300  marks  which 
William  Aguillun  ought  to  have  rendered  at  the  instant  term  of  St.  Michael, 
in  that  year,  he  have  such  respite,  namely,  that  at  the  same  term  he  render 
to  the  lord  the  King  150  roarks,  and  at  Easter  next  following  in  the  same 
year  150  marks,  dated  at  Southwell,  4  day  of  September.  In  the  following 
year  Kmg  John,  on  the  day  of  the  Purification  of  blessed  Mary,  embarked 
at  Portamouth,  in  company  with  the  Queen,  and  within  a  few  days  landed 
at  Rochelle  with  a  strong  force,  and  during  his  stay  at  Partenay  he  ad- 
dressed  the  foUowing  Letter  Close  to  Peter  des  Roches,  Bishop  of  Win- 
cbester,  one  of  his  vicegerents  of  the  kingdom  during  his  absence  : — 

"  Rex  domino  P(etro)  Wintoniensi  Episcopo,  etc  Mandamus  vobis 
qnod  secundum  recordum  fidelium  nostrorum,  W(illelmi)  comitis  Anm- 
dellie  et  W(illelmi)  Briwerre  quod  ab  eis  factum  fuit  de  convencione  facta 
inter  nos  et  Willelmum  Aguillun  de  filia  et  herede  Petri  filii  Henrici  filii 
Eilwini  Majoris  Londoniarum  et  dc  terris  et  redditibus  que  fuerunt  ejusdem 
Henrici,  Majoris  Londoniarum,  eidem  Willelmo  sine  dilatione  plenariara 
saisinam  habere  faciatis  de  predictis  terris,  redditibus,  et  aliis  que  fuerunt 
predicti  Henrici  filii  Eilwini  tam  infra  civitatem  Londoniarum  quam  extra. 
T(este)  meipso  apud  Partenai  ij  die  Septembris." 

King  John  returned  to  England  in  the  month  of  October,  and  was  at 
Dartmouth  on  the  15th  day  of  that  month,  in  the  sixteenth  year  of  his 
reign,  and  was  residing  at  thc  New  Temple  in  London  at  the  date  of  the 
following  Letters  Close  2nd  of  January,  1215,  over  which  the  word  "  Pa- 
tentes"  is  written  on  the  Roll. 

"  Rex  Vicecomitibus  Kancie,  Surreie,  et  Hertefordie  salutem.  Sciatis 
quod  concessimus  dilecto  et  fideli  nostro  Willelmo  Aguillono  quod  quietus 
sit  de  omnibus  placitis  et  querclis  a  festo  Sancti  Nicholai  anno  regni  nostri 
xvi°  usque  in  ij  annos  proximo  sequentes  de  omnibus  tenementis  que  fuerunt 
H(enrici)  filii  Aylwini  quondam  Majoris  Londoniarum,  que  idem  Willelmus 
habet  in  Balliviis  vestris  cum  Johanna  nepte  ipsius  Majoris  Londoniarum 
per  manum  nostram  per  finem  quem  nobiscum  fecit,  et  ideo  vobis  precipimus 
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quod  eundem  Willelmura  usque  ad  terminum  predictum  de  omnibus  placitis 
et  querelis  quietum  esse  permittatis ;  et  in  hujus  rei,  ete." 

In  the  same  year  another  Letter  Close,  marked  "  Inquisitio,"  was  issued : 
"  Mandatum  est  Koberto  de  Venuz  quod  si  inquirere  poterit  per  probos 
homines  de  partibus  de  Gretham  quod  terra  que  fuit  Radulfi  de  Clere  in 
Gretham  sit  jus  et  hereditas  Johanne  uxoris  Willelmi  Aguillun,  tunc  eidem 
Willelmo  et  Johanne  uxori  ejus  sine  dilatione  de  predicta  terra  cum  perti- 
nentiis  plenariam  saisinam  haberc  faciat  T(este)  Rcge  apud  Wintoniam 
xiij  die  Decembris." 

According  to  Matthew  Paris  a  William  Aguillun  was  one  of  thosc  who 
swore  to  obey  the  mandate  of  the  twenty-five  Barons  chosen  to  be  conser- 
vators  of  Magna  Charta  at  Runniraede,  between  Staines  and  Windsor,  on 
thc  15th  day  of  June,  1215,  and  the  following  entry  in  the  Patent  Rolls  is 
conclusive  of  this  being  the  casc,  where  we  read,  "  Willelmus  Aguillon 
habct  litteras  de  salvo  conductu  sine  termino  in  veniendo  ad  dominurn  Regem 
et  morando  et  reccdendo,"  with  the  date  "  Apud  Roffam,  xxviii  die  Octo- 
bris,"  in  the  same  year.  His  return  to  his  allegiance  to  his  sovereign  was 
continuous  up  to  the  date  of  the  Letter  Close  of  the  13th  day  of  December, 
but  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  he  again  joined  the  Barons,  and  was  of 
their  party  up  to  the  time  of  the  accession  of  Henry  the  Third.  On  the 
Roll  of  the  Letters  Close  of  the  first  year  of  the  new  reign,  under  the 
heading  "  De  reversis,"  is  one  to  the  Sheriff  of  Glouccstershire  in  these 
terms :  "  Scias  quod  Willelmus  Aguillun  venit  ad  fidem  et  servicium  nos- 
trum.  Et  idco  tibi  precipimus  quod  ei  sine  dilatione  talem  saisinam  habere 
facias  de  omnibus  terris  suis  cum  pertinentus  suis  qualem  inde  habuit  in 
principio  guerre.  Et  quia  sigillum  non  habuimus  has  litteras  sigillo  fidelis 
nostri  Comitis  W(illelmi)  Marescalli  fecimus  sigillari."  Letters  in  the 
same  form  were  sent  to  the  Shcriffs  of  Norfolk,  Oxford,  Southampton,  and 
to  the  Mayor  and  Sheriffs  of  London. 

On  the  Roll  of  Fines  of  the  third  year  of  Henry  III.,  a.d.  1219,  this 
entry  is  made  in  relation  to  the  claim  advanced  previous  to  the  war  to  the 
manor  of  Greatham :  "  Suhamtonia.  Willelmus  Aguillun  et  Johanna  uxor 
ejus  dant  domino  Regi  dimidiam  marcam  pro  habendo  quodam  pone  coram 
Justiciariis  apud  Westmonasterium  a  die  Sancti  Michaelis  in  quinque  sep- 
timanas  contra  Radulfum  de  Clera  de  manerio  de  Gretham  cum  pertinentiis. 
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Habeant  breve  et  mandatum  est  Vicecomiti  Suhamtonie  quod  capiat  Becuros 
plegios,  etc.  T.  H(uberto)  de  Burgo  Justiciario  apud  Novum  Templum 
Londoniarum  xvii  die  Septerabris." 

This  suit  was  successful,  and  in  the  "  Testa  de  Nevill"  for  the  county 
of  Southampton,  under  the  heading  "  Feoda  que  tenentur  de  Comite  War- 
renne  in  capite,"  we  read,  "  Willelmus  Agulon  tenet  Gretham  de  Comite 
Warrenne  pro  feodo  militis  de  veteri  feoffamento,  et  idem  de  Rege ;  itera  de 
feodis  que  tenentur  de  Radulfo  de  Clera  in  Comitatu  Suthhantonie."  Be- 
fore  the  5th  day  of  June,  1222,  Alan,  son  of  the  Mayor  of  London,  was 
deceased  without  issue,  and  his  land  devolved  upon  William  Aguillun  in 
right  of  his  wife,  in  Edmonton,  com.  Middlesex,  as  this  record  evinces : 

"  De  quietancia.  Rex  Baronibus  suis  de  Scaccario  salutem.  Quia  dilec- 
tus  et  fidelis  noster  W(illelmus)  Briwerre  protestatus  est  coram  H(uberto) 
de  Burgo  Justiciario  nostro  et  vobis  super  scaccarium  nostrura  quod  ipse 
per  preceptum  domini  J(ohannis)  Regis  patris  nostri  recepit  austurcum 
quem  exigitis  a  Willelmo  Aguillun  de  fine  quem  Alanus  filius  Majoris 
fecit  cum  ipso  domino  J(ohanne)  Rege  patre  nostro  pro  homagio  suo  capi- 
endo,  vobis  mandamus  quod  ipsum  Willelmura  de  austurco  illo  quietura  esse 
faciatis.  T(eate)  H(uberto),  etc  apud  Westraonasterium  v  die  Junii,  per 
manum  Stephani  de  Segrave." 

The  following  entry  is  on  the  great  Roll  of  the  Exchequer,  18  Hen.  III. 
1233-4  :  "  Surreia.  Willelmus  Aguiion,  qui  habet  heredem  Bartholomei  de 
Cbeney  in  uxorem,  debuit  unam  marcam  de  scutagio  de  Kery,  sicut  supra 
continetur,  et  xxjt.  de  finibus  et  scutagiis,  sicut  continetur  ibidem,  et  x».  de 
scutagio  de  Elveyn  sicut  continetur  ibidem.  Sed  non  debet  summoneri  : 
quia  recognitura  est  per  preceptum  Regis  coram  Baronibus  de  Scaccario 
per  sacramenta  xii  militum  ejusdem  comitatus,  quod  non  debet  servicium 
militare  de  terris  quas  tenet  in  hoc  comitatu  de  hereditate  dicti  Bartho- 
lomei  de  Cheney  in  Adintone,  sed  serjanteriam,  scilicet,  inveniendi  unum 
Cocum  in  coronatione  Regis  ad  faciendum  cibum,  qualem  Senescallus  pre- 
ceperit,  in  coquina  Regis." 

By  Letter  Patent,  bearing  date  at  Westminster,  25th  day  of  September, 
1241,  King  Henry  III.  granted  to  Peter  de  Savoy  the  lands  of  John  de 
Warren  in  Sussex  and  Surrey,  and  the  honour  of  L'Aigle,  with  all  its  ap- 
purtenances,  to  support  hiroself  therewith  in  his  service,  during  the  royal 
pleasure,  and  during  his  tenure  of  these  lands  in  Sussex,  this  entry  was  made 
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of  one  of  his  fiefs  in  the  "  Testa  de  Nevill."  «  Willelmus  Agilun  tenet 
unum  feodum  militis  in  Percinges ;"  and  below  we  have  "  heredes  Bartho- 
lomei  de  Kaisneto  tenent  in  villa  de  Lewes  de  domino  Rege,  sed  nescitur 
per  quod  servicium." 

In  Surreyt  in  the  last-named  Record,  the  tenure  of  Addington  is  thus 
noted  :  "  Willelmus  Aguilun  tenet  quandam  terram  in  villa  de  Adinton  per 
serjantiam  faciendi  hastiaa  in  coquina  domini  Regis  die  coronacionis  sue, 
vel  aliquis  pro  eo  debet  facere  ferculum  quoddam  quod  vocatur  Girunt,  et 
si  apponatur  sagina  tunc  vocatur  Malpigernoun."  Again,  in  Buckingham- 
shire,  we  read  Crofton,  "  Willelmus  Aguilun  dimidium  feodum  de  feodo 
WUlelmi  de  Say  et  ipse  de  Rege  ;"  which  manor,  in  the  hundred  of  Cotslow, 
had  been  of  the  land  of  the  Bishop  of  Limeux,  Gislebert  Maminot,  at  the 
survey,  and  had  continued  in  the  line  of  a  family  of  that  name  until  the 
reign  of  Richard  I.,  when,  by  marriage,  it  was  transfrrred  to  that  of  Say. 
In  Hertfordshire  we  read,  "  Willelmus  Agulon  tenet  in  Watton  per  servi- 
cium  inveniendi  unum  garcionem  cum  arcu  et  sagittis  ad  exercitum  domini 
Regis  inWallie." 

William  Agulon,  the  survivor  of  his  wife,  of  whose  inheritance  were  the 
manors  named  above,  was  deceascd  before  the  3rd  day  of  October,  1244, 
as  we  learn  from  this  entry  on  the  Fine  Rolls  of  the  28th  year  of  Henry 
III. :  "  Pro  Roberto  Agulun.  Rex  Vicecomiti  Surreie  salutcm.  Scias 
quod  suscepimus  homagium  Roberti  Aguilun,  filii  et  heredis  Willelmi  Agui- 
lun,  de  omnibus  terris  et  tenementis  que  predictus  Robertus  tenuit  de  nobis 
in  capite,  et  securitatem  nobis  fecit  de  x  libris  per  quas  fincm  fecit  cum 
nobis  pro  relevio  suo.  Et  ideo  tibi  precipimus  quod  de  omnibus  terris  et 
tenementis,  que  fuerunt  predicti  Willelmi  patris  sui  in  baillia  tua,  dc  quibus 
teisitus  fuit  in  dominico  suo  ut  de  feodo  die  qua  obiit,  eidem  Roberto  plenam 
seisinam  habere  facias.  Teete  meipso  apud  Westmonasterium  iii°  die  Oc- 
tobris." 

Another  entry  relating  to  this  act  of  homage  occurs  on  the  Rotulus  Ori- 
ginalis  of  the  saroe  regnai  year  of  Henry  III.  in  these  words :  "  Rex  cepit 
homagium  Roberti  Agulun  filii  et  heredis  Willelmi  Agulun  de  omnibus 
terris  ct  tcnementis,  que  idem  Rpbertus  tenuit  de  Rege  in  capite,  et  securi- 
tatem  Regi  fecit  de  decem  libris  pro  relevio  suo,  et  sunt  tcrre  sue  in  comi- 
tatibus  Hertfordie  et  Suthhantonie."  Surrey  and  the  two  counties  named 
are  inserted  in  the  margin.    Notwithstanding  these  evidence*  of  succession 
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of  Robert  Aguilon  to  his  father  Williatn  Aguilon,  that  eminent  genealogist, 
Dugdale,  writes  as  follows  :  "  To  this  William  succecded  another  WilUam, 
who,  in  42  Hen.  III..  received  command  to  attend  the  King  on  Monday 
next  preceding  the  feast  of  St.  John  Baptist,  well  fitted  with  horse  and  arms, 
to  restrain  the  incursions  of  the  Welch,"  citing  «  Claus.  42  Hen.  I II.  in  dorso, 
m.  11."  This  entry  i»  found  on  Rot.  Claus.  44  Hen.  III.  m.  11,  in  dorso, 
and  regards  Robert  Aguilon,  who  held  his  manor  of  Watton-at-Stone  by 
this  service  ;  nor  is  the  crror  correctcd,  where  other  records  are  cited,  but 
every  act  of  Robert  is  ascribed  to  a  second  William  Aguilon,  and  even  the 
inquisition  post  mortem  upon  Robert  Aguilon  is  ascribed  to  this  imaginary 
Baron.  In  like  manner,  in  hw  biography  of  his  father,  the  same  writer, 
after  copying  Matthew  Paris,  adds,  "  Whereupon  the  King  caused  all  hia 
lands  to  be  seized  and  given  to  Simon  de  Campo-Remigio,  quoting  Claus. 
17  Joh.  m.  6.  5.  On  membrane  6  the  name  of  Aguilun  does  not  occur, 
but  on  membrane  5  we  read,  "  Mandatum  est  Vicecomitibus  Norfolcie  et 
Suffolcie  '  et  Essexie,'  quod  facient  habere  Simoni  de  Campo  Reraigii  totam 
terram  que  fuit  Roberti  Aguillun  cum  pertinentiis  in  balliva  sua,  quam  do- 
minus  Rex  ei  concessit.  Apud  Storteford  xxx  die  Marcii."  This  entry 
has  reference  to  a  Robert  Aguillon,  son  of  William  Aguillun,  who  had 
married  Agatha,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheiresses  of  Fulk  de  Beaufou, 
Lord  of  Hokewold  and  East  Herling,  com.  Norfolk,  and  of  Debenham  in 
Suffolk,  and  of  Borley  in  Essex.  His  heirs  were  four  daughters.  Agatha, 
Isabella,  Johanna,  and  Margeria,  of  whom  Adam  de  Kokefield,  Lucas  de 
Poynings,  Ralph  Fitz  Bernard,  and  Andrew  de  Sakevill,  were  respectively 
the  heirs,  as  appears  by  a  pleading  of  "  Quare  Irapedit,'  for  the  advowson 
of  the  church  of  Hokewold,  of  Hillary  Term,  7  Edw.  III.  1334. 

In  or  before  the  year  1257,  41  Hen.  III.  Robert  Aguilon  married  Joan 
de  Mohun,  one  of  the  seven  daughtcrs  of  William  de  Ferrers,  Earl  of  Derby, 
who  Bucceeded  to  that  title  upon  the  decease  of  his  father,  22d  September 
1247,  by  his  first  wife  Sibilla,  deceased  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father,  who  was 
sister  of  the  Earls  Marshal  of  Pembroke,  and  whose  issue  were  heirs  to 
that  vast  inheritance  after  the  decease  of  the  five  brothers  without  issue,  who 
severally  bore  this  title.  Afterwards  William  de  Ferrers,  Earl  of  Derby, 
married  Margaret,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Roger  de  Quincy, 
Earl  of  Winchester,  by  whom  he  left  issue  two  sons,  Robert,  his  successor, 
and  WUliam,  seated  at  Groby,  com.  Leicester.    He  was  deceased  24th 
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March  1254,  at  Evington,  near  Leicester,  38  Hen.  III.,  and  had  sepulture 
in  the  abbey  of  Merevale,  leaving  his  wife  surviving  and  his  son  a  minor. 
Margaret,  Countess  of  Derby,  heiress  of  Groby,  was  deceased  in  the  ninth 
year  of  Edward  I.,  1281,  having  previously  enfeoffed  William  de  Ferrers, 
her  second  son,  in  the  said  manor.  The  five  brothers,  Earls  Marshal,  sons 
of  William  Marshal,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  Regent  of  the  Kingdom  during  the 
minoritv  of  Henry  thc  Third,  had  name  William,  Richard,  Gilbert,  Walter, 
and  Anselm ;  and  their  five  sisters  were,  Maude,  married  to  Hugh  Bigot, 
Earl  of  Norfolk,  and  afterwards  to  John  de  Warren,  Earl  of  Surrey  ;  Joanna, 
to  Warine  de  Munchensy ;  Isabella,  first  to  Gilbert  de  Clare,  Earl  of  Glou- 
ccster,  and  afterwards  to  Richard  Earl  of  Cornwall,  and  Emperor  of  Ger- 
manv  and  King  of  the  Romans ;  Sybilla,  to  William  de  Ferrers,  Ea  rl  of 
Derby ;  and  Eva  wife  of  William  de  Briouze.  Williaro,  tbe  eldest  son, 
married  first  Alice,  daughter  of  Baldwin  de  Betune,  Comte  of  Aumale, 
and  Lord  of  Holdernesse  in  right  of  his  wife,  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father, 
and  secondly  Alienora,  sister  of  King  Henry  the  Third,  and,  dying  without 
issue,  was  buried  in  the  New  Temple,  at  London,  I4th  of  April  1231,  near 
the  grave  of  his  father.  Richard,  second  son,  died  of  his  wounds  in  Ire- 
land  on  thc  16th  day  of  April  1234,  and  on  the  raorrow  was  interred  at 
Kilkenny  in  the  oratory  of  the  brethrcn  of  the  order  of  Minors,  leaving  no 
issue  by  Gervasia  his  wife.  Gilbert,  the  third  son,  knighted  at  Worcester 
by  King  Henry  in  the  Feast  of  Pentecost,  llth  June  following,  married 
first  Maud  de  Lanvaley,  and  secondly,  in  1235,  Margaret,  daughter  of 
William  and  sister  of  Alexander,  Kingsof  Scotland,  and  died  from  injuries 
received  from  a  fall  from  his  horse  at  a  tournament  at  Ware  on  the  27th 
of  June,  in  the  cvening,  at  the  priory  of  Hertford,  whenoe  thc  body  was 
conveyed  to  London,  and  interred  in  the  New  Temple.  Waltcr,  the  fourth 
son,  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Robert  de  Quincy,  widow  of  John  de 
Lacy,  Earl  of  Lincoln,  and  Constable  of  Chester,  who  also  died  without 
issue  24th  November  1245,  at  Castle  Goderich,  leaving  his  widow  surviving, 
and  was  buried  at  Tynterne  Abbey.  Anselm,  the  fifth  brother,  had  becn 
Dcan  of  Salisbury ;  but  was  subsequently  the  husband  of  Maud,  daughter 
of  Humphrey  dc  Bohun,  Earl  of  Hereford.  He  outlived  his  brother  only 
eleven  days,  being  deceased  on  the  fifth  of  Deccmber  following,  at  Chepstow, 
and  was  also  interred  at  Tyntcrne,  leaving  no  issue.  Alienora,  the  widow 
of  William  Marshall,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  remarried  after  his  decease  the 
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famous  Simon  de  Montfort,  Earl  of  LeicCBter.  At  thia  time  of  the  succes- 
sion  devolving  upon  the  surviving  sistcrs,  Maud  and  Isabella,  the  others 
being  already  deceased,  partition  was  made  of  this  inheritance,  valued  at 
76O0tt.  Hugh  Bigot,  Earl  of  Norfolk,  had  the  Earl  Marshalship;  and 
William  de  Valcnce,  husband  of  Joan  de  Munchensy,  whose  brother,  John 
de  Muncheusy,  had  died  without  issue,  had  thc  earldom  of  Pembrokc  ;  G  i  1- 
bert  de  Clare,  Earl  of  Gloucester,  had  for  the  share  of  his  wife  1520//., 
whilst  the  seven  coheirs  of  Sibilla  de  Ferrers  had  each  217/».  2s.  I0}d.  and 
the  three  coheirs  of  Eva  de  Briouze  had  each  506//.  13*.  4d.  Of  the  last 
named  there  was  another  coheir,  Isabella,  wife  of  David,  son  of  Leweline 
Prince  of  Wales,  as  the  following  entries  on  the  Fine  Rolls  of  the  30th  year 
of  Henry  III.,  1246,  prove. 

"  De  castris  et  terris  tenendis  in  manu  Regis.  Mandatum  est  Roberto 
Waleraund  quod,  non  obstante  mondato  quod  Rex  ei  fecit  de  terris  et  castris 
que  fuerunt  Walteri  Marescalli  quondam  Comitis  Penbrokie  liberandis  he- 
redibus  ipsius  Comitis,  retineat  in  manu  Regis  castrum  de  Haverford  et  lxv 
libratas  xvi  solidos  et  viii  denarios  terre  in  Haverford,  que  assignate  sunt 
et  pertinent  ad  portionem  uxoris  que  fuit  Davidis  filii  Lewelini  quondam 
Principis  Norwallie  unius  heredum  prefati  Comitis,  que  ad  opus  Regis  salvo 
custodiat  donec  aliud  a  Rege  habuerit  preceptum.  T.  Rege  apud  Oxoniam 
xxi  die  Julii. 

"  Eo<lem  modo  scribitur  Walerano  Teutonico  de  xxv  libratis  et  xix  de- 
nariatis  terre  in  Karliun  et  Morgan  et  xxv  libratis  et  ix  denariatis  terrc 
iu  uno  vel  in  alio  illorum  maneriorum,  et  recompensationem  ii  mesuagiorum 
competencium  ad  opus  ii  filiarum  Willelmi  de  Ferrariis  que  sunt  in  custodia 
Regis,  que  assignate  sunt  et  pertinent  ad  portionem  uxoris  que  fuit  predicti 
Davidis,  rctinenda  in  manu  Regis." 

The  daughters  of  William  de  Ferrers  by  Sibilla  Marshal  are  enumerated 
in  this  order  in  the  chronicles  of  the  Abbey  of  Tintern,  according  to  the 
extract  made  by  Francis  Thynne  in  the  Cotton  Manuscript  Cleopatra  C.  m. 
which  is  apparently  of  as  late  datc  as  the  reign  of  Henry  the  Sixth,  and 
printed  in  the  Monasticon  by  Dugdale.  Agnes,  the  first  daughter,  was 
married  to  William  de  Vescy,  of  whom  John  de  Vescy,  issueless,  and  Wil- 
liam  de  Vescy,  who  had  issue  John  de  Vescy,  who  died  before  his  father, 
and  afterwards  the  said  William  de  Vescy  the  father  without  heir  of  his 
body.    Isabclla  Basset,  second  daughter,  married  to  Reginald  de  Mohun 
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(de  Monteminori,  Moyon  in  Normandy,  a  communeof  the  canton  of  Tessy, 
arrondissementof  St.  Lo,and  departement  of  La  Manche),  of  whom  William 
de  Mohun,  and  of  him  William  de  Mohun,  without  heir  of  his  body.  Of 
the  same  Reginald  and  Isabella  a  daughter,  by  name  Alianora,  married  to 
John  son  of  Nicholas  de  Carrcw,  and  Margaret  her  sister,  issueless,  and 
Maria,  her  sister,  married  to  John  de  Meriet,  who  died  without  heir  of  her 
body.    Matilda  de  Kyme,  third  daughter,  married  to  Almaric  de  Roche- 
chouart  (de  Rupe  Canardi),  of  whom  Joanna  de  Vivonne  (Vyvon),  Cecilia 
de  Beauchamp,  Sibilla,  married  to  Almaric  of  Archiac  in  Saintonge  (Pi- 
ganra).    Sibilla  de  Bohun,  fourth  daughter,  of  whom  John  de  Bohun  of 
Midhurst.    Of  the  same  John,  John.    Joanna,  fifth  daughte  r,  married  to 
John  de  Mohun,  of  whom  John  de  Mohun,  of  whom  Jobn,  of  him  John. 
Alianora,  sixth  daughter,  was  Countess  of  Winchester,  and  died  issueless. 
Agatha,  seventh  daughter,  was  married  to  Hugh  de  Mortemer,  Lord  of 
Chelmarsh,  who  was  son  of  Ralph  de  Mortimer,  Lord  of  Wigmore,  of 
whom  Hugh  and  Agatha,  John  de  Mortymer,  who  died  without  heir  of  his 
body,  and  Henry  Mortymer,  of  whom  Hugh,  of  whom  Henry  de  Morty- 
mer,  who  married  Elizabeth,  of  whom  William,  Hugh,  James,  Edmund, 
Thomas,  Roger,  who  all  died  issueless,  and  Johanna  and  Margarct.  In 
Vincent  upon  Brooke  there  is  this  extract  from  the  Communia  a»  10  Ed- 
ward  II.  term.  Pasche,  rot.  9  Sussex: — "  De  Sibilla  uxore  \Villelmi  de 
Ferrariis,  Comitis  Derbie,  procreate  fuerunt  septem  filie,  que  successerunt 
ei  in  hereditate  sua,  videlicet,  Agnes  primogenita,  que  nupsit  Willelmo  de 
Vescy,  Isabella,  secunda  filia,  que  nupsit  Reginaldo  de  Moun,  Matildis, 
tcrtia  filia,  que  nupsit  Willelmo  de  Kyme,  postmodum  Willelmo  de  Vivoniis 
alio  nomine  de  Fortibus,  Sibilla,  quarta  filia,  que  nupBit  Franconi  de  Bohun, 
Johanna  Aguillon,  quinta  filia,  quc  postmodum  nupsit  Johanni  filio  Regi- 
naldi  de  Moun,  procreato  de  prima  uxore  ipsius  Reginaldi,  Agatha,  sexta 
filia,  que  nupsit  Hugoni  de  Mortuomari,  et  Alianora,  septima  filia,  que 
nupsit  Rogcro  de  Quincy,  Comiti  Wyntonie,  que  obiit  sine  herede  de  se  et 
descendebat  hereditas  sua  Agneti  de  Vescy  et  quinque  sororibus  suis  pre- 
Bcriptis  "    Dugdale  also  rcfers  to  this  record  in  the  margin  under  Ferrers, 
Earl  of  Derby,  with  these  additions :  Isabel  to  Gilbert  Basset  of  Wycombe, 
com.  Bucks,  and  afterwards  to  Rcginald  de  Mohun  ;  and  Eleanora  first  to 
William  de  Vallibus,  secondly  to  Roger  de  Quincy,  Earl  of  Winchester,  and 
lastly  to  Roger  dc  Lcyburne. 
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Alianora  and  Agatha  were  both  unmarried  and  in  the  King's  custody  at 
the  time  of  the  succession  of  the  Earla  Marshals  devolving  upon  these  co- 
heiresses ;  but  the  fonner  was  married  to  Wilham  de  Vallibus  in  the  follow- 
ing  regnal  year  of  Henry  III.  without  the  King's  licence,  who  made  fine 
with  the  King  for  200  marks  for  having  seisin  of  the  lands  hereditarily  be- 
longing  to  her  the  daughter  of  William  de  Ferrers,  as  one  of  the  heirs  of 
Walter  Marshal,  late  Earl  of  Pembroke.  In  the  same  year  the  King  con- 
ceded  to  William  de  Ferrers  that  of  300  marks  by  which  he  made  fine  with 
him  because  he  had  married  Sibilla  his  daughter  to  Francus  de  Bohun  with- 
out  his  assent  and  licence  that  the  render  should  be  20«.  annually  until  the 
sum  was  paid.  In  the  same  year  both  William  de  Ferrers,  Earl  of  Derby, 
and  Agnes, his  countess,  were  deceased,  and  their  lands  taken  into  the  Kings 
hands  and  committed  to  custody,  as  we  learu  from  an  entry  on  the  Fine 
Roll,  dated  at  Westminster  25th  September  1247  ;  and  on  the  lOth  of  No- 
vember  following  the  King  took  the  homage  of  William  de  Ferrers  of  all 
the  lands  and  tenements  which  had  been  those  of  Agnes,  late  Countess  of 
Derby,  of  which  the  Castle  of  Chartley,  com.  Stafford,  was  the  chief  seat. 
The  following  entry  on  the  Fine  Roll  of  the  35th  year  of  Henry  III.,  1251, 
under  the  heading,  "  Pro  heredibus  W7(alteri)  Marescalli  quondam  Comitis 
Pembrochie,  et  pro  Comite  Leycestrie  et  uxore  ejus,"  is  of  importance  as 
regards  the  date  of  the  marriage  of  Robert  Aguilon  with  Joanna  de  Mohun. 

"  Mandatum  est  Baronibus  de  Scaccario  quod  in  instanti  crastino  Sancti 
Johannis  Baptiste  diligenter  intendant  particioni  faciende  inter  heredes 
W(alteri)  Marescalli  quondam  Comitis  Pcmbrochie  de  porcione  singulos 
ipsorum  contingente  de  cccc  Ubris  quas  solvere  debent  per  annum  S(imoni) 
de  Monteforti  comiti  Leicestrie  et  Alienore  uxori  ejus  pro  dote  ipsius  Alie- 
nore  in  Hybernie,  unde  sumus  plegius,  et  eisdem  heredibus  respectum 
habere  faciatis  usque  ad  quindenam  Sancti  Michaelis  proximo  futuram  dc 
hoc  quod  Regi  restat  reddendum  de  arreragiis  predictarum  cccc  Ubrarum 
per  annura  ad  Scaccarium  Regis.  Teste  Rege  apud  Clarendonam  xvi  die 
Junii." 

William  de  ValUbus  was  already  deceased  before  the  fifth  day  of  Decem- 
ber,  1252,  and  his  widow  having  remarried  Roger  de  Quincy,  Earl  of 
WTinchester,  without  the  licence  and  goodwUl  of  the  King,  her  lands  were 
taken  into  the  King  s  hands  and  committed  to  custody  up  to  the  date  of  the 
following  entry  on  the  Fine  Roll  of  the  year  following  ;  "  Memorandum 
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quod  Rogerus  de  Quincy  comes  Wintonie  venit  ooram  Rege  apud  Winde- 
soram  die  Veneris  proxima  post  festura  Sancti  Hilarii  et  ibidem  misit  se  in 
misericordiam  Regis  de  ccc  marcis  pro  transgressione  quam  fecit  ducendo  in 
uxorem  Alienoram,  que  fuit  uxor  Willelmi  de  Vallibus,  que  fuit  de  donacione 
Kegis,  sine  licencia  Regis.  Et  postea  Rex  de  gratia  sua  remisit  ei  predic- 
tas  ccc  marcas  pro  quinque  marcis  auri.  Postea  solvit  in  garderoba  Regis 
P(etro)  Chaceport  et  quietus  est."  In  the  same  year  Eudo  la  Zuche  prof- 
fers  to  the  King  150  marks  for  the  marriage  of  Agatha,  daughter  of  William 
de  Ferrers,  Earl  of  Derby,  if  the  same  earl  should  choose  to  give  him  his 
assent  to  the  marriage ;  which  it  seems  was  refused,  and  she  afterwards 
married  Hugh  de  Mortemer.  In  38  Hen.  III.  1254,  William  de  Vescy 
beiug  deceased,  extent  was  made  of  his  lands,  and  the  King  on  the  2nd  of 
March  assigned  to  Agnes  de  Vescy  the  manors  of  Malton  and  Langton, 
with  their  appurtenances,  in  the  county  of  York,  and  the  manor  of  Tuggle 
in  Northumberland,  in  dower,  paying  out  of  the  manor  of  Langton  7/i.  xii». 
to  Peter  de  Savoy,  to  wbom  the  custody  of  the  other  lands,  which  were 
those  of  William  de  Vescy,  had  been  granted  to  the  time  his  heirs  should  be 
of  full  age.  On  the  fourth  day  of  April  following  the  King  committed  to 
William  de  Wylton  all  the  lands  and  tenements  which  had  been  those  of 
William  dc  Ferrers  junior,  late  Earl  of  Derby,  with  the  castles  and  ali  their 
other  appurtenances,  to  be  kept  in  his  custody  so  long  as  it  should  be  the 
royal  pleasure. 

On  the  Fine  Roll  of  48rd  Hen.  III.  this  entry  proves  WilUam  de  Fortibus 
to  have  been  deceased  in  that  year :  "  Quia  Willelmus  de  Fortibus  diem 
clausit  extremum,  mandatum  est  Vicecomiti  et  Escaetori  Surreie  quod  omnes 
terras  et  tenemcnta  que  de  Rege  tenuit  in  capite  et  de  aliis  in  balliva  sua, 
capiant  in  manum  Regis,  et  ea  sine  vasto  et  districtione  custodiant  et  per 
sacramentum,  etc.  terras  illas  et  tenementa  extendi  faciant.  Eodem  modo 
mandatum  est  Vicecomiti  et  Escaetoribus  Sumerset  et  Dorset,  et  cum  con- 
stiterit  eis  de  valore  tcrrarum  que  fuerunt  predicti  Willehni  In  ballia  sua 
manerium  de  Skypton  Malet  tradant  Matildi,  que  fuit  uxori  prcfati 
Willelmi,  tenendum  in  quarentenam  suam  quousque  per  Regem  dotata  fuerit. 
T(este)  R(ege)  apud  Westmonasterium  xvi  die  Maii." 

Ou  the  Great  Roll  of  the  Exchequer  of  the  44th  year  of  Hen.  III.  these 
several  entries  occur  in  regard  of  the  then  existing  hcirs  of  the  Earls  Mar- 
shal.    "  Lincolnia  :  Agnes  de  Vescy  una  de  filiabus  Willelmi  de  Ferrariis

Franciscus  de  Bohun 
et  Sibilla  de  Ferrariis  uxor  ejus  una  de  heredibus  W(alteri)  comitis  Mares- 
calli  xi  mareas  (ut  supra.) — Sumerset  et  Dorset.  Robertus  de  Aguylon  et 
Johanna  uxor  ejus  una  de  heredibus  W(alteri)  comitis  Marescalli  xi  marcas 
v  solidos  viii  denarios  de  porcione  ipsam  contingente  de  denariis  Rcgis  debitis 
de  dc.  marcis  quas  Rex  solvit  per  annum  ad  Scaccarium  pro  heredibus 
Comitum  Marescallorum  Simoni  de  Monteforti  comiti  Leicestrie  et  Alienore 
sorori  Regis  pro  dote  sua  de  terris  que  fucrunt  Willclmi  comitis  Mares- 
calli,  quondam  viri  sui,  in  Ybcrnia,  sicut  continctur  in  mcmorandis  anno  xlv.

Et  cxxxvii  marcas  xxiidenarios  de 
xii  annis  preteritis  quando  Rex  incepit  reddere  dictos  dcnarios  ad  Pascha  anno 
xxxii. — Essexia  et  Hertfordia.  Hugo  de  Mortuomari  et  Agatha  uxor 
cjus  una  de  heredibus  W(alteri)  comitis  Marescalli  xi  marca.s  (ut  supra).  Et 
cxxxvii  marcas  xxii  denarios  de  xii  annis  preteritis.  On  the  same  Roll 
are  also  similar  entries  as  to  William  dc  Valentiis  (Valence,  chef-Iieu  of  the 
Departement  de  la  Drome),  who  had  to  wife  the  daughtcr  of  Warine  de 
Munchensy,  one  of  the  heirs  of  Walter  Earl  Marshal  in  Essex  and  Hert- 
ford,  and  of  Humphrey  de  Bohun,  who  had  to  wife  one  of  thc  daughtcrs  of 
William  de  Briouze,  and  one  of  the  heirs  of  thc  Earls  Marshal  in  the  same 
counties,  and  of  William  de  Cantilupe,  who  had  to  wife  another  of  the 
daughters  of  William  de  Briouze  and  one  of  the  heirs  of  Walter  Earl  Mar- 
shal,  in  Wiltshire  ;  as  also  the  following  entry  in  Lincolnshire  :  "  Margareta 
comitissa  Lincolnie,  que  fuit  uxor  Walteri  comitis  Marescalli,  que  plene 
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dotata  est  in  Ybernia  de  terris  dicti  Marescalli,  cc  mareas  de  porcione  ipsam 
coutingente  de  denariis  Regi  dehitis  etc.  et  M.Mxccc  marcas  de  xii  annis 
predictis." 

On  the  Fine  Roll  of  the  46th  year  of  Henry  III.  are  two  entries  regard- 
ing  these  coheirs;  one  dated  at  Westminster,  18th  January,  1262,  granting 
to  William  la  Zuche,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  the  marriage  of  the  heirs  of 
Isabella,  who  had  been  the  wife  of  Reginald  de  Mohun,  for  a  fine  of  200 
marks,  and  the  other  at  Merton,  16th  of  Decemher,  1261,  to  the  sheriffof 
Surrey,  informing  him  that  though  the  King  had  assigned  to  Matilda  de 
Kyme  reasonable  dower  of  the  lands  of  William  de  Fortibus,  his  tenant  in 
capite,  of  his  lands  and  tenements,  upon  condition  of  rendering  up  to  the 
King  the  daughters  and  heire  of  the  same  William,  whose  custody  and 
marriage  was  the  King's  right,  upon  a  certain  day  which  had  been  assigned 
to  her,  she  had  failed  to  observe  it ;  wherefore  this  officer  was  enjoined 
to  distrain  the  aforesaid  Matilda  by  her  lands  and  chattels  in  his  bailiwick, 
of  which  he  was  to  account  at  the  Exchequer,  to  the  surrender  of  the  said 
heirs,  so  that  the  King  should  have  them  before  the  feast  of  St.  Hillary 
next  following.  On  the  Roll  of  the  50th  Henry  III.  is  this  entry  : — "  Rex 
Baronibus  suis  de  Scaccario  salutem.  Sciatis  quod  in  recompensacionem 
cujusdam  equi  quam  dilectus  et  fidelis  noster  Hugo  de  Mortuo  Mari  nuper 
amisit  in  servicio  nostro  in  obsidione  castri  de  Kenillworth  perdonavimus  ei 
et  Agathe  uxori  ejus  uni  heredum  Comitum  Marescallorum  quadraginta 
marcas,  in  quibus  iidem  Hugo  et  Agatha  nobis  tenentur  ad  Scaccarium 
nostrum  de  debitis  Marescallorum  predictorum.  Et  ideo  vobis  mandamus 
quod  predictos  Hugonem  et  Agatham  de  predictis  quadraginta  marcis 
quietos  esse  facias.    Teste  Rege  apud  Kenillworth  xxvi  die  Octobris." 

Robert  Aguilun  was  an  equally  devoted  loyalist  as  his  brother-in-law, 
Hugh  de  Mortimer,  and  on  the  Patent  Roll  of  the  49th  year  of  Henry  III. 
when  the  battle  of  Lewes  had  ended  in  the  capture  of  the  Sovereign  by  the 
rebel  Simon  de  Montfort,  Earl  of  Leicester,  are  inserted  under  the  heading 
"  De  securitate  recipienda  a  Roberto  Aguilun,  inimico  Simonis  de  Monte- 
forti,"  four  Letters  with  the  Kings  teste  at  Northarapton,  1  lth  day  of 
April,  1265,  severally  addressed  to  Thomas  Fits  Thomas,  Mayor  of  Lon- 
don,  Robert  Aguilon,  and  Master  Thomas  de  Piwcleden,  from  which  we 
learn  that  he  had  deferred  taking  the  oath,  which  had  been  required  by  the 
rebels  of  those  who  were  suspected  of  adherence  to  their  opponents. 
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"  Rex  dilectoet  fideli  suo  Thome  filio  Thome,  maiori  Londoniarum,salutem. 
Cum,  sedata  turbationc  nuper  habita  in  regno  nostro,  de  consilio  magna- 
torum  nostrorum  fuerit  provisum  quod  a  nonnullis  ejusdem  regni  sacramen- 
tum,  quod  vos  non  latet,  nobis  prcstaretur,  ac  Robertus  Aguiilun  ad  man- 
datum  nostrum  nobis  sacramentum  illud  nondum  prestiterit,  de  fidelitate 
vestra  plene  confidentes,  vobis  presentibus  litteris  nostris  damus  potestatem 
recipiendi  a  prefato  Roberto,  vice  nostra,  sacramentum  predictum.  Et  ideo 
vobis  mandamus  quod  sacramentum  illud  a  prefato  Roberto  nomine  nostro 
recipiatis,  gicut  predictura  est.  In  cujus  etc.  Teste  Rege  apud  Northamp- 
tonam  xi  die  Aprilis.       Per  comitcra  Leicestrie  et  totum  concilium." 

«  Rex  eidem  Maiori  salutem.  Cum,  sedata  turbationc  nuper  habita  in 
rcgno,  de  consilio  magnatum  nostrorum  fuerit  provisum,  quod  a  nonnullis 
ejusdem  regni  sacramentum,  in  forma  quam  magister  Thomas  de  Piwelesdon 
vobis  exponet  de  parte  nostra,  nobis  prestaretur,  et  Robertus  Aguilun  sacra- 
mentum  illud  hactenus  prestare  distulerit,  ac,  de  concilio  nostro  predicto 
vobis  per  litteras  nostras  patentes,  quas  una  cum  presentibus  vobis  trans- 
mittimus,  potestatera  dedirnus  sacraraentum  illud  ab  eo  recipiendi  vice 
nostra,  prout  litteris  predictis  plenius  continetur ;  vobis  mandamus  quod,  si 
prefatus  Robertus  sacramentum  predictum  coram  vobis  prestare  recusaverit 
vel  malitiose  distulerit,  tunc  ipsum  arcstari  et  salvo  custodiri  faciatis,  donec 
siiud  a  nobiB  inde  receperitis  in  mandatis,  et  hoc  nullatenus  oraittatis.

"  Rex  eidem  Roberto  salutem.  Cum,  sedata  turbatione  nuper  habita  in 
regno  nostro  de  consilio  magnatum  nostrorum  provisum  fuerit,  quod  a 
nonnullis  ejusdem  regni  sacramcntum,  quod  fortassis  vos  latere  non  credi- 
mus,  nobis  prestaretur,  ac  vos  sacramentum  illud  hactenus  prestare  distu- 
leritis,  propter  quod  Maiori  nostro  Londoniarum  mandavimus,  quod  sacra- 
mentum  vestrum  a  vobis  rectpiat  vice  nostra,  vobis  mandamus  firmiter 
injungentes,  quatenus  in  presentia  dicti  Maioris  sacramentum  illum  sine 
difficultate  prestetis  in  forma  quam  vobis  injunget  ex  parte  nostra,  et  hoc, 
sicut  vos  et  vestra  diligitis,  nullatenus  omittatis.

Transcriptum  littcrarum 
nostrarura  Maiori  Londoniarum  directarum  vobia  transmittimus  presentibus 
interclusum,  vos  rogantes  quatinus,  earum  tenore  plenius  intellecto  et  vestra 
mediante  industria,  negotiura  illud  una  cum  prefato  Maiore  compleatis, 
prout  magis  videritis  cxpedire  et  prout  aliis  sacramentum  illud  injunxistis, 
ita  quod  diligentiara  vcstram  exinde  merito  commendare  debeamus.  Teste 
ut  supra." 

Robcrt  Aguilun  was  a  dweller  within  the  city  of  London,  in  the  mansion 
which  had  desccnded  to  him  from  his  ancestor  Hcnry  Fitz  Aylwin,  the  first 
Mayor  of  London,  on  the  north  side  of  the  church  and  cemetery  of  St. 
Swithin,  in  Candlewick-street,  and  to  which  the  advowson  of  that  church 
was  attached,  over  against  London  Stone.    The  result  of  these  commands 
is  unknown,  and  if  Robert  Aguilun  was  arrested  and  imprisoned  at  this 
timc,  yet  the  glorious  victory  of  Prince  Edward  over  the  rebels  at  Eveshara, 
on  Tuesday  the  fourth  of  August  following,  will  have  caused  his  release, 
as  all  the  prisoners  taken  by  the  Earl  of  Leicester  and  his  accomplices  were 
upon  news  of  the  battle  forthwith  set  at  liberty  without  ransom.    On  thc 
other  hand,  the  Mayor  of  London  and  Thomas  de  Piwelesdon  were  arrested 
at  Windsor  by  the  King,  who  delivercd  them  to  his  son,  the  Princc  Edward, 
by  whom  they  wcre  detained  in  the  Tower  of  Windsor.    On  the  1 2th  day 
of  January,  1267,  51  Hen.  III.  Robert  Aguylon  was  witness  to  a  royal 
charter  in  favour  of  the  town  of  Wallingford,  and  on  the  Roll  of  Lettere 
Patent  of  that  year  thc  following  grant  "  pro  Roberto  Aguylon  "  is  entered : — 
"  Rex  omnibus,  &c.  salutem.    Sciatis  quod  pro  diutino  et  laudabili  ser- 
vitio  quod  dilectus  et  fidelis  noster  Robert  Aguilon,  qui  de  nobis  tenet  in 
capite,  nobis  impendit,  concessimus  ei  pro  nobis  et  hcredibus  nostris  quod  si 
ipse,  antequam  heredes  sui  de  corpore  suo  procreati  ad  legittimam  etatera 
pervcnerint,  contigerit  in  fata  concedere,  ipse  ante  suum  decessum  in  suo 
tcstamento  de  custodia  omnium  terrarum  et  tenementorum  suorum  ad  hos 
pertinentium  de  quibuscunque  tenebantur,  similiter  et  maritagia  heredum 
predictorum  pro  sua  voluntate  ordinet  et  disponat,  prout  sibi  et  hcrcdibus 
suis  predictis  melius  viderit  expedire,  et  nos  et  heredes  nostri  ordinacionem 
et  dispositionem  iilam  ratam  habemus  et  acceptam.  Et  si  fortc,  dictis  heredi- 
bus  infra  etatem  existentibus,  prefatus  Robertus  decedere  contigerit,  nulla 
per  ipeum  facta  ordinacione  ct  assignatioue  de  custodia  et  maritagiis  pre- 
dictis,  volumus  et  concedimus  quod  dicti  heredcs  sui  sine  impetratione  nostri

vel  heredum  nostrorum  habeant  custodiam  omnium  terrarum  et  tenemento- 
rum  prcdictorum  usque  ad  suam  legittimam  etatem  una  cum  maritagiis  eo- 
rundem,  salva  tamen  nobiset  heredibus  nostris  servicia  nobis  debita  dc  terris 
et  tenementis  predictis  et  homagiis  dictorum  heredum  cum  ad  plenam  etatcm 
pervenerint.  In  cujus,  &c.    Teste  Rege  apud  Oxoniam  xxiii  die  Octobris." 

At  the  time  of  this  grant  Uobert  Aguylon  was  a  widowcr,  as  we  learn 
from  the  following  entries  on  the  Plea  Rolls  of  Michaelmas  Term,  in  tho 
51st  year  of  the  reign  of  Henry,  son  of  King  John,  undcr  the  heading, 
«  Placita  coram  Rege  a  die  Sancti  Michaelis  in  tres  septimanas,"  eleventh 
raembrane : —

Predicti  insuper 
Robcrtus  et  Johanna  remiscrunt  et  quietum  clamaverunt  pro  sc  et  heredibus 
dicte  Johanne  prcdicte  Agneti  et  heredibus  suis  imperpetuum  totum  juset 
clamium  quod  habuerunt  vel  aliquo  modo  habcre  potuerint  in  decem  libratis 
tcrre  predicte  Johanne  assignatis  in  participationc  hereditatis  dicti  Mares- 
calli  infra  mancrium  dicte  Agnetis  de  Karlyun.  Etad  majorem  securitatcm 
ambe  partcs  cuidam  scripto  inter  eos  ad  modum  cyrographi  confecto  si- 
gilla  sua,  etc.  sccundum  quod  plenius  continctur  in  eodem  scripto. 

"  Eborum.  Agnes  de  Vescy  attachiata  fuit  ad  respondendum  Roberto 
Aguylun  de  placito  quare,  cum  inter  ipsam  Agnetem,unam  heredem  Comitum 
Mareschallorum,  et  ipsum  Robertum  ct  Johannam,  quondam  uxorem  cjusdem 
Itoberti,  et  altcram  heredcra  Comitum  prcdictorum,  dudum  convenerat  quod 
raolendina  de  Kyldare  que  fuerunt  de  hereditate  predictorum  Marescallorum 
et  quc  Margareta  quondara  Comitissa  Lincolnie  nuper  defuncta  tcnuit  in 
dotcm,  reverti  deberent  eisdem  Roberto  et  Johanne  post  decessum  prefate 
Comitisse  in  purpartc  ipsius  Johanne  ipsam  contingente  de  hereditatc  pre- 
dicta,  sicnt  constat  domino  Regi  per  inspectionem  rotulorum  cancellarie  sue, 
eadem  Agnes  statim  post  mortem  prcfate  Comitisse  intrusit  se  in  molendina 
predieta  ct  ea  adhuc  detinet,  proptcr  quod  dorainus  Rex  nupcr  ei  mandavit 
quod  molcndina  illa  prefato  Roberto  rcstituere  juxta  convencioncm  pre- 
dictam.  Agnei  venit  et  in  miscricordia  pro  pluribus  defaltis.  Postea  con- 
cordati  sunt  per  licenciam,  et  GSt  concordia  talis,  quod  predicta  Agnes  rccog- 
noscit  predicta  molendina  cura  pcrtinentiis  esse  jus  ipsius  Roberti  secundum 
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purportum  acripti  ipsius  Agnetis,  quod  idem  Robertus  inde  habet,  et  illa  ei 
reddidit  in  curia  in  fonna  que  continetur  in  scripto  predicto  superius  scripto. 
Et  Robertus  se  tenet  inde  contentus,  et  concessit  quod  si  predicta  molendina 
plus  valeant  quam  valuerunt  quando  extensa  fuerunt,  predictus  Robertus 
concessit  quod  rcddet  singulis  annis  predicte  Agneti  superplus  valoris  pre- 
dicte  extente,  scilicet,  medietatem  ad  festum  Sancti  Michaelis  et  aliam  me- 
dietatem  ad  Pascha,  et  cetera  sicut  plenius  continetur  in  scripto  predicto. 
Ideo  mandatum  est  domino  Edwardo  et  Justiciario  Hibernie  per  dominum 
Regem  quod  faciant  predicto  Roberto  habere  seisiuam  de  predictis  molen- 
dinis,  sicut  predictum  est.  Postea  mandavit  Dominus  Rex  per  predictum 
Robertum  quod  ipse  remisit  predicte  Agneti  misericordiam.  Et  Robertus 
remisit  ei  predicta  arreragia  decem  librarum,  etc." 

From  this  important  record  we  are  able  to  correct  the  singular  blunders 
of  former  genealogists,  and,  as  being  contemporary,  it  far  outweighs  the  mis- 
statemcnts  of  the  later  pleadings.  Johanna  de  Mohun  was  the  widow  of 
John  de  Mohun,  who  died  in  his  father's  lifetime,  leaving  a  son  and  heir  of 
the  same  natne,  who  succeeded  to  his  grandfather,  Reginald  de  Mohun,  Lord 
of  Dunster,  deceased  20th  Jan.,  41  Hen.  III.,  1257,  and  a  second  son, 
namcd  Robert  de  Mohun.  In  the  volume  of  Parliamentary  writs  and  writs 
of  military  summons  of  the  timc  of  Edward  I.  during  the  fifth  year  of  his 
reign,  20th  Nov.  1276— 20th  Nov.  1277,  p.  202.  "  Somerset.  West 
Wallia.  Johannes  de  Mohun  recognoscit  servicium  iii  feodorum  militis  pro 
terris  que  fuerunt  Reginaldi  de  Mohun  avi  sui  et  recognoscit  quod  debet 
Regi  servicium  sexte  partis  scrvicii  quintc  partis  de  hereditate  Mareschal- 
lorum  et  quintam  partem  servicii  quod  Willelmus  de  Briwerre  debuit,  set 
quanturo  ignorat  per  sc  ipsuro,  Robertum  fratrem  ejus  et  per  Thomam  du  Pyn 
milites."  The  writs  of  "  Diem  clausit  extremum,"  issued  upon  the  death  of 
this  Johnde  Mohun,  are  testcd  at  Windsor,  14th  July,  7  Edw.  I.,  1279,  and 
by  the  inquisitions  taken  thereon  it  was  found  that  John  de  Mohun,  his  son 
and  heir,  was  then  of  the  age  of  ten  years  or  thereabouts.  The  name  of  his 
wife  was  Alienora,  and  the  several  fiefs  which  were  assigned  to  her  in  dower 
in  thc  counties  of  Somerset  and  Dorset  are  specified  in  the  same  record. 
The  servicc  of  his  mothers  share  of  the  inheritance  of  the  Earls  Marshals 
had  been  increased  to  a  aixth  part  by  reason  of  the  death  of  Alianora,  Coun- 
tcss  of  Winchester,  without  issue,  in  the  2nd  of  Edward  the  First,  when 
William  de  Leyborne  had  livcry  of  thc  manors  which  had  been  held  by  hcr 
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in  dowcr  of  the  inheritance  of  Roger  de  Leyborne,  her  third  husband,  de- 
ceased  56  Hen.  III.,  1272.  Alice,  the  mother  of  Reginald  de  Mohun,  was 
a  daughter  and  coheir  of  William  Briwerre.  In  his  account  of  this  family 
Dugdale  has  entirely  omitted  one  generation  of  the  family  of  Mohun,  and 
marries  the  grandson,  who  died  7  Edw.  I.,  to  Joanna  the  daughter  of  Sir 
Reginald  Fitzpiers,  citing  Claus.  36  Hen.  III.  m.  17,for  the  name,  and  an 
old  manuscript  penes  Willelmum  Mohun,  equ.  aur.  an«  1583,  for  her  pa- 
rentage.  He  then  adds,  "  and  died  in  Gascoigne  upon  Sunday  the  feast 
day  of  St  Barnabas  the  Apostle,  7  Edw.  L,  1279,  leaving  John  his  son  and 
heir  tcn  years  of  age,  and  Alianora  his  wife  surviving,  who  had  for  a  dowry 
twenty-seven  knightfs  fees  and  a  ninth  part  in  the  counties  of  Somcrset, 
Dorset,  and  Devon."  The  death  of  John  de  Mohun  in  Gascony  is  taken 
from  a  penealogy  of  this  family,  as  descended  of  Alicia,  fourth  of  the  daugh- 
ters  and  heirs  of  William  Briwerre,  in  the  rcgister  of  the  Abbey  of  Sibton, 
and  printed  in  the  Monasticon  under  Newenham  Abbey,  com.  Devon, 
founded  by  Reginald  de  Mohun,  in  the  manor  of  Axminster,  on  the  sixth  day 
of  January,  1245,  when  that  day  fell  on  a  Sunday,  where  we  read,  "  Qui 
supradictus  Reginaldus  de  Mohun  habuit  duas  uxores,  scilicet,  Hawysiam  de 
Mohun  et  Isabellam  Basset,  et  in  dicta  Hawysia  procreavit  unum  filium, 
nomine  Johannem,  heredem  ipsius.  Qui  Johannes  prcdictus  in  Gasconia 
moricbatur  ;  cujus  corpus  jacet  coram  magno  altare  inter  sepulcrum  Regi- 
naldi  de  Mohun  et  Willelmi  dc  Mohun  domini  de  Moun-Otery  et  de  Newe- 
ham  ;  corpns  vero  apud  Brewton.  Qui  Johannes  de  Mohun  secundus  habuit 
unum  filium  heredem  nomine  Johannera,  qui  Johannes  modo  tertius  fuit  in 
custodia  domini  Regis  in  tempore  quo  justiciarii  domini  Reg  isitinerantes  in 
Devonia  sederunt."  In  the  Monasticon  coipug  is  a  raisprint  for  cor,  as  ap- 
peara  by  what  follows,  undcr  thc  heading,  "  Corpora  istorum  qui  jacent  hu- 
mata  coram  magno  altare  dc  Nyweham,"  where  wc  read,  "  Item  juxta  illum 
(i.  e.  Reginaldum  de  Mobun,  principalem  fundatorem)  in  sinistra  partc  sub 
parva  petra  jacet  cor  Johannis  de  Mohun,  filii  et  heredis  dicti  Reginaldi,  et 
ejus  corpus  jacet  apud  Brewton."  In  the  fifth  of  Edw.  I.,  1277,  ou  occasion 
of  the  cxpcdition  against  Lcwelin  Prince  of  Wales,  muster  before  the  Con- 
stable  and  Earl  Marshal  at  Worcester  on  eight  days  of  St.  John  the  Baptist, 
Robert  Aguillon  acknowledgeB  thc  service  of  half  a  knight's  fec  for  tene- 
ments  in  Dorsct  held  by  thc  courtesy  of  England,  and  makefi  fine  for  the 
same,  they  bcing  of  the  inheritance  of  Joan  de  Mohun,  hia  first  wife,  of  whom 
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he  had  had  issue  born ;  but  prior  to  his  decease  thc  only  survivor  was  a 
daughtcr,  Isabella,  thcn  married  to  Hugh,  Lord  Bardolf  of  Wirmegay,  cora. 
Norf.  as  will  appear  by  the  scquel. 

On  the  Roll  of  Letters  Patent  of  the  fiay-third  year  of  Ilenry  III.,  1269, 
is  this  entry  :  "  Pro  Roberto  Aguilon.  Rcx  omnibus,  &c.  salutem.  Cum 
nuper  ratione  matrimonii  inter  dilectum  et  fidelem  nostrum  Robertum 
Aguillon  et  dilectam  nobis  Margaretam  Comitissam  Insule,  uxorem  suam, 
contrahendi  ct  pro  fideli  ct  laudabili  serritio  quod  idem  Robertus  Aguillon 
tam  in  tempore  turbationis  habite  in  regno  nostro  quam  pacis  nobis  impendit, 
concesserimus  providere  eidem  in  ducentis  libratis  terre,  hiuc  in  parte  satis- 
factionis  conccssionis  nostre  predicte  concessimus  ei  custodiam  terrarum  et 
hcrcdum  Ricardi  dc  Plaiz  nuper  defuncti,  qui  de  nobis  tenuit  in  capite, 
habcndam  et  tenendam  eidem  Roberto  et  assignatis  suis  cum  feodis  militum, 
advocacionibus  ecclesiaruni,  cum  acciderint,  et  omnibus  aliis  que  hujusmodi 
custodibus  cum  custodia  accidcrc  poterunt  vel  pertinere,  usque  ad  legittiraam 
etatcm  hercdum  predictorum,  una  cum  maritagiis  corum  sine  disparagatione ; 
ita  tamen  quod  si  tcrre  et  tenemcnta  predictc  valorem  concessionis  nostre 
predicte  non  attingant,  tunc  eidem  Roberto  dc  co  quod  cidem  defuerit,  alibi 
satisfaeicmus.  Et  si  valorem  ejusdem  conccssionis  excedant,  tunc  id  quod 
inde  superfucrit  nobis  rcmaneat.  In  cujus  rei  testimonium  has  litteras 
nostras  fieri  fecimns  patentes.  Teste  Rege  apud  Wyntoniam  xiii  die  Junii. 
Et  mandatum  est  Johanni  le  Moyne,  Escaetori  citra  Trentam,  quod  sine 
dilationc  faciat  habcre  cidem  Roberto  plenam  scisinam  de  custodia  predicta 
cum  pertincntiis  in  forma  prcdicta,  et  facta  legali  extenta  de  valore  terrarum 
et  teneraentorum  predictorum  quod  Rcgem  dc  eadem  valore  quam  citius 
ccrtificet." 

Richard  de  Plaiz,  one  of  the  coheirs  of  Richard  de  Montfichet,  of  Stan- 
stead,  com.  Essex,  hia  uncle,  who  did  homage  for  Okeley  Magna  and  other 
lands  in  Essex,  parcel  of  the  barony  of  Montfichet,  on  the  12th  May,  52 
Hen.  III.  1268,  was  dcceased  the  following  year,  leaving  an  infant  heir, 
Ralph  de  Playz,  aged  nine  years,  iu  3  Edw.  I ..  being  then  in  ward  to  Robert 
Aguilon.  His  paternal  inheritance  was  thc  manor  of  Witing,  cora.  Norf. 
held  of  the  Earls  Warren,  together  with  other  manors  in  Sussex  hcld  of 
their  barony  of  Lewes.  Margarct,  Countcss  of  Devon  and  of  the  Isle  of 
Wight,  was  a  daughter  of  Thomas  Comte  of  Savoy,  and  sister  of  Beatrix, 
wife  of  Raymond-Berenger  Comte  of  Provence,  mother  of  Alienora  wife  of 
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King  Henry  III. ;  espoused  first  to  Herman,  Comte  of  Ribourg,  in  June  1218,* 
and  secondly  in  41  Hen.  III.,  1257,  to  Baldwin,  Earl  of  Devon  and  of  the 
Iale,  the  last  heir  male  of  the  illustrious  family  of  de  Heviers,  who  in  July 
1262  died  by  poison  (together  with  Richard,  Earl  of  Gloucester,  Ingelram 
de  Percy,  and  some  others  of  the  King*B  household,)  eatcn  at  the  table  of 
Peter  de  Savoy,  his  wife's  brother,  without  surviving  issue,  leaving  a  sister, 
then  the  wife  of  William  de  Fortibus,  Comte  of  Aumale  and  Lord  of 
Holdernesse,  to  inherit  his  honours.t  who  assumed  the  style  of  Countess  of 

*  Herman,  Conite  of  Ribourg,  «u  deceased  without  issue  at  the  time  when  Richard, 
Earl  of  CornwaJl,  waa  Emperor  of  Germany,  who  beatnwed  hia  aucccaaion  upon  Peter, 
Comte  of  Savoy,  aa  to  ali  which  waa  held  of  the  Empire.  The  election  of  Richard,  Earl 
of  Cornwall,  waa  aaaentcd  to  by  him  on  thc  fe&at  of  the  Holy  Innocenta,  2Sth  Dec.  1256, 
in  the  chapel  of  St_  Stephen  in  Wcstminater  before  the  King  and  hia  council,  and  in  the 
followingyear  Margaret  de  Savoy  was  married  to  Baldwin,  Earl  of  Devon  and  of  the 
Iale.  The  worda  of  Matthew  Paria  are  aa  followa :  "  Baldewinua  dc  Ripariia,  Domina 
Regina  procurante,  quandam  alienigenam  ducit  in  uxoreru,  Sabaudienaem,  ipaiua  Reginae 
conaanguineam.  Ad  ijwuui  vero  Balduinum  spectat  Comitatus  Devonix  ;  et  aic  diatim 
derolvuntur  nobilea  poasessionea  et  haereditates  Anglicanaj  ad  alienigenaa.  Quod  acire 
nolunt  vel  diaaimulant  Anglici  pusillanimea  ;  quorum  ignavam  et  aupinam  aimplicitatem 
Wallenaia  atrcnuitaa  reprehendit."  In  the  following  year  Thonuu»,  Comte  of  Flanders, 
came  to  England,  according  to  the  amme  hiatorian  :  *'  Ad  quindenam  vero  Paachae,  venit 
Thomaa  comea  quondam  Flandria»,  Londoniia,  infirmus  vectus  in  lectica,  liberatua  a  carcere 
Taurinensium,  pro  qua  liberatione  mercatores  Aatenses  multa  pecunia  sunt  redempti. 
Rex  cnim  Francorum,  ad  petitionem  Papa?,  multoa  eorum  cepit  ct  ad  redemptionero 
coarctavit ;  donec  dictua  Thomaa  liber  in  Angliam  rediret,  adubcra  munera  reccpturua." 
Thomas,  Comte  of  Flanders  in  right  of  hia  wife  Joan,  waa  aecond  son  of  Thomas,  Comte  of 
Savoy,  who  died  20th  Jan.  1233,  and  brother  of  Margaret,  Counteas  of  Devon.  His 
deceaae  in  England  ia  aaaigned  to  the  next  year  (1259)  by  thia  contemporary  hiatorian. 

+  Baldwin  de  Reviera,  the  laat  Eari  of  Devon  of  this  fiamily,  waa  born  lst  Jan.  1235, 
according  to  the  Book  of  Tewkeabury,  "  Amicia,  filia  Gilberti  comitia  de  Clare,  peperit  filium 
Baldwinode  Ripariiadum  adhuc  eaaet  in  cuatodia,  in  nocte  Circumciaionia  Domini,  nomine 
Baldwinum  ; "  aa  al*o  two  daughters,  Iaabella,  born  a°.  1237,  wifc  of  William  de  Fortibua, 
Comte  of  Aumale,  and  Margaret,  a  nun  at  Lacock.  Thia  son,  husband  of  Margaret, 
wbom  Brooke  and  Cleaveland  and  the  editora  of  L'Art  de  Verifier  lea  Datca  wrongly 
name  Avicia,  died  in  1262,  according  to  the  chroniclea  of  Qlouceater,  Baldwinua  de 
Insula,  Comes  Devonie,  nepos  Richardi,  Comitia  Ulouceatria?,  obiit  The  writa  of  Diem 
clauait  extremum  to  William  de  Weylond,  eacheator  of  the  King  citra  Trentam,  are  dated 
apud  Turrim  Londoniarum  xiii  die  Julii,  anno  regni  noatri  xlvii,  13th  July,  1263,  but 
the  inquisition»  are  of  earlier  date.  The  jury  in  the  county  of  Devon  found  that  he  held 
Plympton  with  thc  appurtenance»,  and  that  it  waa  worth  Ix  li.  per  annum  in  all  issuea, 
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Dcvon  and  Lady  of  thc  Isle  in  addition  to  thc  titlc  of  Aumale,  and  died 
21  Edw.  I.  1293,  having  survived  all  her  issue.  Aftcr  the  death  of  her 
second  hushand,  assignation  of  her  dowcr  was  made  to  his  widow  by  the 
King  of  these  manors,  namcly  Newnham,  com.  Oxon.  of  the  inheritance 
of  Margarct  de  Keviers,  namcd  above,  grandmother  of  the  deceased  Earl ; 
Pyshoo,  in  Sawbridgeworth,  com.  Herts ;  Faukeshall,  alias  South  Lambcth, 
now  corruptly  Vauxhall,  com.  Surrey ;  Christchurch,  com.  Hants,  with 
Freshwater  and  VVroxhall,  in  the  Isle  of  Wight ;  togcther  with  knight's  fecs 
in  the  counties  of  Oxford,  Bcrkshire,  Northampton,  Bedford,  Hertford, 
Carabridge,  Norfolk,  Suffolk,  Kent,  and  Essex,  and  the  advowsons  of  the 
churchcs  of  Honiton,  Buckland,  and  Walkhampton,  in  Devonshirc.  On 
the  Roll  of  the  Pleas  before  the  Lord  the  King  in  the  octaves  of  St. 
Michael,  51  Hcn.  III.  1266,  Isabella  de  Fortibus,  Countess  of  Aumale, 
was  summoned  to  answer  to  Margaret  de  Reviers,  Countess  of  Devon, 
of  a  plca,  wherefore,  when  the  Lord  the  King  long  since  after  the  de- 
cease  of  Baldwin  de  Reviers,  Earl  of  Devon,  late  the  husband  of  the 
same  Margarct,  who  held  of  the  Lord  the  King  in  capite,  to  whom 
the  custody  of  the  lands  and  heirs  of  the  same  Baldwin  bclonged,  had 
caused  to  be  assigned  to  the  aforcsaid  Margaret  of  all  the  lands  and  tene- 
ments,  ficfs  of  knights,  and  advowsons  of  churches,  which  had  been  those 
of  the  aforesaid  Baldwin,  through  a  certain  and  true  extent  thereof  made  by 
the  precept  of  the  same  Lord  the  King,  the  reasonable  dower  of  her  the 
said  Margaret  as  is  the  custom,  the  aforesaid  Isabella  had  deforced  her  of 
the  several  knight's  fecs  and  advowsons  compriscd  in  the  assignment,  to  the 
manifest  loss  of  her  the  said  Margaret ;  and  therefore  the  aforesaid  Mar- 

with  Honiton,  Columpton,  Bickleigh,  Buckland,  and  Walkhampton,  with  thcir  appurte- 
nance»,  which  were  worth  yearty  xx"  li.  beld  of  the  Lord  the  King  in  capite,  but  they  knew 
not  by  what  serrioe,  and  that  hii  nearcst  heir  wu  Isabella,  Countea*  of  Aumale,  aftcr  the 
deceaae  of  thc  son  of  the  same  Baldwin.  The  jury  in  the  county  of  Surrey  found  that 
Baldwin  de  Insula,  late  Eari  of  Deron,  held  on  the  day  he  died  of  the  Lord  the  King  in 
eapite  in  that  county  the  manor  of  South  Lambeth,  with  iU  membcrs,  Streatham  and 
Mitcham,  worth  in  all  iasues  xx  ?i.  xviif.  ruf.,  and  they  aay  that  Iaabella  de  Fortibua, 
Counteaa  of  Aumaie,  ia  the  neareat  heir  of  the  aaid  Baldwin  de  Inaula,  and  ia  of  the  age  of 

Hcnry  III.  26tb  March,  1263.  Alao  the  jurors  of  Hertfordahire  for  the  manor  of  Saw- 
bridgeworth  aay  that  his  sister  waa  of  the  age  of  twenty-four  yeara  or  more.  The  name  of 
thia  aon  was  John,  wbo  died  in  hia  infancy  in  France.  Baldwin  of  the  Isle,  the  laat  Eart 
of  Devon  of  thia  line,  had  interment  at  Bromere,  an  Austin  prtory,  com,  Hanta. 
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garct,  by  her  attorney,  cotnplains  and  declares  that  sbe  has  suffered  detri- 
ment  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  marks.  And  Isabella,  through  Martin 
de  Campo  Florido,  her  attorney,  constituted  in  the  presenee  of  Robert  the 
Falconer,  who  had  becn  sent  bv  the  aforesaid  King  to  see  whom  the  afore- 
said  Countess  would  choose  to  be  her  attorney  in  the  aforesaid  suits,  came, 
and  the  parties  wcre  brought  to  concord  by  licence  of  the  Lord  the  King  at 
the  instance  of  the  Lady  thc  Queen.  "  Et  est  concordia  talis  quod  predicta 
Isabella  per  predictum  attomatum  suum  concessit  predicte  Margarcte  quod 
ipsa  habeat  omnia  feoda  militum  et  advocaciones  ecclesianun  secundum  quod 
Dominus  Rex  ei  assignari  fccit,  excepta  advocationc  ecclesie  de  Honytona, 
tenenda  in  dotem  tota  vita  ipsius  Margarete,  salvo  eidem  Isabelle  jure  suo 
ad  dotem  ipsius  Margarete  mensurandam  secundum  legera  et  consuetudinem 
regni  Anglie  per  brevem  domini  Regis  cum  inde  loqui  voluerit.  Et  pro  advo- 
cacione  ecclesie  dc  Honitona  predicte  Isabella  concessit  predicte  Margarete 
advocacionem  ecclesie  de  Wytcherche  in  comitatu  Oxonie  tenendam  tota  vita 
sua  nominc  dotis,  et  Margareta  per  attornatum  suum  se  tenet  inde  contentam. 
Ideo  preceptum  est  vicecomitibus  quod  de  predictis  feodis  militum  et  advoca- 
cionibus  ecclesiarum  faciant  predicte  Margarctc  habcre  seisinam  suam,"  &c. 

Isabella  de  Fortibus,*  Countess  of  Aumale,  was  also  attarhcd  to  answer 
to  Margaret  de  Reviers,  Countess  of  Devon,  of  a  plea,  wherefore  during 
the  late  convulsion  of  the  realm  she  had  taken  and  carried  off  the  goods 
and  chattcls  of  the  same  Margaret  at  Christ  Church,  Freshwater,  and 
Wroxhall,  in  the  county  of  Southarapton,  to  the  value  of  onc  thousand 
marks,  and  at  Lambeth  (Lamhethe)  in  the  county  of  Surrey  to  the  value  of 
one  hundred  marks,  and  still  detains  them,  to  her  no  small  loss  and  injury, 
and  against  tho  peace,  &c.  And  Robcrt  Falconer,  sent  by  the  Lord  the 
King  to  the  aforesaid  Isabella  to  hear  her  acknowledgemcnt  wherefore  she

fTom  the  following  charter,  copied  in  the  regiater  of  Philip  Auguatua,  at  the  Bibliotheque  du 
Roi,  Paria,  No,  8408  :— 

"  Ego  Alicia,  Comitima  Augi,  notum  facio  univeraia  preaentea  litteraa  inspecturis,  quod 
ego  terram  do  Forz,  quam  habebam  in  pignore  pro  ccntum  et  quadragintia  marcia  argenti, 
de  quibua  mo  teneo  pro  pagata,  dimisi  in  manu  kariaeimi  domini  mei  Ludovici  Regk 
Francie  illuatri*,  ad  cujua  manua  devenerat  ex  exchaeU  Guillelmi,  quondam  domini  de 
Forx  et  Comitia  Aut>emarle.  In  cujua,"  etc.  Actum  Pariaiia,  anno  Domini  M».  CC°.  jlxx" 
tercio,  menae  Februarii. 
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had  so  acted,  returned  for  answer  by  his  brief,  and  the  aforesaid  Isabella  de 
Fortibus  by  her  letters  patent,  that  she  had  acknowledged  before  the 
aforesaid  Robert  that  she  was  a  debtor  to  the  aforesaid  Margaret  Countess 
of  Devon,  for  the  fruits,  issues,  and  other  emoluments  which  she  had 
receivcd  in  the  time  of  the  aforesaid  disturbance  from  the  manors  afores&id, 
in  834  marks,  5*.  and  sixpence,  to  be  rendered  at  certain  terms  until  the 
aforesaid  money  was  fully  paid ;  and,  in  case  of  the  decease  of  either  party, 
their  executors  were  to  be  in  their  room.  "  Et  similiter  predicta  Isabella 
cognovit  et  concessit  pro  se  et  heredibus  suis  quod  si  mobilia  ipsius  Isabelle 
adhuc  non  sufficiant,  obligat  se  et  assignat  eidem  Margarcte  aut  executori- 
bus  suis  manerium  ipsius  Isabelle  de  Sevenhampton  in  comitatu  Wyltscire, 
quod  est  de  hereditate  ipsius  Isabelle,  ad  quorumcumque  manus  manenum 
illud  devenerit,  habendum  et  tenendum  in  tenenciam  cum  omnibus  suis 
pertinentiis  quousque  eadem  Margareta  vel  sui  executores  de  exitibus 
ejusdem  manerii  levaverint  pecuniam  que  a  retro  fucrit,  ita  tamen  quod  de 
dicto  manerio  nullum  faciant  vastum,  venditionem  aut  exilium,  ut  cum 
pecuniam  eidem  Margarete  debitam  levaverint,  predictum  manerium  cum 
omnibus  suis  pertinentiis  heredibus  predicte  Isabelle  restituant  in  adeo  bono 
statu,  sicut  illud  recipiant,"  etc. 

On  the  Roll  of  Letters  Patent  of  the  52d  year  of  Henry  III.  1268,  we 
read  as  follows  :  "  Rex  omnibus,  etc.  salutem.  Sciatis  quod  Magister  Gifferus, 
camerarius  venerabilis  patris  O(ttoboni)  Sancti  Adriani  diaconi  Cardinalis, 
apostolice  sedis  legati,  per  preceptum  nostrum  recepit  quingentas  marcas  ad 
opus  dilecte  nobis  filie  Thome  quondam  Comitis  Sabaudie,  quas  sibi  con- 
ad  se  maritandam  de  dono  nostro  de  decima  nobis  in  regno  nostro 
videlicet,  a  cancellario  Cicestrie  de  decima  episcopatus  Cicestrie 
centum  et  quadraginta  marcas,  a  decano  Cioestrie  et  Roberto  de  Purle 
canonico  Cicestrie  ducentas  et  unam  marcas,  a  priore  de  Bermondeseia 
quadraginta  et  quinque  marcas  de  decima  prioratus  sui,  a  priore  Sancte 
Katherine  Lincolnie  ccntum  marcas  de  decima  episcopatus  Lincolnie,  et  de 
abbate  de  Waltham  quatuordecim  marcas  de  decima  abbatie  sue.  De  quibus 
quidem  quingentis  marcis  prcdictos  cancellarium,  decanum,  Robertum.priorem 
et  abbatem  penitus  quietamus  et  eas  in  predictis  decimis  volumus  et  faciemus 
allocari.  In  cujus,  etc.  Teste  Rege  apud  Westmonasterium  decimo  die  Maii." 

That  this  gift  of  the  King  to  Margaret,  daughter  of  Thomas  Comte  of 
Savoy,  was  made  in  contemplation  of  her  marriage  with  Robert  Aguillon, 
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tbere  can  be  no  doubt,  as  is  evident  frotn  the  fact  of  their  being  already 
married  at  the  time  of  the  grant  of  wardship,  which  bears  date  on  the  12th 
of  June,  1269,  and  from  the  certainty  that  a  daughter  of  this  Comte  of 
Savoy  was  wife  of  Baldwin  Earl  of  Devon.  In  the  L'Art  de  verifier  les 
Dates,  and  elscwhere,  she  is  in  error  called  Avicia  instead  of  Margaret, 
originating  in  the  name  of  the  Countess  of  Devon,  Amicia,  mother  of  Earl 
Baldwin  and  of  Isabella  Countess  of  Aumale,  and  daughter  of  Gilbert  de 
Clare,  Earl  of  Gloucester  and  Hertford,  whose  husband  had  the  samc  name 
of  Baldwin,  and  dicd  in  the  flower  of  his  youth  on  the  15th  day  of  Febru- 
ary,  29  Hen.  III.  1245.  She  survived  till  the  12th  of  Edward  I.  1284, 
when  Isabella  Countess  of  Aumale  had  livery  of  hcr  dower.  Dugdale 
in  his  account  of  the  family  of  Rcdvers  commits  a  yet  more  inexplicable 
blnnder  at  page  256,  where,  after  stating  that  Margaret  de  Reviers,  widow 
of  Baldwin  de  Reviers  and  of  Falcasius  de  Breaute,  departed  this  life  on 
the  sixtb  of  the  nones  of  October  (2nd  Oct.),  36  Hen.  III.  (an.  1252),  he 
neverthelcss  confounds  her  with  Margaret  of  Savoy  in  this  paragraph ; 
"  This  Margaret  held  the  lordships  of  Pishoo,  Niweham,  South  Lamheth, 
Wrokeshale,  and  Christechirche,  in  dower  from  Baldwine,  sometime  Earl  of 
Devonshire,  her  husband ;  and  came  at  last  to  be  the  wife  of  Robert 
Aguillon,  but  dicd  not  till  20  Edw.  1.  by  which  it  is  cvident  that  she  lived 
to  a  very  great  age."  Matthew  Paris  is  also  in  error  in  styling  Margaret 
de  Reviers,  the  daughter  and  hciress  of  Warine  Fitzgerold,  Comitissa  dc 
Insula,*  inasmuch  as  her  husband  died  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father,  and  as 
the  following  entry  on  the  Fine  Rolls  of  the  year  of  her  decease  attests : 
De  terris  Margerete  de  Ripariis  capiendis  in  manum  Regis.  Mandatum 
est  Escactori  Regis  in  comitatu  Oxonie  quod  sine  dilatione  capiat  in  manum 
Regis  omnes  terras  et  tenementa  quc  fucrunt  Margcrete  de  Ripariis  in  ballia 
sua  die  quo  obiit,  et  ea  salvo  custodiri  faciat  donec  Rex  aliud  inde  preceperit. 
Teste  Rege  apud  Windesoram  xxix.  dic  Scptembris.  She  had  died  on  the 
sixth  of  the  calends  of  October,  28th  Scptember,  1252,  and  not  on  the 
day  stated  by  that  most  incorrect  historian,  Matthew  Paris. 

From  thc  50th  year  of  thc  reign  of  Henry  III.  to  the  close  of  his  reign 
Robert  Aguillon  was  a  membcr  of  the  King's  Privy  Council,  and  on  the 
morrow  of  his  deccase,  17  Nov.  1272,  John  de  Kirkeby  delivercd  the  seal

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of  the  aforesaid  Lord  the  King  under  his  own  seal  and  the  seal  of  Peter  of 
Winchester,  Keeper  of  the  Wardrohc  of  the  same  Lord  thc  King,  to  the 
Lord  Walter,  Archhishop  of  York,  Kobcrt  Aguillon,  and  the  rest  of  the 
Kings  Councillors,  in  presence  of  the  same  Councillors.  From  this  sovereign 
he  had  licence  to  castellate  his  two  mansions  of  Perching,  com.  Sussex,  and 
Adington,  com.  Surrey,  in  the  48th  and  54th  years  of  his  reign. 

"  Rex  omnibus,  etc.  salutem.  Sciatis  quod  concessimus  pro  nobis  et  he- 
redibus  nostris  Roberto  Aguilun  et  heredibus  suis  quod  mansum  manerii  sui 
de  Percinges  in  comitatu  Sussexic  fossato  et  muro  de  petra  et  calce  includere 
possint  et  firmare  et  kernellare  ad  voluntatem  eorum  et  illum  taliter  firma- 
tum  et  kernellatum  tenere  inperpetuum  sine  occasione  vel  impedimento  nostri 
vcl  heredum  nostrorum.  In  cujus,  etc.  Teste  Rcge  apud  Oxoniam  xv  die 
Marcii.  (15th  March,  1264.) 

"  Rex  (ut  supra,  mutatis  mutandis)  pro  manso  manerii  sui  de  Adintone 
in  comitatu  Surreie.  Teste  Rege  apud  Westmonasterium  xxii  die  Novembris. 
(22d  Nov.  1269.)" 

Afterthe  decease  of  John  Fitz  Alan,  Earl  of  Arundel,  18th  March  1272, 
Robert  Aguilon  was  made  Custos  of  the  Castle  of  Arundel  and  of  the  lands 
of  his  honour,  and  so  continued  to  be  in  the  3d  year  of  Edward  In  for  on 
the  Hundred  Rolls  of  that  date,  under  the  heading  "  Civitas  Cyccstrie,"  we 
have  this  finding  of  the  jurors: — "  Dicunt  quod  Robertus  Aguylon,  custos 
Ricardi  filii  et  heredis  Johannis  filii  Alani,  domini  de  Arundello,  vi  armata 
aliquando  cum  ccc  hominibus,  aliquando  cum  pluribus,  approviavit  sibi  nun- 
dinas  Sancti  Jacobi  extra  civitatem  Cycestrie,  que  quondam  fuerunt  perti- 
nentes  ad  dictam  civitatem  et  hoc  ad  grave  dampnum  tocius  civitatis."  At 
the  same  date  he  had  also  the  wardship  of  John  son  of  Thomas  Malmains, 
who  held  half  a  knight's  fee  in  the  parish  of  Stoke,  in  the  hundrcd  of  Hoo, 
of  the  King  in  capite,  now  corruptly  callcd  Maamans  Hall.  Among  the 
Placita  de  quo  Warranto  tried  bcfore  the  Justices  in  Eyre  at  Hertford, 
3d  Nov.  1278,  we  read  as  follows,  under  this  title,  Libertates  Roberti 
Aguylon: — Robertus  Aguylon  clamat  habere  visum  franciplegii  cum  omni- 
bus  que  ad  visum  pertinent  in  manerio  suo  de  Stapilford,  quod  habct  ex  dono 
et  concessione  Johannis  le  Moyne.  Et  dicit  quod  predictum  manerium  est 
de  honore  de  Maundevylla,  et  quod  predictua  Johannes  ct  omnes  tenentes 
predicti  manerii  antccessores  sui  usi  sunt  libertatibus  predictis  ex  antiqua 
consuetudiiie,  et  ipse  simiUter  toto  tempore  suo  postquam  predictum  mane- 
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rium  devenit  ad  manus  suas  usus  est  eisdem  libertatibus.  Clamat  etiam 
habere  per  cartam  Regis  Henrici,  patris  domiui  Regis  nunc,  liberam  war- 
rennam  et  feriam  sjngulis  annis  duraturam  per  tres  dies  in  omnibus  dominicU 
terris  suis  maneriorum  suorum,  scilicet,  Wattone,  Adingtone,  et  Percinges.» 
Et  dicit  quod  ipse  postquam  predictum  manerium  devenit  ad  manus  suas 
plene  usus  est  eisdem  libertatibus  ;  et  quod  ipse  nichil  occupavit  super  do- 
minum  Regem,  qui  nunc  est,  nec  predecessorcs  suos ;  et  quod  ita  sit  ponit 
se  super  patriam.  Et  milites  ad  hoc  electi,  una  cum  xii  de  hundredo,  in 
quibus  predicta  mancria  sunt,  dicunt  super  sacramentum  suum  quod  pre- 
dictus  Robertus  plene  usus  est  omnibus  libcrtatibus  predictis,  sicut  predictum 
est  et  quod  nichil  occupavit  super  dominum  Regem  vel  predecessorea  suos. 
Et  ideo  dictum  est  ei  quod  eat  sine  die  cum  libertatibus  suis  predictis,  salvo 
domino  Regi  jure,  etc."  Staplcford,  in  Domesday  Stiuicesuuorde,  was  then 
held  of  Geoffrey  de  Mandevilla  by  Germund,  his  tenant,  ancestor  apparently 
of  John  le  Moyne. 

In  Surrey,  among  the  pleas  of  Quo  warranto  before  the  Justices  in  Eyre 
at  Guildford,  7  Edward  I.,  1279,  is  one  set  down  on  the  roll  in  thisform: — 
"  Robert  Agulun  and  Margaret  hiB  wife  were  summoned  to  show  by  what 
warranty  they  held  the  hundred  of  Lambeth  in  that  shire.  And  by  what 
warranty  they  claimed  to  have  suit  to  the  hundred  aforesaid  from  the  men 
of  the  same  hundred.  And  by  what  warranty  they  claimcd  to  have  suit  to 
the  aforeaaid  hundred  from  the  vill  of  Streatham.    And  by  what  warranty

Conceaaimua  etiam  et  hac  eadem  carta  noatra  confir- 
mamua  predicto  Roberto,  quod  ipae  et  heredea  aui  inperpetuum  lial>eant  unam  feriam 
apud  predictum  manerinm  auum  de  Watton  aingulia  annia  duraturam  per  trea  diea,  vide- 
licet,  in  vigilia,  in  die,  et  in  craatino  Nativitati»  Beate  Marie,  niai  fcria  illa  ait  ad  nocumen- 
tum  vicinarum  feriarum.  Quare  volumua  et  finniter  precipimua  pro  nobia  et  heredibua 
noatria  quod  predicti  Rol>ertun  et  »>eredea  aui  imperpetuum,  &e.  Hiia  tcatibua,  W(alt«ro) 
Norwicenai  epiaeopo,  R(ogero)  lo  Bigod  comite  Norfolcie  et  mareacallo  Anglie,  Roberto 
Pasaelewe  arctudiacono  Lowcnai,  Rogero  de  Thurkelby,  Jolianne  de  Leaainton,  Paulino 
Peyvre,  Roberto  le  Noreya,  Willelmo  Gernun  et  aliia.  Datum  per  manum  noatram  apud 
xxix  die  Marcii.    (Blythburg,  com.  Suff.)" 
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they  claimed  to  have  view  of  frank-pledgc  in  their  court  of  Mitcham  of  the 
men  of  the  same  vill,  who  ought  to  come,  and  so  were  wont,  to  the  SherifTs 
turn  in  the  hundred  of  thc  Lord  the  King  of  Brixton,  which  suits  Guy  de 
Rocheford  long  since,  at  the  time  when  he  had  the  custody  of  the  aforesaid 
men  and  villages  in  commission  from  the  Lord  Henry  the  King,  father  of 
the  Lord  the  now  King,  who  then  had  that  custody  by  reason  of  thc  mi- 
nority  of  BaUlwin  of  the  Isle,  deceascd,  had  withdrawn  from  the  same  Henry 
the  King,  father,  from  his  hundred  of  Brixton.  And  by  what  warranty 
they  appropriated  to  themselves  free  warren  in  their  lands  in  Adington. 
And  by  what  warranty  they  had  withdrawn  from  the  Lord  the  King  suit  of 
thc  manore  of  South  Lambeth  and  of  Strcatham,  which  they  were  accus- 
tonied  to  do  to  thc  hundred  of  Brixton.  And  Robert  and  Margaret  came 
by  their  attorney,  and  as  to  all  the  aforesaid  suits,  warren,  and  view  of  frank- 
pledge,  they  say  that  they  have  and  hold  them  in  dower  of  the  aforesaid 
Margaret  of  the  dotation  of  Isabella  de  Fortibus,  Countess  of  Aumale,  with- 
out  whom  they  cannot  bring  this  matter  to  judgment.  And  her  they  call 
to  warrant,  &c.  and  beg  that  they  may  bc  summoned,  &c.  Wherefore  it 
was  enjoined  the  Sheriff  of  Dorset  that  hc  summon  the  aforesaid  Countess, 
that  she  be  at  Sherborne,  in  the  county  aforesaid,  on  the  octaves  of  St. 
Hilary,  &c.  Afterwards,  on  that  day  (20th  Jan.  1279),  the  aforesaid 
Countess  came  by  her  attorney  and  warranted  to  them,  &c.  as  her  dower, 
aaying  that  she  has  the  aforesaid  libertics  by  hereditary  desccnt,  and  that 
she  and  all  her  ancestore,  from  the  time  beyond  memory,  had  used  the  same 
liberties  without  any  occupation  or  usurpation  made  of  the  same  upon  the 
Lord  the  King  or  any  of  his  ancestore,  Kings  of  England,  and  this  she  begs 
may  be  inquired  by  the  country.  Wherefore  the  Sheriff  was  cnjoined  to 
cause  12  men  to  come  before  the  King  at  Westminstcr  within  throc  weeks 
from  Eastcr-day,  «Src,  by  whom,  &c,  and  that  they  be  thosc  who  have  no 
affinity  to  the  aforesaid  Countess,  to  make  that  jury,  &c." 

Robert  Aguiilun  was  also  summoned  before  the  Justice*  in  Eyre  at 
Winchester,  in  the  county  of  Southampton,  on  the  octaves  of  St.  Martin, 
8  Edw.  I.  1280,  to  show  to  the  Lord  the  King  by  what  warranty  he  took 
fines  for  breaches  of  the  assize  of  bread  and  beer  in  Warblington,  belonging 
to  the  Crown,  without  the  assent  and  goodwill,  &c.  And  Robert  says  that 
his  tenements,  which  he  holds  now  in  Warblington,  were  an  escbeat  of  the 
Normans,  and  that  at  thc  time  when  those  tenements  were  in  the  hands  of 
the  Normans  they  always  had  and  took  the  aforesaid  fines  for  breach  of  the 
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assize  of  bread  and  beer,  wherefore  he  says  tbat  the  Lord  King  Henry, 
father  of  the  Lord  the  now  King,  gave  to  the  ancestor  of  him  the  said 
Robert  the  aforesaid  tenements  with  the  right  aforesaid,  as  frecly  as  the 
Norraans  had  held  them,  and  by  that  warranty  he  claims  to  have  the  finea 
aforesaid,  &c*    The  result  of  these  suita  is  not  stated. 

In  the  same  sitting  Robert  Agulun  and  Margaret  his  wife  were  sum- 
moned  to  show  by  what  warranty  they  claimed  to  have  wreck  of  sea,  return

vcl  pcr  paccm  nostram,  reddendo  inde  nohis  et  heredibus  nostris  ipse  et  hcpcdea  sui 
aingulis  annia  ad  Paaehani  unum  par  calcarium  deauratarum  pro  omni  servicio,  et  ai 
forte  tcrram  illam  reddidcrimua  rectis  heredibus,  aicut  predictum  est,  nos  vel  heredea 
nostri  faciemus  cidem  Willelmo  vel  heredibus  suis  rationabile  excambium  in  wardia  vel 
escaetis  ad  valorem  cjusdem  tcrre.  Quare  volumus,  etc.  pro  nobis  et  heredibus  nostris  quod 
predictus  Willelmus  et  heredes  sui  imperpetuum  habcant  et  teneant  predictam  terram  cum 
omnibus  pertincntiis  suis  tam  in  redditibus  quam  in  hom&giis,  bene  et  in  pace,  libere, 
quiete,  et  integre,  faciendo  predictum  servicium,  aicut  predictum  est.  Hiis  teatibus, 
H(uberto)  de  Burgo  etc.  Oodefrido  de  Craucumbe,  Johanne  fllio  Philippi,  Emerico  de 
Sacy,  Henrico  de  Capella,  Radulfo  Marescallo  et  aliis.  Datum  per  manum  venerabilis 
patris  R(adulli)  Cicestrensis  Episcopi  cancellarii  nostri,  apud  Windeaoram  xxx.  die  Junii. 
Robcrt  de  Courcy  was  Baron  of  Courcy  in  Normandy,  now  a  commune  of  the  canton  of 
Coulibceuf,  arrondisaement  de  Falaise,  departement  du  Calvadoa,  and  with  other  Normans 
withdrew  his  allegianco  from  King  John,  asd  transferred  it  to  thc  Conqueror  of  his 
sovereign,  King  Philip  Augustus.  Waxblington  is  a  parish  in  the  hundred  of  Bosmere, 
division  of  Portsdown,  and  Emsworth  is  a  hamlet  in  the  samo  parish.  Ho  had  alao  a 
manor  in  tho  parish  of  Bilsington,  in  the  hundred  of  New  Church,  Iathe  of  Shepway, 
com.  Kent,  together  with  landa  in  Snargate,  a  parisli  in  the  hundred  of  Langport,  which 
wero  also  escheats  of  the  Normans.  Upon  the  forfeiture  of  Robert  dc  Courcy  his  manor 
of  Bilsington  was  committed  to  Henry  de  Sandwich  by  Lettcr  Cloae  of  King  John,  dated 
at  Winchester  30th  Sept.  1204,  and  addressed  to  the  sheriff  of  Kent.  He  held  H  up  to 
18th  October,  1207,  when  the  King  gave  thc  custody  of  it  during  pleasure  to  William, 
Eari  of  Arundc),  and  it  continued  in  his  descendants  down  to  Hugh,  last  Earl  of  Arundel 
of  tho  line  of  AlbinL  Hasted,  in  his  aocount  of  thia  manor,  which  was  held  by  thc  ser- 
joanty  of  being  Chief  BuUer  to  tbe  King  at  hia  coronation,  totally  omiU  all  noticc  of  the 
tenuro  of  Robcrt  de  Courcy,  and  falsely  ascribes  its  acquiaition  to  William  de  Albini  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  I. 
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of  the  King  s  briefs,  plea  of  wrongful  distress,  and  free  gallows  in  Christ- 
church,  and  also  to  take  fines  for  breach  of  the  assise  of  bread  and  beer  in 
the  same  vill,  &c.  And  Robert  and  Margaret  came,  and,  as  to  the  return 
of  briefs,  say  that  they  claim  nothing  on  that  score,  and  were  therefore  to 
be  without  day  as  to  this  head.  And  as  to  the  other  liberties  they  say  that 
they  hold  the  manor  of  Christchurch  in  dower  of  the  same  Margaret  of  the 
inheritance  of  Isabella  de  Fortibus,  Countess  of  Aumale,  with  all  the  aforc- 
said  liberties  annexed  to  the  aforesaid  raanor,  and  call  the  aforesaid  Coun- 
tess  to  warrant  the  same,  who  then  came  upon  summons  and  warranted  thcir 
claim,  and  says  that,  as  to  thc  franchises  last  named,  she  has  a  free  hun- 
dred  annexed  to  the  aforesaid  manor,  and  by  that  warranty  she  has  these 
liberties  a»  belonging  to  the  hundred.  So  as  to  this  head  the  aforesaid 
Countess  without  day,  &c.  And  as  to  the  wreck  of  sea,  she  says  that  she 
and  all  her  ancestors,  from  the  time  of  King  Richard  and  bcforo,  had  been 
in  seisin  of  having  wreck  of  sea  in  the  aforesaid  manor  as  belonging  to  the 
same  manor,  &c.  and  William  de  Gisselham,  who  follows  on  thc  side  of  the 
crown,  says  that  she  thc  Countess,  nor  her  anccstors,  who  had  held  the 
aforesaid  manor,  never  had  wreck  of  sea  in  that  manor  until  the  time  that 
Richard,  Earl  of  Cornwal),  who  had  obtained  the  custody  of  Baldwin  of  the 
Isle,  father  of  the  aforesaid  Countess,  from  the  demisc  of  the  Lord  King 
Henry,  took  wreck  of  sea  in  thc  same  manor.  Whcrefore  he  says  that  the 
Counteas  herself,  nor  any  of  her  anccstors,  took  nor  had  wrecks  of  sea  in 
the  same  manor,  except  Uirough  thc  occupation,  which  the  aforesaid  Rich- 
ard,  Earl  of  Cornwall,  had  madc  upon  the  lord  the  King,  as  aforesaid,  and 
thia  he  begs  on  the  King's  part  that  it  be  inquired  into  and  the  Countess 
likewiae.  Wherefore  inquiry  was  made,  and  the  jurors  chosen  for  this 
purpose  say,  upon  thcir  oath,  that  the  aforesatd  Countcss,  and  all  her  pre- 
decessors  from  tirae  beyond  memory,  always  up  to  the  present  time  had  had 
wreck  of  sea  in  the  manor  aforesaid  as  bclonging  to  the  said  manor.  And 
therefore  it  was  arljudged  that  the  aforesaid  Countess  thereof  should  be 
without  day  in  respect  of  the  aforesaid  warranty,  saving  always  the  King's 
right,  &c.  And  as  to  thc  plea  of  wrongful  distresa,  the  Countess  says  that, 
as  regards  it,  shc  claims  nothing  beyond  what  her  ancestors  had  becn  used 
to  do,  namely,  that  when  any  one  of  hcr  tenants  made  complaint  of  the 
unjust  caption  and  detention  of  their  cattle,  her  bailiffs,  upon  such  romplaint, 
raused  the  same  cattle  to  be  delivered  up,  and  held  that  plea  as  to  the 
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unjust  caption  and  detention.  Moreover,  sbe  says  that  the  sheriff,  who 
might  he  in  office  at  the  tirae,  could  plead  a  plea  of  this  sort  in  his  county 
hy  hrief  or  without  hrief  as  «he  chose,  at  the  complaint  of  any  one  of  her 
tcnants  of  the  manor  aforesaid,  and  says  that  she  and  her  ancestors  from 
the  time  of  King  Richard,  cousin  of  the  King  that  now  ia,  were  accustomed 
to  plead  a  plea  of  this  sort  in  the  form  aforesaid,  and  of  this  she  puts  her- 
self  upon  the  country.  And  William  de  Gisselhain,  who  follows  on  the 
King's  behalf,  in  like  manner.  Wherefore  an  inquiry  was  made,  of  which 
the  jurors  say  upon  their  oath  that  Robert  Aguyllon  and  Margaret  his 
wife,  who  hold  the  aforesaid  manor  in  dower  of  her  the  said  Margaret,  of 
the  inheritance  of  the  aforesaid  Countess,  pleaded  a  plea  of  unjust  caption 
and  detention  of  cattle  in  their  court  at  the  complaint  of  any  of  their  tenants 
of  the  manor  aforesaid.  And  that  Baldwin  of  the  Isle,  brother  of  the 
aforesaid  Countess,  whose  heir  she  is,  pleaded  a  plea  of  this  sort  in  the 
aforesaid  manor  the  whole  time  of  his  tenure.  And  they  say  that  Baldwin, 
father  of  the  aforesaid  Countess,  was  the  first  who  pleaded  a  plea  of  this 
sort  in  the  aforesaid  manor,  and  that  plea  was  an  encroachment  upon  the 
right  of  Hcnry  the  King,  father  of  the  King  who  now  is,  in  the  time  of 
the  same  lord  Ilcnry  the  King.  And  because  the  aforesaid  Countess 
claims  nothing  as  a  principal  in  the  suit,  and  by  the  aforesaid  verdict  it  is 
proved  that  Baldwin  of  the  Isle,  fathcr  of  the  aforesaid  Countess,  had  Ixvn 
the  first  who  pleaded  that  plea  in  the  manor  aforesaid,  and  that  it  waa 
an  encroachroent  upon  thc  lord  Henry  the  King,  father  of  thc  lord  the 
King  that  now  is,  therefore  the  crown  had  judgment. 

On  the  Roll  of  Charters  of  the  54th  year  of  Henry  III.  1270,  is  entered 
a  grant  of  a  market  weekly  on  Mondays,  and  a  fair  for  three  days,  on  the 
vigil.  the  day,and  the  morrowof  thc  Decollation  of  St-  John  Baptist,  at  his 
manor  of  Greatham,  com.  Hanta,  dated  at  Westminster,  28th  day  of  May;*

vent,  Willelmo  Belet,  Radulfo  de  Bagepuz,  Oalfrido  de  Percy,  Wiiltcro  do  Burgni,  Rogero 
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and  on  that  of  the  year  following  is  a  grant  of  froe-warren,  and  a  weekly 
market  on  Thursday,  and  a  fair  on  the  vigil,  the  day,  and  the  morrow  of 
St  Michael,  at  his  manor  of  Burcs,  com.  Suffolk,  dated  at  Westminster,  13th 
day  of  June,  1271.*  Bures  is  a  parish  in  the  hundred  of  Babergh,  Suffolk, 
on  the  river  Stour,  and  the  fair  is  still  kept  up,  bttt  the  day  has  been  altered 
to  lloly  Thursday,  On  the  Hundred  Rolls  for  this  county,  3d  Edward  I., 
1275,  under  the  heading,  "  Hundredum  de  Balberg  de  libertate  Sancti  Ead- 
mundi,"  the  jurors  say  that  Stephen  de  Langton  had  held  half  a  knight's 
fief  in  Bures,  and  Mabilia,  his  wife,  now  holds  the  aforesaid  half  fief  for  the 
term  of  her  life  of  Sir  Robert  Aguiloun,  and  the  said  Robert  holds  the  same 
of  the  King  in  capite.  The  church,  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  had  been  in  the 
gift  of  the  alien  priory  of  Stoke  by  Clare,  a  cell  to  thc  Abbey  of  Bec  in 
Normandy,  made  denison  in  after  times,  until  converted  into  a  college  for 
secular  priests  in  1415,  by  Edmund  Mortimer,  Earl  of  March,  to  which 
this  Uving  was  appropriated  at  the  time  of  the  dissolution.  On  thc  Charter 
Roll  51  Hen.  III.,  1267,  is  an  inspeximus  charter  of  that  King  of  one  by 
Robert  Aguylon  to  Stephen  Marshal,  of  La  Wyke,  who  in  consideration  of 
an  annual  rent  for  his  life  had  relinquished  his  claim  to  the  manor  of  Per- 
cings,  as  appears  by  this  recital : — "  Quod  quidem  manerium  dictus  Stepha-

I^yburn,  Willelmo  de  Wrntreaiiull,  Willelmo  Belet,  Petro  de  Chautnpvent,  Rogero  de 
Wauton,  Gilberto  filio  Hugonia  et  aliu.  D&tum  per  mauum  nostram  apud  Weatmonaa- 
terium  xiii  die  Junii  (13th  June,  1271). 
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nus  michi  et  heredibus  meis  dedit  et  concessit  cum  omnibus  pertinentiis  suis, 
et  plenarie  incartavit  me  in  manerio  meo  de  Percynges,  in  FoUringes  et  in 
Adburton,"  which  was  datcd  on  the  feast  of  St.  Ypolitus  the  martyr  (13th 
Aug.)  in  the  51st  year  of  Henry  III.  This  record  is  now  imperfect,  from 
the  roll  being  torn,  but  enough  remains  to  convict  Cartwright  in  his  Pa- 
rochial  Topography  of  the  Rape  of  Bramber  of  a  total  misunderstanding  of 
its  purport,who  at  page231  writes  as  follows  : — "In  1261  Robert  Aguylon 
died  seized  of  the  manor  of  Edburton,"  and  cites  in  the  margin  at  foot  of  the 
page,  "  Ibid.  51  Hen.  III.,  No.  1,"  it  being  on  that  membrane  of  the  Charter 
Roll,  and  1261  is  a  misprint  for  1267.  The  hamlet  of  Folking  is  in  the 
parish  of  Edburton,  on  the  east  side,  in  the  rape  of  Lewes,  whilst  Percing 
is  a  manor  of  the  same  parish  in  the  rape  of  Bramber ;  the  one  in  the  hun- 
drcd  of  Poynings  and  the  other  now  in  the  hundred  of  Burbeach.  Both 
manors  were  held  of  the  honour  of  Lewes,  and  on  the  Hundred  Rolls  of  the 
rapc  of  Lewes,  for  that  of  Poynings,  there  is  this  finding  as  to  encroach- 
raents  in  this  parish  by  the  jurors  in  3d  Edw.  I.,  1275  : — "  They  say  that 
William,  latc  Earl  of  Surrey,  father  of  John  the  then  Earl,  and  the  said 
John,  had  newly  appropriated  to  themselves  chaces  and  warrens  through 
their  whole  barony  of  Lewes,  and  in  the  lands  and  tenements  of  Robcrt 
Aguylun,  and  of  the  others  who  hold  of  the  fief  of  the  said  Earl,  where  the 
same  Earl  has  no  warren,  nor  of  right  ought  to  have,  and  strives  m  as  much 
as  he  can  there  to  appropriate  to  himself  warren  by  placing  therc  his  armed 
men  to  hinder  the  said  Robert  Aguylun  and  others  from  their  hunting  with 
their  dogs  where  they  were  accustomed  to  hunt  from  timc  immemorial,  and  of 
which  the  said  Robert  is  still  in  seisin.  And  because  the  said  Robert  makes 
use  of  his  seisin  in  the  aforesaid  lands,  the  said  Earl  caused  him  to  be  fre- 
qucntly  distraincd  by  the  most  grievous  distraints,  as  appears  by  the  inqucst. 
They  also  say  that  when  the  said  Earl,  Richard  de  la  Vache,  and  William 
Yvor,  took  from  Robert  Aguilon  fifty-two  oxen  in  the  parish  of  Edburton  * 

*  The  aceount  of  Edburton  poriah  iu  Cartwrighfa  Rape  of  Bnunber,  vol.  ii.  p.  236,  ia 
extremely  deflcient,  and  he  haa  neglccted  to  cite  the  entry  in  Domeaday  rehUing  to  this 
pariab.  It  ia  evident  that  this  entry  under  Terra  Willelmi  de  Warene  in  Poningea  hun- 
dred  ia  applicable  to  thia  pariah  :  "  Oauuardua  tenet  de  Willelmo  Berchingea.  l[me  tenuit  T.

Modo  I 
solidos."  Underthe  headingTerra  WUIelmi  de  Braioaa,  in  Durbece  Hundredo  mention  is 
made  of  Trailgi,  the  land  of  Earl  Godwin  in  the  tenure  of  Dedling,  then  held  by  William 
Miles  of  William  de  Draiosa,  who  had  seren  hides,  which  lar  in  Derta,  which  William  de 
Wam-n  had  in  hia  rape.  Now  Texelinus  waa  thc  predeceasor  of  Bartholomew  de  Cheney 
in  the  manor  of  Addington,  com.  Surrey,  and  the  manor  of  Perohing  waa  bolonging  to  his 
daughter,  and  the  heirs  of  Dartholomew  de  Cheney  held  tiie  two  haga*  in  Lewes  ;  hence 
both  will  have  been  dcrived  from  this  common  ancestor.  Truleigh,  or  Truly,  ia  a  hamlet 
of  Edburton  parish,  and  as  it  lay  in  tho  viU  of  Derchingea  that  ptacc  will  be  identical  with 
thc  modem  name  of  this  pariah.  The  church  of  Edburton,  dedicated  to  St.  Andrew,  paid 
xl  shiUings  pension  to  the  prior  of  Lewos  ;  and  in  the  charter  of  William  de  Warren,  the 
second  Earl  of  Surrey,  son  of  WUIiam  de  Warren,  Earl  of  Surrey,  and  of  Qundreda  his 
wife,  we  read  "  ad  Perching  decimam  Willeimi  filii  Techelini  et  WUIelmi  fiUi  Alfinene  et  ad 
Folkingea  decimam  Qodefridi  de  Dellomonte."  WiUiam,  the  son  of  TezeUn,  thc  Domceday 
tcnant  in  Derchinges,  had  therefore  lands  at  Perching,  and  thus  the  idenUty  is  confirmed,  as 
to  tts  site  in  Edburton.  The  benefiee  ts  a  roctory  in  the  archdoaconry  of  Lewea  and  deanery 
of  South  Malling,  to  which  it  was  given  by  Theobald  Arohbishop  of  Canterhury,  in  1150, 
and  paid  a  yearly  pension  of  6«.  and  8<i.  to  thc  dean.  It  is  now  in  the  gift  of  the  ArchbUhop 
of  Canterbury.  From  the  context  of  this  deed  it  would  sotm  that  the  manor  of  William 
de  Watevill  had  descended  to  Stephen  Marshal,  and  tltat  it  wss  by  thb  grant  that  the 
now  principal  esUte  in  thts  pariah,  conaisting  of  Perching  and  Edburton  farms,  was  united 
in  the  same  poMCssor.  In  the  ninth  of  Edward  II.  Isabella  Dardolf,  the  daughter  and 
heireas  of  Sir  Robert  Aguylon,  occurs  tn  the  Nomina  ViUarum  in  this  form  :  "  Hundredum 
dc  Ponyngg  e*t  JohsnntsComitis  Warrenne,  villata  dc  Peroynge  est  Isalwlle  Uardolf ;"  and 
Thomas  Bardolf ,  hcrson,  in  the  hundred  of  Burghbcche,  belongingto  William  de  Urcwona, 
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were  not  able  to  deliver  the  same  cattle  according  to  the  Kings  precept, 
until  it  had  been  a  second  time  enjoined  the  Sheriff  by  the  King  and  hit» 
council  that  he  should  go  himself  to  the  said  Earl,  to  Richard  de  la  Vache, 
and  to  Walter  Dragun,  to  cause  the  rescue  of  the  said  cattle  by  thc  King  » 
precepL  Moreover,  whcn  certain  scrvants  of  the  said  Ilobcrt  had  been 
taken  in  the  liberties  of  Wilham  de  Briouze  and  of  the  Bishop  of  Chichester, 
together  with  the  dogs  of  the  said  Robert,  and  imprisoned  in  the  Castlc  of 
Lcwes,  whereupon  the  King's  brief  was  obtained  for  their  deliverance,  and 
afterwards  sent  to  the  said  castle  by  William  le  Boghyere,  the  King's  ser- 
jeant,  they  of  the  castle  had  not  permitted  the  said  mandate  of  the  lord  the 
King  to  be  executed,  but  had  absolutely  contemned  the  order  to  do  so,  so 
that  the  Sheriff  in  his  own  proper  perBon  was  with  difficulty  ablc  to  execute 
the  King's  said  raandate.  The  jurors  of  the  hundred  of  Bottynghull  found 
by  their  verdict  that  John  de  Boun  and  the  bailiffs  of  the  Earl  of  Surrey 
had  pursued  the  men  of  Robert  Aguylon  with  horses  and  arms  as  far  as  to 
the  house  of  Robert  Burnell  in  Henfield,  and  there  took  them  and  led  them 
to  the  Castle  of  Lewes  and  imprisoned  thcm,  against  the  dignity  of  the 
Crown,  until  they  were  set  free  by  the  Kings  writ."    A  similar  finding 

as  foUowa  :  "  VilU  de  Edburton  et  Thrule  e»t  WUlelmi  de  Nortbo,  Hugoni»  de  Hamtue, 
Tliotne  Bardolf."  From  thia  valuable  record  it  wouid  seem  that  Perching  and  Folking 
werc  both  in  the  Hundred  of  Poyninga  and  Rape  of  Lcwea,  and  tliat  Edburton  and 
Truhigh  (Derchingea,  Trailgi)  were  the  vUla  in  the  Hundred  of  Bnrbeach  aud  Rape  of 
Bramber.  Another  hamlet  of  this  parish  ha»  name  Peathorne,  or  Pawthorne,  ond  in 
Domeeday  of  the  land  of  William  de  Warene  in  the  hundred  of  Poningea  we  rcad, "  Trevenot 
tenet  de  Willelmo  Pavcorne.  Ipm»  tenuit  de  rege  K.  et  potuit  ire  quolibet.  Tunc  se 
defendebat  pro  iiii  bidis,  modo  pro  una  hida  ct  dimidia,  quia  alise  sunt  in  rapo  WUlclmi 
do  Braiosa.  Terra  e*t  i  caruce  et  ibi  e»t  in  dominio  cum  U  bordarii».  In  Leuuea  iii  hagaj 
de  xviii  denariis.  Valet  et  valuit  xxx  -.lid.H."  The  land  of  William  de  Braioae  in  Bur- 
bcach  hundred  compriaed  the  villa  of  Beeding,  Erringham,  Shorcham,  Truly,  Totington, 
together  with  eight  hidea  which  lay  in  Redmelle,  which  William  de  Wareno  holda  in  hia 
rape,  and  aeven  hide»  which  lay  in  Bert»  (Berchingea)  which  William  had  also  in  hia 
rape,  In  the  Nomina  Villarum  thoae  in  the  Hundred  of  Poyninga  are  Pereynge,  Nytymbor, 
Ponynggea,  and  Picoumbe  ;  and  in  the  hundred  of  Burbeach,  Edburton  etThrule,  Horton 
et  Eringcham,  Beding,  and  Old  Shoreham.  In  the  Noua  returns  this  parish  haa  the 
name  <>f  Edl>ourghton.  Tho  only  church  mcntioned  in  Domeaday  ia  tbat  of  Poyninga  in 
the  hundred  of  tbat  name,  and  in  Beeding  in  the  hundred  of  Burbeach  there  were  two 
churohea  ;  Radmell  and  Shipley  are  the  other  place*  named  above.  The  chapel  at  Percyng 
ia  now  destroyed. 
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was  made  by  the  jurors  of  the  hundred  of  Paling,  in  the  rape  of  Arundel, 
who  declared  that  the  men  of  Robert  Aguylon  had  been  captured,  with  their 
dogs,  upon  the  liberty  of  the  Bishop  of  Chichester  at  Henfield,  by  John  de 
Boun,  and  had  been  incarcerated  by  the  same,  namely,  in  the  Castle  of 
Lewes,  and  thereupon  the  King*s  writ  had  been  obtained  for  their  deliver- 
ance,  and  the  keeper  of  the  castle  aforesaid  had  denied  and  refused  to  deliver 
the  said  prisoners  to  the  officers  of  the  Sheriff  by  a  preccpt  of  this  kind, 
until  the  Sheriff  came  in  his  own  person.  On  the  other  hand,  the  jurors  of 
the  hundred  of  Avisford  brought  in  verdicts  for  misdemeanours  against 
Richard  de  Niton  and  John  de  Pollingfeud,  successively  bailiffs  of  the  li- 
berty  of  Arundel  by  appointment  of  Robert  Aguylun;  and  the  jurors  of  the 
burgh  of  Arundel  declared  that  the  then  Sheriff  came  with  the  King's  brief 
on  the  eve  of  AH  Saints,  to  receive  the  Castle  of  Amndel  by  virrue  of  the 
same  bricf  on  behalf  of  the  King,  and  that  John  de  Pollingfeud  detained 
the  said  castle,  and  still  detains  it,  in  contcxnpt  of  the  King.  From  a  peti- 
tion  to  Parliament  in  the  6th  year  of  Edward  I.,  addressed  by  Robert 
Aguylun  to  thc  King  and  his  Council,  we  learn  that,  whereas  Stephen  de 
Pencestre  and  Robcrt  de  Sandwich  had  been  appointed  justices  to  inquire, 
hear,  and  determine,  according  to  the  law  and  custom  of  the  realm,  what 
malefactors  had  hunted  in  the  free-warren  and  chace  of  the  Earl  of  Warren  ; 
and  he,  Robert,  and  others  were  indicted  therefore,  and  the  justices  sent  to 
the  Sheriff  to  seire  the  persons  of  Robert  Aguylon  and  the  others,  and  to 
place  their  lands  and  castles  in  thc  King's  hands,  and  this  on  the  first  dny 
of  the  inquest,  and  that  he  bring  their  bodies  to  Kingston,  in  a  different 
county ;  on  which  day  those  attached  put  in  essoigns,  which  the  justices 
would  not  allow,  but  amerced  their  mainpernors,  at  their  will,  against  the 
custom  of  the  reahn  ;  and  besides,  though  their  letters  patent  only  gave  thcm 
power  to  inquire  as  to  the  free  chase  and  the  injuries  done  to  the  men  of  the 
Earl,  they,  beyond  their  authority,  inquired  and  made  him  answer  a»  to  the 
chaces,  without  inquiry  of  the  Earl  of  VVarren  if  he  had  free  chace  there  or 
not ;  notwithstanding  that  he,  Robert  Aguylun,  was  rcady  to  aver  that  his 
people  had  not  hunted  save  where  he  and  his  ancestors  were  accustoraed  to 
hunt,  and  of  right  ought  to  hunt,  the  judges  refused  to  receivc  the  averment, 
and  charged  the  jury  to  his  grievance,  of  which  hc  prays  remedy  and  of  the 
imprisonment  he  prays  remedy,  of  him  and  of  his  people,  who  are  still  in 
prison,  as  it  seems  to  hira  that  imprisonraent  does  not  lie  in  this  case. 
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«  Responsio : — Sequatur  versus  Justiciarios,  et  audiatur  et  fiat  ei  Justicia." 
Another  petition  against  this  transgressor,  John  de  Warren,  Earl  of  Surrey, 
is  on  the  Roll  of  the  same  Parliament,  couched  in  these  terms  : — 

"  Johan  de  Warenne,  Cunte  de  Surre,  tient  la  Baronnie  de  Lewes  et  cleyme 
aver  guarenne  et  foreste  e  chase  en  toutes  celes  terres  de  Sussex,  aussi 
bien  en  les  terres  les  chivalers  et  les  frans  hommes,  comme  en  ses  demeynes, 
a  grant  deseritesun  a  ceus  du  pays  et  saunz  garant  de  nul  Roy  et  encuntre 
Real  dignite,  e  amcrcie  la  gent  et  emprisune  pur  les  bestcs  et  pour  les 
leures,  dunt  le  pays  est  en  grant  grevaunce  de  ce  tort,  ct  bien  fut  trove  par 
enquest  devant  Sire  Barthelmeu  de  Briaunc on,  ke  poer  aveyt  de  enquer  de 
ceus  choses ;  pur  bi  quele  chosc  Sire  Robcrt  Aguylon  prie  nostre  Seigneur 
le  Roy,  ke  il  voyle  faire  venir  mcimes  cel  Cunte  par  breif  a  demustrer  par 
quel  garaunt  il  cleyme  cele  Franchise  tenir ;  e  prie  le  avaundit  Robert  ke  il 
puisse  seure  pur  le  Roy  e  pur  lui  meymes  pur  le  tort  fit  a  Roy  e  al  pays." 

"  Responsio.    Sequatur  per  breve  de  Cancellaria." 

The  result  of  this  quarrel  betwecn  the  lord  of  the  barony  of  Lewcs  and 
Sir  Robert  Aguylon,  knight,  his  feudatory,  is  lcarnt  from  the  Placita  de 
junitis  et  assisis  corara  Johanne  de  Reygate  et  sociis  Justiciariis  itineranti- 
bus  apud  Cycestriam  in  comitatu  Sussexie  in  crastino  Sancti  Johannis  Bap- 
tiste,  anno  regni  Regis  Edwardi  filii  Regis  Henrici  septimo.  On  that  occasion 
John  de  Warenn,  Earl  of  Surrey,  was  summoned  to  be  there  on  that  day,  25th 
June,  1279,  to  show  by  what  warranty  he  claimed  to  have  free  warren  and 
free  chace  in  the  vills  of  Adburton,  Folking,  and  Percing,  together  with  divers 
others  there  named,  in  that  county  ;  and  as  to  which  William  de  Giselhara, 
the  Kings  attorney,  says  that  William  de  Warren,  father  of  the  aforesaid 
Earl,  had  tbe  aforesaid  warren  and  chace  in  the  aforesaid  vills  through 
encroachment  upon  the  lord  King  Henry,  father  of  the  then  King,  and  thc 
aforesaid  Earl  yet  holds  them  by  wrongful  occupation,  to  the  daraage  of  tho 
lord  the  King  of  1,000  {£,  Answer  was  made  by  the  Earl,  who  called 
upon  the  King  to  be  his  warranty,  and  afterwards  in  the  octaves  of  St. 
Martin,  (18th  Nov.)  at  Chichester,  the  aforesaid  Earl  came  and  says  that  he 
has  in  Worth,  Cuckficld  and  Ditchling,  his  parks,  and  asks  if  the  King 
claims  any  thing  in  the  samc  parks.  To  which  answcr  was  made  that  the 
King  claimed  nothing  at  that  time  in  thosc  parks ;  and  the  Earl  set  forth 
his  right  to  those  fnmehises  as  being  prior  to  the  time  of  King  Hcnry. 
Six  knights  and  six  lords  of  vills  were  then  choscn,  by  the  consent  of  the 
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Kings  attorney,  William  de  Heure,  and  of  the  said  Earl,  who  gave  their 
vcrdict  in  favour  of  the  Earl,  as  belonging  to  the  lionour  and  harony  of 
Lewes.  They  found  also  that  in  the  vill  of  Adburton  as  much  as  was  of 
the  fief  of  William  de  Hriouze,  and  likewisc  iu  Lindtield  as  much  as  was  of 
the  fee  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  the  aforesaid  Earl  had  not  nor 
claims  to  have  chace  or  warren.  So  that,  with  thesc  exceptions,  it  was 
adjudged  that  the  King  should  takc  nothing  by  his  brief,  and  that  John  de 
Warren,  Earl  of  Surrey,  on  this  score  -diould  be  without  day. 

On  the  Hundred  Holls  are  copies  of  an  inquisition  respeeting  the  manor 
of  Newenham  in  the  hundred  of  Bullington,  com.  Oxon.  7  Edw.  I.,  at  the 
time  of  its  being  held  in  dower  of  the  Countess  of  Aumalc  by  Sir  Hobert 
Agulon  and  Margaret  Countcss  of  Devon  and  of  the  Isle,  his  wife,  to  this 
effect :  The  jurors  say  that  the  manor  of  Ncwenham  is  held  of  the  King  in 
capitc  by  serjeanty,  as  thcy  believed,  and  the  xerviee  of  the  Chaml>erlain- 
ship,  and  that  for  the  manor  of  Newenham  and  other  lands  he  who  is 
lineal  heir  will  have  of  right  the  third  key  of  the  rcccipt  of  the  lord  the 
King.  And  they  also  say  that  the  lord  thc  King  in  times  of  old  gavc  thn 
manor  with  thc  appurtenances  to  Sir  William  de  Courcy,  and  so  thc  manor 
liad  descended  from  heir  to  heir,  and  that  Sir  Robert  Agulun  now  holds 
the  manor  in  dower  with  Margcry  his  wifc,  whom  one  of  the  hcirs  had 
previously  espoused.  Also  the  niaiior  has  attachcd  to  it  scveral  franchises, 
namely,  view  of  frankpledge,  infangthief,  and  gallows  to  cxecutc  judgmcnt 
upon  him  who  should  be  takcn  with  stolen  goods  within  the  manor ;  also 
fines  for  breaches  of  the  assise  of  bread  and  bcer,  and  for  shcdding  of  blood, 
with  hue  and  cry  within  the  manor,  and  every  other  franchise  save  what 
belongs  of  right  to  the  crown.  Also  the  lord  had  park  aml  warrcn  and 
the  watcr  of  the  Thames,  with  the  bank  from  Bun^elokc  as  far  as  thc  mill 
of  Stokgravc.  The  jurors  also  say  that  Sir  William  (inispriuted  Galfri- 
dus)  dc  Courcy,  son  and  hcir  of  William  dc  Courcv,  gavc  to  thc  lord 
Abbot  of  Abingdon  and  to  thc  convcnt  the  advowson  of  thc  church  of 
Newenham,  and  two  parts  of  all  thc  tithcs  of  thc  samc  manor,  except  hay, 
and  one  virgate  of  land  with  the  appurtcnancas,  whieh  i*  callcd  La  Wikc, 
with  the  watcr  and  the  mcadow  belonging  to  it,  and  a  ccrtain  mcadow 
which  is  calletl  Koumedc,  from  Hockdav  (the  second  Tuesday  aftcr  Ei<ter) 
until  thefeast  of  St.  Peter  ad  Vincula  ( 1  Augu<t),  and  after  that  day  to  rcvcrt 
to  the  lord  of  Newenham.    And  the  lord  Abbot  was  bound  lo  give  to 
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the  mowcrs  on  the  day  of  mowing  the  meadow  of  the  lord  eleven  penee, 
and  on  that  day  they  were  of  right  to  fare  upon  the  best  sheep,  save  one, 
and  the  second  best  cheese ;  and  also  the  men  who  customarily  raked  up 
the  hay  into  cocks  were  entitled  to  fare  in  like  manner.    Tho  names  of  the 
several  frec  tenants  follow,  with  the  (]uantities  of  land  held  by  each,  and  the 
•ervice  and  reuta  due  to  Sir  Hobert  Agulon,  among  whom  Adam  de  la 
Penne  held  four  virgatcs  of  land  subject  to  suit  of  court  only  in  lieu  of  all 
service,  which  Margaret  de  Keviers  had  givcti  to  Richard  de  la  Penne  in 
frank  marriage  with  Eleanora,  his  wife,  whose  heir  the  aame  Adam  was. 
By  tenants  in  vassalage  38  roods  of  land  werc  held  at  the  will  of  the  lord, 
and  there  were  17  cottarii  atwill,  besides  others  who  paid  rents  in  monev  or 
fowls  or  both.    This  manor  in  the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror  vas 
bclonging  to  Richard  do  Courcy,  Baron  of  Courcy-sur-Dive  in  Normandy, 
and  after  his  deccase  was  apportioned  to  his  second  son,  William  de 
Courcy,  who  by  marriage  with  Emma,  daughter  aud  hciress  of  William  de 
Falaise,  acquired  the  manor  of  Stoke,  com.  Somerset,  the  site  of  a  castle, 
the  caput  of  the  barony  which  was  inherited  by  his  descendants,  now  cor- 
ruptly  written  Stokegursey.    Of  his  gift  the  abbey  of  Abingdon,  under  the 
invocation  of  St.  Mary,  acquired  the  church  of  Niweham,  otherwise  New- 
enham,  dedicated  to  AU  Saints,  with  the  glebe  and  tithe  and  a  fishery,  to 
which  his  son  and  heir  of  the  same  name  added  the  meadow  and  pasture, 
with  the  counsel  and  goodwill  of  Kobert  dc  Courcy,  his  brother,  the  reputed 
founder  of  thc  nunncry  of  Cannington,  of  which  the  Blessed  Mary  waa 
patron,  in  the  vicinity  of  thc  vill,  which  gave  name  to  the  hundred  in 
which  the  castle  of  Stokecourcy  was  situate.*    The  heiress  of  this  illus- 

*  Tlio  eartulary  of  thc  abbey  of  Abingdon,  Cotton  MSS.  Claudiu*  B.  vi.  wliich  haa  a 
chronological  statemcnt  of  tho  acvoral  bcnefartlons  madc  to  thc  abbey  in  the  live»  of  eaeh 
abbot,  containa  this  notico  of  thc  gift  of  the  church  «f  Newnham  in  the  time  of  the  abbot 
Faricius,  who  waa  clccted  in  1100,  and  died  23  Fcb.  1117  under  the  nibric  Deeccleaia 
de  Xiweham.

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trious  family  has  bcen  uamed  ubovc,  but  thts  manor  ncver  desccnded  to  her, 
as  her  mother,  CJuiulrcda  de  Warreu,  held  it  iu  dower  duriug  her  life, 
which  was  prolonged  beyond  that  of  her  daughter,  as  we  learn  from  thil 

tho  seat  of  the  BUhop,  in  whoso  diocose  tho  eaatle  of  Courcy  wm  situate,  and  Serlo,  abbot 
of  St.  Evroult,  had  been  consecrated  biahop  of  that  see  on  the  22nd  June,  1001  ;  tho  otber 
witness  waa  Uie  abbot  of  Durton-upon-Trent. 

Undcr  the  rubric  "  Do  docinva  ejusdera  villc"  the  narrative  i«  thua  continucd :  -  Non  multo 
poat  vero  temporo  prcdictus  abbos  cumeodem  Willclrao  dc  duabua  suprascriptU  porcionibua 
dccime  acrmoncm  liabuit,  et  dc  quadam  piacatione,  quo  Anglice  nominatur  Sotiawero, 
quatinua  et  iatam  cum  prcdicta  donationc  ecclcaic  Sancte  Mario  et  sibi  condonarct.  l>o  hia 
quoque  rcbua,  dum  abltaa  »e  inlromitteret  apud  eundem  virum,  per  viginU  marcaa  argcnti 
tincm  fccit,  ita  ut  ipac  conccssum  cum  litteris  sigillati*  Uegin  profati  (llcnrici)  de  omnibua 
jam  dietis  donationibua  rcquirerct,  ct  rcquiaitum  Abbeudoniam  defcrct,  ct  dio  fostivitatU 
Romani  Rothomagensis  archiepiacopi  (23  Octobor)  coram  omni  convontu  monachorum  ct 
preacntia  horum  laicorum  auper  altaro  aancte  Mario  offcrrct,  Willclmi  Rcgia  camcrarii, 
Wiui  ct  multorum  aliorum.  Et  miait  ipae  Willclmua  dapifcrum  suuni,  UoUfrcdum,  ct 
«aisavit  inde  cccleaiam  et  abbatem  pcr  Willclmum  Ccllcrariura.  Piacationi  adjaccnt  xvii.

Under  the  rubrio  "Confirmatio  RcgU  Honrici"  wo  road  aa  follows:  "  Henricua  Rcx 
Anglorum  Roberto  epiacopo  Lincolnio  et  Willelmo  vicecomiti  de  Oxcncforda  ct  omnibus 
Itaronibus  Krancis  ct  Anglia  de  Oxonefordacira,  aalutem.  SciatU  quod  concedo  Soncte 
Marie  de  Abbendona  et  monachia  ejusdtm  loci  perpetuo  habcndam  ecclesUm  de  Neweliam 
et  terram  et  decimam  totam  ipiiua  manerii,  et  alU  quo  ail  ipsam  ccclcaUm  pertinent,  et 
piscariam  cum  omnibus  sibi  perUnentibus,  sicut  Wiilcluius  do  Curci,  dapifer  mcus,  eU 
dcdit  et  conceasiL  Teatibua  Rannulfo  Episcopo  Dunolmensi  ct  Rogero  Uigod  per  Goinre- 
dum  Peccatum  apud  Corncbcriam  in  die  Sancti  Luce  EvangelUtc  (18  Octobcr.) 

This  royal  conceeaion  U  of  earlier  date  than  the  battle  of  Tonchebray,  fought  on  Satur- 
day,  Uie  eve  of  8t  Michael,  1107,  when  Robert,  Duke  of  Normandy,  waa  mado  prUoncr 
by  Waldric,  the  King'a  cliaplain,  qui  militibua  aocUtua  in  ccrtamine  constitit,  Cliancellor 
of  England  in  1108,  and  afterwards  ordained  BUhop  of  Ijioii  by  Tope  Paacbal  at  Avignon 
in  1109,  whlch  dioceae  ho  held  about  Uireo  yeara,  up  to  tho  25th  April,  Friday  in  Eastcr 
wcck,  1112,  when  ho  was  aasaMiinated  in  the  eloUtcra  of  his  cathedral.  Woodatock, 
Cornbury  and  Whichwood  were  the  names  of  the  demesne  foreata  of  tho  King  in  Oxford» 
shire  at  the  Ume  of  thc  Survey  in  Domcaday,  and  Uie  park  of  Combury  waa  doubtleas  in 
the  vicinity  of  Woodstock.  Under  the  rubric  "  CarU  Henrici  RegU  de  divcrsis  rebus  quaa 
abbaa  Fariciua  adquisivit,"  we  have  again  thfa  reciUl :  "  Et  ecclesUm  de  Niweham  cum 
terra  sibi  pertinente  et  decimam  ejusdem  ville  et  unam  piacarUm  cum  rcbus  sibi  perUnen* 
tibua,  sicut  Willelmus  de  Curceio  prcdicte  eccleaic  dedit  in  elcmoeina  ; "  which  ch*rtor  haa 
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entry  on  the  Fine  KoU  9th  Ilenry  III.  1±>4,  under  the  heading  De  villa 
de  Newenham  capta  in  nianum  Domini  Kegis. 

"  Mandatum  cst  Vicecomiti  Oxonic  quod  capiat  in  manum  Domiui  Kegis 

tlie  sitrnalurc*  of  King  Henry,  hi»  Queen  Mathildis.  his  son  William,  Ralph  Archbiahop  of 
<  'antorhury,  TursUn  Archhishop  of  Vork,  WilHun  fiishop  of  WinehwMer,  William  Uisliop 
of  Kxcter,  Theoldus  fiishop  of  Woreestcr,  Rogcr  Abl>ot  of  Fccanip,  and  Rannulph  Chan- 
celtor  of  King  Hcnry,  and  not  thoso  printcd  by  Dugdalc  in  thc  Monasticon,  vol.  i.  p.  106, 
though  prof.iwcd  to  be  Uken  from  thi»  vcry  nianuscript,  where  vvc  read  of  a  Thcobaht 
fiuhop  of  Winchester,  a  pure  invention  of  that  conipilcr.  The  date  of  this  charter  niay  be 
awigncd  to  the  year  1120,  as  Thurstan  was  only  eonsccrated  to  his  aec  at  the  Council  of 
Rkeims,  hcld  in  Octobcr  1119,and  thc  son  of  King  Henry  perishcd  in  the  Ulanchc  Nef 
25th  November  of  thc  year  following. 

The  deoeawj  of  William  dc  Courcy  i*  niontioncd  by  this  chroniclcr  in  theac  wonl» : — 
"  Post  niortcm  autcm  istius  Willclmi,  filius  oju*  Willolmus  donationem  patris  sui  Uliter 
confirmavit,"  which  precede  the  rubric  "  1'artii  Willelmi  junioris  de  Curccio  de  cccleaia  dc 
Niweluun,"  and  is  Uie  chartcr  produccd  bcf-re  thc  jurors  :—

dominica  pastura,  ct  unum  pratum  qui  vocatur  Cunic<tc,  unde  cgo  accrevi  olentoainam 
patri-H  mei,  consilio  ct  voluntate  fratri»  nu-i,  Itoborti,  ct  militum  meorum.  Etvolo  ut  ec- 
clwia  prcdicta  tcueat  isU  in  pacc  ct  quiete  et  libere  ct  honorifice  et  ut  nullus  eam  inquictet. 
Qui  vcro  hanc  reddilioncm  vcl  donationem  aetu  vel  conailio  violavcrit,  malcdictionem  Dei 
ct  ijusdcni  genetricis  Mariu  sustincat.  Huic  autem  rcdditioni  vel  donationi  interfucrunt 
testes,  Kobcrtus  de  Curceio,  Philippus  Dapifcr,  Willclmus  de  Estuna,  Hugo  Walensis,  Be- 
rengerus,  Kotbortus  prcsbytcr,  God.  fri.lus  presbytcr,  Willelmua  Nepos,  Rogcru»  dc  LUlc- 
iKina,  Rioardus  filius  Fulconis,  Mainarduade  Niweham." 

Emma  de  Falaiso,  his  mothcr,  was  living  in  1131,  the  datc  of  the  carliest  Pipe  Roll, 
whoro  hcr  namc  occurs  among  thc  tcnants  of  lands  in  Wiluhirc  to  whom  the  King  had 
reraittcd  the  amercemenu  duo  for  murdcrs  committcd  in  the  hundreds  wliere  thcir  lief 
was  situate.  Mcntion  of  Uio  county  of  Somersct  is  unfortunately  omitted  on  this  roll. 
The  charter  of  hcr  son  i*  probably  of  tho  roign  of  Stcphcn,  aa  the  only  ono  of  the  witnesses, 
his  knighte,  surviving  in  116S,  was  ficrcngpr,  who  held  half  a  knight'*  fief  of  William  de 
Courcy  thc  Third,  who,  aa  well  as  his  grandfather,  was  Dapifer  Regis  Anglic.  By  his  wife, 
liun.Irolade  Warren,  he  left  an  only  snn,  under  age  3  John,  2d  May  1201 — 22d  May  1202, 
fts  appcars  by  thia  cntry  on  tho  Fipc  Roll  of  that  year :— "  Wilteseiro.  Guiidreda  dc 
Warronna  c  marcas  pro  haltcnda  oustodia  G(uillelnii)  filii  sui,  sicut  continetur  in  Kotulo 
precedonti."  Ho  died  without  issue,  and  Alice  dc  Couroy  was  his  siater  and  heir,  as  men* 
tioned  iu  tke  text. 
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villam  dc  Newenham,  quam  Gundreda  de  Warrenna  tcnuit  in  dotem,  et 
quc  est  hereditas  partibilis  inter  Johannam  uxorem  Hugonis  de  Ncvilla  et 
Margaretam  uxorcm  Falkasii  dc  Breaute,  et  eam  salvo  custodiat  doncc  inter 
cas  partita  fuerit  per  preceptum  domini  Regis,  salvis  executoribus  testa- 
mcnti  ipsius  Gundrcde  catallis,  quc  ibidcm  habuit  ad  facicndum  inrlc 
rationabile  testamentum  suum.  T(este)  R(icardo)  Sarum  Episcopo  apud 
Westmonasterium  vi.  die  Decembris." 

Thc  last  mention  of  Alice  de  Courcy  occurs  on  the  Close  Holl  18th 
John  1216,  wherc  is  a  letter  to  the  sheriff  of  Gloucestcrehire,  datcd  at 
Cireneester,  2nd  day  of  September,  letting  him  know  of  the  Kings  grant  to 
Alice  de  Curcy,  the  wife  of  Warine  Fitzgerald,  of  the  manor  of  Dumham- 
cuell  (Down-Amney)  with  its  appurtcnances,  which  had  been  that  of  Johu 
des  Preaux,  togcther  with  all  the  chattels  which  had  becn  those  of  thc  afore- 
said  Warine  in  the  said  manor,  for  her  support,  and  cnjoining  him  to  causc 
hcr  to  have  seisin  thcreof.  Warine  Fitzgerold  was  present  at  the  confcr- 
cnce  at  Runnimede  on  the  15th  day  of  Junc,  1215,  on  the  side  of  thc 
King,  but  his  name  is  among  those  of  the  barons  who  swore  to  obcy  thc 
mandate  of  the  twenty-five  barons  chosen  as  conservators  of  Magna  Charta. 
Thc  following  Lctter  Close  furnishes  proof  of  his  adherencc  to  the  barons, 
and  is  on  the  Roll  of  the  seventeenth  year  of  King  John,  and  bears  date  at 
Rochcster,  25 th  day  of  November,  1215. 

"  Castrum.  Rex  Johanni  Marescallo  salutem.  Mandamus  vobis  quod 
committatis  Priori  de  Stokes  terram  Warini  filii  Geroldi  in  eadem  villa  dc 
Stokes,  retento  in  manu  nostra  castro  ejusdcm  Warini,  quod  habuit  in 
eadem  villa,  ita  quod  exitus  et  provcntus  ejusdcm  terre  cedant  in  usus  ipsius 
Warini  per  manum  prcdicti  Prioris,  et  ne  ipse  Warinus  aliquam  jacturam 
vcl  dampnum  habeat  in  prcdicta  tcrra  bene  concedimus  quod  ipse  Prior 
ponat  tres  vcl  qiuituor  dc  hominibus  suis  in  prcdicto  castro  una  cum  hiis 
qui  ex  partc  nostra  in  co  sunt,  qui  tcrram  prcdictam  protcgant  et  dcfcndaut, 
et  vos  providatis  quod  castrum  illud  ad  opns  nostnim  salvo  custodiatur. 
T(estc)  mc  ipso  apud  Roffam  xxv.  die  Novembris." 

The  Priory  of  Stokes  was  a  ccll  to  thc  monastcrv  of  Lonlay,  in  the 
diocese  of  Ix?  Mans,  but  in  a  territory  annexed  by  William  the  Conqucror 
to  the  Duchy  of  Normandy,  and  of  thc  foundation  of  William  de  Belleme 
in  1026,  who  was  then  lord  of  this  tract  and  owncr  of  sevcral  castlcs  in 
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Normaudy.    To  this  abbey  William  de  Falaise  and  Geva  his  wife  gave 
the  church  of  St.  Andrcw  of  Stokcs, as  appears  by  Martini  extracte  out  of 
thc  munimente  of  Eton  Collegc,  a$  quoted  by  Tanner  in  hi*  Notitia  Mo- 
nastica,  p.  468,  note  h,  and  the  grante  of  William  de  Courcy  and  Hugh  de 
Nevitl  werc  mcrc  confirmations  of  the  original  foundation.    At  the  time  of 
thc  «urvey  by  William  tho  Conqucror,  William  do  Falaise  held  of  the  King 
in  Somerset  thc  manors  of  Stoche,  Otone,  and  Worspring,  of  which  the  laat- 
namcd  was  of  thc  frank-marriage  of  his  wife,  the  daughter  of  Serlo  de  Borci ; 
thc  manor  of  Otone  is  Wootton-Courtenay,  in  thc  hundrcd  of  Carhampton. 
By  Lctter  Closc,  dated  at  Corfe,  16  July,  1216,  addressed  to  Alan  dc 
Bocland,  ho  was  informed  that  the  King  had  committed  the  vill  of  Stokes 
Curcy  to  William  Briwcrrc,  his  lord,  and  enjolning  him  to  take  that  laud 
into  his  lords  hands  ;  and  of  the  same  date  is  a  Letter  Patent  to  the  free 
tenante  and  others  of  Stokccurcy  of  Warine  FiUgerald,  bidding  them  know 
of  tbis  custody,  and  cnjoining  them  to  obey  thc  samo  Willium  in  everythiug. 
As  to  thc  castle,  order  had  been  sent  for  ite  destruction  four  days  earlier,  as 
wc  lcarn  from  this  Lettcr  Patent. 

"  Hcx  priori  de  Stoke  Curcy  et  Herevico  Pilet  salutem.  Mandamua  vobis 
quod  castrum  de  Stoke  Curcy  sine  dilatione  dirrui  ct  penitus  j^rostcmi  faci- 
atis.  Et  in  hujus,  etc.  fieri  fecimus.  T(este)  mc  ipso  apud  Corfam  xU° 
die  Julii  anno  regni  nostri  xviii"." 

In  anothcr  Letter  Closc,  dated  at  Hereford,  26th  July,  addressed  to 
Henry  Fits  Count,  he  lete  him  know  of  his  having  committed  to  William 
Briwcrre  the  manor  of  Stoke  Curcy  with  Wootton  and  all  ite  appurte- 
nances,  which  had  been  the  property  of  Warine  Fitrgerold,  and  warns  him 
not  to  intermeddle  with  the  aforesaid  lands.  The  year  of  thetc  scveral 
ordcw  was  the  last  of  his  reign,  and  of  their  being  cxocuted  we  may  safely 
doubt  at  thc  moment  of  a  general  insurrection,  which  would  have  placed  a 
rival  prince,  son  of  the  King  of  Francc,  upon  his  throne,  had  not  death 
tcrminated  his  days  on  the  19th  day  of  October  followiug  at  Newark.  In 
this  intcrval  of  timc  King  John  appears  to  have  forced  a  marriage  between 
his  favourite,  Falcasius  de  Brcaute,  and  Margaret  de  Revicrs,  daughter  and 
prcsumptive  heiress  of  her  father,  Warine  Fitigerald,  as  appears  by  the 
following  entry  upon  the  Rolls  of  Letters  Close  of  the  first  year  of  Henry 
III.  within  lcss  than  a  raonth  after  his  father's  decease 
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11  Mandatum  ett  Vicecomiti  Sumersete  quod  faciat  habere  Falkesio  de 
Breautl  plenariam  saisinam  de  manerio  de  Stokescurcy  cum  pertinentiU  quod 
contingit  uxorem  suam,  quam  habet  de  dono  patris  domini  Regis.  Datum 
ut  superius  proximo,  id  eit,  t(este)  W(illelmo)  Marescallo  Justiciario  Anglie 
apud  Bristoilum  xiii  die  Novcmbris." 

On  the  Charter  Roll  1  John,  1200,  there  is  a  copy  of  a  charter  of  King 
John  dated  at  Porchester,  28th  day  of  April,  in  the  first  year  of  his  reign, 
reciting  a  convention  made  between  William  de  Vernon,  Earl  of  Devon,  and 
Hubert  de  Burgh,  the  Kings  Chamberlain,  in  regard  of  the  marriage  of 
Joanna,  younger  daughter  of  the  said  earl,  whom  the  said  earl  had  given  to 
be  a  wife  to  the  aforesaid  Hubert  at  the  request  and  with  the  goodwill  and 
assent  of  the  King.  By  it  the  earl  assigned  to  his  eldest  born  daughter  the 
caput  of  his  honour  in  Devonshire,  with  the  Castle  of  Plympton,  as  hers  by 
right  of  primogeniture,  and  with  a  reasonablc  portion  belonging  to  her  of 
his  inheritance ;  and  to  Joanna,  his  younger  daughter,  the  entire  IsUnd  of 
Wight,  and  Christchurch,  com.  Hants,  with  a  reaaonable  portion  belonging 
to  her  of  his  inheritance.  Then  follows  this  saving  clause :  "  Idem  vero 
comes  fecit  memoratum  Hubertum  capere  homagium  baronum  et  militum 
suorum  de  Insula  salva  fidelitate  Domini  Regis  et  ipsius  Comitis ;  saiva 
etiara  fidelitate  heredis  masculi,  si  forte  heredem  masculum  habuerit  de 
uxore  sua ;  salvo  etiam  dominio  et  saisina  ipsius  Comitis  in  vita  sua  de  om- 
nibus  terris  et  feudis  suis.  Si  vero  contingat  ipsum  comitcm  heredcm  mas- 
culum  habcre  de  uxore  sua,  tunc  remanebit  eidem  Hubcrto  lx  libratas  terrc 
et  feuda  decem  mihtum  in  maritagio  cum  prcdicta  Johanna  in  loco  compe- 
tenti."  Thia  contingency  actually  occurred,  and  the  birth  of  his  son  and 
heir  will  have  been  subsequent  to  thi»  date  ;  thus  proving  that  the  marriage 
with  Margaret  Fitzgerald  subsisted  up  to  the  year  1216,  as  otherwise  the 
age  of  puberty  would  not  have  bcen  reached  by  the  husband.  The  registcr 
of  thc  Abbey  of  Ford  corrcctly  fixes  the  time  of  his  deoease  on  thc  first  day  of 
Septcmber,  1216,  lcaving  an  only  son,  Baldwin  ;  so  that  in  this  space  of  onc 
month  and  nincteen  days,  between  the  lst  of  Scptember  and  19th  of  October, 
hia  widow,  Margaret,  had  t>een  compelled  by  the  ruthless  tyrant  to  marrj'  his 
favourite  against  hcr  will,  in  her  wecds,  and  without  her  father's  consent. 

Within  a  few  months  after  the  accession  of  Henry  III.  Warine  Fitsgerold 
quittctl  the  party  of  the  Barons,  and  rcturned  to  his  alicgiance,  a«  appearn 
by  these  Letters  Close  on  the  Roll  of  the  first  year  of  his  reign  : — 
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"  Rex  Vieecomiti  Oxonie  salutem.  Scias  quod  Warinus  filius  Geroldi 
rediit  ad  fideiu  et  servicium  nostrum.  Et  ideo  tibi  prccipimus  quod  sine 
dilatione  plenam  ei  saisinam  habere  facias  de  omnibus  terris  suis  in  ballia  tua 
unde  prius  disseisitus  fuii .  £t  quum  sigillum  non  habuimus,  has  litteras 
sigillo  fidelis  nostri  Comitis  W( illelmi)  Marescalli  fecimus  sigillari.  T(cste) 
me  ipso  apud  Notingeham  xi°  die  Januarii  per  Comitem  W(illelmum)  Ma- 
reseallum.  Eodem  modo  scribitur  Vicecomitibus  Norhamtonie,  Sumersete, 
Wiltescire,  Warewici,  Lincolnie,  Eboraci,  Bedefordie,  Hertfordie,  Essexie, 
ct  Gloucestrie.    T(este  eodem)." 

The  Battle  of  Lincoln,  fought  on  Saturday  in  Whitsunweek,  June  20, 
1217,  against  Prince  Lewis  and  the  Barons,  was  won  chiefly  through  the 
bravery  of  Falkasius  de  Breaute,  who  foreed  his  way  into  the  besieged 
castle,  which  still  held  out  for  the  King,  and,  though  taken  prisoner  in  a 
sally  from  the  fortress,  his  knights  and  bowmen  succeeded  in  eflccting  his 
rescue.  The  approach  of  the  royal  army,  which  entered  the  town,  was 
followed  by  a  speedy  victory,  many  of  the  Barons  and  the  Comte  of  Perche 
having  fallen  in  the  battle,  and  Robert  Fitzwalter  and  others  being  made 
prisoners.  His  services  on  this  occasion  were  amply  rewarded  by  divers 
grants  of  custody  and  wardship ;  and  on  the  9th  of  September  following  a 
Letter  Close,  witnesscd  by  the  Earl  Marshal  at  Chertsey,  was  sent  to  the 
SherifF  of  Lincolnshire,  cnjoining  him  to  cause  his  beloved  and  faithful  Fal- 
kasius  de  Breaute  to  have  tbe  land  of  Yreby,  with  its  appurtenances,  which 
was  the  frank-marriagc  of  his  wife,  as  Baldwin,  son  of  the  Earl  of  the  Isle, 
had  hcld  it,  as  hc  afEnucd.  Thc  manor  of  Irby,  in  the  hundrcd  of  Bradley, 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  I.  was  parccl  of  the  barony  of  William  Mesehines, 
brother  of  Rannulph  Meschines,  Earl  of  Chcstcr,  his  tcnure  consisting  of 
three  carrucates  and  four  bovates  in  Irby,  and  onc  carrucate  and  three  bo- 
vates  iu  Coates,  in  Bradlcy  wapentake,  according  to  a  contemporary  record, 
Cott.  MS.  Claudius  C.  v.  By  his  marriage  with  Cccilia  de  Romeilli,  lady  of 
the  honour  of  Skipton,  he  had  a  daughtcr,  Avicia  dc  Romeilli,  wifc  first  of 
William  Payncll,  Lord  of  Irnham,  com.  Linc.  and  Drax,  com.  Ebor.,  by 
whom  she  had  an  only  daughter,  Adelicia,  and  secondly  of  William  dc 
Conrcy,  of  Stokecourcy,  namcd  above,  living  in  1 168,  when,  in  thc  Carta  of 
Robert  de  Gant,  the  second  husband  of  her  danghter  Adelicia  and  in  hcr 
right  possessed  of  the  honour  of  her  father,  the  tenurc  in  dower  is  thus 
describcd : — "  Avicia,  matcr  Willelmi  de  Curci,tenet  feoda  duorum  militum." 
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Through  this  marriage  the  manor  of  Irhy  and  an  extensive  honour  in  Lin- 
colnshire,  as  also  the  manor  of  Harewood,  com.  Ebor.,  derived  from  her 
mother,  desccnded  in  the  line  of  the  famdy  of  Courcy  to  the  heiress,  Alice 
de  Curcy,  named  above.  Thcre  is  also  a  Letter  Close  on  the  same  roll  to 
this  effect : — 

«  De  dote.  Mandatum  est  Roberto  de  Cardinania  quod  nisi  Comes  de 
Insula  sine  dilatioue  plenariam  seisinam  faciat  Falkesio  de  Breaute  et  Mar- 
garete  uxori  ejus  de  rationabili  dote  que  ipsam  Margaretam  contingit  per 
Baldwinum  de  Insula,  quondam  virum  ipsius  Margarete  et  filium  ipsius 
Comitis,  tunc  dotcm  suam  eis  habere  faciat  sine  dilatione  aecundum  con- 
suetudinem  regni  Anglie.  Et  quum,  etc.  Teste  ipso  Comite  apud  Oxoniam 
xx  die  Februarii." 

WilUam  de  Vernon,  Earl  of  Devon  and  the  Isle,  was  deceased  on  the 
tenth  day  of  September,  1217,  and  custody  of  his  lands  in  Devonshire  was 
granted  to  Hcnry  de  Pont  Audemer  by  Letters  Close  dirccted  to  the 
Sheriff  of  Devon  I2th  Nov.  following,  and  in  other  counties  to  llalph  de 
Wilitona ;  and  by  other  Letters  Close  of  the  9th  April,  1218,  his  lands  in 
Middlesex  and  Surrcy  were  committed  to  Falcaaius  de  Brcaute.  In  the 
same  year  he  obtained  the  custody  of  the  infant  heir  of  the  Earl  of  Devon, 
with  the  castle  of  Plympton,  and  also  the  third  penny  of  the  county  of 
Devon,  aa  William,  Earl  of  Devon,  had  been  accnstomed  to  receive  it  in 
the  name  of  his  Earldom,  together  with  the  arrears  from  the  time  in  which 
the  custody  of  the  same  heir  had  come  into  his  hand  by  the  King"s  precept. 
In  the  course  of  this  second  year  of  Henry  UL  Warine  Fitxgerold  was 
deceased  before  the  27th  May,  1218,  on  which  day  the  King  receivcd  the 
bomage  of  Falcasius  de  Breaut6  of  all  the  land  which  had  been  his  in  the 
several  counties  named  above,  being  inclusive  of  the  castle  of  Stokecurcy 
and  the  fiefs  of  sixty  knights.  Eventually,  his  outragcous  conduct  in  or- 
dering  his  knigbts,  lodged  in  the  castle  of  Bedford,  to  seizc  upon  the  King's 
Justices  in  Eyre,  who  in  their  session  at  Dunstaple  had  amerced  him  for 
divers  spoliations,  which  resulted  in  the  capture  and  imprisonment  of  Henry 
de  Braybroc  in  thc  castle  of  Bcdford,  which  the  garrison  refuscd  to  deliver 
up  to  the  King,  unlcss  thcy  had  an  order  to  that  effect  from  their  lord, 
caused  such  indignation  in  the  monarch"s  breast  that  not  only  was  the 
castle  besieged,  but  the  Archbishop  and  all  the  Bishop-»  with  lighted  candles 
excommunicated  the  said  Falcasius  and  all  who  were  in  the  castle.  Siege 
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was  laid  to  the  castle  on  Thursday,  20th  June,  122-1,  and  meanwbile  the 
King  sent  an  anuod  band  to  seek  for  Falcasius,  and  when  fouud  to  bring 
him  to  the  royal  presence,  who  returned  with  intelligcnce  that  he  had  fled 
to  Wales.    The  castle  was  taken  on  the  I4th  day  of  August,  and  Henry 
de  Bravbroc  set  at  liberty.    Disheartened  by  this  news,  the  rebel  camc  to 
the  King  under  the  conduct  of  Alexander  bishop  of  Covcntry,  at  Bedford, 
and  falling  at  the  King'»  feet  asked  for  mercy  in  consideration  of  his  great 
services  to  him  and  his  father  in  the  time  of  insurrcction  and  war.  Then 
the  King,  by  advice  of  his  council,  delivercd  him  into  the  custody  of 
Eustace  bishop  of  London,  until  the  final  sentcncc  was  resolved  upon. 
On  the  Roll  of  Letters  Close  of  the  13th  ycar  of  Henry  III.  m.  17,  in 
dorso,  is  a  copy  of  an  instrument,  to  which  Dugdale  has  affixed  an  erro- 
neoua  datc,  as  if  of  that  year,  1229,  and  in  conscquence  of  this  blunder 
falsely  charges  our  historians  with  a  great  mistake  as  to  thc  time  of  his 
banishment. 

"  Omnibus  Christi  fidelibus  presentes  litteras  inspecturis  Falkasius  de 
Breaute,  salutem.    Ad  universitatis  vestrc  noticiam  volo  pcrvenirc,  quod 
cum  excommunicatus  essem  pro  detencione  Henrici  de  Braybroc,  Justiciarii 
domini  Regis,  et  incarceratione  ipsius  in  castro  Bedefordie  et  pro  detcntione 
ejusdem  castri  contra  dominum  Regem  et  alia  turbatione  rcgni,  ego  post- 
modum  ad  cor  rovertcn»  absolucionis  bencficium  pctii  humilitcr  et  devote, 
et  in  primis  totam  summam  pecunie,  quam  tunc  temporis  habui,  Domino 
Regi  concessi  et  dcdi  pro  parte  satisfactionis  de  dampnis  sibi  illatis.  Aurum 
etiam  et  argentum,  tam  in  pccunia  quam  in  vasis,  arma  etiam  et  equos, 
omncs  etiam  terras,  possessiones  et  redditus,  quos  habui,  firmas  et  custodias 
et  vadia,  volo  quod  Dominus  Rex  habeat  sibi  similiter  pro  partc  satisfactionis 
ad  faciendam  voluntatem  suam.    Et  quod  michi  gratia  facta  est  in  eo,  quod 
absolutus  fui,  antequam  pro  possc  meo  satisfecissem  omnino,  consensum 
adhibui  quod  si  castra  de  Plymptona  ct  de  Stokes-curcy,  que  rcddidi  Domiuo 
Regi,  ei  restituta  non  fucrint  infra  xv  dies,  ego  in  pristinam  sentcntiam 
recidam  appellationc  rcmota.     Juravi  etiam  super  sancta  Evangelia  quod 
nichil  amplius,  quod  scirem,  habui  die  conceptionis  litterarum  istarum  in 
vasis  vel  pecunia,  auro  vel  argento,  armis  vel  equis,  in  Anglia  vcl  alibi,  et  si 
in  hoc  falsam  dixero,  volo  quod  nichil  michi  prosit  absolutio,  set  excommu- 
nicatus  sim  appellatione  remota,  sicut  prius.    Et  si  occurrerit  postmodum 
memorie  mce  quod  aliquid  amplius  habcam  ct  non  transmisero  illud  statim 
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Domino  Regi,  volo  quod  statim,  appcllatione  remota,  recidam  in  sent 
memoratam.  Idem  etiam  fiat  si  aliquo  tempore  per  me  vel  per  alium  movero 
Domino  Regi  gravamen  aliquod  vel  turbationem,  vcl  aliquid  machinatus 
fuero  contra  ipsum.  Et  hec  omnia  ad  instanciam  meam  et  partcs  et  de  mera 
voluntate  mea  et  spontanea  proeesserunt.  In  cujus  rei  testimonium  has 
littcras  meas"patentes  sigillo  meo  signavi.  Actum  Londoniis  Anno  Domini 
M°ccnxxiiu°  in  crastino  beati  Bartholomei  Apostoli." 

The  morrow  of  St.  Bartholomew  is  the  2oth  day  of  August,  when  he 
was  in  custody  of  the  Bishop  of  London,  and  about  the  same  time  the  wife 
of  the  said  Falcasius,  presenting  herself  before  the  King  and  the  Arch- 
bishop,  saidkthat  she  had  never  given  consent  in  that  degree  that  she  should 
be  joined  in  matrimony  to  him  ;  wherefore,  as  in  tbe  time  of  warfare  she 
had  been  made  captive  and  espoused  without  coosent,  she  demanded  a 
divorce  to  be  made.    Day  was  given  to  her  by  the  Archbishop  in  order  to 
have  further  time  for  deliberation  as  to  what  he  ought  to  do ;  whilst  tho 
King  granted  to  her  ali  her  lands  and  possessions  throughout  England,  and 
placed  ber  under  the  custody  of  VVilliara  Earl  Warren.    The  archbishop 
subsequently  pronounced  for  the  divorcc,  and  on  the  Fine  Roll  of  the  *>th 
Hen.  III.  under  the  heading  "  Vro  Margarcta  quc  fuit  uxor  Falcasii,"  we 
have  copy  of  a  precept  to  Thomas  de  Cyrences  that  he  take  witb  him  honest 
and  lawworthy  men  of  the  vicinity  of  Buckland,  Bickleigh,  Walkhnmpton, 
and  Colyton,  which  manors  William,  Earl  of  Devon,  had  assigned  in  dower 
to  Margaret  de  Reviers,  when  Baldwin  his  son  married  her,  and  by  thcir 
view  and  tcstimony  cause  all  thc  corn  growing  upon  the  laud  of  the  said 
manors  to  be  valued,  and  if  the  said  Margaret  was  willing  to  receive  the 
corn  at  tho  same  price  to  answer  thereof  to  the  King  at  the  terms  appointcd 
by  him,  then  to  leave  to  her  the  aforcsaid  corn  ;  and  if  not,  then  retaining 
the  aforcsaid  corn  to  the  King's  usc,  to  causc  the  aforesaid  Margaret  to 
havc  seizin  of  the  said  manors,  having  first  taken  security  from  her  as  to 
the  safe  custody  of  the  said  corn  ;  and  which  is  dated  from  Winchester, 
1  lth  day  of  March.    In  thc  same  month  Falcasius  dc  Breaut^  was  scntence» 
to  abjure  England  for  cver,  and  after  this  had  bccn  done  William,  Earl 
Warren,  was  commanded  by  the  King  to  conduct  him  safe  to  the  sea,  and 
putting  him  on  board  to  leave  him  to  the  winds  and  sails.    Thus  with  only 
tive  attendants  having  crossed  into  Normandy,  as  soon  as  he  landed  he  was 
captured  by  the  servants  of  the  King  of  France  and  brought  before  him, 
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who,  by  reason  of  his  having  taken  the  cross,  disniissed  him,  when  he 
■traitway  set  out  on  a  journey  to  Rome  in  company  with  Robert  Pasaelewe, 
his  clerk.  In  England  the  Legate  Otho  had  in  vain  interceded  fbr  hi» 
restoration  to  the  royal  favour,  wherefore,  having  dispatched  his  affairs  at 
the  Court  of  Rome,  he  hastened  to  return  to  England,  bnt  falling  sick  on 
his  journey  he  ended  his  flagitious  life  at  St.  Ciriac  in  Languedoc  in  the 
course  of  the  following  year.# 

In  the  Testa  de  Nevill,  com.  Wiltescira,  are  these  entries,  "  Htmdredam 
de  Crickelade.  Margeria  de  Ripariis  est  de  donatione  Regis  et  est  maritanda  ; 
Margeria  de  Ripariis  tenet  villam  de  Cricklade  de  caraeraria  Domini  Regia 
ad  Scaccarium.    Eadem  Margcria  tenet  villam  de  Sevenhnmpton  cum  per- 
tinentna  de  domino  Rege  per  predictum  servicium.    Oxonia,  Heyford 
Magna.    Margeria  de  Ripariis  teuet  in  eadem  feodum  unius  militis  de 
Honore  de  Walingford.    Eadem  Margeria  tenet  Newenham  pro  uno  feodo 
militis.     Eborum.  De  honore  de  Curcy.    Margeria  de  Redveieriis  feodum 
unius  railitis  et  dimidii  in  Harewood."    Tlie  castle  of  Stoke  Courcyv 
Wootton,  Hartham  com.  Wilts,  and  a  moiety  of  the  Honour  of  Courcyv 
had  been  severed  from  the  barony,  held  entire  by  her  hite  husband,  and 
was  at  this  date  transferred  to  Hugh  de  Nevill,  the  Proloforcstcr  of 
England,  and  husband  of  Joan  dc  Cornhill,  her  uterine  sister,  to  whom 
King  Henry  III.  granted  frcewarren  in  his  manor  of  Stoke-Courcy,  by 
charter  at  Westminster,  28th  April,  1228.  From  him  it  desccnded  to  John  de 
Ncvill,  his  son  and  heir,  also  Protoforester,  husband  of  Hawisia,  daughtcr 
of  Robert  de  Courtenay,  Baron  of  Oakhampton,  com.  Devon,  whohadwith 
hcr  in  frankraarriagc  twenty  hbrates  of  land  out  of  the  raanor  of  Wotesdon 
com.  Bucks.     The  death  of  John  de  Nevill  took  place  in  the  raonth  of 
June,  1246,  whose  illness  was  the  eflect  of  grief  at  his  condemnation  to  the 
payment  of  2000  marks  for  rarious  transgressions  in  his  office  of  forester. 

*  Dugdale  concludes  bia  biograpby  of  Falcasiua  de  Breaute-,  misprinted  Breant,  with 
a  remark  tbat  be  bad  a  daaghter  called  Kve,  second  wife  to  Lewlcyn  ap  Jorworth, 
Prince  of  North  Walea,  ciling  in  tlie  margin,  llistory  of  Cambria,  hy  David  Powell,  p.  315. 
The  edition  of  that  work,  1774,  eonclude»  the  life  of  Lhewelyn  ap  Jorworth,  deceaaed  in 
1240,  in  thcao  worda:  "he  had  iaaue  by  his  only  wife  Joan,  daughter  to  King  John  of 
England,  one  aon  called  David,  who  aftcrwarda  auccoeded  in  thc  Principality  of  Walea  ;

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According  to  Matthew  Paris  he  breathed  his  last  at  his  manor  of  Wethers- 
field  in  Essex,  and  had  interment  in  the  abbey  church  of  Waltham,  near 
the  sepulchre  of  his  father,  leaving  his  wife  surviving,  and  two  sons,  Hugh 
and  John  de  Nevill,  under  age.    On  the  Fine  Roll  of  the  80th  year  of 
Hcnry  III.  is  an  entry  with  the  King's  teste  at  Woodstock  on  the  28th  day  of 
August  after  his  decease,  notifying  that  John  de  Courtenay,  his  brother-in- 
law,  had  made  fine  with  the  lord  the  King  for  2500  marks,  for  having  the 
custody  of  the  land  which  had  been  that  of  John  de  Nevill,  and  which  had 
been  in  thc  King's  hand  until  the  full  age  of  the  heira  of  the  same  John, 
together  with  the  marriage  of  the  same  heirs,  and  enjoining  Henry  de 
Wingham,  the  escheator,  that  having  taken  security  for  thc  payment  of  the 
said  fine  at  certain  iixed  terms,he  should  cause  the  same  John  de  Courtenay  to 
have  full  seizin  of  all  the  lands  with  the  appurtenances,  and  of  thc  castle  of 
Stokecurcy ,  which  had  been  those  of  the  aforesaid  John  de  Nevill,  and  which 
had  been  in  the  King's  hand.    On  the  Roll  of  the  48th  year  of  Hen.  III, 
1263,  is  this  entry  pro  Johanne  de  Curtenay.    «  R(ex)perdonavitJohanni 
de  Curtenay  c  libras  de  fine  cccclxvi  /i.  quem  fecit  cum  R(ege)  pro  custodia 
et  maritagio  Hugonis  filii  et  heredis  Johannis  de  Neville  habenda.   Et  de 
residuis  ccclxvi  libris  conccssit  ei  quod  reddat  R(egi)  per  annum  ad  scac- 
carium  R(egis)  xl  marcas,  &c.  donec  predicte  ccclxvi  li.

In  the  following  year  the  battle  of  Lewes,  fought  15th  day  of  March,  placed 
the  King  in  the  power  of  the  rcbel  Simon  de  Montfort,  Earl  of  Leicester, 
and  at  the  foot  of  a  lettcr  patent  committing  Do?er  Castle  to  the  cuotody 
of  Henry  de  Montfort,  son  of  the  Earl,  with  the  Kings  teste  at  West- 
minster,  28th  day  of  May,  we  read  in  the  Roll  per  Regem  et  R(obertum) 
Aguilon.*    Hugh  de  Nevill,  and  his  brother  John  de  Nevill,  wannly 


•  In  the  Roll  of  Arn»  compiled  in  the  rcign  of  Henry  III.,  mccxl— MCCXLV,  we  read, 
"  Robert  Agulon  porte  de  goule»  ov  ung  fleur  ile  li*  argent,"  and  "  John  de  Xevill  le  For- 
rmtier  d'or  ung  bende  de  gule*,  croiavllea  noire,"  In  the  51*t  year  of  Henry  III.,  1267, 
Robert  Agulon  exerciaed  the  offiee  of  Sheriff  for  the  countim  of  8uMex  and  Surrey  fbr 
three  parts  of  that  year  and  fbr  the  rlrst  quartcr  of  the  following  year,  being  also  governor 
of  Uuildford  castle.  Ry  Letter  Patent,  dated  at  Reading,  5th  Octoher,  1267,  King 
Henry  III.  grantol  to  Robert  Agulon  Uie  land  which  had  been  that  of  Williain  Marmion, 
at  Berwick,  a  parish  in  the  hundrvd  of  Long-briJgv,  rape  of 
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embraced  the  foction  of  the  party  now  in  power,  and  the  forraer  was  mafie 
prisoncr  at  Kenilworth  on  the  lst  of  August,  1265,  four  days  prior  to  the 
defcat  and  death  of  his  rebel  leadcr.    The  placc  of  his  confinemcnt  wa»  tJie 
castle  of  Norwich,  from  which  he  succcedcd  in  making  his  escape ;  and 
having  carried  on  the  war  in  the  behalf  of  the  younger  Simon  de  Montfort, 
in  the  Isle  of  Axholme,  for  some  months,  was  eventually  obliged  to  submit 
to  the  King  and  place  himself  at  his  mercy  in  thc  week  of  Christmas  fol- 
lowing.    During  the  course  of  next  year,  whilst  the  royal  army  was 
besieging  the  castlc  of  Kenilworth,  the  King  admitted  him  to  farour  upon 
his  subscribing  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  the  following  instrumenfc, 
which  is  copicd  on  a  schcdule  attached  to  the  Roll  of  Letters  Patent  of  tho 
5!)th  year  of  his  reign,  1266.

Suww-x  ;  and  hi  the  umc  Roll  of  Lcttcrs  Patent  in  wliich  this  grant  is  entered  is  also  an 
ins|>eximu8  of  a  charter  of  Hugh  de  Mortimcr,  of  RichardVi  Castlo,  oom.  Hereford, 
demising  to  Robert  Agulon  the  annual  rent  of  12  /».,  which  WUliam  Marmion,  son  of 
Roliert  Marmion,  used  to  rendcr  to  him  out  of  his  lands  in  Wygetou  and  Berwic,  having 
tli«K«  witnewies,  Sir  John  de  Lynde,  Robert  de  Brewea,  William  de  Faukcsham,  Henry  de 
Ponyngs,  Hugh  Bofly,  Robert  de  Kokefleld,  Rol>ert  Pcake,  Walter  Perfyngs,  Peter  de 
Nevill,  William  de  Wyntrinton,  William  le  Covcrt,  and  others.  William  Marmion  had 
forfeited  this  manor  of  Berwick  by  reason  of  hia  adherence  to  the  revolted  barons,  but  it 
was  cvcntually  restored  to  his  son  and  heir,  John  Marmion. 

*  Bickcr  is  a  parish  in  the  hundred  of  Kirton,  parts  of  Holland,  Linoolnahiro,  lying 
between  Boston  and  Folkingham,  and  it  was  doubtless  whilst  lurking  in  one  of  its  dykes 
that  Hugh  de  Nevill,  on  seeing  the  appruach  of  Uie  royal  forces,  came  forth  and  thrcw 
himself  upon  the  mercy  of  thc  King.  On  the  saine  Patent  Roll  is  also  this  letter  of  the

The  church  and  manor  of  Can- 
nington  had  boen  made  parcel  of  tho  endowment  of  a  nunnery,  eatabliahed  there  by 
Robert  de  Courcy  in  the  reign  of  Stephen.  Weat  Harnham  ia  a  chapelry  in  the  pariah  of 
Combe  Biaaet,  in  the  hundred  of  Cawdon  and  Cadworth,  com.

Michael  dc  Spichwic  was  then  a  tenant  of  the  l>arony  of  Meschinea,  then  bclonging 
to  his  mother  Avicia  de  Romeilti.  Michael  de  Spichewyk  died  scized  of  the  manor  of 
Spicheswicke,  in  the  county  of  Devon,  owing  suit  of  court  to  the  nuuior  of  Stokecurey,  in 
33  Edw.

Aftcr  thc  death  of  Hugh  de  Nevill  it  was  hcld 
l»y  Hcrbert  dc  Nevill,  a  youngcr  son,  l>y  the  coneension  probably  of  hiselder  brothcr,  Jolni 
de  Nevill,  whom  ho  turvivod.  In  the  TeaU  dc  Novill  »  thia  cntry  :  *'  Herhertus  de  Ncvill 
tenet  totam  villom  de  Arnhall  ct  quarUm  partcm  ville  do  Wudeburg,  pro  quibus  rcddit 
per  annum  x  libraa."  The  following  Lcttcr  Patent,  on  the  Uoll  of  the  nineteenth  year  of 
Henry  the  Third,  fully  csUblishc*  this  seirin  in  contradiction  to  Thoroton,  wbo  suppoeed 
that  Herbcrt  was  a  misprint  for  Hugo.  "  Hcx  libcria  hominibus  tcncntibus  terrus  de  Her- 
bcrto  dc  NevilU  in  Arnbalc  et  in  soka,  salutcm.  Rogamus  vos  quatinu»  prefato  Hcrbcrt.i 
domino  vcatm,  qui  auxilio  noatro  indigct  ad  sc  sustenUndum  in  scrvicio  nuetro  ct  ad  debtta 
■ua  acquictanda,  rationabile  auxiliunt  bcnignius  impcodatis,  iU  quod  eun<lem  dominum 
vestrum  in  hiia,  que  pcnes  ipsum  habebitis  expodicnda,  promptiorcm  et  benigniorem 
invenirc  merito  debebatis,  uosque  devotionem  veatrom,  quam  crga  dominum  vcstntm 
geriti»  mcmoratnm,  habere  debcbamtts  ob  hoc  mcrito  commendatam.  T(cste)  K(egc) 
apud  Windsoram  vii*>  die  Junii."  Woodborough  is  a  parish  adjoining  Arttull,  but  in  a 
diffcrent  hnntlred,  tliat  of  Thurgarton,  concerning  which  wo  havo  these  entries.  "  In 
Wudeburg  est  una  bovaU  terre  dc  doininico  Ketrisdo  Arnhal,  quam  Hugo  de  Nevill  tcnct 
infra  firmam  de  Arnhal  de  dono  domitti  Regis  Johannis,  qui  respondct  <lc  xxviii  /.  x  t(. 
In  Oxton  e»t  una  parva  bovaU  tcrre,  que  pcrflcit  illam  magnttm  bovaUm  dc  Wudeburg,  ct 
debit  rcspondcrc  ad  Hcrnhal."  Oxton  is  in  the  same  hundrcd,  and  therc  werc  two 
bovatca  in  Strellcy,  ancicntly  of  thc  soko  of  Arnall,  rcndering  iii  $.,  and  other  two  in 
Hroxtow  by  the  aame  aerviee  of  thc  aame  soke,  and  ono  bovate  in  Bilboroitgh,  rcntlering 
vii  i/.  to  thc  aoke  of  Arnall.  Strelley  and  Bilborough  are  parishes,  but  Broxtow,  wbJeh 
gavc  namc  to  the  hundrcd,  was  only  a  chapelry  in  the  last-nained  parish.  Tho  rtatcment 
of  Thoroton  that  Huglt  de  Nevill  held  a  fourth  part  of  a  knight'*  fw  in  Aniall,  which 
Hugh  de  Nevill,  hU  falhcx,  hcld,  citingTcsU  de  Neull,  i»  utterly  falsc,  as  thero  i*  nosucli 
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franchisos  qe  solerent  apendrc  a  cel  manere  devant  la  guerre  arandite, 
rendant  a  nus  e  a  nos  heirs  a  nostre  escheker  le  meite  de  la  volue  de  ce 
raanere  par  estente  par  au  a  tuz  jurs.  En  tesmoine  de  cestc  chose  nus 
avoms  fes  mettre  nostre  seel  eu  cest  escret  doblee,  dunt  le  un  remaunt  a  le 
avantdit  Huge  e  1'autre  a  1'avantdit  Hobert.  Par  ces  tesmoins  Water,  par 
la  gracc  de  Deu  esveque  de  Baa  e  dc  Wclles,  Hurafrey  de  Boun  cunte  de 
Hereford  e  de  Essex,  Johan  de  Warenne  cunte  de  Surreye,  Willame  de 
Valencc  notre  frere,  Roger  de  Mortemer,  Rogcr  de  Clifford,  Roger  de 
Leyburn,  Robert  Agulon,  e  autres.  Tesmoins  mei  memes,  a  Kenilleworthe, 
le  vintequarte  iur  de  Jun,  le  an  de  notre  coronement  avantdit." 

This  dictum  incidentally  attests  the  presence  of  Sir  Robert  Agulon  at 
the  siege  of  Kcnilworth,  and  explains  the  mode  in  which  the  castle  and 
manor  of  Stokecurcy,  with  its  fiefs  aud  members,  were  transferred  to  an 
utter  strunger  in  blood  to  thc  linc  of  its  ancient  possessors,  which  the  topo- 
grapher  of  Soraersctshire  sought  to  account  for  in  this  absurd  paragraph  : 
"  After  the  death  of  this  Hugh  de  Neville,  the  manor  and  borough  of 
Stoke-curcy  came  to  the  possession  of  Robert  de  Walerond,  who  was 
affianced  by  marriage  to  tbe  said  Hufrh  de  Nevill,  and  held  the  lands 
1  Edward  V*    Prior  to  thc  4th  of  February,  1273,  1  Edw.  I.  Robert 
Walerand  was  deceased  without  issue,  seized  of  this  castle  and  manor  of 
Stokecurcv,  and  it  was  foimd  that  his  heir  was  Robert,  son  of  William 
Waleraud,  brother  of  the  aforesaid  Robert,  and  thcn  of  the  age  of  seven- 

entry,  and  Hugli  dc  Nevill  had  no  son  of  tliat  nanie.  On  tho  Fine  Roll,  30  Hen.  III., 
1246,  is  olso  an  entry,  pro  Herberto  de  Nevill,  in  these  words  :  "  Quia  constitit  Regi  quod 
Johannes  do  Novill  in  vita  sua  legavit  Herberto  de  Nevill  eustodiam  terre  ot  heredum 
"Willelmi  de  Nevilla,  que  fuit  in  manu  ipsius  Johannis,  habcndam  ct  lcueiidara  usque  ad 
loffittimam  etatom  ipnorum  heredum  ana  cum  maritagio  eorumdcm,  mandatum  est 
Henrico  dt>  Wingham  et  Coescatori  suo  in  coraitatu  Surreie,  quod  de  custodia  pmlictorum 
terre  ot  horodum  oidom  Herberto  plonam  scisinam  haborc  faciant  cum  omnibus  catallis  ot 
proficuis  in  prcdicta  terra  inventis,  quando  illam  capi  fecorunt  in  manum  Regis.  Teste 
Rogo  apud  Wudestokam  xxviii  die  Augusti."  Williaro  do  Nevill  was  probably  another 
brothor,  wlio  hctd  lond  in  Oxslcad,  a  parish  in  the  hundrcd  of  Tandridge,  com.  Surrey, 
cf  tho  iuhcrilanco  of  his  mother,  Joan  de  Coruhull,  as  the  following  entrj  in  Testa  de 
Novill  pruros:  "  Hugo  do  Novilla  tonet  quandam  partem  in  Acstede  in  capite  de  domino 
Regepor  Hcrvicium  duorum  militum  et  dimidii  de  Honore  Bolonie  ;  quam  cepit  cum  tilia 
Hcnrici  de  Cornhulla."  Herbert  do  Nerill,  as  appears  by  the  dictum,  died  w ithout  issue, 
u  Arn&U  revertoU  to  the  elder  linc. 
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teen  years.  This  second  Robcrt  Walcrand  was  succccded  by  a  brothcr 
.Tohn  Walerand,  who  was  deceased  without  issuc  in  the  month  of  March, 
2  Edw.  II.,  1309.  Both  thcse  last  possessors  werc  idiots,  and  though  it 
was  eventually  proved  that  they  had  two  aunts,  both  of  the  narae  of  Alicia, 
of  whoni  onc  was  abbess  of  Komsey  and  the  other  marricd  to  Alan  dc 
Plugenet,  whose  son  of  thc  same  name  acquired  other  manors  of  his  unclo 
Robert  Walerand  to  thc  cxclusion  of  the  hcir,  and  died  in  the  lifetime  of 
one  or  other  of  his  cousins,  27  Edw.  I.,  1299,  leaving  a  son,  Alan  dc  Plu- 
genet,  who  in  2  Edw.  II.  was  declared  to  bc  thc  legitimatc  heir  of  John 
Walcrand  after  a  solemn  trial ;  yet  the  castle  and  manor  of  Stokccurcy, 
and  all  included  in  the  abovc  dictum,  except  Harham,  revertcd  to  the  crown, 
and  in  the  following  ycar  wcre  granted  to  Robcrt  Fitzpaync ;  whence  the 
hamlet  of  Radway  has  now  the  adjunct  of  Fitzpaync. 

In  the  sccond  volumc  of  the  Rotuli  Hundrcdorum,  p.  38,  nre  inserted 
copies  of  the  inquisitions  made  before  thc  justices  in  cyrc,  in  thc  county  of 
Oxford,  39  Hcn.  III.,  12~>~>,  of  thc  rights  and  libcrties  and  other  things 
belonging  to  the  King,  and  as  bcing  of  earlier  date  than  the  marriage  of 
Robcrt  Aguilon  with  Margaret,  Countcss  of  Devon,  it  would  secm  that  ho 
had  acquired  that  portion  of  Newnham  which  had  been  of  thc  inhcritance  of 
Joan  dc  Cornhullc,  thc  wife  of  Hugh  de  Nevill,  some  tcn  ycars  or  more 
previous  to  this  inquiry.  The  following  cntrics  conoern  this  manor, 
according  to  the  verdict  of  the  jurors  of  Bulendcn  hundrod.  "  Newcnham. 
Iu  Niwenham  sunt  x  hide,  quas  Baldewinus  dc  Insula  qui  cst  in  custodia 
doraini  Rcgis  tcnet  in  capitc  de  domino  Rege  per  servicium  unius  fcodi 
militis,  et  valct  manerium  xxx  li.  Non  scquitur  hundredum."  Bclow  fol- 
low  the  answers  of  the  jury  to  the  several  heads  of  inquiry,  onc  of  which 
was  as  to  thosc  who  had  view  of  frankpledgc  without  warranty,  whcre  we 
read,  "  Domina  Regina  tenet  visum  franci  plcgii  apud  Newcnham  racione 
warde  hercdis  Baldcwini  de  Ripariis."  Again,  to  the  inquiiy  as  to  youths 
and  girls,  who  areand  ought  to  be  in  custody  of  thc  lord  thc  King,  who  have 
them,  and  through  whom,  and  how  much  their  lands  are  worth  by  thc  ycar, 
wc  have  this  answer :  "  Dicunt  quod  Baldcwinus  de  Insula  est  in  custodia 
domini  Regis  cum  Newcnham  quod  valet  per  annum  xxx  libras,  ut  supra- 
dictum  cst,  quam  wardam  domina  Regina  habet  pcr  dominum  Regera." 
Lastly,  to  thc  inquiry  as  to  the  religious  who  had  entercd  upou  the  fief  of 
the  lord  the  King,  whcrcby  thc  King  loses  wardship,  relief,  and  tallage,  whg 
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and  frora  what  time,  we  read  as  follows :  "  Dicunt  quod  Priorissa  de 
Clerkenewcll  fcffata  fuit  xiiii  annis  elapsis  dc  dono  Margcrie  de  Ripariis  de 
vi  virgatis  tcrre  et  dimidia  in  Ncwenham  in  puram  et  perpetuam  elemosinam 
cum  quodam  rcdditu  annuo  xxiii  solidorura  ct  vi  denariorum.  Terra  preter 
redditum  valct  xl  solidos.  Itera  prior  de  Bissupesgatc  habutt  iu  eadem 
villa  ccntum  solidatas  tcrre  et  redditus  de  dono  Hoberti  Aguilun  jam  x  annis 
clapsis  vel  amplius,  et  deffcndit  pro  diraidio  feodo  militis." 

T he  charter  of  Margaret  de  Reviers  in  favour  of  the  nunnery  of  Clerkcn- 
well,  as  far  as  regards  the  rent  frora  the  manor  of  Newenham,  is  copicd  into 
the  Register  of  that  Ilouse,  contained  in  thc  Cotton  MS.  Faustina,  B.  xi., 
and  Dugdale  has  inscrtcd  a  short  abbreviation  of  its  contcnts  in  the  Monas- 
ticon,  so  mutilated  as  to  make  it  unintclligible,  it  bcing  applicable  to  a  rent 
from  two  manors  in  Oxfordshire;  namely,  Newnham  Courtenay,  and 
Ileyford  Warine,  which  last  manor  had  becn  hcld  by  Sir  Thomas  de 
Brcaute,  brother  of  the  aforesaid  Falcasius,  and  had  the  adjunct  of 
Warinc  from  its  having  been  of  the  inheritance  of  her  father,  Warine 
Fitz  Gerold. 

"  Omnibus  Christi  fidclibus  ad  quos  presens  ^criptum  pervcncrit,  Mar- 
garcta  dc  Redcveris  salutera  in  Domiuo  eteruam.  Novcritis  mc  dcdisse  ct 
conccssisse  ct  hac  carta  mca  confirraasse  in  ligia  potestate  ct  viduitate  mea 
pro  salute  anime  mee  et  patris  mei  et  matris  mee  et  Baldcwini  filii  mei  pri- 
mogcniti  et  aliorum  puerorum  mcorura  Dco  et  beate  Marie  de  Clerkencwelle 
et  monialibus  ibidem  Deo  scrvicntibus  in  puram  et  pcrpetuam  elcraosinara 
quiuquaginta  solidatas  quicti  redditus  in  auxiUum  ad  vesticndum  conventum 
cjusdcm  loci,  unde  cisdcm  tcncar  de  tcstamcnto  Alicie  de  Churci,  matris 
mcc,  annuatim  percipicndas,  videlicct,  in  raancrio  de  Newcnham  xxv  soli- 
datas,  scilicct,  Dc  Johanne  Algar  et  heredibus  suis  xiidm  solidos  per  annum. 
Dc  Johannc  Passorc  iii  s.  De  Waltcro  Golding  iii  s.  Dc  Murieila  relicta 
Fabri  iii  s.  Dc  Sailda  de  Wyke  et  Muriclla  ii  *.  De  Matilda  relicta 
Grcgorii  xii  dcnarios.  De  Ricardo  Crispo  xiirf.  Et  in  manerio  mco  dc 
Hcyford  xxv  solidatas  quicti  redditus,  scilicct,  De  Rogero  scrvientc  xviii  rf. 
Dc  Willclmo  filio  Radulfi  xviii  rf.  De  Thoma  de  Cherlcton  xviii  d.  Dc 
Willelrao  de  Rolcsham  xviii  d.  De  Johannc  Capcllano  xviii  d.  Dc  Hero- 
bertoxviiirf.  De  Johanne  pcrsona  xviii  rf.  Dc  VVillelmo  filio  Herberti 
xviii  rf.  Dc  Agneta  vidua  xviii  rf.  De  Alano  (ilio  Galfridi  xviii  rf.  De 
Rogero  Chippiug  xviiirf.    Dc  Ada  Piscatore  xviiirf.    De  WUlelmo  dc 
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Bradestoke  xviii  rf.  De  Hcnrico  Nono  xviii  d.  Dc  Ada  de  Nortbbroc 
xviii  rf.  De  Petro  xviu  rf.  De  Rogero  Parvo  vi  rf.  De  Roberto  Bovet 
vi  rf.  Habcndas  ct  tenendas  et  recipienda*  eisdem  monialibus  et  successo- 
ribus  suis  in  perpetuum  in  prenominatis  duobus  maneriis  et  a  prenominatis 
homiuibus  ct  eorum  succesioribus  ad  quatuor  anni  terminos,  scilicet,  ad 
Nativitatem  Sancti  Johannia  Baptiste  xii  $,  et  vi  rf.  et  ad  fcstum  Sancti 
Michaelis  xii  s.  ct  vi  rf.  et  ad  festura  beati  Thome  Apostoli  xii  s.  et  vi  rf.  et 
ad  fcstum  Beate  Maric  in  Martio  xii  t.  et  vi  rf.  sine  ullo  impedimento  mei 
vel  hercdum  meorum  vel  aliquorum  meorum  sub  pcna  decem  solidorura. 
Que  quidcm  pena,  si  forte  commissa  fuerit,  eisdem  monialibus  ad  distric- 
tioncm  ballivorum  mcorum  vel  heredum  meorum  aolvitur.  Has  vero  quin- 
quaginta  solidos  quieti  redditus  tantum  dictis  monialibus  assignavi,  salvis  et 
rctcntis  mihi  ct  heredibus  mcis  serviciis,  taillagiis,  consuetudinibus  et  aliis 
omnibus,  que  de  eisdem  accidere  possint  in  eisdem  locis,  Et  ego  Margarcta 
ct  hcrcdes  mei  prcnominatum  redditura,  sicut  predictum  cst,  Dco  et  Bcate 
Marie  de  Clerkenwcll  ct  monialibus  ibidem  Deo  servientibus  imperpetuum 
warrautizabimus  sinc  aUquo  irapediraento  mei  vel  hercdum  mcorum  contra 
omnes  gcntcs.  Et  ut  hec  mca  donatio  et  concessio  firma  et  stabilis  imper- 
pctuum  pcrmaneat  prcsentem  paginam  sigilli  mei  munimine  roboravi.  Hiis 
testibus,  Hogero  tunc  Londoniarum  episcopo,  Roberto  Sarum  episcopo, 
Galfrido  tunc  decano  Sancti  PauU,  Magistro  P(etro)  tunc  archidiacono 
Londoniarum,  Ricardo  tunc  priore  S(ancte)  Trinitatis,  Fratre  Waltero 
tunc  priore  Predicatorum,  Magistro  Roberto  de  Suwerk,  Domino  Gilcberto 
dc  Bolebek,  Willelrao  de  Berchamsted,  &c. 

The  namcs  of  the  witnesses  accord  with  the  testimony  of  the  jurors  that 
this  gift  was  made  in  the  year  1241,  and  it  furnishes  direct  evidence  of  ono 
of  thc  numcrous  false  assertions  of  Matthew  Paris,  who  designates  her  as 
Countcss  of  tho  Isle.  The  Priory  of  Bishopsgatc  was  a  hospital  under  the 
govcrnment  of  a  prior  and  canons  rcgulars  of  the  order  of  St.  Augustui,  of 
the  foundation  of  Walter  Brun,  citizen  of  London,  and  Sberiff  in  the  year 
1202-3,  and  of  Rohesia  his  wife,  dedicated  to  the  blessed  Virgin  Mary,  in 
thc  suburb  of  the  city  of  London  without  the  Rishop's  Gate,  and  usually 
designated  St.  Mary  Spittle.  In  the  deed  of  foundaUon  there  is  this  men- 
tion  of  a  tenement  demised  by  Henry  Fit*  Aylwin,  Mayor  of  London,  to  the 
said  Walter  and  his  heirs,  for  the  render  of  a  pound  of  tinnamon,  "  Item 
totam  tcrram  iUam,  quam  Henricus  Maior  Londoniarum  mihi,  Waltero,  et 
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heredibus  meis  dimisit,  quo  jacet  intra  terram  que  fuit  Godardi  filii  Eilredi 
versus  aquilonem  ct  terram  que  fuit  Reginaldi  Herbarii  versus  austrura  ct 
continet  secus  vicum  rogium  m  latitudine  xxv  ulnas  et  tres  quarteria,  et  in 
capite  orientali  xxiiii  ulnas  ct  unura  quarterium,  et  in  profunditate  xlii  ulnas 
dc  ulnis  ferreis  Rcgis  Johannis  Anglic,  reddcndo  indc  annuatira  eidcm 
Hcnrico  vel  heredibus  suis  unam  libram  cinnamoni  infra  viii  dics  Sancti 
Michaelis."  In  a  chartor  of  King  Edward  II.  dated  at  Westminster,  20th 
March,  1318,  confirming  the  possessions  of  this  hospital  in  London,  is  also 
tbis  rocital : — "  Dimissionem,  otc.  quas  Willelmus  Aguillon  fccit  cisdom  de 
quadam  domo  ex  opposito  dicti  hospitalis  in  parrochia  Sancti  Botulfi  oxtra 
Bishopesgate  apud  Hundesdic."  Tannor  in  his  Notitia  Monastica,  p.312,cites 
Placita  in  com.  Oxonie,  13  Edw.  I.  assis.  vol.  12,  pro  messuagio  et  centutn 
acris  tcrrac  in  Newenham,  undor  the  hoading  of  St.  Mary  Spittlo,  or  New 
Hospital  of  our  Lady  without  Bishopsgate;  and  from  the  quantity  specified 
it  is  of  accord  with  the  half  of  a  knight's  fief  given  by  Sir  Hobert  Aguilon. 
His  holding  property  in  this  manor  doubtloss  led  to  his  first  acquaintance 
with  Margarot  of  Savoy,  Countess  of  Devon,  who  had  it  in  dower  of  hcr 
first  husband. 

In  the  expedition  against  Llewelin  Prince  of  Walos,  of  which  the  mustor 
was  for  the  6th  July,  5  Edw.  Lj  1277,  at  Worcester,  Henry  le  Taillur  did 
thc  scrvicc  for  Sir  Robort  Aguilon  of  onc  foot  soldicr  with  a  bow  and 
twcnty-fivc  arrows,  by  which  serjoanty  he  hold  his  manor  of  Watton-at- 
Stonc,  com.  Herts.  In  10  Edw.  L,  for  a  like  oxpedition  against  the  Wolch, 
muster  at  Worcestor,  17  May,  1282,  ho  was  summoncd  by  the  King's  writ, 
dated  at  Dcvizes,  6th  April  preceding ;  and  in  thc  same  yoar,  under  the 
heading,  Proffrum  factum  apud  Rothclan  die  Mercurii  proxima  post  festum 
Beati  Petri  ad  vincula(5  Aug.),  we  rcad  as  follows  :  "  Willclmus  de  Pagham 
recognoscit  scrvicium  pro  Roberto  do  Aguillono  existonte  in  partibus  trans- 
marinis,  id  ost,  servicium  unius  feodi  militis  et  unius  hominis  peditis  ciuu 
arcu  et  viginti  et  quinque  sagittis  pro  manerio  de  Watton.  Quod  quidem 
servicium  Rox  de  gratia  sua  per  absenciam  ipsius  Roberti  rcspcetuari  fecit 
usque  reditum  ejusdom.  Et  mandotur  ci  quod  cito  aeccdat  servicium  illum 
facturus."  His  absence  in  parts  bcyond  the  sea  was  probably  owmg  to  his 
being  on  a  visit  with  his  wife  in  her  native  land  of  Savoy.  The  mortal 
caroor  of  this  illustrious  Baron  terminated  on  Friday,  15th  February,  in  the 
fourteentb  year  of  Edward  I.,  who30  writ  of  Dicm  clausit  extrcmum  to 
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Master  Henry  de  Bray,  Escheator  of  the  King  hitherwards  of  Trent,  with 
instruction  to  take  his  lands  into  custody  until  further  order  was  sent,  bears 
date  at  Westminster,  17th  day  of  Fehruary,  1286,  and  is  endorsed  Sussex, 
Surrey,  London,  Kent,  Hertford,  Buckingham,  Norfolk  and  Suffolk. 

The  extent  of  the  manor  of  Sir  Robert  de  Aguylon  of  Crofton,  com. 
Bucks,  taken  on  the  Simday  next  before  the  feast  of  St.  Gregory  thc  Pope, 
lOth  Mareh,  dcscribes  it  as  held  of  Sir  William  de  Say,  by  what  servite 
was  unknown  ;  its  value  vi  li.  v  *.  Gd.  ob.  quad.  and  therefrom  was  owing  lo 
the  lord  the  King  for  hidage  13  d.  Residuc  vi  li.  iiii  s.  vd.  ob.  tjuad.  The 
jurors  say  that  Isabella,  daughter  of  the  aforesaid  Sir  Robert,  is  his  next 
heir,  and  is  the  wife  of  Sir  Hugh  Bardolf,  and  is  of  the  age  of  2-1  years  and 
more.  They  also  say  that  he  was  deceased  on  the  loth  day  of  February. 
This  manor  of  Crofton,  in  the  parish  of  Mentmore,  hundred  of  Cotslow, 
Bucka,  was  held  by  Robert  de  Nouuers  (St.  Martin-des-Noyers,  Calvados, 
arr.  de  Lisieux,  c.  de  Livarot)  of  Gislebert  Maminot,  Bishop  of  Lisieux ; 
and  in  1168  Ralph  de  Nuers  held  thc  fief  of  one  knight  of  Walchelin  Ma- 
minot,  whose  honour  was  of  the  inheritance  of  William  de  Say  in  the  reign 
of  Henry  IIL,  as  appears  by  the  Tcsta  dc  Nevill,  in  which  record  we  have

The  extent  of  the  lands  and  tenements  of  Sir  Robert  de  Aguylon  in  Ed- 
monton  (Adelmeton),  com.  Midd.  taken  on  Friday  next  aftcr  the  feast  of 
St.  Gregory  thc  Popc,  lo  March,  describes  his  tenure  to  consist  of  nine 
acres  of  meadow,  each  acre  being  worth  11*,  and  were  held  of  William  de 
Say  by  an  annual  rent  of  10j,  besides  an  annual  assised  rent  of  20*.  from 
tcn  free  tenants,  payable  quarterly.  Tlie  jurors  say  also  that  Isabella, 
daughter  of  thc  aforesaid  Robert,  is  his  next  heir,  aud  is  the  wifc  of  Sir 
Hugh  Bardolf,  and  was  of  the  age  of  28  years  on  the  Puritication  of  Blessed 
Mary  last  past,  and  that  the  aforesaid  Robert  died  on  the  15th  day  of  Fe- 
bi  uary,  14  Edw.  I.  Value  38*,  out  of  which  10*.  wcre  owing  to  Sir  Wil- 
liam  de  Say,  residue  28».  Edmonton  was  of  the  honour  of  Mandeville  at 
the  time  of  the  Survey,  which  was  likewiso  of  thc  iuheritance  of  Sir  William 
de  Say. 

The  inquisition  of  thc  lands  and  tenemcnts,  which  had  been  those  of  Uo- 
bert  Agyyllun  deceased,  at  Greatham,  com.  Suthhampton,  taken  at  Groat- 
ham  ou  the  day  neit  after  the  fcaai  of  St.  Gregory  the  Pope,  13  March, 
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desctibes  him  to  have  held  the  said  lands  and  tenements  of  the  lord  the  King 
in  capite  on  the  day  on  which  he  died,  by  the  service  of  18*.  by  the  year,  to 
be  rendered  to  the  lady  the  Queen,  for  rcleasing  the  suit  due  to  her  hun- 
dred  of  Alton,  toUl  value  ix  lib.  lu.  ix  rf.

Hants,  was 
of  the  King's  demesne  at  the  time  of  the  Survey,  and  afterwards  parcel  of 
the  honour  of  the  Karls  Warren,  save  one  portion  on  the  bordcrs  of  Wat- 
mcrc  Forest,  which  is  all  that  is  comprised  in  this  extent ;  the  church  is  a 
rectory  dedicated  to  8t.  John  Baptist. 

The  extent  of  the  lands  and  tenements  which  were  those  of  Sir  Robcrt  Agy- 
lonn  in  the  vill  of  Alt  Saints  of  Hoo,  taken  there  on  Wednesday  next  before 
the  feast  of  St.  Gregory  the  Popc,  6  March,  14  Edw.  I.  before  Robcrt  de 
Pericrs,  subescheator  in  the  county  of  Kent,  describes  all  thc  lands  and 
tenements,  with  thc  rents  and  every  thing  else,  which  the  aforesaid  Robcrt 
hcld  in  the  vill  of  Hoo,  to  have  been  held  of  the  Abbot  of  Reading  l>y  an 
annual  rent  of  23*.  8rf.  ob.  qua.  at  the  four  principal  terms  of  the  year,  and 
doing  suit  for  the  same  to  the  court  of  thc  said  Abbot  in  the  said  vill,  from 
three  weeks  to  three  weeks.

The  manor  of  the  Abbot  of  Reading 
in  the  parish  of  All  Saints  or  All  Hallows  in  Hoo,  had  the  name  of  Wind- 
hill. 

Inquisition  of  the  lauds  and  tenements  which  were  those  of  Robcrt  de 
Aguilon  iu  com.  Norf.  taken  on  Friday  before  thc  feast  of  the  Annuncia- 
tion  of  blesscd  Mary,  14  Edw.  I.,  22nd  March,  describes  the  cnpital  mcs- 
snage  of  Scrouteby,  containing  three  roods  in  Scrouteby,  which  was  that  off 
the  aforesaid  Robert,  to  bc  worth,  with  thc  herbagc  of  thc  court,  iiiw.,  and 
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that  thcre  was  annexed  to  it  a  dovecot  in  bad  condition,  worth  annualty 
xiirf.  The  jurors  say  that  Robert  de  Aguilon  held  his  manor  in  Scroutcby 
of  the  Bishop  of  Norwich  in  capite,  by  the  service  of  the  sixth  part  of  one 
knight's  fief,  rendering  annually  to  the  ward  of  the  castle  at  Eastcr  xviii  d. 
They  also  say  that  Isabella,  daughter  of  the  said  Robert,  who  is  now  the 
wife  of  Hugh  Bardolf,  is  the  next  heir  of  the  samc  Robert,  and  is  of  the 
age  of  24  years  and  more.  They  also  say  that  thc  said  Robcrt  held  nothing 
in  capite  of  the  Lord  the  King  in  the  counties  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk. 
Thcy  also  say  that  he  died  on  Friday  ncxt  aftcr  the  feast  of  St.  Valentine, 
14  Edw.  I.    Sum  total  of  the  extent  xi  li.  iii  *.  viii  d. 

Extcnt  of  the  manor  of  Watton,  com.  Herts,  which  was  that  of  Sir 
Robert  Aguylon,  made  there  on  Thursday  after  the  feast  of  St.  Mathias 
the  Apostle,  28th  Fcb.  14  Edw.  I.  Thc  jurors  say  that  thc  said  Robert  hcld 
the  manor  of  Watton  with  its  appurtcnanccs  of  tbc  King  in  capite,  by  the 
serjeanty,  namely,  of  finding  one  foot  soldier  in  the  King's  army  for  forty 
days  at  his  own  cost.  Thcy  also  say  that  Isabclla,  daughtcr  of  the  said 
Robert,  married  to  Sir  Hugh  Bardolf,  is  his  next  hcir,  and  was  of  thc  sigc 
of  twenty-six  years  at  the  Annunciation  of  the  Blessed  Mary  in  the  year 
aforesaid.  Sum  xvii  li.  iii  s.  ii  d.  out  of  which  are  paid  to  the  Lord  the  King 
annually  by  the  hand  of  the  sheriff  of  Hertfordshire  vi  s.  ii  d.  ob.  to  Ro- 
bert  de  Gravele  i  d.  and  to  Richard  Cook  i  d.  so  it  is  of  the  valuc  of 
xvi  li.  xvi  *.  ix  d.  ob.

Extcnt  of  the  manor  of  Percynge,  with  its  members,  in  cora.  Susscx, 
which  was  that  of  Sir  Robert  Agyloun,  roade  on  Tucsday  next  bcforc  Ash 
Wednesday,  26th  Feb.  14  Edw.  I.  before  Robert  de  Pcriers  subescheator  in 
com.  Sussex.  The  jurors  say  upon  their  oath  that  the  said  manor  of 
Pcrcynge,  with  its  member  of  Homewood,  is  held  of  the  Lord  the  Earl 
Warren  in  chief  by  thc  scrvicc  of  thc  ficf  of  one  knight,  doing  thereof 
annually  to  the  said  Earl  at  Lewcs  suit  of  court  from  three  weeks  to  threo 
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weeks,  and  towards  inclosing  the  Park  at  Dycheninge,  namely,  on  the 
feast  of  St.  Nicholas  each  year,  xx  d.  ob.  and  two  bushels  of  corn,  with  xii  d. 
to  be  paid  up  at  the  said  feast,  and  also  for  doing  the  work  yearly  to  Roger 
Waspe  xii  d.    Also  the  said  Robert  Agyloun  held  there  of  Sir  WilHatn  le 
Say  a  certain  tenement,  which  had  been  that  of  Sir  William  Beawmund,  by 
the  service  of  half  a  knight's  fief,  and  owed  a  contribution  to  the  same  Earl 
Warren  on  behalf  of  William  le  Say  to  enclose  the  said  park,  of  two  bushels 
of  bcans,  on  the  chair  of  St.  Peter,  worth  viii  d.    Also  the  said  Robert 
Agyloun  held  of  Sir  William  Grandyn  a  certain  tenement  by  the  service  of 
half  a  knight's  ficf  and  a  sixth  part.    Also  thc  said  Robert  held  a  certain 
tenement  of  John  de  la  Mare,  of  the  Prior  of  Lewes  and  Nigel  de  Brok, 
rendering  therefrom  annually  to  John  de  la  Mare  v  s.  and  to  Nigel  de 
Brok  ii  d.  and  to  the  said  Prior  of  Lewes  ii  s.  and  to  thc  sherifTs  aid  ob.  quad. 
Also  the  said  jurors  say  that  the  capital  messuage,  with  the  fruit  of  the 
garden,  was  worth  yearly  x*.    Also  thc  aforcsaid  jurors  say  upon  their 
oath  that  Ysabella,  daughter  of  the  said  Robert  Agyloun,  and  wife  of  Hugh 
Bardolf,  is  his  next  heir,  and  will  be  of  the  age  of  twenty-cight  years  upon 
the  Annunciation  of  thc  Blessed  Mary  the  Virgin  in  thc  year  aforcsaid ; 
and  that  thc  said  Robert  Agyloun  cndcd  his  last  day  on  Friday  the 
morrow  of  St.  Valentine  in  the  year  aforesaid.    Sum  of  the  wholc  cxtcnt 
lvii/i.  vi*.  viirf.  quad.  et  dimid.  quad.  out  of  which  x*.  xirf.  dim.  quad.  were 
annually  paid  to  the  different  capital  lords,  as  it  appcars.*    This  manor  was 
his  principal  and  favourite  residence,  and  here  he  died  on  the  15th  day  of 
January,  1286,  having  in  his  will  bequeathcd  to  thc  Priory  of  Tortington, 
of  the  order  of  St.  Augustin,  in  the  parish  of  that  name  in  the  rapc  of 
Arundel,  hundrcd  of  Avisford,  dcdicated  to  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  with  his 
body,  his  mansion  in  the  parish  of  St.  Swithin,  London,  with  the  advowson 
of  the  church.i    The  writ  of  the  King  to  Ralph  dc  Sandwich,  guardian  of

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the  city  of  London,  enjoining  him  to  ascertain  by  a  jury  of  citizens  of 
Londoa  the  value  of  the  tenements  and  rents  in  the  same  city,  which  Ro- 
bert  Aguillon,  late  deccased,  had  held  on  the  day  of  his  deceasc,  and  to 
inquire  as  to  the  liberty  of  the  same  city,  whether  it  were  such  as  that  in 
his  will  he  could  bequeath  them  to  whom  he  chose,  as  if  they  were  a  chattel, 
or  not ;  and  if  they  be  in  the  same  condition  as  his  other  lands  and  tene-

Anothcr  inquisition  had  been  previously  taken  bcfore  thc  same  guardian, 
and  Walter  le  Blund  and  John  Wade,  the  sheriffs  of  the  same  city,  by  pre- 
cept  of  the  Lord  the  King  at  London  on  Thursday  next  after  the  feast  of 
St.  Edward  King  and  Martyr,  14  Edw.  I.  (21st  March)  by  the  oaths  of 
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twenty-four  jurors,  in  answer  to  thc  matters  suggestcd  in  the  Kiugs  writ, 
who  gave  their  verdict  that  all  thc  lands  and  tenemeuta  and  rents  of  the 
aforesaid  Rohert  de  Aguillon,  late  dcccascd,  in  the  city  of  London,  on  thc 
day  on  which  he  died  were  of  the  liberty  of  the  same  city,  and  liable  to  the 
samc  condition  as  others  in  the  cily,  aud  that  he  could  bequeath  them  in 
his  will  as  his  chattel  to  whomsoever  he  chose,  according  to  the  custom  of 
the  aforcsaid  city  ;  and  that  they  were  not  as  other  lands  without  the  city ; 
adding  nevertheless  that  they  ought  to  have  descended  to  the  right  heirs  by 
hcreditary  right,  unlcss  they  had  becn  bequeathed  in  his  will  according  to 
the  liberty  and  custom  of  the  city,  as  is  aforesaid.  Pursuant  to  this  find- 
ing  the  mansion  and  advowson  continued  to  belong  to  the  Priory  of  Tor- 
tington  until  thc  Dissolution,  when  Hen.  VIII.  in  the  31st  year  of  his  rcign 
grantcd  it  to  John  de  Vere,  Earl  of  Oxford,  and  hence  it  was  sometimcs 
callcd  Oxford  Place. 

Margaret  de  Savoy  survived  her  last  husband  more  than  six  years,  dying 
in  the  year  1292,  as  we  lcarn  from  the  following  writs  of  Edward  I.  of 
Diem  clausit  extremum,  and  from  thc  inquisitions  held  pursuant  to  them. 
She  appears  to  have  been  most  richly  endowed  by  both  Baldwin  Earl  of 
Devon  and  of  the  Isle,  and  Sir  Robcrt  Aguillon.

Et  per  sacramentum  proborum  ct  legalium  hominum 
de  ballivia  vestra,  pcr  quos  rei  veritas  melius  sciri  poterit,  diligenter  inqui- 
ratis  quantum  terrc  eadem  Margarcta  tenuit  de  nobis  in  capite  in  ballivia 
vestra  die  quo  obiit,  ct  quantum  de  aliis,  et  pcr  quod  servicium  ct  quantum 
terre  ille  valeant  pcr  annum  in  omnibus  exitibus,  et  quis  propinquior  hcres 
cjus  sit  et  cujus  etatis.

This  writ  is  endorsed  Pro  domino  Hugone  Bardolf,  and  at  its  date  the 
King  was  beyond  Trent, 

Under  the  first  writ  the  following  inquisitions  were  taken  in  respect  of 
her  dower,  as  Countess  of  Devon  ;  the  first  is  for  her  manor  of  Newnham, 
com.  Oxon : —

Sir  Robert  Aguylon  would  have  had  an  opportunity  of  executing  the 
officc  of  cooking  this  dish  for  King  Edward  I.  at  his  coronation  on  Sunday, 
19th  of  August,  1274,  but  how  madc  up,  or  of  what  it  consisted  inde- 
pendent  of  the  stulfing  wherewith  the  meat  was  crammed  or  fatted,  has  not 
come  down  to  posterity ;  of  its  extreme  antiquity  there  cau  be  no  doubt,  as 
the  following  extract  from  Doraesday  proves  that  this  manor  was  granted 
to  his  cook,  Tezelinus.

Crowhurst,  Waldingham,  and  Farley  are  parishes  in  the  hundred  of 
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Tanridge,  com.  Surrey.  Emsworth  is  a  hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Warbling- 
ton,  com.  Hants,  and  West  Wickham  is  a  parish  in  the  hundred  of  Ruxley, 
com.  Kent,  adjoining  Addington.  There  is  also  an  inquisition  before 
Richard  de  Pympe,  on  Monday,  the  feast  of  the  translation  of  blessed 
Thomas  the  Martyr,  as  to  the  lands  in  AU  Hallows  Hoo,  held  of  the  abbot 
of  Rcading,  in  which  the  age  of  Isabella  Bardolf  i9  said  to  be  twenty-9even 
years ;  and  another  as  to  the  lands  in  Edmonton,  taken  there  on  Sunday,  on 
the  feast  of  the  apostles  St.  Peter  and  Paul,  where  she  is  said  to  be  of  full 
age,  and  are  merely  repetitions  of  the  inquisitions  taken  14  Edw.  I.  as 
above.  The  inquisition  as  to  the  manor  of  Crofton  taken  there  on  Thursday 
next  after  the  feast  of  the  apostles  Peter  and  Paul,  which  was  extended 
at  c*.  xviiirf.  has,  as  to  the  heir,  this  finding :  Item  dicunt  quod  predicta 
Margareta  tenuit  omnia  predicta  tenementa  in  dotem  per  mortem  Roberti 
le  Aguylon,  quondam  viri  sui,  qui  de  domino  Rege  tenuit  in  capitc  per 
servicium  dimidii  feodi  militis,  et  dotata  fuit  per  Hugonem  Bardulf,  qui 
desponsavit  Isabellam,  filiam  et  heredem  predicti  Roberti  propinquiorem,  et 
etatis  xxviii  annorum.  The  following  inquisitions  furnish  ncw  details  as  to 
the  property  held  by  hcr  in  dower  of  this  her  last  husband.

These  Letters  Close  are  on  the  Roll  of  the  20th  year  of  Edward  I.,  and 
as  regards  this  last  acquisition  its  site  appears  to  have  been  in  the  manor 
of  Lindfield,  hundred  of  Rushmonden,  rape  of  Pevensey»  com.  Sussex, 
anciently  within  the  limits  of  the  hundred  of  Strect,  rape  of  Lewes,  accord- 
ing  to  tne  Nomina  Villarum,  9th  Edw.  II.  1316,  where  we  read  Villata  de 
Lyndefeld  est  Archiepiscopi  Cantuarie.  IsabeUe  Bardolf.  Prioris  Eeclesie 
Christi  Cantuarie  et  Prioris  de  Lewes.  Plumpton,  wherc  the  inquisition 
was  takcn,  is  a  parish  in  the  same  hundred  of  Street,  and  Ditchling  is  also 
in  the  same  division. 

Of  Hugh  Bardolf,  Baron  of  VVormegay,  com.  Norf.,  wc  have  this  descrip- 
tion  in  the  Roll  of  Caerlaverock,  among  those  of  the  squadron  of  Henry  de 
Lacy,  Earl  of  Lincoln.

•  The  term  eamere  aigniftMi  richly  wrought,  and  ia  unnoticed  by  Sir  Harria  Nicola»  in 
his  transUtion.  (Roquefort,  Uloasairt',  p.  517);  aud  Uiat  of  de  grant  maniere  ha«  been  mi*- 
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This  rich,  gallant,  and  courteous  knight  was  eldcst  son  of  William  Bardolf 
by  his  wifc  Juliana,  only  daughter  and  heiress  of  Hugh  de  Gournay,  and 
born  on  Michaelmas  day,  29th  Sept.  1259.»  Upon  his  marriage  with 
Isabclla,  daughtcr  and  eventually  hciress  of  Sir  Robert  Aguilou,  his  father 
settled  upon  him  and  his  bride  the  manor  of  Plumpton,  com.  Sussex,  to  have 
and  to  hold  to  the  same  Hugh  and  Isabella  conjointly,  for  the  tenn  of  their 
lives,  with  remainder  to  the  heirs  of  the  said  Hugh.    On  the  other  hand 

undenitood.  "  Hugh  Bardolf,  a  man  of  mighty  deeds,  rich,  gallant,  and  courteoua,  bore 
upon  azure  three  cinquefoils  of  pure  gold  bcautifuUy  wrought."  The  same  cditor  in  his 
biographical  notice  of  thia  baron  prefacc*  it  with  this  uncalled  for  observation,  "  the  parti- 
eulars,  which  have  becn  preserved  of  Uiia  individual  are  exceedingly  few  and  unsatis- 
factorv;"  and,  as  a  specimen  of  his  accuracy,  he  tells  us  Uiat  his  ancestors  had  been 
poaseased  of  baronial  rank  by  tcnure  of  the  lordship  of  Bradwell  in  Sujfoll  from  the  reign 
of  Henry  the  Second.  Now  it  so  happens  that  Bradwell  is  a  parish  in  the  hundred  of 
Dengy,  Kssex,  situated  on  the  sea-shore,  and  had  been  given  in  part  by  Thomas  Bardolf 
in  frank-marriage  to  threc  of  hia  daughtera,  wives  reepectivcly  of  William  Bacon,  of  Robert 
de  St.  Remy,  and  of  Baldwin  de  Thony.  The  entry  is  in  the  Testa  de  Nevill,  under  the 
heading  De  serjantiis  arentatis  in  cumitatu  Eaaexie  per  Robertum  Passelewe  tempore 
Henrici  tilii  Regis  Johannis,  and  reads  as  follows ;  Willelmus,  frater  Domini  Regis 
Henrici,  dedit  Bradweil  per  servicium  unius  militis  Thome  Bardolf  et  Thomaa  Bardolf 
dedit  tres  partea  ville  tribus  flliabus  suis  in  maritagio,  scilicet,  Roberto  de  Saucto 
Remigio,  WUlelmo  Bacun  et  Baldwino  de  Thony  ;  et  idem  Tbomaa  retinuit  dimidiuju 
feodum  militis,  scilicet,  quartam  partem,  quam  Baldwinus  de  Thony  et  Thomas  de  Borfare 
tenent,  et  quartam  partem,  quam  Simon  Cocus  tenet  in  eadem  villa.  Et  quando  Nor- 
matini  dcmiserunt  terras  suas  dominus  Rcx  Johannes  dcdit  partem  Wriilelmi  Bacun  et 
partem  Roberti  de  Santo  Remigio  Thome  filio  Bernardi,  et  postea  dedit  Alicie  de  Garpen- 
villa,  que  modo  tenet  per  servicium  dimidii  militi*.  In  the  Rotuli  NonnanniB,  p.  127, 
we  read,  Easex.  Bradewella.  Terra,  que  fuit  Doonis  Bardolf,  et  modo  est  WUlelmi 
Bacun  et  Roberti  de  Sancto  Remigio,  wbose  portions,  of  tbe  value  of  20  li.  with  the  stock, 
were  then  in  the  King's  hands,  as  escheata  of  the  Normana.  The  suzerainte  of  tbis  fief, 
with  the  advowson  of  tho  church,  dedicated  to  St.  Thomas  thc  AposUe,  continued  in  the 
line  of  Bardolf  till  thc  attaindcr  of  the  Lord  Bardolf  in  the  reign  of  Henry  IV. 

*  The  writ  of  Diem  clausit  extremum  to  the  cscheator,  Henry  de  Bray,  for  uking  into 
his  custody  the  lands  of  the  deccased  William  Bardolf,  as  well  those  of  his  own  inheriUnce, 
as  those  of  the  inheriUnoc  of  Jultana  dc  (iurnay,  his  wifc,  luui  the  King's  testc  at  West- 
minster,  23rd  day  of  Dccember,  18Ui  year  of  his  reign,  1289.  The  finding  of  the  juror» 
at  Mapledurbam,  com.  Oxon,  on  the  3rd  day  of  January  foUowing,  which  manor  he  had 
held  of  the  inheriUncc  of  his  wife,  by  the  service  of  one  knighfs  fief  of  the  Earl  Warrcn, 
as  to  the  age  of  bis  son  and  hcir  at  that  time,  is  thus  expressed  ;  Item  dicunt  quod  dominua 
Hugo  Bardolf  filius  dicti  Willelmi  Bardolf,  propinquior  herea  e»t  dicU  Willelmi,  et  fuit 
«Uti.  triginU  aunorum  circa  fwtum  Sancti  Michaelis  anno  regni  Regis  Edwardi  xvU». 
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his  fathcr-in-law  made  over  to  him  and  his  daughter  his  capital  messuage 
and  roanor  of  Watton-at-Stone,  where  Thomas,  their  eldest  son  and  heir, 
was  born,  on  the  feast  of  St.  Francis,  4th  October,  1282,  as  we  learn  from 
the  inquiaition  taken  after  the  decease  of  his  father,  33rd  Edw.  I.,  who  died 
seized  of  this  manor  in  right  of  his  wife,  who  was  herself  born  on  the  feast 
of  the  Annunciation  of  the  blessed  Virgin,  25th  March,  1258.

"  Facta  fuit  inquisicio  predicta  apud  Cestrehunte  in  comitatu  predicto  pro 
eo  quod  predictus  Thomas  Bardolf  natus  fuit  apud  Wattone  Stone  in 
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eodcm  comitatu,  ut  predictum  cst .  et  huic  inquisicioni  faciende  interfuerunt 
Prior  de  CruceRois,  Prior  de  Hertford,  Prior  de  Wilmondele,  Johannes  de  la 
Logh  vicccomes  Hertfordscire  et  alii  domini  Rcgis  fideles,  qui  omnes  sin- 
gulariter  examinati  in  fide,  quam  dehent  Regi,  concordant  quod  predictus 
Thomas  est  etatis  viginti  et  duorum  annorum  ct  amplius,  ut  predictum  est." 

The  seTeral  Priories  of  Hertford,  Royston,  and  Wymondsley  Parva  are 
all  situate  in  the  county  of  Hertford,  and  this  testimony  to  the  birth  of  the 
eldest  son  may  be  taken  in  proof  of  the  marriage  having  been  solemnized  in 
the  preceding  year.  Upon  the  decease  of  Sir  Robert  Aguillon,  this  manor 
of  Watton  and  that  of  Perching  devolved  upon  the  Lady  Isabella  Bardolf, 
as  his  heiress,  and  upon  the  death  of  his  father  on  the  first  of  December, 
18th  Edw.  I.  1289,  her  husband  succeeded  to  the  barony  of  Wormegay, 
com.  Norf.,  of  the  inheritance  of  Bcatrix,  daughter  and  heiress  of  William 
de  Warren,  wife  first  of  Doun  Bardolf,  and  secondly  of  Hubert  de  Burgh, 
Earl  of  Kent,  together  with  a  moiety  of  the  barony  of  Shelford,  com.  Notts, 
of  the  inheritance  of  Rosa  Hanselyn,  and  to  the  ancient  inheritance  of  his 
family  at  Fillingham,  a  parish  in  the  hundred  of  Aslacoe,  part  of  Lindsey, 
Lincolnshire.  To  these  possessions  the  decease  of  Margaret,  Countess  of 
Dcvon,  added  the  land  of  her  jointure  io  20th  Edw.  I.,  and  that  of  his 
mother  in  23rd  Edw.  I.,  all  the  lands  of  the  barony  of  Gournay,  except 
Maplcdurham,  com.  Oxon.,  which  was  inherited  by  his  younger  brother, 
Sir  John  Bardolf.  He  was  summoned  as  a  baron  to  attcnd  Parliament 
from  8th  March,  27th  Edw.  L  1299,  to  29th  Sept.  30th  Edw.  I.  1302,  and 
was  the  twenty-second  pecr  who  subscribed  the  letter  to  the  pope  at  Lin- 
coln,  12th  Feb.  1300,  29th  Edw.  I.  by  the  style  and  title  of  Dominus  de 
Wirmegeye.  The  earliest  inquisition  taken  after  his  decease  is  dated  at 
Bures  on  Tuesday  the  morrow  of  St.  Matthew  the  Apostle,  22nd  Sept. 
1304,  which  manor  was  of  the  inheritance  of  his  wife,  and  held  of  the  king 
in  capite  by  the  service  of  the  fifth  part  of  one  knight's  fief,  and  he  will  have 
died  in  that  month.  Under  thc  heading  Extenta  terrarum  et  tcnementorum 
que  fuerunt  Hugonis  Bardolf  defuncti,  we  have  this  suramary  of  their  value.

•  Wonngay  U  a  parish  in  the  hnndred  of  Clackclonc,  com.  Norff.,  and  ite  caatle  was 
the  caput  of  an  cxtensive  honour  in  that  county,  held  hy  Hennerus  de  Ferrariis  undcr 
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xli.  xviiirf.  ob.  quad.  Bucks.  Bledelowe,  Wcndover  ct  Huccote,  xis.  xid. 
Susscx.  Berlyng  et  Bercamp,  xxxiiii/i.  xvii*.  id.  cf  ob.  Summa  cxxxv ti. 
xviii*.  vii'7.  ob.  quad.*  On  the  Close  Roll,  33rd  Edw.  I.  are  these  entries: 

William  the  Conqueror,  whoae  immediate  dcsccndnnU  assumed  Uie  local  surname  from 
this  reaidenoe,  a  proof  that  he  waa  a  younger  brother  of  Henry  de  Ferrariia,  baron  of 
Ferrierea  in  Normandy.  In  1168,  William  de  Wormegai  held  in  capite  of  the  king  four- 
teen  knight'sfie&  and  a  half,  all  of  whom  had  been  enfeoffed  in  the  timeof  KingHenry  I., 
exeept  Richard,  son  of  Wace,  whom  his  father  had  enfeoffed  of  his  dcmeano  afterwarda, 
whereof  he  did  the  aervice  of  the  fourth  part  of  a  knight.  Of  the  see  of  Norwich  he  also 
held  ten  knighfs  fiefa.  Thc  inquiaitiun  on  the  deaUi  of  Ilugh  Dardolf  deaoribes  Wormegey 
cum  membris,  Kungeton,  Fincham,  Stowe  et  Welle  ct  Quynberg  aa  held  by  liarony,  and 
tho  render  of  cight  ahillings  each  month  towarda  the  cuatody  of  the  caaUe  of  the  king  at 
Norwich.  Of  the  foundation  of  the  family  of  Warron,  wa»  a  priory  of  canona  of  ihc  order 
of  Saint  Augustine,  dedicated  to  Uie  Virgin  Mary,  the  Holy  Crosa,and  St.  John  Uie  Evan- 
geliat,  who  were  patrona  of  the  pariah  church  undor  the  invocaUon  of  St.  Michacl,  which 
curacy  haa  been  ileacribcd  by  Ecton  and  Willis  aa  that  of  the  Iloly  Croaa.  CanUey  and 
Caiator  were  parcel  of  the  inheritance  of  Juliana  de  Gournay,  and  Strumpshaw  was  an 
acqutaition  from  Sir  Stephen  de  Strampahaw,  who  in  Uic  fourth  year  of  the  reign  Edw.  I., 
1270,  enfeoffed  Williani  liardolf  and  Juliana  de  Oournay,  hia  wife,  of  thia  manor,  with  ita 
appurtenancea,  and  wa»  held  of  Sir  John  de  Wauton  by  the  acrvice  of  half  an  ounce  of 
ailk  or  mualin  annually,  or  67/.  at  Michaelmas. 

*  Houghton,  near  Dunataple,  com.  Bcdf.,  Dlcdlow,  Wendovor,  and  HuIcoU,  com. 
Bucka,  and  Biriing,  near  Eastbourne,  com.  Suascx,  were  all  of  the  barony  of  Gournay, 
and  Shelford  com.  Notta  was  the  caput  of  Uie  liarony  of  Kalph  Hanaelyn.  The  inqucst 
takcn  at  Shelford  on  Friday  next  beforo  the  feaat  of  St.  Luke  the  Evangeliat,  16th  Oct., 
1304,  describes  thc  lands  in  Shelford  to  be  held  with  othcr  lands  in  divers  counUca  of  the 
lord  tho  King  in  capite  by  the  service  of  the  moiety  of  one  baroiiy.  The  aame  jury  aay 
that  Thomaa  Bardolf  ia  the  next  heir  of  the  aaid  Hngh,  and  ia  of  the  age  of  22  years  and 
morc,  and  tbat  the  eourt  thon  waa  worth  annually  xiii«.  iiii</.  Sum  of  thc  whole  extent 
xli.  xriii</.  ob.  fjutul.  Stoko  Bardolf  was  alao  part  of  the  aame  moiety,  owing  Uie  aer- 
vice  of  one  knighfs  fief,  and  valued  at  xvi/i.  vi*.  oo.  Aa  early  aa  thc  8th  year  of  Henry  I., 
1108,  the  barony  of  Gooffrey  Alselin  had  bcen  divided  between  his  nephews  »on,  Robert 
de  Caux,  and  Geoffrey  Halselin,  his  own  son,  as  appeara  by  thuj  entry  in  Jerburc 
wapenuke  conUining  the  amount  of  land  held  by  each  tenant  in  capite  at  that  'lato, 
Cotton.  MS.  Uaudiua  C.  v.  Rodbertu»  de  Chali  et  Goffridua  Halaelinua  in  Wragebi  iiii 
carueataa,  et  v  bovaUa  ct  tortiam  partom  unius  bovate.  At  the  time  of  Domeaday  aurvey, 
Geoffrey  Alaclin  waa  tenant  of  Wrawby.and  Ralph,  hia  nephew,  held  it  under  Geoffrey,  aa 

heirs.  In  1131,  Kalph  Hataclin  rendered  account  of  200  marka  of  silver,  and  one  mark  of 
gold,  for  thc  rclicf  of  Uie  land  of  his  Uther,  Geoffrey,  in  NottinKhaniahire  and  Derbyaliire. 
In  the  last  namcd  county  Ockbrook  was  of  the  inheritancc  of  Ralph  Akelin,  and  was  held 
by  Williaro  and  Hugh  Bardolf,  for  half  a  knighfs  fief,  as  part  of  thc  barony  of  Shelford.

Kuskington  ig  a  parish  in  tho  huudred  of  Flaxwell,  parts  of  Kestcven,  l.ineoln,  antl  with 
iU  hamloU  of  Digby  and  Leasingham,  now  pariahcs,  waa  parcel  of  the  barony  of  Shelfonl, 
aa  also  Rowston  and  Brancewell  named  in  the  extent. 

Fillingliam,  a  parish  in  the  hundred  of  Aslaooe,  parta  of  Limlscy,  west  riding,  was  at 
the  time  of  the  survey  of  Domesday  the  land  of  the  Saxon  Colsuan  ;  and  in  1 1 08  Rohert 
de  Haia  held  in  Figlingaham  six  carrucates  and  six  bovates,  to  whom  thLs  esUte  had  heen 
granted  aftcr  the  decease  of  iU  prcvious  tenant.  Of  his  wn  Richard  de  Haia  E>oun  IW- 
dolf  held  one  knighCs  fee  in  1DS8,  and  had  two  sons,  Doun  Bardolf  and  Thomaa  Bardolf. 
The  first  named  gave  to  the  Premoustratenaian  abboy  of  Blanehclandc,  in  tho  diocose  of 
CouUncea,  of  the  foundation  of  Richard  de  Haia,  in  1151,  on  the  day  of  the  dedication  of 
the  new  church,  14th  Jan.  11S5,  an  annual  rcntof  four  marks  of  silver  out  of  his  mauor  of 
Fillingham,  and  aasigns  this  ront  in  this  maniier  ;  tianiely,  six  bovates  of  the  land  of  hia 
demeano  in  tho  samc  vill,  cach  bovate  of  nine  aeres  of  arablc  land,  and  three  of  meadow, 
together  with  two  tofu  in  the  north  part  of  the  vill  ;  and  other  six  bovatcs,  with  the  vil- 
lains  upon  them.  His  brother,  Thomas  Bardolf,  who  niarried  Rosa,  daughtcr  of  Ralph 
Hansclyn,  heiress  of  Ralph  Hanselyn,  her  grandfather,  left  issue  a  san,  Doun  or  Dodo,  tho 
heir  to  his  father  and  uncle,  who  was  of  age  in  1 1HH,  when  he  paid  a  fitic  to  have  livery  of 
his  Honour.  The  inheriUnce  of  Richard  de  Haia,  by  descent  through  the  families  of 
Canvilleand  Ixjngespee,  came  to  Henry  dc  Lacy,  Earl  of  Lincoln,  in  right  of  marriage  with 
Margaret  Longcspce.  Tho  ini|uest  on  the  decoase  of  William  Bardolf,  father  of  Hugh 
Bardolf,  l&th  Edw.  I.,  describea  this  tnanor  as  held  of  the  Earl  of  Lincoln  by  the  service 
of  one  knighfs  fief.  and  the  sum  toUl  of  tho  extent  to  amount  to  xi  li.  xi.  vrf.  ol>.,  whose 
hcir,  Hugh,  was  then  of  the  age  of  thirty  years  and  morc.  The  church  of  Fillitigliam, 
dedicated  to  St.  Andrew,  rendorcd  atmually  tcn  shillings  (0  the  church  of  Caincringham, 
which  had  boon  an  alicn  priory,  subjeet  to  Blanchcland. 

Strumpshaw  is  a  parish  in  the  hundred  of  Blofiel.l,  com.  Norfolk;  and  in  the  tth  year 
of  Edward  I.,  1276,  Sir  Stephen  de  Strumpshaw  and  Marg<vet  his  wife  conveyed  the 
manor  of  Strumpshaw,  with  lands  in  Redham  and  TunsUl,  and  the  advowson  of  St. 
Peter's  church  in  North  Birlingham,  after  tho  doceaao  of  thc  survivor,  to  William  Iyord 
Bardolf  and  Juliana  his  wife.  On  thc  decease  of  William  Lord  Bardolf  the  jury, 
npon  the  inquest  Uken  at  Strumpshaw  on  Wednesday  next  after  the  Circumcision  of 
the  Lord  in  tlie  year  of  thc  reign  of  King  Edward  xviii.,  4th  Jan.,  1200,  declarod  that 
the  aforcsaid  Juliana.  his  wife,  had  beon  in  full  and  poaccful  seisin  of  this  manor,  together 
with  her  afores&id  husliand,  up  to  the  day  of  the  deceasc  of  the  aforesaid  William,  and  that 
the  aforesaid  manor  was  held  of  Sir  Johu  de  Wauton  by  the  servicc  of  half  an  ounce  of 
silk  ycarly,  or  sixpence  on  the  feast  of  St.  Michael.  Sum  of  the  oxtent  xix  li.  iiii  *.  viii  d. 
Upon  the  inquest  Uken  after  her  deccase  at  Cantley,  23rd  Edw,  I.,  1295,  the  jury  found 
that  she  also  held  lands  in  the  same  vill  of  the  Bishop  of  Nnrwich,  antl  of  Sir  Roliert  de 
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Burstwick  in  Holdernessc,  one  of  the  chief  mansions  of  the  lords  of  Holder- 
nesse,  and  then  belonging  to  tbe  crowu,  after  the  dcccase  of  Isabella  de 
'Eortibus,  Coiratcss  of  Aumalc  and  Devon,  Lady  of  Holdernessc  and  of  the 
Isle  of  Wight,  by  reason  of  the  extinction  of  the  line  of  its  ancient  lords  in 
her  person.

On  the  Close  Roll  is  thc  King's  letter  to  Walter  de  Gloucester,  the 
escheator  beyond  Trent,  rcciting  the  contents  of  the  above  charters  of 
Isabella  Bardolf  and  of  himself,  and  adding,  M  Nos  volentes  eidem  Isabelle 
gratiam  uberiorem  facere  in  hac  parte,  vobis  mandamus  quod  eidem  Isabelle 
omnia  bona  et  catalla  nostra  in  eisdcm  maneriis  existentia,  simul  cum 
omnibus  exitibus  a  predicto  vicesimo  primo  die  Novembris  indc  perceptis 
liberetis  de  dono  nostro  speciali.  TesU*  Rege  apud  Brustwyk  xxviii0  die 
Novembris." 

The  entail  of  these  manors  upon  William  Bardolf,  second  son  of  Hugh 
Lord  Bardolf  and  of  the  Lady  Isalwlla,  never  took  cffect,  owing  to  his 
dit-ease  iu  hor  lifetime  without  issue.    In  the  6th  year  of  Eilward  the 
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Second,  Isabella  Lady  Bardolf  released  to  Sir  Michael  de  Poynings  knight 
and  Margaret  his  wife  all  her  right  in  the  manor  of  Bures  in  Suffolk,  by 
deed  dated  at  Barcomb  in  Sussex  on  the  feast  of  the  Annunciation  of 
the  Virgin  Mary,  25th  March,  1213.  The  seal  attachcd  to  it  was  of  red 
wax,  the  impress  a  cinquefoil,  each  leaf  of  it  charged  with  a  fleur-de-lis,  tbe 
cinquefoils  being  her  husband's  arms,  and  gules,  a  fleur  de  lis  argent,  her 
paternal  arms. 

In  the  returns  of  the  names  of  the  lords  and  ladies  of  townships,  &c.  for 
the  purpose  of  effecting  the  military  levies  ordained  in  the  Parliament  at 
Lincoln,  ix  Edw.  II.  pursuaut  to  a  writ  to  the  sheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk, 
with  the  Kings  teste  at  Clipston,  com.  Notts.  5th  day  of  March,  1316, 
are  these  entries  in  regard  of  the  Lady  Isabella  de  Aguilon,  widow  of  Hugh 
Lord  Bardolf,  and  of  her  son,  Thomas  Bardolf.  Hundredum  de  Frethe- 
brigge.

Of  her  own  inheritance  the  Lady  Isabella  Bardolf  was  possessed  of  the 
advowson  of  the  church  of  Stapleford,  com.  Herts,  dedicated  to  St.  Mary, 
and  during  her  widowhood  she  presented  to  this  living  John  de  Wagham, 
3rd  June,  1307,  Ilobert  de  Lexham,  accolyte,  13th  June,  1308,  Williara  de 
Assele,  accolyte,  2nd  Dec.  1310,  and  William  de  Grendou,  priest,  6th  Nov. 
13-22.  Of  her  dower  was  the  advowson  of  the  church  of  Fincham  St. 
Martin,  com.  Norf.,  to  which  living  she  presented  William  de  Hotyngdcne 
in  1310,  and  Simon  de  Ayscheles  in  1314. 

Before  the  end  of  the  month  of  May,  in  the  sixteenth  year  of  Edward  II. 
1323,  the  Lady  Isabella  Bardolf  was  deceased,  in  as  much  as  the  writ  to  the 
escbcator  beyond  Trcnt  notifying  this  close  of  hcr  life,  and  directing  him  to 
take  her  lands  into  the  Kings  hand,  bears  date  the  28th  day  of  May,  at 
Bisshopthorpc,  in  the  vicinity  of  York.  Pursuant  to  this  writ  record  is 
made  of  these  several  inquisitions ;  at  Lewes,  on  Tuesday,  aftcr  the  feast  of 
the  Apostles  St,  Peter  and  Paul,  4th  July,  the  jurors  found  that  shc  had

Rnbert  le  Ewer  was  Lord  of  \\  arhlington,  of  which  parish  Kmsworth  is  a  hamlet, 
plcasantly  situated  close  to  tho  sea,  and,  m  her  son,  Thomas  Bardolf,  dicd  seized  of  thc*e 
tenemenu,  3rd  Edw.  III.,  1330,  Isabclla  Bardolf  will  have  had  judKtnent  in  hcr  favour. 
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held  the  manor  of  Plnmpton  with  its  appnrtennmvs,  togother  with  forty 
acres  of  land,  ten  aercs  of  meadow,  and  one  watcr  mill  at  Fletching,  of 
Thomas  Bardolf,  son  and  heir  of  Hugh  Bardolf,  for  the  tcrm  of  her  life,  of 
thc  gift  of  William  Bardolf,  grandfather  of  the  said  Thomas,  by  the  serviee 
of  one  penny  paid  yearly  for  all  services,  and  of  which  manor  the  reversion 
ought  to  belong  to  the  said  Thomas  under  the  feofment  aforesaid.  Clear 
value  xxx/«.  yearly.  They  also  found  that  the  same  Isabella  held  the 
manor  of  Barcombe  (Bcrckompe)  in  dower  of  the  inheritance  of  the  afore- 
said  Thomas,  and  worth  ten  pounds  unnually.  They  found  also  that  the 
aforesaid  Isabella  held  twelvc  pounds  of  rent,  with  the  a|ppurtenances,  in 
Berwick  and  Wilmington  (Wyngeton),  for  the  tenn  of  the  life  of  the  said 
Isabella,  of  the  inheritance  of  Hugh  (de  Mortimer)  of  C  astle  (Uichard), 
by  the  servicc  of  one  clove  gillyflower  yearly  in  lieu  of  all  stTvices,  of  the 
gift  of  Master  James  de  Mohun,  and  of  which  the  reversion  was  belonging 
to  the  aforesaid  Thomas  bv  virtue  of  the  said  gift.  All  these  placcs  are  in 
the  vicinity  of  Lewes  ;  but  that  of  the  manor  of  Perching  in  Edburton  does 
not  now  remain  among  thc  inquisitions,  and  it  would  seom  that  this  manor 
was  granted  by  Isabella  Lady  Bardolf,  as  well  as  Bures  in  Suffolk,  to  the 
family  of  Poynings,  subsequeut  to  9th  Edw.  II.  1316,  at  which  date 
Margeria,  widow  of  Sir  Michael  Poynings,  was  returned  as  lady  of  the 
manor  of  Bures  St.  Mary,  in  Suffolk.  Perching  Magna  and  Perching 
Parva  were  of  the  inheritance  of  Thomas  Lord  Poynings,  dcceased  49th 
Edw.  III.,  leaving  liis  brother  llichard  his  heir,  then  seventeen  years  of 
age,  who  also  died  seized  of  Pcrching  Parva. 

The  jurors  on  the  inquisition  at  Watton,  16th  day  of  June,  found  that 
the  manor  of  Watton,  of  her  inheritance,  was  held  of  the  lord  the  King  in 
capite  by  the  scrvice  of  one  petty  scrjcanty,  namcly,  of  finding  one  footman 
with  bow  and  arrows  for  forty  days  in  the  King's  service  in  his  war  of  Wales, 
and  that  her  lands  and  rents  in  Stapleford,  together  with  the  advowson  of 
the  church  of  Stapleford,  were  held  of  Humphrey  de  Boun,  Earl  of  Here- 
ford.  Thosc  on  the  inquisition  taken  at  Strumpshaw,  com.  Norfolk,  23rd 
day  of  July,  17th  Edw.  II.,  found  that  thc  aforcsaid  Isnbclla  hcld  on  the 
day  on  which  shc  dicd  the  manor  of  Scroteby,  in  that  county,  for  the  tenn 
of  her  life,  of  the  gift  and  feofment  of  Master  James  de  Mohun,  who  had 
enfeoffed  her  Isabclla  by  finc  levied  in  the  King*s  court  of  the  said  manor,  to 
hold  to  the  sarae  Isabclla  for  thc  term  of  her  lifc,  and  with  reversion  after 
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her  dcccase  to  Thomas  Bardolf  and  hi9  heirs  for  ever,  which  manor  was 
then  held  of  Lawrence  de  Huntyngfield,  by  what  service  was  unknown,  and 
worth  c*.  yearly  in  all  issues,  and  they  state  the  age  of  Thomas  Bardolf  to 
be  forty  years  and  more,  he  being  in  fact  in  his  forty-first  year. 

The  jurors  on  the  inquisition  taken  at  Croydon,  com.  Surrey,  on  the  last 
day  of  August,  17th  Edw.  II.,  found  that  she  had  held  the  manor  of 
Adyngton,  in  the  aforesaid  county,  for  the  term  of  her  life  only,  by  the 
servioe  of  making  a  certain  dish  callcd  Maupigernoun  at  the  coronation  of 
the  lord  the  King,  and  that  after  the  derease  of  the  said  Isabella  it  was  to 
remain  to  Thomas  Bardolf  and  his  heirs,  by  fine  thereof  levied  in  the  court 
of  the  said  lord  the  King  by  chartcr  of  licence  between  the  said  Isabclla 
Lady  Bardolf  and  Master  James  de  Mohun,  to  hold  of  the  lord  the  King 
and  his  heirs  by  the  service  aforesaid.  It  is  evident  from  the  age  of  Thomas 
Lord  Bardolf,  severally  stated  on  these  inquisitions  as  of  thirty  years  and 
more,  of  forty  years  and  more,  and  fifty  years  and  more,  that  her  successor 
in  these  manors  was  her  only  surviving  son  and  hcir  Thomas  Lord 
Bardolf,  and  that  owing  to  the  decease  of  William  Bardolf  her  second  son 
without  issuc,  such  manors  as  had  been  settled  upon  him  by  the  feofment  of 
King  Edward  I„  reverted  in  fec  to  the  Lady  Isabella  Bardolf,  whereupon  by 
fine,  to  which  this  Master  James  de  Mohun,  probably  the  son  of  her  mother 
by  hcr  first  husband,  John  de  Mohun,  was  a  party,  they  were  resettled  upon 
her  eldest  son,  who  by  the  jurors  of  the  inqiusition  taken  at  Lewes  is 
described  in  these  words,  ct  dicunt  quod  predictus  Thomas  est  filius  et  pro- 
pinquior  hercs  predicte  Isabelle  dc  sanguine,  et  est  etatis  triginta  annorum 
tt  amplius.  On  inquisitions  of  latcr  date,  after  the  failure  of  the  male  issue 
of  Isabella  Lady  Bardolf,  the  charter  of  Edward  I.  above  recitcd  was  pro- 
duced  before  the  jurors,  who  supposing  that  the  entail  had  taken  effect,  they 
falscly  describe  this  elder  brother,  Thomas  Bardolf,  to  have  died  without 
issue,  and  that  William  Bardolf,  his  brother,  left  a  son  of  the  name  of 
Thomas  Bardolf,  who  was  the  common  ancestor,  at  variance  with  the  find- 
ings  upon  these  contemporary  inquisitions,  taken  immediately  after  the 
decease  of  the  Lady  Isabella  Bardolf. 

Thomas  Lord  Bardolf  marricd  a  lady  of  the  name  of  Agnes,  whose 
lincage  remains  unknown,  and  the  assertion  of  the  continuator  of  Mr. 
Blomfields  Essay  towards  a  Topographical  History  of  the  County  of 
Norfolk,  that  she  was  the  daughtcr  of  the  Lord  Grandisson,  is  contradicted 
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by  contemporary  evidence.  Agnes,  daughter  of  William  de  Grandiason,  a 
Baron  of  Parliamcnt,  by  his  wife  Sibilla,  daughter  and  coheir  of  John  de 
Tregoz,  vrho  had  name  from  the  commune  of  Troisgots,  in  the  canton  of 
Tessy,  arrondissement  of  St.  Lo,  departement  of  l.a  Manche,  in  Normandy, 
and  was  a  Baron  of  Parliament,  was  the  wife  of  John  de  Northwode  junior, 
eldest  son  of  Sir  John  de  Northwode,  so  named  from  a  manor  in  the  parish 
of  Milton,  anciently  Middleton,  in  the  hundred  of  the  same  name,  lathe  of 
Scray,  com.  Kent,  deceased  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father,  leaving  his  wife 
surviving,  and  a  son  Roger  de  Northwode,  who  had  livery  of  the  lands  of 
his  grandfather  1  Edw.  III.  1327.  At  the  time  of  this  marriage  her  father 
granted  to  her  for  life  the  manor  of  Lydiard  Tregoz,  com.  Wilts,  of  which 
manor  so  held  she  died  seised  on  the  fourth  day  of  December,  22  Edw.  III. 
1348,  and  of  which  the  reversion  had  been  granted  to  Roger  de  Beauchamp 
and  Sibilla  his  wife,  and  his  heirs  malc,  by  Peter  de  Grandisson,  her  brother. 
Agnes  Lady  Bardolf,  who  had  bccn  left  a  widow  by  the  deceasc  of  her 
husband,  Thomas  Lord  Bardolf,  on  thc  15th  day  of  Deceraber,  2  Edw.  III. 
1328,  having  had  issue  by  him  three  sons,  John  the  next  Lord  Bardolf, 
born  on  the  feast  of  St.  Hilary,  13th  Jan.  1312,  Thomas  and  Edmund,  as 
we  learn  from  the  inquisitions  taken  aftcr  his  death,»  survived  him  well 

*  Tlie  writ  to  John  de  Bolyngbroke,  the  escheator  of  the  King  beyond  Trent,  notifying 
the  decease  of  Thoruas  Lord  B&rdolf,  has  the  King's  teste  at  Kcnilworth,  30th  day  of 
December,  3rd  year  of  his  reign.  Beforo  this  escheator  an  inquisition  was  Uken  at  Stoke- 
Banlolf,  a  hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Uedling,  hundrod  of  Thurgarton,  Notts,  on  Monday 
ncxt  beforo  the  feaat  of  the  Puriflcation  of  Blessed  Mary  the  Virgin,  4th  Edw.  III.  30 
Jan.  on  which  the  finding  of  the  jurors  was,  that  Thomaa  Bardolf  held  in  his  demesne  as 
of  fee  on  the  day  on  which  he  died,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  the  manor  of  Stoke 
Bardolf,  with  mcadows,  rcnts,  and  wood*  belonging  to  the  same  manor  in  Shelford,  and 
elsewhere  beyond  Trent,  whicb  are  not  extcnded  in  this  cxtcnt,  of  the  Lord  the  King  in 
chief  as  of  his  crown,  by  the  service  of  the  fief  of  one  knigbt  (Extent.)  Pasture  of 
Aldenholm,  and  a  certain  fcrry  over  Trent,  as  alao  a  ccrtain  wood  with  underwood  and 
paaturc  of  no  value  because  in  tho  forest  of  Shirewood.  Thoy  also  say  that  Tbomas  Iteld 
on  the  day  of  his  death,  in  tho  aforosaid  vill  of  Stoko,  one  measuage  of  Adam  de  Evering- 
ham  by  military  service  and  by  suit  of  court  of  the  same  Adam  at  Shelford,  from  Uiree 
wecks  to  threc  weeks,  and  worth  annually  as  rcgards  the  herbage  in  summer  6rf.  8um 
total,  14 /V.  1U  3rf.  and  no  moro,  because  the  rest  of  the  issues  are  beyond  TrenL  They 
also  say  that  John  Bardolf,  son  of  the  aforesaid  Thomas  Bardolf,  is  bis  next  heir,  and  wns 
of  the  age  of  17  yoars  on  thc  day  of  St  Hillary  last  past.  Anothcr  inquisition  was  taken 
beforo  the  same  esohoator  at  SheJford  on  the  Monday  following,  4  Edw.  I.  on  which  the 
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nigh  thtrty  ycars,  the  Monday  next  after  the  feast  of  the  Conception  of  the 
hlessed  Virgin  Mary,  llth  Dccemher,  31  Edw.  III.  1357,  being  the  day 

finding  »a»  that  Thomas  Bardolf  died  soized  of  ■  tnoiety  of  the  manor  of  Shelford  with 
the  appurtenanccs,  of  the  Lord  the  King  in  chief  by  the  service  of  half  a  knight*»  fief,  and 
they  say  that  tliere  are  no  meaMiagea  and  no  landa  in  demesne  lielonging  to  Uie  samo 
rooiety,  but  that  the  sum  of  tho  value  of  the  taid  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Sholford  »u 
8/1*.  bt.  At  Ockhmok,  a  paruih  in  the  hundred  of  Morleston  and  Litchurch,  the  landa 
and  tenementa  held  of  the  King  in  chief  by  military  aervice,  were  valued  at  12 &  6i/. 
The  extent  of  the  land*  and  tcnementa  which  had  bcen  thoae  of  Thoma»  Bardolf  made 
by  the  oscheator*  of  the  King  beyond  Trent  waa  returned  at  21 8  fi".  17*.  1  d.  and  those 
on  the  hither  side  of  Trent  made  tho  sum  total  of  253 &  8*.  10</.  and  one  farthing. 
In  Leireatershiro  he  held  the  manor  of  Halloughton  of  the  King  in  chiof,  a*  parcel  of  the 
moioty  of  the  Barony  of  Shelford,  by  the  servicc  of  one  knighfs  flef,  and  of  the  «ame 
honour  were  the  manors  of  Ruskington  with  its  members,  WestborouKh  with  it»  metnbeni, 
and  Wrawby  with  it»  members,  in  Lincolnahire,  that  of  Middleton  aliaa  Milton  Malsor  in 
Cambridgeahire,  and  Alvaston,  Ambaston,  Thurlston,  Eskinton,  and  Ureaaon  in  Derby- 
ahire.  He  alao  held  these  advowsons,  half  of  the  church  of  Gedling,  com.  Notta,  the 
churche»  of  Tilney,  Morley,  Weatbrigg»,  Fincham  St.  Martin,  and  Xorth  Rungton  in 
eom.  Norfolk ;  of  Owmby,  Brinkhill,  Ruskington,  and  Wcstborough,  Lincolnshire ;  of 
Plumpton,  com.  Suasex  ;  of  Staplcford  and  the  chapel  of  Whemsted,  com.  Hcrta  ;  and  of 
Bradwell,  com.  Easex.  At  the  time  of  the  turvey  of  Domesday,  Ooisfridu»  AUelin  was 
lord  of  Shelfortl,  and  in  several  entriea  mention  i»  made  of  Ralph,  hi»  nephcw,  and 
before  the  year  1108,  8Ui  Henry  I.  this  barony  of  the  Domesday  tenant  waa  in  moietiea 
between  Robert  de  Caux  (Chali  or  Cali)  and  a  aecond  Oeoffrcy  Halaelin,  tho  son  of 
Ralph,  a»  appears  by  thi»  entry  in  a  rocord  of  that  date.  Rodbortu»  de  Chal*  et  Goffridu» 
llalaehnu»  in  Wragebi  4  rarnn-ato»,  ot  5  bovata»,  et  tertiam  partcm  uuiu»  bovatc,  under 
Jerburc  wapentocha.  In  Domeaday,  thi»  manor  in  Yarborough  wapentake  i»  thu»  de- 
•crihed  undor  Terra  Ooisfridi  AUelin.  Manerium.  In  Waragebi  hahuit  Toohi  ii  carrucata» 
terre,  et  iii  Iwjvata»,  ct  v  partem  unius  bovate  ad  geldum.  Terra  vii  carucarum.  Ibi 
nunc  in  dominio  ii  carruca?,  et  xvi  villani,  et  xv  bordarii  habcnte»  iiii  camica*.  Ibi 
ecclcsia  et  preabiter  ct  c  acne  prati,  et  c  acnc  «ilvo.  Paatura  per  loca.  Tcmpore  Regi» 
Edwardi  vaiuit  x  libra»,  modo  vi  libra».  Tailla  xx  aolidu  Radulfus  tenet  de  (ioi»frido.

Ibi 
nunc  in  dominio  i  carruca,  et  xi  soehmanni,  et  iiii  villani,  et  viii  Iwnlarii  cum  ii  carruci», 
et  cxiiii  acras  prati.  Thi»  Robort  de  Caux  had  apparently  married  the  daughter  and 
heireas  of  Geoffrey  Aselin,  and  the  barony  deacended  in  nioietie»  to  each  of  thcae  repre- 
aentoUve»  of  the  two  tcnanta  in  I>ome»day.  In  the  Pipo  Roll,  31  Hen.  I.  under  the 
heading  Nova  Placita  ct  Nove  Conventionea  in  NoUnghamscira  et  Derbioaoira,  we  read 
Radulfu»  Halselinus  reddit  compotum  de  cc  marcis  argenti  et  i  marca  auri  pro  relevaUono 
tcrre  patri»  sui  ;  and  thi»  Ralph  will  have  bcen  aon  of  Gcoffrey  living  in  1108,  and  waa 
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on  which  she  departed  this  life  at  hcr  manor  of  Ruskington,  hundred  of 
Flaxwell,  parts  of  Kesteveti,  Lincolushire,  which  she  held  in  dower  of  hcr 
son,  John  Lord  Bardolf,  parcel  of  the  inheritance  acquired  by  the  marriage 
of  Thomas  Bardolf  with  Rosa  Hanselyn,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  II.  and 
reckoned  as  parcel  of  the  barony  of  Shelford,  com.  Notts. 

John  Lord  Bardolf,  though  yet  a  minor  at  the  time  of  his  fathers  decease, 
being  in  the  sixteenth  year  of  his  age,  was  nevertheless  already  the  husband 
of  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  only  child  of  Roger  Damory,  a  Baron  of  Par- 
liament,  by  his  wife  Elizabeth,  eldest  daughter  of  Gilbert  de  Clare,  Earl  of 
Gloucester  and  Hertford,  by  his  wife  Joan  of  Acre,  daughter  to  King 
Edward  I.,  and  sister  and  coheir  of  her  brother,  Gilbert  de  Clare,  the  last 
Earl  of  that  illustrious  family,  slaiu  at  the  battle  of  Bannocksburne  near 
Stirling,  without  surviving  issue.  This  niece  of  King  Edward  the  Second 
had  marricd  in  successiou  John  de  Burgh,  eldest  son  of  Richard  Earl  of 
Ulster,  dcccascd  in  his  fathcr's  lifetime,  leaving  a  son  by  her,  William  Earl 
«>f  Ulster,  and  Theobald  de  Verdon,  a  Baron  of  Parliament,  from  which 
match  the  issue  was  an  only  daughter,  Isabella,  wifc  of  Henry  Lord  Ferrcrs 
of  Groby,  com.  Leicester,  prior  to  this  third  marriagc  with  Roger  Lord 
Damory,  who,  having  taken  part  in  thc  insurrection  of  Thomas  Earl  of 
Lancaster,  was  stayed  by  sickness  at  Tutbury  Castle,  which  terminated  in 
his  death  prior  to  the  close  of  the  sixteenth  ycar  of  Edward  II.  whcn  his 
lands,  which  had  been  seized  as  an  escheat  of  the  crown  by  reason  of  his 
being  an  encmy  and  a  rcbel,  were  restored  to  his  widow  as  her  dower,  with 
rever*ion  to  his  daughter,  Lady  Bardolf,  after  hcr  decease.  By  King 
Edward  III.  thc  custody  of  two-thirds  of  the  lands  until  thc  heir  should 
attain  his  majority  was  by  lctters  patent  committcd  to  John  de  Warren, 
Earl  of  Surrcy,  as  his  mother  was  entitlcd  to  the  other  third  in  dower. 

yet  alive  in  1108,  of  whirh  date  is  his  carta,  containing  the  names  of  thone  who  hcld  of 
him  of  the  ohl  and  thc  new  feofmetit,  froin  which  we  learn  that  his  niother  had  rcceircd 
a  marriagc  portion  out  of  lands  purchascd  by  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  Robert  Bloet, 
deccased  lOtfa  Jan.  1123,  and  that  he  had  given  cight  solidata?  of  land  out  of  hisdcmewie 
to  Iiuh  noii.  Iv  •  i  llansclyn,  thc  daughter  and  heireaa  of  thU  son,  also  named  Ralph 
Hanselyn.  was  «iven  in  tnarriage  hy  Hcnry  II.  to  Thomaa  Bardolf,  who,  18A  Hen.  II. 
accouutcd  for  26/i.  of  thc  M-utage  of  thi»  honour  upou  occaaion  of  thc  cxpedition  to  Ire- 
land,  the  *ame  nuiul>er  heing  mentioneil  in  the  carta  of  his  grandfathcr.  The  manor  of 
Wrawby  ni  subinfcudcd  from  the  tinie  of  Hcnry  I.  and  in  11>JS  William  Hauselin  of 
Wrawby  hcld  the  ficf  of  two  knights  of  thc  old  feofincnt. 
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Owing  to  certain  chartors  of  feofment  niade  in  his  lifetime  by  Thonias 
Lord  Bardolf,  in  favour  of  his  sons  to  the  exclusion  of  his  widow's  right,  the 
lattcr  was  obliged  to  sue  thero  in  the  King's  court,  and  to  demand  their 
restitution  from  their  guardian.  After  a  long  process,  of  which  record  is 
annexed  to  the  inquisitions  post  raortem,  the  Earl  consented  to  restore  her 
dower  upon  finding  that  the  King  by  his  brief  had  upbraided  Sir  Johu  de 
Stonore,  and  thc  other  justices  of  his  bcnch,  for  having  delaycd  to  give 
judgment  in  the  suit  upon  view  of  his  letters  patents  ;  whereupon,  a  new 
extent  was  ordered  on  her  behalf  of  the  manors  so  claimed,  as  spccified  in 
this  writ,  of  which  copies  in  the  same  words  were  addressed  to  each  sheriff 
of  the  countics  whercin  the  lands  were  situate.

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Pursuant  to  these  writs,  John  Dabernun  sheriff  of  Sussex,  John  de 
Scures  shcriff  of  Southamptonshire,  Ralph  de  la  Lunda  shenff  of  Liucoln- 
shirc,  Halph  de  Bulmer  sheriff  of  Yorkshire,  and  the  sheriff  of  Norfolk 
and  Suffolk,  each  sent  copies  of  the  extents  made  of  the  manors  of  Plumpton, 
Grcatham,  Fillingham,  Herthili,  Strumpshaw,  and  Scroteby.

Notwithstanding  these  returns,  other  lands,  with  the  exception  of  Filling- 
ham,  were  eventually  assigned  to  her  in  dower,  inasmuch  as  at  the  time 
of  her  decease  she  held  the  advowson  of  the  church  of  Bradwell,  in  the 
hundred  of  Danesey,  and  two  knight's  fiefs  in  the  tenure  of  Johanna  the 
widow  of  John  de  Orreby,  com.  Esscx,  a  knight's  fief  in  Middleton  or 
Milton,  in  the  tenure  of  John  de  Mallesores,  com.  Northampton,  a  mes- 
suagc,  A  c.  in  I  Ialloughton,  com.  Leycester,  two  carucates  of  land  in  Ock- 
brook,  com.  Derby,  the  manors  of  Birling  and  rent  in  Berwyck,  com. 
Sussex,and  themanors  of  Kuskington,  Westborough,  and  Fillingham,  in  com. 
Linc.  Of  his  othcr  lands  John  Lord  Bardolf  had  livery  9th  Edward  III. 
1335,  on  doing  his  homage,  he  being  thcn  of  age. 

Of  the  inheritance  of  Itogcr  Damory  was  a  fourth  part  of  the  manors  of 
Kirkby-under-Knoll  and  Eskrick  in  Yorkshire,  parcel  of  the  property 
which  had  becn  that  of  Hoger  dc  Lascelcs,  a  Baron  of  Parliament,  and  of 
the  purparty  of  Johanna,  his  eldest  daughter,  wife  of  Thomas  de  Cule- 
wenne,  who  having  enfeoffed  Sir  Simon  Ward  of  this  her  share,  he  again 
conveyed  it  to  Hoger  Damory,  and  in  right  of  his  wife  it  was  hcld  by  John 
Lord  Bardolf  until  the  12th  year  of  Edward  III.  1339,  when  he  conveycd 
it  to  the  Lady  Avice,  late  wife  of  Sir  Robert  Constable  of  Halsham,  also 
one  of  the  coheirs  of  Roger  de  Lasceles.    By  deed  datcd  at  Wermegay, 
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this  John  Lord  Bardolf,  and  the  Lady  Elizabeth  his  wife,  appointed  John 
de  Lasceles  junior  to  deliver  in  their  namc  to  the  said  Lady  Avice  scisin 
of  the  fourth  part  of  the  manor  of  Kirkby-under-Knoll,  to  which  were 
two  seals  :  one  of  the  Lord  Bardolf,  azure,  three  cinqucfoils  or ;  the  other 
a  large  and  round  seal,  in  the  ccntre  the  arms  of  Bardolf,  in  the  summit 
and  base,  or,  a  plain  cross  gules  in  a  bordure  sablc,  the  arms  of  De  Burgh 
differenced  to  distinguish  an  eldest  son ;  on  thc  right  side  three  shields  of 
arms,  Ist,  argent,  a  lion  rampant  gules,  Leon  ;  2nd,  or,  three  chevrons 
gides,  Clare;  3rd,  gules,  a  castle  triple-towered  or,  Castile :  on  the  left 
side  other  three,  lst,  Castile ;  2nd,  barry  of  six  argent  and  gules  nebuly, 
a  bend  over  all  azure,  Damory ;  3rd,  Leon.  The  illustrious  lady,  through 
whom  this  roval  descent  was  conveved  to  her  daughter  and  her  dcsccndants, 
by  the  title  of  "  Elizabcth  dc  Bourg,  Dame  de  Clare,"  made  her  will  on 
the  25th  day  of  Septcmber,  in  the  year  of  the  Incarnation  of  our  Lord  Jesus

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Gosforth  is  the  name  of  two  villages  in  Castlc  ward,  (anciently  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Nicholaa,)  Newcastle,  now  distinguishod  by  the  epithcts  North 
and  South,  and  in  tho  last  named  village  is  a  chapel,  whence  it  may  be  in- 
ferred  that  there  was  bere  a  royal  residence  in  the  imniediate  vicinity  of 
that  town.  In  company  with  the  King  at  Newcastle  were  the  Earls  of  Lan- 
caster,  Pembroke,  Arundel,  Hereford,  Warren,  and  the  Earl  Marshall,  the 
King's  brothcr,  also  Hugh  Despenser,  Roger  Dammory,  and  Hugh  de 
Audley,  who  were  the  three  hcirs  of  the  earldoms  of  Gloucester  and  Hert- 
ford,  by  their  marriages  with  the  three  sisters  of  the  Ute  Earl,  Gilbert  de 
Clare.  The  chronicle  of  Lanercost  thua  notices  the  further  progrcss  of 
the  royal  army  :"  eodcm  etiam  anno,  1319,  facta  concordia  finali,  ut  crede- 
batur,  inter  Regem  et  comitem  Lancastrie,  intraverunt  ambo  circa  festum 
Assumptionia  Virginis  gloriose  terram  Scotie  cum  magno  exercitu,  et  posue- 
runt  se  ad  invadcndum  villam  Berwici."  Upon  nows  of  the  victory  of  the 
Scotch  army  at  Myton  upon  Swale,  the  siege  waa  raised,  and  the  army  dis- 
bandcd  as  soon  as  it  was  discovered  tbat  tho  cnemy  had  withdrawn  into 
Scotland,  taking  their  route  by  Staynmore,  and  Gillesland,  and  the  western 
parts.  The  Earl  of  Lancaster  and  the  Earl  of  Hercford  not  long  after- 
wards  were  defeated  at  Boroughbridge  on  Tuesday  16  March,  1323,  when 
the  Lxst  namcd  was  slain  and  the  former  made  prisoner ;  who  was  subse- 
qucntly,  on  the  morrow  of  St,  Benedict,  22  March,  beheaded  on  a  small 
hill  in  the  vicinity  of  Pontefract.  M  In  this  year,  15  Ric.  II.  in  Lent, 
Thomas,  Earl  of  five  counties,  was  beheaded,  the  Earl  of  Hereford  slain 
in  battle,  and  barons  and  knights  killed  and  put  to  death  after  trial,  and 
imprisoned  in  castles,"  writes  our  chronicler ;  and  by  the  monk  of  Laner- 
cost  he  ia  thus  described :  "  ditior  comes  mundi,  utpote  qui  quinque  habuit 
comitatus,  scilicet,  Lancastrie,  Lincolnie,  Salisburie,  Leicestrie  et  Ferrers. 
The  manor  of  Sandal  Parva,  otherwise  Kirk  Sandal,  was  of  the  lands  of 
the  Earls  Warren ;  but  in  its  immediate  vicinity  is  thc  hamlct  of  Long 
Sandal,  in  the  parish  of  Doncaster,  which  was  of  the  land  of  the  Earl  of 
Mortain,  and  subinfeudcd  at  the  timc  of  the  survey  to  Nigel  Fossard,  and 
of  his  descendants  the  family  of  De  Mauley  this  manor  will  have  been  held 
by  Sir  Gerard  Salvin,  and  by  him  surrcndcrcd  to  the  king.  Thc  manor  of 
Holton,  in  the  hundred  of  Bullington,  com.  Oxon.  Eltone  in  Domesday, 
and  thcn  thc  land  of  Rogcr  d'Ivry,  was  subscqucntly  parccl  of  the  Honour 
of  St.  Walcry,  which  had  been  givcn  to  Richard  Earl  of  Cornwall,  King

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of  the  Romans,  and  descended  to  his  son,  Edmund  Earl  of  Cornwall,  of 
whose  gift  Bartholomew  de  Kancia  held  it  for  his  life,  who  was  living  9th 
Edw.  II.  1316,  when  he  was  returned  Lord  of  the  vill  of  Halghtone  in 
Bolindene  hundred.  Of  the  manor  of  Faukeshallc,  of  the  inheritance  of 
the  family  of  Reviers,  and  after  the  decease  of  Isabella  de  Fortibus, 
Countess  of  Aumale  and  of  Devon,  the  property  of  thc  crown,  we  have 
already  made  mention,  and  together  with  the  manor  of  Kennington,*  also 
gituatt'  in  the  extensive  parish  of  Lambeth,  com.  Surrey,  it  was  exchanged 
by  the  partics  on  whom  it  had  thus  devolved,  with  Kin.tr  Edward  III.  for 
the  two  manors  of  Clopton  and  Ilketsall,  as  we  learn  from  these  entries  on

Richard  de  Aston,  Gilbert  de  Knovill,  Richard  de  Waldegrave,  Jordan  de  Kingeaton, 
Robert  de  Glaumorgan,  and  John  Heynonia,  knighu,  John  de  Grymatcde,  Philip  de 
Tanga,  Rogcr  de  Gardino,  Walter  de  Langton,  clerUs,  and  others.  On  the  aamo  day 
»he  made  her  will,  and  named  by  her  fingcrs  hor  executors,  namely,  the  Abbot  of  Quarr, 
thc  Prior  of  Urommore,  the  Prior  of  Christeaehureh,  and  Gilbcrt  de  Knovill,  and  Inxing 
thereby  fatigued,  ahe  retired  to  reat.  After  having  partakcn  of  the  holy  communion  at 
the  tianda  of  Brother  'William  of  Gain&borough,  her  confeaaor,  between  midnight  and 
dawti,  12  Nov.  23  Edw.  I.  ahe  expired  ;  and  on  the  aame  day,  the  feast  of  St.  Martin, 
the  aforeaaid  sum  of  money  was  paid  to  the  merchanta  of  Spina  in  tho  houae  of  the 
Bishop  of  Durham,  who  were  to  answer  thereof  to  her  cxecutors,  when  they  should  claim 
it.    The  hall  of  Falcasius,  otherwiae  Faukcahalle,  now  corruptly  VauxluUI,  doabtlesa

The  vill  of  Ilkctshall  iucludcs  no  less  than  four  parishes,  St.  John's,  St. 
Andrcw's,  St.  Laurence's,  and  St.  Margaret's,  iu  the  hundred  of  Wangford, 
Suffolk,  and  three  several  manors,  of  which  that  given  by  this  charter  had 
the  name  of  Bardolf  's  from  these  grantees ;  and  Clopton  is  a  parish  in  the 
hundred  of  Carlford  iu  the  sauie  countv. 

roign  of  King  Johti,  under  De  feodo  Willelmi  de  Mustruillo  (Montreuil)  vi  militea;  "  inde 
hatietur  in  Kmex  ClarvtU,  quam  heres  Radulfi  de  Cornhull  tenet  per  unum  niilitem, 
et  tria  quarteria,  Gcldham,  quam  Comes  Alhricu*  tenet  pro  duo  militibus  et  uno  quar- 
terio."  Yeldham.  now  a  parish,  was  a  lierewick  of  Clare  at  the  time  of  the  Sunrey. 
Tlie  dauKhter  an<t  heir  of  Ralph  de  Cornhulle  wa*  doutitleM  the  wife  of  Rol>ert  de 
Crevequer,  whose  non  and  heir,  Ilamon  de  Crcvequer,  marriiHl  Maud  dc  Avranchca, 
lieire»  of  the  barony  of  Kolkntone.  Their  grandson,  Robert  de  Crevequer,  forfeited  the 
manor  of  Cliatliam  in  Kent,  and  the  manor  namcd  abovo,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III. 
The  fonner  tnanor  wa»  given  to  Guido  Ferre  for  his  life,  and  the  last  to  the  family  of 
Clare,  subject  to  this  paymeut.

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The  public  serviccs  of  John  Lord  Iiardolf  are  detailed  by  Dugdale  in  his 
Baronage,  who,  after  noticing  that  he  was  on  the  King's  service  beyund 
sea  in  37  Edw.  III.  adds ;  "  but  this  is  all  that  I  have  seen  of  him  till  his 
death,  which  hapned  3  Aug.  45  E.  III."

37);  whuh 
Williain,  upon  proof  of  his  age  and  doing  his  homagc  in  45  Edw.  III.  bad 
livery  of  his  lauds.  (  Uot.  Claus.  45  Edw.  III.  m.  14.)"    This  confusion  of 
dates  arose  from  the  inquisition  post  mortem  having  been  calendered  as  of 
the  45  Edw.  III.  n.  7,  thc  date  of  a  writ  for  fresh  iuquiry,  instead  of  the 
right  date  of  the  writ  of  diem  clausit  extremum,  addressed  to  iloger  de 
Wolforton,  the  King's  cschcator  in  the  countits  of  Norfolk,  Suffolk,  Esscx, 
and  Hertford,  which  has  thc  King's  teste  at  \\V«tminster,  13th  day  of 
October,  37th  ycar  of  his  reign,  1363.    Pursuant  to  this  writ  an  inquisition 
was  taken  at  Woodbridge,  com.  SufT.  18th  day  of  December  following,  on 
which  the  finding  of  the  jurors  was  to  this  eflect,  that  John  Bardulf  of 
Wormegay  held  on  the  day  on  which  he  died  in  his  demesne  as  of  fee  the 
manor  of  Clopton,  with  the  appurtenances,  and  20  li.  annual  rent  from  the 
manor  of  Ilketshall,  in  the  said  county  of  Suifolk,  by  what  service  was 
unknown,  valuc  xv/i.  xix*.  ixrf.    And  they  say  that  the  same  John  died  on 
the  third  day  of  August  last  past,  and  that  William,  his  son,  is  ncxt  heir  of 
the  same  John,  and  of  the  age  of  fourteen  years  and  eleven  weeks.  Of 
previous  date  an  inquisition  was  taken  at  Fyncharo,  com.  Norf.  I4th  day 
of  December,  on  which  the  finding  was,  that  John  Bardolf  of  Wermegay, 
knight,  held  the  manors  of  Cantlev,  Strumpshawe,  Hungton,  and  Fyncham, 
with  their  appurtenances,  in  the  said  couuty,  of  the  lord  the  King  in  chief 
by  the  barony  of  Bardolf ;  Cautiey,  xviiii/i.  xvi*.  xirf.  ob,  ;  Strumpshaw, 
xu  IL  xiis.  viiirf. ;  Kungeton,  xiii (L  vir  viii rf. ;  Pyncham,  viii/i.   The  juror» 
also  say  that  the  said  John  held  in  like  manner  the  manor  of  Stowe,  with 
the  appurtenances,  in  the  said  county,  as  parcel  of  the  aforesaid  barony,  of 
the  King  in  chief,  aud  that  the  same  John  Bardolf  had  granted  to  the  prior 
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and  brethren  of  the  order  of  Blessed  Mary  of  Mount  Carmel,  and  to  the 
eonvent  of  Lynn  Bishop's,  and  their  successors,  one  annual  rent  of  ten 
quarters  of  corn  and  ten  quarters  of  barley,  to  bc  rcceived  each  year  froni 
the  said  manor  of  Stowe,  on  the  feast  of  AU  Saints,  for  the  soul  of  the 
aforesaid  John  and  those  of  his  ancestors,  by  license  of  the  lord  the  King, 
as  manifested  by  a  charter  shewn  at  the  aforesaid  inquisition.  They  also 
say  that  John  Bardoif  had  granted  to  Robert  Bardolf  *  an  annual  rent  of 

*  Robert  Bardolf  »m  the  last  descendant  of  a  hranch  of  the  haronial  family  of  Bar- 
dolf,  settled  at  Mapledurham,  com.  Oxon,  a  manor  derived  from  the  ruarriage  of  Ilugh 
de  Gournay  with  Edith,  daughter  of  William  Karl  Warren,  and  which  had  been  granted 
to  Sir  John  Bardolf,  second  »on  of  William  Bardolf,  Baron  of  Wermegay,  and  Juliana 
de  Gournay,  heirew  of  tbat  ancient  and  once  powerful  line  of  Norman  barons,  who  derived 
their  name  from  Gournay-en-Bray,  chef-lieu  of  thc  canton  of  tbat  name,  arrondissetnent 
«f  Neufehatel-en-Bray,  dcpartement  of  tbe  Seine  Inferieure.  Robert  Bardolf  died  issue- 
lesa  on  tlie  20th  day  of  May,  18th  Rich.  II.  1895,  seised  of  the  manor  of  Watton  att 
Stone,  com.  IIerts,accoriingtothisfindingof  a  jury,onan  inquisition  takenat  Puckeridge, 
on  Tuesday,  the  feast  of  the  apostlcs  Peter  and  Paul,  lJ>th  Rich.  II.  "  Dicunt  quod 
Willelmus  Bardolf,  quondam  dominus  de  Wyrmingeye,  jam  dcfunctus,  fuit  seiaitua  in 
dominico  suo  ut  de  feodo  de  manerio  de  Watton  atte  Stone  cum  pertinentiis  in  eodero 
comitatu,  et  eepit  in  uxorem  Agnetem  flliam  Michaelis  domini  de  Ponynges,  modo 
uxorem  Thome  de  Mortymer  militis,  et  diu  post  sponsalia  inter  prefatum  Willelmuut 
Bardolf  et  Agnetem  celehrata,  dominus  Willebnus  Bardolf,  do  manerio  predicto  ut  in 
dominico  suo  ut  de  feodo  seisitua,  per  eartam  suam  dedit  et  concetsit  Roberto  Bardolf 
militi  in  brevi  nominato  mauerium  predictum  cum  pertinentiis  hal>endum  et  tenendum 
eidem  Roberto  ad  totam  vitam  suam,  ita  quod  poet  decemum  predicti  Rol>crti  Bardolf 
manerium  predictum  cum  pertinentiis  profato  WilleUno  Bardolf  et  heredibua  suis  re- 
vertatur  et  retnaneat  inperpetuum,  licencia  domini  Regis  inde  optenta,  ut  intelligant." 
The  tenure  of  this  manor  was  by  petit  sergcanty,  and  by  the  service  of  13  f.  4d.  to  !>e  paid 
yoarly  to  thc  Lord  the  King  by  the  hands  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Hertford  who 
should  l>e  in  office  at  the  time,  and  by  the  service  of  2$.  paid  at  two  sherinV  turns  in  tlte 
hundred  of  Broadwater,  held  at  tbe  feasts  of  F^aster  and  Michaelrnaa,  and  by  the  scrvice 

of  doing  suit  at  the  r:  of  the  shire  of  Hertford,  hcld  fn>m  month  to  month,  and  by  the 

serviee  of  doing  suit  to  the  aforesaid  hundreil,  from  three  weeks  to  three  wecks,  value  xK. 
They  also  found  tliat  Sir  Robert  Bardolf  died  2<<th  day  of  May  then  last  past,  and  that 
Thomas  Bardolf,  son  of  the  aforeaaid  William  Banlolf,  was  the  next  heir  of  the  said 
William  Bardolf,  and  of  the  age  of  24  years  and  more,  but  who  the  next  heir  of  the  said 
Robert  may  be  they  knew  not.  The  inquisition  at  Watlingtan.  corn.  Oxon,  on  Saturday 
next  before  the  feast  of  St.  Lawrence,  19  Rich.  II.  deaeribes  the  same  Robert  Bardolf, 
cbivaler,  to  have  long  before  his  death  given,  granted,  and  by  his  chartcr  conflmiod,  to 
Sir  ttcorge  Felbrigg  knight,  Roger  Marsliall,  John  Lyndc,  and  John  Cook  of  Wyckbam, 
his  uianor»  of  Mapledurbam  Ournay,  and  of  Stokc  dc  Lisle,  in  the  aforesaid  county,  wilb 
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x/i.  forth  of  the  aforesaid  manor  of  Stowe,  for  the  whole  life  of  the  aforesaid 
Kobert,  by  license  of  the  King,  as  appeared  by  the  charter  produced,  residuc 
vi/i.  The  inquisition  taken  at  Wormegay,  12th  Dec.  describes  that  manor 
as  held  of  the  King  in  chief  by  the  barony  of  Bardolf,  extcnded  at 
xxiii/t.  x.v.  id.  qu.  and  inclusive  of  two  fishcries,  one  at  Sechichebrigg,  and 
another  called  La  Leye,  and  a  manor  court  held  on  Ihe  feast  of  St.  Faith 
(6th  Oct.),  and  a  knyht-curt,  each  worth  20*.  a  year ;  and  there  was  also  a 
third  fishery,  called  La  Motc.  That  taken  at  Hoddesdon,  in  com.  Herts,  6th 
Nov.  values  the  manor  of  Dons,  held  of  the  Duke  of  Clarcncc  by  scrvice 
unknown,  at  viii/i.  and  the  manor  of  Watton  atte  Stone  at  xii/i.  viU.  viiirf. 
As  to  the  day  of  the  decease  of  Lord  Bardolf,  and  the  age  of  the  heir,  the 
findings  were  the  samc  as  the  one  first  cited. 

Pursuant  to  a  second  writ  to  Walter  de  Kelby,  the  Kings  escheator  in 
the  county  of  Lincoln,  of  the  same  date,  an  inquisition  was  takeu  at  Cathorp 
on  Thursday  next  before  the  feast  of  the  apostles  Simon  and  Jude,  26th 
Oct.  1363,  and  thc  finding,  as  to  the  tenure  of  John  Lord  Bardolf  in  that 
countv,  gives  the  value  of  the  manor  of  Westborough,  with  its  members  of 
Dodingtou,  Stoking,  and  Stubton,  held  by  the  service  of  the  tenth  part  of 
a  barony,  at  xxixli.  xis.  xiid^  of  that  of  Kuskington,  with  its  members  of 
Dygby,  Amwick,  Lessyngham,  Roxham,  and  Branswell,  held  by  thc  service 
of  the  twelfth  part  of  a  barony,  at  xxxvi/i.  vi  j.  iiiirf.,  and  of  Cathorp,  with 

all  tlieir  appurtenances,  to  bave  and  to  bold  for  ever  ;  by  rirtue  of  wbicb  gift  and  feofment 
the  aforesaid  parties  being  seised  tberoof,  tbey  regrantod  tbe  same  manors  to  the  said 
Robert  Bardolf  and  Amicia  his  wife,  yet  surviving,  to  hold  for  the  term  of  their  joint  lives, 
rendering  to  the  said  feoffees  a  rose  on  the  24th  day  of  June,  with  reversion  to  themselves. 
The  manor  of  Mapledurham  Gumay  was  worth  20  marks,  and  was  held  of  tbe  Earl  of 
Arundel,  heir  of  the  Earls  Warren  ;  and  that  of  Stoke  do  Liele  was  worth  S/i.  and  held 
of  the  Earl  Marshal  ;  but  tho  serviee  of  eacb  was  unknown  to  the  jurors.  He  also  held 
the  manor  of  Holton  in  the  same  county  for  the  term  of  bis  lifo  of  tho  coneession  of  Sir 
William  Bardolf,  whicb  had  been  previously  granted  by  John  Lord  Bardolf  to  a  certain 
Nichohu  Dammory  for  the  term  of  his  life,  and  of  which  the  reversion,  after  tho  decease  of 
thU  tenant,  was  given  to  Kobert  Bardolf  by  the  said  Sir  William  Bardolf,  with  reversion 
t<>  his  heirs  after  his  decease.  This  manor  was  held  of  the  lord  the  King  as  of  the  honour 
of  Wallingford,  by  serrice  unknown  to  thc  jurora,  who  said  that  the  aforcsaid  Robcrt  died 
on  the  feast  of  the  Ascension  of  the  Lord  last  past,  and  that  they  were  ignorant  who  waa 
his  next  heir.  Amicia,  his  wife,  had  by  her  first  husband  John  Beverlee,  valet  to  King 
Edward  III.  two  daughters,  Anne  and  Elitabeth,  and  at  her  deccase,  which  occurred 
lstOctober,  1417,  Robert  Langford,  son  of  Anne,  and  Waltcr  Daundscy,  knigbt,  son  of 
Elizabeth,  were  found  to  lie  hor  heirs. 
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its  members  of  Freston,  Normanton,  Sudbrok,  Wilughby  near  Ancaster, 
Ilambek,  and  ■  moiety  of  Ancaster,  with  their  appurtenances,  held  by  the 
courtesy  of  England  as  of  the  right  of  his  wifc,  of  thc  King  in  chief,  by 
thc  service  of  the  fifth  part  of  one  knighfs  fief,  at  iiii"iiii/.  iiiirf.  Then 
follows  this  finding  of  the  jurors :  "  Item  dicunt  quod  predictus  Johanncs 
Bardolf  obiit  apud  civitatem  de  Assisio  ultra  mare  dic  Sabbati  proximo  ante 
festum  Sancti  Petri  ad  vincula  proxiraum  preteritum  sccundum  rumores 
que  venerunt  de  partibus  illis.  Et  dicunt  quod  Willelmus  Bardolf,*  filius 
ejusdem  Johannis,  est  hcres  propinqutor  ejusdem  Johannis,  et  est  etatis 
xiii  annorum  et  amplius."  The  city  of  Assisium,  in  thc  provincc  of  Umbria, 
duehy  of  Spoletto  in  Italy,  is  faraous  as  thc  birthplace  of  St.  Francis,  and 
the  real  day  of  thc  dcccasc  of  John  Lord  Bardolph  was  doubtless  Saturday, 
31st  of  July,  the  eve  of  the  feast  of  St.  Pcter  ad  Vincula,  1363,  leaving 
William  his  son  and  hcir  of  the  age  of  thirtcen  years  and  eleven  weeks 
at  thc  date  of  this  inquisitioti,  bom  in  August,  1350. 

Pursuant  to  writ  of  the  same  date  to  Walter  de  Frotheby,  escheator  of 

*  John  L<irtl  Hardolf  haa  been  apparcntly  «cnt  on  a  inisnion  by  the  King  into  Italy,  to 
negociato  thc  return  of  Popc  Urban  V.  to  Rome,  wbo  wa*  then  reaidiuc  at  Avignon,  aa 
aeveral  Popes  had  doue  before  him  since  tho  year  1304,  and  of  his  having  been  employed 
on  a  similar  mission  in  1352  at  the  court  of  Pope  Clemcnt  VI.  this  bull  in  his  favour  and 
that  of  his  wifc  i*  sufficit-nt  evidence,  aa  an  example  of  the  grcat  esteem  in  which  they 
wcre  held  by  that  prelate,  of  which  a  transcript  has  been  incorrectly  printed  by  Mr. 
Parkin,  in  his  History  of  Norfolk,  under  Wormegay.

Sincero  dovotionis  affectus,  qui  ad  nos  et  Roma- 
nam  geritis  ecclesiam,  non  indigne  meruit  ut  peticionibus  vestris,  &c.  quas  ex  dcvotionia 
fervore  prodire  conspicimua,  quantum  cum  Domino  possumus,  favoribilitcr  annuamua. 
Hinc  est  quod  nos,  vestris  devotis  supplicationibus  inclinati,  ut  liceat  vobis  habere  altare 
portabile  cum  rcvereticia  et  honore,  super  quod  in  locis  ad  hoc  convenientibus  et  bonestis 
possit  quilibet  vcstrorum  por  proprium  sacerdotem  ydoneum  missam  et  alia  divina  officia 
aine  juris  alieni  prejudicio  in  veatra  preaencia  facore  celebrari,  devocioni  vestre  tenore 
preaencium  indulgerous.  Nulli  vero  omnino  hominum  liceat  lianc  paginam  nostre  con- 
ceaaionis  infringero  vel  ejua  ausu  toinerario  cohibere.  Si  quis  autem  hoc  attemptare  pre-

As  John  Lord  Rardolf  was  tcnant  of  Caythorpe  by  the  courteay  of  Kngland,  his  wife, 
Klizabeth,  of  royal  deseent,  will  have  been  (leceased  in  his  lifctime  ;  and  a*  to  Uicir  two 
tlaughtcrs,  Isabel  aml  Agnes,  records  are  sileut  as  to  whom  they  married. 
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the  counties  of  Nottingham  and  Derby,  inquLsitions  were  taken  at  Not- 
tingham  on  the  twelfth  day  of  January,  and  at  Derby  on  the  20th  of  the 
sarne  month,  in  which  he  is  said  to  have  died  on  Monday  next  after  the 
feast  of  St.  Peter  ad  Vincula  last  past,  August  2nd,  1863.  He  was  found 
to  have  died  seised  of  Stoke  Bardolf  manor,  and  to  have  held  in  service 
twenty-nine  fiefs  of  knights,  a  half  and  a  quarter,  que  debent  esse  intend- 
entes  ad  curiam  de  Shelford  de  diversis  comitatibus,  in  Nottinghamshire,  but 
nothing  in  his  dcmesne  as  of  fee  in  the  county  of  Derby.  The  jurors  on 
the  inquisition  taken  12th  Nov.  before  John  de  Wyndsor,  escheator  of  the 
countics  of  Warwick  and  Leicester,  at  Halloughton  in  the  last  namcd  county, 
valued  his  tenure  in  the  same  at  vii/i.  viii*.  but  in  their  ignorance  designate 
the  heir  John,  and  falsely  describe  this  vill  to  be  parccl  of  the  honour  of 
Peverel  of  Nottingham,  instead  of  Shelford.  Of  his  other  lands  there  are 
no  inquisitions  of  this  regnal  ycar  ;  but  after  his  son,  William  Bardolf,  had 
attained  his  majority,  the  following  writ  was  issucd  for  farther  inquiry  to 
the  King's  escheator  in  the  county  of  Dorset,  and  the  like  to  the  escheators 
of  other  districts.

Precipimus  tibi  quod  per  sacramentum  proborum  et  legalium 
hominura  de  balliva  tua,  per  quos  rei  veritas  melius  sciri  poterit,  diligen- 
tius  inquiras  quas  terras  et  tenementa  Johannes  Bardolfe  de  Wermegeye 
defunctus  tenuit  de  nobis  in  capite  tam  in  dominico  quam  in  servicio  in 
balliva  tua  die  quo  obiit  et  quantum  dc  aliis  et  per  quod  servicium,  et 
quantum  terrc  ct  tenementa  illa  valeant  per  annura  in  omnibus  exitibus,  et 
quo  tcmpore  dictus  Johanncs  obiit,  et  quis  propinquior  heres  ejus  sit  et 
cujus  ctatis,  et  quis  vel  qui  terras  et  tenementa  illa  a  tcmpore  mortis  ejus- 
dem  occupavit  vel  occuparunt,  et  exitus  et  proScua  inde  percipit  vel  per- 
cipiunt  quo  titulo,  qualitcr  et  quo  modo.  Inquisitionem  inde  distincte  et 
aperte  factam  nobis  in  cancellaria  nostra  sub  sigillo  tuo  et  sigillis  eorum 
per  quos  fieri  fuerit,  sine  dilatione  mittas  et  hoc  breve.  Teste  meipso  apud 
Westmonasteriura  x°  die  Septembris,  anno  regni  nostri  Anglie  quadragesimo- 
quinto,  regni  vcro  Francie  tricesimo  aecundo."  (lOth  Sept.  1371.) 

Pursuant  to  this  writ  an  inquisition  was  taken  at  Cranburn,  on  Thursday 
next  after  the  feast  of  the  Exaltation  of  the  Holy  Cross(18  SepU),  when  it 
was  found  that  John  Lord  Bardolf  had  held  in  the  said  vill  of  the  lord  the 
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King  in  cbief,  on  the  day  on  which  hc  died,  58  acres  of  arable  land,  6  acres 
of  wood,  and  an  assiscd  rent  of  4/i.  od.  of  the  annual  value  of  13/»*.  lrf. 
and  that  the  same  John  died  on  the  fifth  day  of  August,  in  the  37th  year 
of  the  reign  of  Edward  the  Third,  and  that  William  Bardolf,  son  of  the 
sanie  John,  is  his  next  heir  and  of  the  age  of  22  ycars  and  three  weeks ; 
and  that  the  Lady  Philippa  Qucen  of  England  had  seisin  of  the  said  lands 
and  tenements  in  the  said  vill,  and  reccived  the  profits  from  the  time  of  the 
deceasc  of  the  same  John,  by  reason  of  tho  minority  of  thc  said  William, 
son  of  the  same  John.  In  Derbysbire  an  inquisition  was  taken  at  Ock- 
brook  before  Robert  de  Twyford,  cscheator,  on  the  first  day  of  October, 
whcn  it  was  found  that  John  Lord  Bardolf  had  bcen  seised  of  this  manor, 
and  had  enfeoffed  Geoffrey  Folchamp  in  the  same  to  hold  by  a  rent  of 
20  marks  yearly,  according  to  the  indenture  produced.  In  Buckingham- 
shire  an  inquisition  was  tnken  before  John  de  Olney,  escheator,  at  Wen- 
dover,  30th  Sept.  when  it  was  found  that  John  Lord  Bardolf  died  seised 
of  40*.  rent  in  thc  same  vill,  held  of  the  King  in  chief,  which  John  of 
Lancaster  had  received  of  the  gift  and  concession  of  the  Lady  Philippa, 
late  Queen  of  England,  to  whom  the  Lord  the  King  had  granted  the  in- 
heritance  of  the  aforesaid  John  Bardolf  during  the  minority  of  his  son  and 
heir,  William.  In  Gloucestershire  an  inquisition  was  taken  before  William 
Auncell,  escheator,  at  Minching  Hampton,  24th  Sept.  when  it  was  found 
that  John  Lord  Bardolf  held  nothing  in  chief,  but  that  he  had  in  his 
demesne  as  of  fee  one  messuage  and  one  carrucate  of  land,  9  acres  of  meadow, 
2  acreB  of  wood,  and  an  assised  rent  of  34«.  with  the  appurtenances,  in 
Nailsworth,  valued  at  66*.  8rf.  a  year,  all  which  lands  and  tenements, 
except  one  acre  of  meadow,  were  held  of  the  Abbess  of  Caine  (Caen,  in 
Normandy,)  by  service  of  socage,  rendering  annually  21*.  7  d.  to  the  afore- 
said  Abbess,  and  of  suit  of  court  to  the  manor  of  tbe  Abbess  at  Minching- 
Hampton,  from  three  weeks  to  three  weeks,  the  said  acre  being  held  of 
John  de  Croft  by  the  render  of  a  pound  of  pepper  annually  ;  also  that 
John  Bardolf,  knight,  son  of  the  aforcsaid  John  Bardolf,  was  his  next  heir 
and  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  the  21st  day  of  October  last  past,  and 
that  Philippa  Queen  of  England,  in  the  first  instance,  and  Hugh  Woode- 
ward  from  the  time  of  her  decease,  took  the  rents  and  profits.*    In  Surrey 

*  NaiUworth  ia  a  hamlet  in  thc  pariah  of  Horaley.  hundred  of  Longtreea,  Gloucester- 
ahire,  two  milea  from  Minching  Hampton.    Thia  manor,  with  Pinbury,  a  hamlet  in  tho 
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an  inquisition  was  taken  before  John  de  Bisshopcsthorp,  escheator,  at 
Croydon,  1 5th  Sept.  when  it  was  found  that  John  Lord  Bardolf  died  seised 
of  the  manor  of  Adington,  by  the  service  of  finding  a  dish  at  each  coronation 
of  a  sovereign,  to  make  therein  a  certain  mess  called  maupy-gernoun  ;  that 
he  had  died  on  the  fifth  day  of  August,  37  Edw.  III.  and  that  William 
Bardolf,  his  son  and  next  heir,  was  then  of  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and 
now  of  the  agc  of  twenty  years ;  that  Philippa,  late  Queen  of  England,  took 

parish  of  Duntisborne,  luul  been  given  to  the  abbey  of  the  Holy  Trinity  of  Cacn,  by  King 
WiUiam  the  Conqueror  and  his  wifc  Matilda,  the  foundera,  by  thi.  chartcr,  of  which  • 
copyba»  be«n  insorted  in  the  cartulary,  a  MS.  in  the  Bibliothequc  du  Roi  at  Paris,  n.  5650, 
foL  17,  recto.

In  Doroesday,  Gloucestrescire,  under  Terra  ASccleei»  Monialium  de  Cadomo,  theae 
manors  are  mentioned  ;  in  Cireceatre  bundred,  Ecclesia  Monialium  Sancte  Trinitatis  de 

Goda  comitiasa  tenuit  T.R.E.  Nailaworth  is  not  mentioned,  bat  it  waa  parcel  of  the 
manor  of  Hampton,  as  we  learn  from  thia  escheat.  Horaley,  the  pariah  in  which  it  is 
•itnate,  had  been  giren  to  thc  abbey  of  St.  Martin  of  Troarn,  of  the  foundaUon  of  Roger 
de  Montgomery,  Earl  of  Salop,  by  William  the  Conqueror,  which  had  al*o  been  •  manor 
belonging  to  Goda,  the  sister  of  King  Edward.

PREFACE. 


thc  issucs  and  profits  of  the  same  manor  from  the  time  of  the  deccasc  of 
the  said  John,  until  the  feast  of  the  Assumption  of  the  Blcssed  Mary  in 
the  43d  year  of  Edw.  III.  on  which  day  the  aforesaid  Queen  died,  and 
from  that  day  the  lord  the  King  had  possession  of  the  same  manor,  and 
had  taken  the  rents  and  profits  thcreof  through  the  hands  of  Simon  Norreys, 
parson  of  the  church  of  Caistor,  up  to  the  said  day,  by  reason  of  thc 
minority  of  the  son  and  heir  of  the  said  John  Bardolf.*  In  Sussex,  upon 
an  inquisition  taken  at  Lewes,  16th  Sept.  bcfore  the  same  escheator,  as  to 
the  manors  of  Berling  and  Barcomb,  and  lands  at  Fletching,  a  member  of 
Plumpton  manor,  the  finding  was  preciscly  the  same  as  the  above. 

YVilliam  Lord  Bardolf  was  summoned  to  Parliament  as  a  Baron  from  the 
20th  January,  49  Edward  III.  1376,  up  to  the  third  day  of  Septernber, 
9th  Richard  II.  1385.  In  one  of  the  compartments  of  the  cloisters  of 
Canterbury  Cathedral  is  sculptured  a  shield,  Azure,  three  cinquefoils  or, 
two  and  onc,  Bardolf,  impaling  Barree  of  six  or  and  vert,  a  bend  gules, 
Poynings ;  and  on  his  scal  the  shield  is  supported  by  two  wyvcrns,  their 
wings  endorsed,  the  crest  a  wy\ern's  head  between  two  wings  endorscd, 
issuant  from  a  ducal  coronet.  (CotL  MS.  Julius,  C.  VII.  fol.  149,  b.)  The 
supporters  and  crest  were  gules.  Michael  Lord  Poynings  gave  a  thousand 
marks  to  Qucen  Philippa  in  40  Edw.  III.  1366,  for  the  wardship  and 
marriage  of  WilUam,  the  son  and  heir  of  John  Lord  Bardolf,  to  the  end 
that  he  might  takc  Agncs,  his  daughter,  to  wife;  who,  by  the  namc  of 
"  Agnes  Bardolf,"  is  mentioned  as  a  legatee  in  the  will  of  her  mother, 
Joan  Lady  Poynings,  dated  12  May,  43  Edw.  III.  1369,  and  by  that  of 
«  Udy  Bardolf,  my  sister,"  in  the  wiil  of  Thomas  Lord  Poynings,  28 
Oct,  48  Edw.  III.  1374.  The  will  of  VVilliara  Lord  Bardolf,  of  Werme- 
gay,  bears  date  at  his  manor  of  Cathorp,  com.  Linc,  12th  Sept.,  9  Ric.  II. 
1385,  by  which  he  bequeathed  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  quire  of  the 
church  of  the  pryers  of  the  order  of  Mount  Carmel  at  Lynn,  which  was 
situatc  on  thc  banks  of  the  river  Lynn,  between  thc  South  Gate  and  All 

*  \U  the  jurora  of  a»  inquisition  taken  at  Addington  after  tbe  decease  of  Thomaa  Lord 
Bardolf,  14  Feb.  4  Edw.  III.  1330,  thia  manor  wu  declared  to  be  held  of  tlie  King  in 
chief  hy  a  ccrUin  scrrice,  namely,  that  of  aerving  up  in  the  preaence  of  the  lord  the  King 
on  the  day  of  his  coronation,  tliree  dishes  of  a  eertain  ineas  callcd  Maupygernoun,  one  to 
be  set  before  the  King,  another  before  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  the  third  befora 
the  nobleman  whom  the  iord  of  the  manor  shall  choosc  to  aasign,  in  lieu  of  all  servic*. 
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Hallows'  church,  and  is  said  to  have  becn  of  the  foundation  of  William 
Lord  Bardolf  in  1269.  The  only  legacy  recorded  is  one  to  his  heir  nialc, 
whomsoever  it  should  be,  of  a  part  of  the  very  Cross  of  our  Lord  set  in 
gold,  and  which  his  father  had  probably  obtained  from  Pope  ClemenL 
This  heir  male  was  Thomas  Bardolf,  who,  prior  to  the  8th  day  of  July, 
6  Ric.  II.  1382,  had  married  Avicia,  daughter  of  Ralph  Lord  Cromwell  of 
Tattershall,  in  right  of  his  wife  Maud,  the  daughter  of  John  Bernack, 
sister  and  heir  of  ber  brother  William,  as  we  learn  from  a  writ  of  that  date 
of  King  Richard  II.  at  Westminster,  addressed  to  William  de  Skipwith, 
his  cschcator  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  pursuant  to  which  this  inquisition 
was  taken.

Qui  dicunt  super  sacramentum  suum  quod  non  est 
ad  dampnum  domini  Regis  nec  aliorum,  si  idem  Dominus  Rcx  conccssit 
Willelmo  Bardolf  chivaler,  quod  ipse  Willelmus  dare  possit  et  assignare 
manerium  de  Reskynton  cum  pertinentiis,  simul  cum  medietate  advocationis 
ecclesic  cjusdem,  Thome  filio  ejusdem  Willelmi  et  Avicie  uxori  ejus,  et 
hercdibus  de  corporibus  ipsius  Thome  et  Avicie  exeuntibus,  ita  tamcn  quod 
si  iidem  Thomas  ct  Avicia  sine  heredibus  de  corporibus  eorum  exeuntibus 
obierint,  tunc  predictum  manerium  cum  pertinentiis  ad  prefatum  Willel- 
mum  et  heredes  suos  revertatur,  habendum  et  tenendum  sibi  et  heredibus 
suis  imperpetuum.  Quod  quidem  manerium  tenetur  de  Domino  Rege  in 
capite  per  servicium  militare  et  non  de  aliis.  Item  dicunt  quod  remaneant 
in  manus  dicti  Willelmi  maneria  de  Calthorp  et  Westburgh  in  comitatu 
predicto,  que  tenentur  de  Domino  Rege.  Item  rcmaneat  in  manus  dicti 
Willelmi  manerium  de  Fillingham  in  eodem  comitatu,  quod  tenetur  de 
domina  Johanna,  Principissa  Wallie."* 

*  Ruskington,  an  extcnsive  parish  in  thc  hundred  of  Flaxwell,  parts  of  Kesteven, 
Lincolnshirc,  U  deacribed  in  Domesday  under  the  heading  Terra  Goisfredi  Alselin, 
Laxewelle  Wapentacha,  »»y  the  name  of  Reachintone,  and  at  that  time  was  in  the  joint 
tenure  of  Goisfred  Alselin  and  his  nephew  Ralph,  save  six  bovates  of  land,  which  Drogo 
de  Bevrere,  (La  Beuvriere,  canton  de  Bethnne,  arrondisaemcnt  de  Bethune,  departe- 
ment  du  Pas  de  Calais,)  held.  Attached  to  it  were  three  berewicks,  Amwick,  Branse- 
Wftl,  and  Evedon,  and  an  extensive  soke.  The  Priory  of  Haverholme  was  within  the 
limits  of  thts  parish,  on  an  ialand  of  300  acrea,  fonned  by  two  branches  of  the  Sleaford 
river,  and  baving  bcen  relinquiahed  by  tho  Cistercian  monks  of  tho  abbey  of  Fountaina, 
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William  Lord  Bardolf  was  deceased  on  the  29th  day  of  January,  Monday 
before  the  Feast  of  the  Purification  of  Blessed  Mary,  9th  Ric.  II,  lt386, 
and  the  earUest  writs  of  diem  clausit  extremum,  sent  to  the  escheators,  bear 
date  at  Westminster  4th  February  following.    Pursuant  to  such  writ  an 

who  repaired  to  Louth  Park,  Alexander  Bishop  of  Lineoln,  by  charter,  in  the  year  1139, 
bestowed  thia  sito  upon  a  monaatery  of  the  order  of  Sempringham  ;  at  which  date  the 
parish  was  of  the  jolnt  tenure  of  Ralph  Ilanselin  and  Robert  de  Calz,  to  whom  the  Biabop 
gave  a  mill  in  exchange  for  their  ahares,  The  inheritance  of  the  former  deacended  to 
Daon,  Doun,  or  Dodo  Bardolf,  huaband  of  Beatrix  de  Warren,  deceaaed  prior  to  tbe  date 
of  these  Lettera  Close,  addreaaed  to  the  SherifTa  of  Lincolnshire,  Kssex,  and  Nottingham, 
noUfying  the  Kings  grant  of  the  custody  of  the  land  which  had  been  that  of  Daon 
Bardolf  to  Robcrt  de  Vipont  during  pleaaure,  from  Lexinton,  (Laxton,  com.  Notta.) 
23rd  day  of  February  1205,  and  in  favour  of  whoae  widow  we  have  theae  Letten  Cloae 
of  the  12th  of  March  following.

On  the  elcventh  year  of  the  rcign  of  King  John,  this  entry  ia  on  the  Pipe  Roll,  under 
Norfolc  et  Sudfolc.  Beatricia  fllia  Willelmi  de  Warrenua,  reddit  compotum  de  M.M.M. 
et  c  marcia  reddendia  infra  iiii.  annos  pro  habendis  terris  et  tenementis  que  fuerunt 
patris  sui,  et  que  ei  hereditarie  deacendunt,  et  pro  habenda  rationabili  dote  sua,  que  eam 
contingit  de  tencmentis  quo  fuerunt  Doun  Bardolfl,  quondam  viri  sui,  et  quod  non 
distringatur  ad  se  maritandum,  et  quod  dcbita  que  patersuus  Regi  debuit,  reddantur  de 
comrounibus  caUllis  que  fuerunt  Um  patria  sui  quam  Milisentie  uxoris  patris  sui,  die 
qua  pater  suus  obiiu  Hcr  father,  William  de  Warren,  gave  to  the  Canona  of  Southwark, 
together  with  his  body,  sixty  acres  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Foot  s  Cray,  in  the  hundrcd  of 
Ruxley,  Kent,  called  Wadeland,  for  the  souls  of  hia  father  Rcginald  and  of  his  rootlier 
Alicia,  and  of  wife  Beatrix,  and  of  Reginald  Uieir  son,  and  of  Beatrix  and  Isabella  their 
daughters.    This  grant  was  confirmed  by  his  daughter  and  beirew,  by  this  charter. 

Ego  Bcatrix,  fllia  Willielmi  de  Warenna,  post  mortem  viri  mei,  Dounl  Banlulfi,  dum 
essem  in  viduiUte  mca,  conceaai  et  confirmavi  donationem,  quam  pater  meua  Willielmus 
de  Warcnna  fccit  canonicia  de  Suthworko  pro  aalute  avi  mci  Reginaldi  do  Warenua  et 
Alicie  avie  mee,  et  patris  mei  Willielmi  ct  matris  mee  Beatricis,  et  fratris  mei  Reginaldi, 
cujus  corpus  ibi  requicscit,  et  Isabelle  sororis  mee,  et  mee,  de  lx.  acris  terre  in  Fortiscrea, 
viz.  in  Wadeland,  cum  pertinentiis  suia,  &c. 

As  printcd  in  the  MonaaUcon,  vol.  ii.  p.  85,  this  charter  is  a  manifest  corrupUon  of  the 
original,  and  falsely  headed  CarU  Bcatricis,  uxoris  ciusdcm  Willclmi. 

Joan,  Princcss  of  Walcs,  waa  the  widow  of  Edward  the  Black  Princc. 
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inquisition  was  taken  at  Lewes  on  the  last  day  but  one  of  thc  month  of 
February,  before  John  Broke,  escheator  of  Surrey  and  Sussex,  on  which  the 
finding  of  the  jurors  was  to  this  effect ;  that  William  Bardolf  of  Wermegay, 
chevaler,  held  nothing  in  chief  of  the  lord  the  King  in  thc  county  of 
Sussex,  but  that  he  held  the  manor  of  Portslade  of  Richard  Earl  of 
Arundel  and  Surrey,  which  manor  the  Lord  La  Warre  had  held  of  the 
said  William  by  military  service,  and  that  the  said  William  held  it  of  the 
aforesaid  Earl  by  the  service  of  ten  knight's  fees,  which  services  were 
worth  nothing,  except  after  the  decease  of  the  tenant  of  the  aforesaid  manor, 
and  that  Thomas  Bardolf,  his  son  and  next  heir,  was  sixteen  years  of  age 
on  Friday  next  after  the  feast  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle  last  past.  Another 
inquisition  before  the  same  escheator  at  Jevington,  in  the  same  county, 
taken  on  the  second  day  of  April,  contains  a  similar  verdict.  A  third 
inquisition,  taken  at  Croydon,  com.  Surrey,  on  the  seventh  day  of  the 
month  of  Aphl,  describes  him  to  have  held  no  lands  in  that  county,  either 
1n  demesne  or  in  service  of  the  lord  the  King  in  chief,  or  of  any  one  else ; 
the  time  of  his  decease  as  above.*  "  Et  dicunt  quod  Thomas  Bardolf  est 
filius  dicti  Willelmi  et  heres  ejus  propmquior,  et  fuit  etatis  sexdecim  anno- 
rum  tercio  kalendaB  Januarii  ultimo  preterito."  Before  John  Methewold, 
the  King's  escheator  in  the  counties  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  inquisitions 
were  taken  at  Wormegay  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  next  after  the  feast 
of  St.  Matthias  the  Apostle,  and  on  Friday  at  Whinbergh,  28th  Feb., 

*  Punuant  to  a  writ  to  Robert  de  Loxley,  earheator  of  the  lord  the  King,  In  the 
eountyof  Surrey,  with  the  King*  teete  at  Westminster,  llth  Feb.  2  Ric.  II.  1379, 
an  inquisition  was  taken  before  him  at  Croydon  on  Saturday,  7th  day  of  May  following,  on 
which  the  jurors  declared  that  it  was  not  to  loss  or  prejudiee  of  the  lord  the  King,  or  of 
others,  should  the  King  concede  to  William  Bardolf,  of  Winnegeye,  lioence  to  grant  his 
manor  of  Addington,  with  tbe  appurtenanccs,  to  WUliam  Walcote,  for  the  term  of  his  life, 
to  hold  of  the  King  and  hia  heirs,  by  the  service  due  and  accustomed,  with  remainder  aftcr 
the  deceaae  of  the  aforeaaid  WUliam  Waleote  to  William,  son  of  the  aforesaid  WUIiam 
Uardolf,  and  to  Uie  heirs  iaauing  of  the  body  of  the  aforemid  William,  son  of  William, 
and  in  case  of  his  deaUi  without  issue  remainder  over  to  the  heirs  of  the  aforcsaid  William 
Banlolf,  to  be  held  of  the  lord  Uio  King  and  his  heirs  by  the  said  servicc.

Hence  Uie  tinding  of  Uie  jury  at  hi*  decease  waa  owing  to  thia  maiior  being  Uius  alienated 
in  his  lifetimc,  with  revenuon  to  his  youngcr  son,  William  Bardolf. 
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lst  and  2nd  of  March,  as  to  his  tenure  of  the  manor  of  Stowe,  Fincham, 
Cantely,  Strumpeshagh,  Qwynbergh,  and  Wormegay,  and  of  a  rent  of 
20*.  8rf.  in  Tilney,  and  on  each  we  have  this  finding,  "et  dicunt  quod 
idem  Willelmus  obiit  die  lune  proximo  ante  festum  Purificationis  Bcate 
Marie  ultimo  preterito,  et  quod  Thomas  de  Bardolf,  filius  ejusdem  Willelmi, 
est  heres  ejus  propinquior,  sed  de  etate  ejus  ignorant  quia  natus  fuit  in 
comitatu  Sussexic."     A  fourth  inquisition  was  taken  at  Ilketeleshale,  in 
Suffblk,  on  Saturday  the  feast  of  St.  Wynwaley,  Srd  March,  as  to  his 
manor  of  Ilkcteshale,  held  of  the  King  in  chief,  with  the  same  finding  and 
ignorancc  as  to  the  age  of  the  heir.    Before  John  de  Coton,  eschcator  of 
the  county  of  Lincoln,  an  inquisition  was  taken  at  Cathorp,  on  Wednesday 
the  last  day  of  February,  as  to  his  tenure  of  Cathorp  manor,  with  its  mem- 
bers,  Freston,  Normanton,  Sutbroke,  Willughby,  Hambek,  and  a  moiety  of 
Ancaster,  unde  lxx#.  solvuntur  per  annum  ad  auxilium  Vicecomitis  Lin- 
colnie ;  item  solvuntur  fratri  Briano  dc  Gray,  fratri  ordinis  Sancti  Johannis 
de  Jerusalcm  in  Anglia,  viginti  libre  argenti  annuatim  sibi  concesse  per 
dominum  Wdlelmum  Bardolf  militem  ad  terminum  vite  dicti  Briani  licencia 
domini  Regis  inde  optenta.     Et  dicunt  quod  prcfatus  Willelmus  Bardolf 
miles  obiit  seisitus  in  dominico  suo  ut  de  feodo  de  tribus  feodis  militum, 
medietate  unius  feodi,  et  sexta  parte  unius  feodi  militis,  in  Normanton, 
Willughby,  Sutbroc,  Thurleby  juxta  Brune,  Swatton,  Helpringham,  et 
Bykyr;  as  also  of  Westborough  manor,  with  its  members,  Dodington, 
Stokkinge,  Stubton,  and  Gladwyrithorpe,  out  of  which  20*.  were  owing  to 
the  Prior  of  Shelford  ;  of  a  moiety  of  the  advowson  of  the  church  of  West- 
borough,  and  three  knights  fees  in  Westborough,  Gladwinthorp,  Doding- 
thorp,  Stubton  and  Claypol.    Another  inquisition  was  taken  at  Lincoln, 
on  Saturday  next  before  the  feast  of  St.  Gregory  the  Pope,  lOth  March, 
as  to  his  tenure  of  the  manor  of  Ruskington,  with  its  members  of  Digby, 
Dirington,  Amwyke,  Lcsingham,  Roxham,  Donesby  and  Brauncewell, 
which  contains  a  recital  of  the  feofment  madc  on  occasion  of  his  son's 
marriage  in  the  sixth  year  of  Ric.  II.  above  noticed,  and  also  this  finding 
in  respect  to  thc  manor  of  Fillingham  ;  "  Item  dicunt  quod  dictus  Willcl- 
mus'Bardolf  diu  antequam  obiit  feoftavit  Johannem  du  Grene  clcricum, 
Johanncm  de  Clay  clericum,  et  Willclmum  de  Walcote,  in  manerio  de 
Fylyngham  cum  pcrtinentiis  sibi  habcndo  et  assignatis  suis,  quod  quidem 
manerium  tenetur  de  domino  Thoma  comite  Cestrie,  ut  de  manerio  de 
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Broeelesby,  in  comitatu  Lincolnie,*  et  dicunt  quod  dicti  Johannes,  Johannes 
et  Willelmus  dimiserunt  dictum  manerium  de  Fylyngham  cum  pertinentiis 
Johanni  de  Wythornewik  clerico,  ad  terminum  vite  sue."  Its  value  was 
13/.  6*.  4d.,  and  the  age  of  the  heir,  Thomas  Bardolf,  is  stated  in  both  in- 
quisitions  at  seventeen  years  and  more.  Before  John  de  Briggeford, 
escheator  of  the  counties  of  Nottingham  and  Derby,  inquisition  was  taken 
at  Aylweston,  on  Monday  ncxt  before  the  feast  of  St.  Cuthbert  the  Bishop, 
19  March,  when  William  Bardolf  of  Wyrmegey,  chcvaler,  was  found  to  have 
died  seised  of  26«.  of  annual  rent  due  from  frec  tcnants  in  thc  soke  of  Ayl- 
weston,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  as  parcel  of  the  Barony  of  Shelford,  in  the 
county  of  Nottingham,  "et  dicunt  quod  idem  Willelmus  habuit  die  quo  obiit 
scrvicia  sex  feodorum  et  dimidii  et  quarterii  militis  in  soka  predicta,  perti- 
nentia  ad  Baroniam  predictam,  et  dicunt  quod  idem  Willelmus  obiit  dic  lune 
proximo  ante  festum  Purificationis  Beate  Marie  ultimo  preterito,  et  quod 
Thomas  filius  predicti  Willelmi  est  heres  ejus  propinquior,  et  etatis  xvii.  an- 
norum  ct  amplius."

*  The  manor  of  Brattelby,  in  the  hundred  of  Uwrw,  parta  of  Lindscy,  Linoolnshire, 
is  the  flrst  named  in  Domesday,  among  those  bclonging  to  CuUuain,  and  subaequcntly  to 
Ki4«  rt  de  Haia,  the  owner  of  Fillingham,  and  waa  apparently  conaidcrcd  a*  the  eaput  of  thia 
Honour.  Nicholaa  de  Haia,  tho  hciraaa  of  thia  family,  waa  tho  wife  of  Gerard  de  Camrill, 
whose  tenure  of  thia  manor  is  thua  aet  down  in  tbe  Ti*ta  de  Nevill.  Idem  Gtrardua 
tenet  de  domino  Rcge  feodum  uniua  militia  et  quartam  partem  feodi  uniua  militia  in  Fig- 
lingham,  unde  Donua  Bardolf,  qui  mortuua  eat,  tenuit  feodum  uniua  militis  de  eo,  et 
Willelmua  filius  Thome  quartam  partem  feodi  uniua  militi*  per  idem  serricium.

The  heireas  of  the  family  of  Camviilo,  Idonca, 
waa  the  wife  of  William  Longeape,  who  held  thia  Honour  20th  Hen.  III.  1235,  as  wo 
leara  from  the  returns  of  the  collectors  of  the  aid  granted  in  tbat  year  to  thc  King,  who 
rendercd  accompt  of  the  asseasmcnt  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  parta  of  Lindsey,  namely, 
Jollan  dc  Nevill  and  William  de  Baillol  ;  iidem  reddunt  compotum  de  viii  marcis  pro 
Willelmo  Longa  Spata  de  feodo  Nicholae  de  Haia.  Et  debet  xvi  libraa  de  remancnte  xvi 
feodorum  de  veteri  feoflamento.  In  the  reign  of  Edward  the  Third  this  Honour  eacheatcd 
to  the  crown  aftcr  the  deccaac  of  Alice  de  Lacy,  the  widow  of  Thomas  Earl  of  Lancaster, 
in  1348  ;  but  the  statement  of  the  jury  that  it  was  held  of  Thomas  Earl  of  Cheatcr  ia 

first  wife  of  Kichard  the  Second,  who  died  an  infant  subscquent  to  this  date,  and  before 
the  time  of  its  crcction  into  a  Principality,  whicb  was  hercafter,  according  to  an  Act  of 
Pariuunent,  21st  Ric.  II.  to  aerve  „  the  appanage  of  the  future  heir  apparent  to  the  throne, 
if  God  ahould  grmnt  the  King  this  bleaaing. 
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ford  on  Tuesday  next  before  the  feast  of  St.  Gregory,  Pope,  6th  March,  as 
to  his  tenure  of  the  manor  of  Stoke  Bardolf,  as  parcel  of  the  Barony  of 
Shclford,  "exceptis  x.  marcis  annui  redditus  cuidam  Johanni  Grene,  persone 
ecclesie  de  Plompton,  a  prefato  Willelmo  nuper  concessis,  percipiendis  ad 
festa  Pasche  et  sancti  Michaelis  equaliter  ad  terminum  vite  dicti  Johannis." 
To  which  manor  was  belonging  a  passagc  by  boat  across  Trent,  worth 
yearly  beyond  rcprises  xiirf. ;  and  the  number  of  knights'  fees  held  of  his 
moiety  of  the  Barony  of  Shelford  are  put  down  at  twenty-nine,  and  the  age 
of  the  heir  as  above.  Before  Thomas  Blythe,  of  Blythe,  eschcator  of  the 
county  of  Leicestcr,  inquisition  was  taken  at  Halloughton,  on  Thursday 
next  bcfore  the  feast  of  the  Annunciation  of  Blesscd  Mary,  23rd  March,  as 
to  his  tenure  of  one  toft  and  three  carrucates  of  land,  "  cum  capitibus  pra- 
torum,"  of  the  honour  of  Peverell,  by  military  service,  with  this  finding,  as 
to  his  heir,  "  quod  Thomas  Bardolf  miles  est  filius  et  heres  ipsius  Willelmi 
defuncti,  et  de  etate  octodecem  annorum  in  festo  Natalis  Domini  ultimo  pre- 
terito."  These  varianccs  as  to  the  dny  of  the  birth  and  the  age  of  the  heir 
are  of  frequent  occurrence  in  inquisitions,  and  from  subsequcnt  evidence  it 
is  certain  that  he  was  at  the  time  of  his  father's  dccease  in  his  eighteenth 
year,  and,  as  he  was  born  in  Susscx,  the  date  givcn  in  the  inquisitions  in 
that  county  is  probably  correct,  in  which  he  is  stated  to  have  been  born  on 
the  22nd  day  of  December,  1368.  In  the  following  regnal  year  of  Richard 
II.,  writs  with  ihe  King's  teste  at  Westminster,  28th  day  of  June,  1386, 
were  sent  to  the  escheators  above-named  for  the  counties  of  Nottingham 
and  Lincoln,  for  inquiry  as  to  the  knights  fees  and  advowsons  held  by  the 
deccased  in  the  same.  Accordingly  an  inquisition  was  takcn  at  Nottingham 
on  Saturday  next  before  the  feast  of  the  Nativity  of  Blessed  Mary,  lOth 
Ric.  II.,  lst  Sept.,  as  to  his  tcnuro  of  three  fiefs  and  the  twentieth  part  of 
a  knight's  fief  in  that  county;  and  another  at  Derby  on  Friday  next  before 
the  feast  of  St.  Denis,  5th  Oet.,  as  to  his  tenure  of  six  fiefs,  a  half  and  a 
quartcr  of  a  fief,  and  of  nine  bovates  of  land  in  that  county.  In  Nottingham- 
shirc  he  had  held  a  moiety  of  the  church  of  Gedling,  worth  twenty  marks. 
Another  inquisition  was  taken  at  Caythorp  on  Friday  next  after  the  feast  of 
St.  Thomas  the  Apostlc,  28th  Dec.,  as  to  his  tcnure  of  one  fief  in  Thurleby, 
held  by  the  abbot  of  Peterborough,  one  in  Cathorp  and  Brandon,  held  by 
John  de  Rouceby,  clerk  ;  one  in  Normanton  and  Willoughby,  held  by  Tho- 
mas  Prendergast  and  Isabella  de  Normanton  ;  one  in  Willoughby  near  An- 
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caster,  held  by  John  Scnry ;  a  sixth  part  of  one  fief  in  Sutbrook,  held  by 
John  Tebaud ;  a  ninth  part  of  a  fief  in  Byker,  held  by  John  de  Nevill, 
knight,  Lord  of  Raby ;  two  parts  of  one  ficf  in  Helpringham,  held  by  the 
same  ;  half  a  fief  in  Calthorp,  held  by  John  Inglish,  and  the  twentieth  part 
of  a  fief  in  Freston,  "  et  dicunt  quod  omnia  feoda  predicta  sunt  de  feodo 
vocato  Vescy,  et  pertinent  manerio  de  Calthorp  cum  pertinentiis,"  of  which 
the  value  was  unknown  to  the  jurors.*  Appurtenant  to  the  manor  of 
Westburgh  were  two  knight's  fiefs  in  Wrawby,  Glandford  Brigg,  and  El- 
sham,  held  by  Ralph  de  Bracebrigge,  knight ;  half  a  fief  in  Claypool,  held 
by  Nicholas  Hebden  ;  an  eighth  part  of  a  fief  in  Claypool  and  Fenton,  held 
by  Sir  John  Cressy,  knight ;  and  an  eighth  part  of  a  fief  in  Claypool  and 

•  At  tho  time  of  tho  Survey  under  William  the  Conqueror  the  land  of  Robert  du  Vcscy 
compri*ed  a  manor  in  Helpringham,  wapcntake  of  Aawardburn,  of  soven  carrucatea  and 
three  bovates.    A  manor  in  Caythorp,  having  ninetcen  carrucates  and  two  bovates  in  de- 
meane,  and  twenty-eight  carrueatea  and  six  bovates  of  soke  geldable.    Land  to  as  many 
ploughs,  i.  t,  forty-eight,  to  which  were  adjacent  three  hundreds,  Fricston,  Normanton, 
and  Wuiougbby,  and  in  it  were  two  churches  and  two  priests,  and  half  a  tnill,  worth  ten 
ahillings,  aod  eight  hundred  and  eighty  acrea  of  meadow.     Land  in  Brandon  and 
Rauceby  was  also  soke  of  ttiis  manor,  and  a  half  carrucate  in  Swayton  waa  a  bercwick  of 
the  same.

Six 
bovatcs  and  a  half  of  land  in  Heckington,  in  Aswardbum  wapentake,  was  also  soke  of 
Caythorp.    ln  Uie  Tcsta  de  Nevill  for  Lincolnahirc,  underFeoda  Willelmi  de  Veacy,  we 
read  as  follows : — "  Willclmus  do  Blokevill  tenet  unum  feodum  in  Turleby,  Willclmus  de 
Latimer  tcnet  tertiam  partem  unius  feodi  in  Hcckington.    Cathorp,  Friston,  Normanton, 
Seggebrock  et  dimidia  Ancastra  de  feodo  Willelmi  dc  Vcscy.    Johannes  Coleman  unum 
feodum  in  Cathorp.    Radulphus  fllius  Johannis  unum  fcodum  in  Normanton.  Jollanus 
de  Evermue  unum  fcodum  in  Wylgheby.     Rogerus  de  Burleg  dimidium  feodum  in  Sug- 
gebrock.    Willelmus  de  Latimer  nonam  partem  uniua  feodi  in  Bykir.    Willclmus  le 
Latimer  duos  partes  unius  feodi  in  Elpringham.    Willelmus  le  Latimer  tenet  terram  suam 
in  Swaneton,  ct  quando  scutagium  eat  ad  xl.  solidos  quclibet  bovata  dat  viii.  denarios." 
The  two  churches  mentioned  in  Domesday  will  havc  been  those  at  Caythorp  and  Norman- 
ton.    Frieaton  is  a  hainlet  of  Caythorp  ;  Willoughby  and  Sudbroke  are  hamlcU  in  the 
vicinity  of  Ancaater.    Thurlby  near  Bourne  is  in  the  hundred  of  Ness,  and  Hcckington  in 
that  of  Aswardburn.    Bicker  is  in  thc  hundrcd  of  Kirton,  and  Swayton  in  thnt  of  Ave- 
lund.    The  Steveninge  of  Domesday  was  in  Bickcre  hundrcd,  and  givcs  name  to  the 
manor  of  East  Evcning,  in  8wine*head.    The  heireas  of  William  Lord  Latimer,  deceased 
28  May,  4th  Ric.  II.,  wa»  Eliubeth,  the  wife  of  John  Lord  Neville  of  Raby.  Hamond- 
beck  was  the  name  of  a  drain  extending  from  Spalding  to  Boston  haven,  and  passing 
through  Bicker. 
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Stubton,  held  by  William  de  Carleton.  The  advowsons  included  those  of 
the  churches  of  Brynkell,  Owenby  near  Spridlington,  and  a  moiety  of  that 
of  We«tborough.# 

During  thc  minority  of  Thomas  Lord  Bardolf,  he  was  resident  at  the 
castle  of  Tattcrshall,  in  the  hundred  of  Gartree,  parts  of  Lindsey,  Lincolti- 
shire,  the  seat  of  his  father-in-law,  Ralph  Lord  Cromwell,  and  hence  it  is 
probable  that  his  wardship  and  custody  had  been  granted  to  this  nobleman. 
In  the  13th  year  of  Richard  the  Sccond  a  writ  was  sent  to  William  Kim- 
berley,  escheator  of  the  county  of  Essex,  which  bcars  datc  at  Westminster, 
25th  OcU  1389,  cnjoining  him  to  make  further  inquiry  as  to  the  lands  and 
fiefs  which  had  been  those  of  his  father.  Pursuant  thercto  inquisition  was 
taken  at  Bradwell  before  him,  on  the  1  lth  Nov.  following,  which  describcs 
William  Bardolf  of  Wermegay,  chevaler,  deccased,  to  havedied  seized  in  the 
vill  of  Bradwcll  ncar  Tillingham  of  divers  rents  and  lands  held  of  the  lord 
the  King  in  chief  by  military  service,  as  also  of  the  advowson  of  the  church 
of  Bradwell,  which  was  worth  yearly  in  all  issues,  according  to  the  true 
value  of  thc  same,  bcyond  reprises,  20  &,  being  all  he  held  in  the  county. 
The  jurors  also  affirmcd  that  Ralph  Attewode,  William  Borenau,  and  Ralph 
Judde  had  occupied  the  rent  aforesaid,  and  taken  the  issues  and  profits 
thercof  from  thc  timc  of  the  decease  of  the  aforesaid  William  Bardolf,  up  to 
the  day  of  the  taking  of  the  inquisition,  because  no  one  had  demandcd  the 
said  rent  from  them  during  the  time  aforesaid,  and  that  the  aforesaid  Wil- 

*  The  capital  manor  Wcstborough,  in  the  hundred  of  Loveden,  pirt«  of  Kestcven,  Lin- 
colnshirv,  wa»  held  eonjointly  by  Geoffrey  Alsclin  aud  Ralph  his  ncphew  at  the  Survey, 
and  at  that  time  the  purishcs  of  Doddington,  Claypool,  and  Stubton,  adjoining  thc  parish 
of  Weatborough,  were  included  in  thc  aoke  of  tbis  manor.  In  the  reign  of  Hcnry  the 
Third  William  Bardulf  held  tn  Weatborough,  Dodington,  Stubeton,  and  Panra  Tborp,  tn 
chief  of  the  lord  the  King,  the  flef»  of  two  knighta.

In  the  Teata  de  Nevill  we  liave  thia  entry  under 
Wapentac  de  Jerdeburgo,  Wragby: — "  Gilbertus  de  Arcubua  tcnet  in  Ellisham,  Wraby, 
ct  Kettctby  feoda  duorum  militum  de  Roberto  do  Everinglutm,  et  idem  Robertus  d«  do- 
mino  Rege  in  capite  de  conqucstu.  Itcm  Willelmus  de  Alneto,  Walterua  de  Pertenay  et 
domina  de  Drayna  tcncnt  in  Elleaham,  Wraby,  ct  Kettelby  feoda  duorum  milituni  de  Do- 
mino  Uardulfo  et  idcm  Rardulfua  do  domino  Rege  in  capite  de  conqueatu."  KetUeby 
ia  a  hamlet  in  Bigby,  adjacent  to  Wrawby. 
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liam  Bardolf  died  on  the  last  day  of  January,  9th  Ric.  II.,  and  that  Thomas, 
son  of  the  aforesaid  William,  is  his  next  heir,  and  was  of  the  age  of  twenty 
years  on  the  fourth  day  of  January  la»t  past.    Before  John  Longeville, 
escheator  of  the  county  of  Buckingham,  pursuant  to  a  writ  of  same  date, 
inquisition  was  taken  at  Wendover  on  Tuesday  next  before  the  feast  of  St. 
Martin  the  Bishop,  9th  Nov.,  which  describes  him  to  have  held  16«.  of  as- 
sised  rent  in  Bledlowe,  from  a  certain  water-mill,  and  20«.  from  one  carru- 
cate  of  land;  six  shillings  from  the  manor  of  Huckotc  near  Aylesbury,  as 
parcel  of  the  manor  of  Stowe-Bardolf,  which  manor  without  the  county  was 
held  of  the  King  in  chief,  ten  acres  of  arable  land  in  the  fields  of  Wendover, 
called  Irelondes  Stokkyng,  and  26«.  5d.  of  assised  rent  there,  held  of  the 
lord  the  Duke  of  York,  as  parcel  of  the  manor  of  Wendover,  by  the  service 
of  doing  suit  at  the  court  of  the  said  manor  twice  a  year,  which  ten  acres 
were  worth  50«     And  the  jurors  say  that  thc  aforesaid  William  Bardolf 
died  on  Monday  next  before  the  feast  of  the  Purification  of  the  Virgin 
Miry,  9th  Ric.  II.,  and  that  Thomas  Bardolf  is  son  and  next  heir  of  the 
aforcsaid  William,  and  is  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  more ;  and 
that  Roger  Skynner  of  Wcndover,  and  divcrs  other  tenants,  had  kcpt  back 
these  rents  without  title.*    Pursuant  to  a  second  writ,  bearing  date  at 
Westminster,  llth  April,  1390,  an  inquisition  was  taken  before  Hcnry 
Bukyngham,  escheator  of  the  county  of  Northampton,  on  Saturday  next 
after  the  feast  of  St.  John  thc  Baptist,  25th  June,  I4th  Ric.  II.,  which 
describes  William  Bardolf  of  Wermegay,  chevaler,  deceased,  to  have  hcld, 
whilst  he  lived,  three  parts  of  one  fief  of  a  knight  in  Middelton  and  Colyn- 
trough,  and  to  have  died  seized  thereof,  which  said  three  parts  Robert  le 
Veer  then  held  as  of  the  right  of  Anne,  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir 
Thomas  Malsores,  chivaler,  deceased,  which  was  worth  twenty  marks. 
Pursuant  to  a  third  writ,  bearing  date  at  Westminster,  15th  May  following, 
inquisition  was  taken  before  VVilliam  Pappeworth,  escheator  of  the  counties 
of  Cambridge  and  Huntingdon,  on  Saturday  next  after  the  fcast  of  St. 

*  Bledlow,  a  parish  in  the  hundred  of  Aylesbury,  Buclcs,  had  been  parcel  of  the  land 
of  Hugh  de  Gournay,  and  by  him  given  in  alms  with  the  church  to  the  abbey  of  Bec-

how  it  came  to  be  a  member  of  the  manor  of  Stow-Bardolf  in  Norfolk. 
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Andrew  the  Apostle,  3rd  Dec.,  14th  Ric.  II.,  which  describes  the 
deceased  to  have  held  a  knight's  fief  in  Enhale,  in  Cambridgcshire, 
which  Eudo  de  Harleston,  son  and  heir  of  Roger  de  Harlcston,  held, 
worth  10  /*.  and  the  fourth  part  of  a  fief  iu  Newton  in  the  hundred  of 
VVisbeach,  which  Edinund  Gunvyl  hcld,  worth  20*.*  Pursuant  to  a  fourth 
writ  to  William  Kimberly,  escheator  in  the  counties  of  Essex  and  Hertford, 
named  above,  dated  12th  April,  inquisitions  were  severally  taken  at  Brent- 
wood  on  Thursday  the  feast  of  the  translation  of  St.  Thomas  the  Martyr, 
7th  July,  14  Ric.  II.  which  describes  the  deceased  tohave  held  one  knight's 
fief  in  Bradwell,  which  the  Lord  de  Roos,  who  had  taken  to  wife  the  heir 
of  Orby,  held,  worth  10  /»„  a  twcntieth  part  of  a  fief  held  by  the  heir  of 
John  Le  Cook,  worth  xv  jr.,  and  a  twelfth  part  of  a  fief  held  by  Robert  Bore- 
fare  and  the  heir  of  John  de  la  Tane,  worth  40».,  and  the  advowson  of  the 
church  wprth  20  /».f  ;  and  at  Watton-atte-Stone  on  the  9th  day  of  October

Willclmua,  fratcr  domini  Regia  Uenrici,  dedit  Brade- 
wille  pcr  scrvicium  unius  militia  Thome  Bardulf,  et  Thomas  Bardulf  dedit  tros  parte» 
ville  tribus  Hliabus  suis  in  maritagio,  scilicet,  Koberto  de  Sancto  Rcmigio,  Willelino 
Bacun,  el  Baldwino  de  Thoeni,  et  idem  Thomas  rctinuit  dimidium  fooduui  militis,  scilicet 
quarlam  jwrtem  quam  Baldwinua  de  Thoeni  et  Thomaa  de  Borfare  tenent  et  quartam 
partem  quam  Simon  Cocus  tenet  in  eadem  villa.

Thomas  Fitz  Bernard  waa  huithand  of  Alicia  de  tiarpenvilla, 
daughtcr  and  hcir  of  William  dc  Garpcnville  and  Albritha  de  Rumenel,  who  with  the 
samc  Albritha  had  all  her  inheritance  and  the  marshalsea  of  the  King's  birds,  and  tl.i» 
succcssion  was  confinned  to  him  by  charter  of  King  John,  dated  at  Woodstock,  ldth  day 
of  March,  5th  of  John,  1204.  Mary,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  de  Orby,  who  had  been 
the  wife  of  Sir  John  de  Rooa  of  Helmsley,  com.  Ebor.  chivaler,  died  without  tasue  18th 
Ric.  II.  1394-5,  when  Maud,  the  wife  of  Ralph  Lord  Cromewell,  roother  of  Avicia  Lady 
Bardolf,  was  found  to  be  her  cousin  and  one  of  two  cohcirs.  William  Lord  Bardolph 
prescnted  llenry  Croydon  on  the  26th  June,  1384,  to  the  church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  of 
Bradwell  juxU  Mare,  upon  the  resignation  of  «uido  Mone. 
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foUowing,  which  describes  him  to  have  died  seiiedof  no  fees  in  that  county, 
but  that  he  had  held  the  advowson  of  a  free  chapel  in  the  vill  of  Watton- 
atte-Stone,  worth  yearly  4  and  the  advowson  of  the  church  of  Staple- 
ford,  worth  yearly  6  U.  13*.  6rf.  Pursuant  to  a  fifth  writ  to  Robert  Sib- 
thorp,  eschcator  in  the  counties  of  Surrey  and  Susaex  of  the  same  date, 
inquisition  was  taken  at  Crawley  on  Monday  next  after  the  feast  of  the 
Holy  Trinity,  SOth  May,  13  Ric.  II.  which  describes  him  to  have  held  on 
the  day  of  his  decease  ten  knight's  fiefs  in  the  vill  of  Porteslade  of  Richard 
Earl  of  Arundel  and  Surrey,  which  said  fiefs  Sir  John  de  la  Warre,  chivaler, 
held  of  the  aforesaid  William  by  the  sarae  service,  each  fee  being  of  the 
annual  value  of  5  /7.  when  it  should  chance  to  fall  in,  and  nothing  else  in 
respect  of  fiefs  and  advowsons  in  those  counties.f  Purxuant  to  a  sixth 
writ,  to  William  Flamavill,  escheator  of  the  counties  of  Warwick  and 
Leicester,  dated  12th  of  May,  inquisition  was  taken  at  Halloughton  on 
Tuesday  next  before  the  feast  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  23rd  May,  which 
describes  him  as  having  died  seizcd  of  one  fief  and  a  half  in  Billesdon,

t  PorUlade,  a  parish  in  the  hundred  of  Fishergate,  rape  of  Lewes,  had  heen  eonstituted 
the  principal  aeat  of  the  honour,  consisting  of  ten  fiefs  in  Suascx,  which  was  apportioned 
to  Reginald  de  Warren,  younger  brother  of  William  de  Warren,  third  Earl  of  8urrey,  and 
upon  the  decease  of  hia  son  and  heir  William  de  Warren,  thi»  inheriUnce,  together  with 
the  barony  of  Wermegay,  derived  from  her  grandmother,  Alice  de  Wennegay,  dcvolved 
upon  Beatrix,  his  oniy  surviving  child,  then  the  widow  of  Doun  Bardolf.  Not  long  after 
she  remarried  Hubert  de  Burgh,  the  chamberUin  of  King  John,  by  whom  she  had  sons, 
who  dicd  in  infancy,  and  was  herself  deccaaed  l.efore  the  closc  of  thc  year  1214, 16  John. 
Her  son  by  her  first  husband  waa  of  age  and  in  poaaeasion  of  his  paternal  inheritance  in 
the  following  year,  but  waa,  it  seems,  compelled  by  hU  step-father  to  make  him  a  grant  of 
tho  capital  manor  of  PorteaUde,  with  iU  appendant  knight 's  fees,  which  U  enrolled  on 
the  Pipe  Koll  of  the  second  year  of  Henry  III.  1218,  undcr  Northamptonshire.  Hubert 
de  Burgh,  creatod  Earl  of  Kent  by  Henry  III.  died  at  lianstead  in  Surrey,  12th  May, 
27  Hen.  III.  1243,  and  in  the  same  year  WUlUm  Bardolf  had  livery  of  the  honour  of 
Wonnegay,  held  by  him  during  life  by  the  courtesy  of  Kngland.  His  son  and  heir  John 
de  Burgh,  who  never  assumed  the  title  of  eari,  succecded  to  hU  Unds  in  EngUnd,  and  in 
the  TeaU  de  Nevill,  under  the  heading  Isti  tenent  de  Honore  Warrenne,  que  est  in  manu 
Petri  de  Sabaudia,  we  read  Johannes  de  Burgo  decem  feoda  militum  in  Portcslade  de 
eodem  Honorc,  otnitting  all  mention  of  the  meane  tenure  of  WrillUm  Bardolf,  whose  re- 
presenutive  waa  John  Lord  De  U  Warre  at  the  time  of  thc  caption  of  thU  inquUition. 
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Rolleston,  and  Skeffington,  which  John  de  Skeffington  and  others  held, 
worth  5  /i.,  of  one  half  fief  in  Keythorp,  worth  26*.  8d^  and  the  third  part 
of  one  fief  in  Halloughton,  which  Henry  Earl  of  Derby  held,  10*.,  and  one 
half  fief  and  a  ninth  part  in  Halloughton  and  Gouteby,  which  Sir  John  de 
Lcyton,  chevaler,  held,  worth  33*.  4d.,  and  a  half  fief  in  Halloughton  worth 
26*.  8d.,  together  with  the  advowson  of  the  chapel  of  St.  Michael  in  Hal- 
loughton.  Pursuant  to  a  seventh  writ  to  Thomas  Neuton,  escheator  of  the 
counties  of  Nottingham  and  Derby,  dated  12th  April,  iuquisition  was  taken 
at  Derby  on  Tuesday  next  after  the  fcast  of  St.  Barnabas  the  Apostle, 
16th  June,  which  describes  him  as  having  died  seized  of  a  twelfth  part  of  a 
fief  in  Aylwaston  and  Alwaston,  held  by  the  abbot  of  Dale,  worth  10*-.,  of 
one  fief  in  Alwaston  and  Ambaston,  held  by  Sir  John  Daubrigecourt, 
chevaler,  worth  6*.,  half  a  fief  in  Thurleston  and  Aylwaston,  held  by  the 
Abbot  of  Dcrley,  worth  33*.  4d.,  two  fiefs  in  Alwaston,  Thurleston,  Am- 
baston,  and  Boleton,  held  by  Sir  Ralph  Frechevilie,  chevaler,  worth  10  /»., 
half  a  fief  in  Alwaston,  Tburleston,  and  Aylwaston,  held  by  Adam  Parker, 
worth  30*.,  an  eighth  part  of  one  fief  in  Thurlcston,  held  by  Thomas  de 
Cheleston,  worth  10*.,  and  one  fief  in  Elton  in  le  Peke,  held  by  Sir  Robert 
Tiptoft,  chevaler,  worth  6*.  8d.  And  another  inquisition,  taken  at  Shel- 
ford  in  Nottinghamshire,  on  Monday  ncxt  before  the  fcast  of  the  Invention 
of  the  Holy  Cross,  2d  May,  describes  him  to  have  died  seized  of  the  six- 
teenth  part  of  a  fief  in  Newton  and  Shelford,  held  by  John  dc  Loudham, 
worth  10*.,  of  a  sixtccnth  part  of  a  fief  in  Byrton  Jorce,  held  by  John  de 
Grey,  Lord  of  Codnor,  worth  10*.,  and  half  a  knight's  fief  in  Carleton, 
Gedling,  Colwych,  and  Stoke,  a  sixth  part  of  a  fief  in  Newton,  and  a  six- 
teenth  part  of  a  fief  in  Shclford,  together  with  the  advowson  of  the  priory 
of  Shelford,  worth  yearly  twenty  marks,  and  a  moiety  of  the  church  of 
Gedeling,  worth  yearly  ten  marks.  Pursuant  to  an  cighth  writ  of  the  same 
date  to  William  Bothe,  cscheator  of  the  county  of  Lincoln,  inquisition  was 
taken  at  Caythorp  on  Friday  after  the  feast  of  St.  Mark  the  Evangelist, 
26th  April,  which  dcscribes  him  to  have  died  seized  of  one  knights  fief  in 
Thurleby,  held  by  John,  son  of  William  de  Merston,  worth  40*.,  of  the 
third  part  of  one  fief  in  Hekyngton,  held  by  Ehzabeth,  late  wife  of  John  de 
Neville  of  Raby,  33*.  4d.,  one  fief,  two  parts  and  a  ninth  part  of  a  fief  in 
Cathorpe,  Friston,  Nonnanton,  Ancaster,  and  Brandon,  half  a  fief  in  Nor- 
manton  and  Willoughby  near  Ancastcr,  two  parts  of  a  fief  in  Swaton, 
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Helpringham,  and  Byker,  held  by  the  same  Elizabeth,  66*.  8d*>  two  fiefs  in 
Bracebrigg,  Wraweby,  Glandford  Brigg,  and  Elsham,  held  by  Ralph  de 
Bracebrigg  5  /i'.,  half  a  fief  in  Sudbrok,  half  a  fief  in  Bracebrigg  and 
Brynkel,  a  fourth  part  of  a  fief  in  Claypole,  half  a  quarter  of  a  fief  in 
Stubton  and  Claypole,  satne  in  Westburgh,  a  twelfth  part  of  a  fief  in 
Dodington,  Stubton,  and  Westburgh.  a  tenth  part  of  a  fief  in  Caythorp  and 
Friston,  with  the  moiety  of  the  advowson  of  Westborough  worth  ten  marks, 
the  advowson  of  the  church  of  Owenby  5  /i.  and  of  the  church  of  Brynkel 
66*.  8rf.  Pursuant  to  a  ninth  writ  to  John  Longville,  escheator  in  the 
counties  of  Bedford  and  Buckinpham,  of  the  same  date,  an  inquisition  was 
taken  at  Wendover  on  Tuesday  next  before  the  feast  of  the  Nativity  of  St. 
John  Baptist,  21st  June,  which  describes  him  to  have  been  seized  of  half  a 
fief  in  Wendover,  held  by  Matthew  la  Vache,  worth  50*.,  and  another  half 
fief  held  by  Roger  Cook,  and  a  messuage  and  lands  in  the  same  held  by  Sir 
John  Nernyt,  chevaler,  the  chaplain  of  St .  Leonard,  and  the  prioress  of 
Merlawe,  together  with  ten  acres  of  land  called  Stokking,  the  wood  of 
Stonygrove,  the  meadow  of  Irlondshull  in  the  same,  two  messuages,  a 
carrucate  of  laud,  and  a  mill  in  Bledlowe,  and  a  rent  out  of  the  manor  of 
Huccote.  Pursuant  to  a  tenth  writ  to  John  Reed,  escheator  of  the  counties 
of  Norfolk  aud  Suffolk,  of  the  same  date,  an  inquisition  was  taken  at  Beccles 
in  Suffolk,  which  describes  him  to  have  been  seized  of  one  knight's  fee  in 
Euston,  held  by  John  Rokwode,  worth  40*.,  one  half  in  South  Elmham, 
Wysete,  and  Bungeye,  held  by  Nicolas  Brampton  and  his  parceners,  20*., 
a  fourth  part  of  a  ficf  in  Ilketeshale,  held  by  the  Abbot  of  Derham,  worth 
20*.,  and  one  fief  in  Mendham,  Medefield,  Heywod,  and  Mykewod,  which 
the  heirs  of  Hugh  de  Hastyngs  held,  40*.  Another  inquisition  was  taken 
at  Shouldham  in  Norfolk,  of  his  vast  honour  in  that  countv,  of  too  great 
length  for  insertion  here,  and  of  which  an  ample  account  is  contained  in  its 
local  history. 

Agncs  Lady  Bardolf,  after  the  decease  of  her  first  husband,  became  the 
wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Mortimer,  knight,  who  was  impeached  of  high  treason 
in  the  Parliament  begun  at  Westminster  on  Monday  next  after  the  feast  of 
the  Exaltation  of  the  Holy  Cross,  21st  Ric.  II  15th  Sept.  1397,  and 
from  thence  adjourned  on  the  29th  of  Sept.  to  the  town  of  Shrewsbury  in 
the  quindene  of  St.  Hilary  next  ensuing,  27th  Jan.  1398,  by  Edward  Earl 
of  Rutland,  and  the  other  lords  Appellants,  and  by  the  Commons  of  the 
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realm,  by  reason  of  his  being  then  a  fugitive.  Wherefore  it  was  ordaincd 
by  the  King,  with  the  assent  of  the  estates  of  Parliament,  that  proclamation 
be  made,  as  well  in  the  realm  of  England  as  in  the  land  of  Ireland,  warning 
him  to  appear  before  the  King,  wherever  he  might  be,  in  England,  within 
threc  months  next  after  the  24th  day  of  September,  to  makc  answer  and  to 
submit  to  the  law  in  this  behalf ;  and  in  case  of  default  to  be  adjudged  a 
traitor  with  all  his  adherents.  It  had  been  allegcd  against  him  that,  having 
been  made  privy  to  the  plot  of  Thomas  Duke  of  Gloucester  and  Richard 
Earl  of  Arundel,  he,  together  with  Thomas  Earl  of  Warwick,  assented  to 
their  traitorous  designs,  and  that  these  four  of  one  accord  had  raiscd  and 
assemblcd  a  vast  force  at  Harengeye  in  Finchley,  com.  Middlesex,  on  the 
13th  day  of  November,  1387  ;*  and  that  in  the  following  year  at  Hun- 
tingdon,  on  Thursday  next  after  the  feast  of  St.  Nicholas,  14th  May,  1388, 
the  8arae  four  proposcd  to  march  against  the  King  wheresoever  he  might 
be  within  the  realm,  in  ordcr  to  withdraw  from  him  their  liege  homage,  to 
dcpose  him  from  his  royal  estate,  and  to  take  the  crown  into  their  custody  ; 
which  purpose  they  would  have  accomplished,  if  they  had  not  been  hindcred 
by  Henry  of  Lancaster,  Earl  of  Derby,  and  Thomas  Moubray,  Earl  of 
Nottingham.  During  the  interval  of  adjournment  of  the  Parliament,  an 
inquisition  was  taken  at  Lewes,  in  the  county  of  Sussex,  I6th  Oct.  21  Kic. 
II.  bcforo  William  Bulcote  clerk,  John  Elyngham  the  King's  scrjeant-at- 
arms,  and  John  Brook  the  King*s  eschcator  in  that  county,  by  virtue  of 
certain  Letters  Patent  of  the  King  directed  to  the  same,  to  ascertain  what 
lands  were  in  the  tenure  of  Sir  Thomas  Mortimer,  knight.  The  finding  of 
thejury  was  to  this  effect;  that  he  hcld  as  parcel  of  the  dower  of  Agnes, 
his  wife,  a  third  part  of  the  manor  of  Barcombe,  worth  yearly  5  /i.  9rf.,  as 
also  the  manor  of  Birling  as  of  the  right  of  the  aforesaid  Agnes,  who  had

bccn  conjointly  enfeoffed  thereof,  togcthcr  with  Sir  William  Bardolf,  knight, 
late  her  husband,  for  the  terrn  of  the  lifc  of  thc  same  Agnes,  also  of  a  fee- 
farm  rent  from  Bcrwick  and  Wyngeton,  worth  yearly  13/i.  16».  4d.  Also 
that  thc  said  Thomas  Mortemcr  had  takcn  all  the  issues  and  profits  of  the 
above  from  the  timc  of  his  forfciturc  up  to  the  day  of  the  sentencc  pro- 
nounced  against  him  in  thc  Parliamcnt  last  past,  and  that  thc  revcrsions  of 
thc  above  after  thc  dcath  of  the  aforesaid  Agnes  were  belonging  to  Sir 
Thomas  Bardolf  of  Wcrmcgay,  chivalcr,  son  and  hcir  of  the  aforesaid  Wil- 
liam  Bardolf.    As  on  the  day  of  the  meetiug  of  the  Parliament,  Sir  Thomas 
Mortemer,  whose  appearance  had  been  required  by  briefs  sent  by  the  Chan- 
ccllor  of  England,  directed  to  Hoger  Mortcmcr,  Earl  of  March,  the  King's 
lieutenant  in  Ireland,  or  tohis  deputy,  as  well  as  to  every  sheriff  of  England, 
which  also  enjoined  them  to  seize  his  person,  wherever  he  might  be,  came  not 
nor  aurreudered  himsclf  pursuant  to  thcse  commands,  hc  was  adjudged  to  be 
a  traitor,  and  convicted  of  all  thc  treasons  which  thc  appcllants  had  laid  to 
his  chargc,  and  all  his  posscssions,  which  had  bcen  belonging  to  him  on  the 
said  13th  day  of  November,  11  Hic  II.  1387,  or  since,  were  declared  to 
be  forfeited  to  the  King.    AU  the  proceedings  in  this  Parliament  were 
annullcd  in  thc  first  Parliamcnt  of  the  reign  of  Ilenry  IV.  held  at  West- 
minster  on  Monday  the  feast  of  St.  Faith  the  Virgio,  6  Oct.  1399,  and  all 
those  forcjudged  rcstored  to  thcir  namcs  and  inheritances,  or  their  heirs,  if 
deceased  in  the  interval.    It  is  doubtful  if  Sir  Thomas  Mortemer  survived 
to  that  time,  nor  has  his  lineage  been  satisfactorily  devcloped  ;  but  our 
knowledge  that  the  place  of  his  retreat  was  Ireland,  and  that  prior  to  his 
impcachmcnt  he  had  been  a  leader  of  the  rcbcls  congrcgated  in  the  highlands 
of  that  isliind,  rcndcrs  it  probablc  that  hc  was  of  near  affinity  to  the  Earl  of 
March,  who,  by  marriage  with  the  heiress  of  the  Earls  of  Ulster,  had  large 
estates  in  Ulster  and  Connaught.  Prior  to  the  9th  January,  4  Hcn.  IV.  1403, 
he  was  deceased,  as  the  will  of  Agnes  Lady  Bardolf,  widow  of  Sir  Thomas 
Mortimer,  is  of  that  date,  and  made  during  a  residence  in  the  dwelling-house 
of  Hichard  de  Vcre,  Earl  of  Oxford,  thcn  a  minor,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Augus- 
tine-Papey,  in  the  city  of  London.    One  of  its  provisions  directs  hcr  body 
to  be  buried  in  the  priory  of  thc  Iloly  Trinity  without  Aldgate,  and  another 
contains  an  appointmcnt  of  Henry  Earl  of  Northumberland,  and  of  her  son 
Thomas  Lord  Bardolf,  to  be  supervisors  of  the  same,  thus  affording  the 
earliest  evidence  of  the  intimacy  of  that  illustrious  nobleman  with  her 
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family,  which  provcd  in  thc  end  so  fatal.  In  thc  sarae  year  she  obtained 
thc  King's  licence  to  undertake  a  pilgrimage  to  Rome  and  Cologne,  and 
elsewhere,  in  fulfilment  of  her  vow,  which  was  witnessed  by  hira  at  his 
manor  of  Eltham  on  the  14th  dav  of  March,  and  is  inserted  on  the  Koll  of 
Letters  Patcnt,  4  Hen.  IV.  under  the  hcading  Pro  Agnete  Bardolf,  as 
follows : — 

"  R[ex]  univcrsis  et  singulis  Admirallis,  &c.  ad  quos&c.  salutem.  Suppli- 
cavit  nobis  Agnes  Bardolf,  Domina  dc  Wormegey,  nupcr  uxorThome  Morty- 
mer,  chevalcr,  quod,  cum  ipsa  vota  peregrinacionis  versus  urbes  Korae  et  Co- 
lonie  ac  alias  partes  exteras  pro  salute  sua  emiserit,  veliraus  cidem  Agneti  ut 
ipsa  versus  urbes  et  partes  predictas  in  quocumquc  portu  regni  nostri  Anglie, 
sibi  placuerit,  cum  duodccim  hominibus  ct  duodecim  equis  in  comitiva  sua,  ac 
bonis,  rebus  et  hernesiis  suis  transire  et  se  extra  regnum  nostrum  predictum, 
quousque  peregrinacionem  suam  predictam  compleverit,  absentare,  necnon 
eidem  Agneti,  quod  ipsa  trcscentas  libras  pro  expensis  suis  in  hac  parte 
mercatoribus  Janue  sive  aliis  personis  quibuscumque  infra  regnum  nostrum 
Anglie  solvere,  et  eisdem  mercatoribus  sive  aliis  personis  predictis  quod 
ipsi  litteras  cambii  sociis  suis  in  partibus  extcris  commorantibus  pro  summa 
illa  eidem  Agneti  in  partibus  illis  solvenda  bene  facere  valeant,  annucre 
graciose  ;  nos,  supplicationi  predictc  annuentes,  licenciam  illam  tam  prefate 
Agneti  quam  prcdictis  mercatoribus  tenore  presenciarum  duximus  conce- 
dendam.  Et  ideo  vobis  mandamus  quod  ipsam  Agnctem  cura  horainibus, 
equis,  ac  bonis,  rebus  et  heroesiis  suis  predictis  ex  quocumque  portu  regni 
nostri  Anglic  sibi  placuerit  versus  urbes  et  partes  predictas  ex  causa  pre- 
dicta  libere  et  absque  impedimento  aliquo  transire  permittatis,  aliquibus 
maudatis  sive  ordinacionibus  in  contrarium  factis  non  obstautibus,  dum  ta- 
men  eadem  Agne9  aut  homines  sui  predicti  aliqua  nobis  seu  regno  nostro 
Anglie  prejudicialia  secum  non  deferant,  nec  iidem  mercatores  aut  alie  per- 
sone  prcdicte  aurum  vel  argentum  in  mas3a  vel  moneta  versus  partes  exteras 
colore  preaentis  licencie  nostre  non  transmittant  quovis  modo.  In  cujus, 
&c.    T[este]  K[ege]  apud  mancrium  Regis  de  Eltham  xiiii"  die  Marcii." 

This  pilgrimage  was  apparently  vowcd  in  hope  of  recovering  her  health, 
and  its  aecomplishmcnt  was  doubtless  prevcnted  by  increasing  illness,  which 
terminated  fatally  on  Tuesday  next  after  the  feast  of  St.  Barnabas  the 
Apostle,  12th  June  in  the  same  year.  The  date  of  the  writs  to  the 
escheators  of  the  several  counties  in  which  she  held  lands,  three  days 
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after  her  decease,  affords  proof  that  shc  died  in  London,  and  not  on  lier 
journey.  An  inquisition  taken  at  Aylesbury,  com.  Buck.  before  Williarn 
Bosoun,  eschcator  in  the  counties  of  Bedford  and  Buckingham,  on  Wednes- 
day  next  after  the  feast  of  the  nativity  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  27th  June, 
1403,  describes  her  to  have  died  seised  in  Wendover  of  the  dotation  of  Wil- 
liam  Bardolph,  chivaler,  of  ten  acres  of  land,  worth  yearly  21*.  and  of  an 
assised  rent  of  36*.  1  Id.  in  Wendover,  Aston-Clynton,  Bledlow,  and  Huk- 
kote,  and  of  seven  hides  of  land  in  Eyton  and  Birchcmore  with  their  appur- 
tenances  in  the  county  of  Bedford,  together  with  one  knight's  fief  and  a  tenth 
part  in  Wendover,  of  which  the  reversion  was  belonging  after  the  decease 
of  thc  aforesaid  Agnes  to  Thomas  Bardolf,  knight,  son  and  heir  of  the 
aforcsaid  Wril)iam  Bardolf,  then  of  the  age  of  25  years  and  upwards.* 
Another  inquisition,  taken  at  Hertford  on  Thursday  the  eve  of  the  feast  of 
the  Apostles  Peter  and  Paul,  28th  June,  before  John  Squyry,  escheator  of 
the  county,  contains  this  finding  ;  that  William  Bardolf,  chivaler,  late  hus- 
band  of  Agncs  named  in  the  writ,  had  been  seised  of  the  manor  of  Crowe- 
bergh  with  its  appurtenances  in  the  county  aforesaid  in  his  demesne  as  of 
fee,  which  said  William  by  his  certain  charter  gave  and  granted  the  afore- 
said  manor  with  its  appurtenances  to  John  Cley  clcrk,  John  Grene  clerk, 
Robert  Alesaundre,  and  Xicholas  Horspath,  their  heirs  and  assigns  ;  and 
after  the  decease  of  the  said  Sir  William  Bardolf,  knight,  the  said  Agnes 
had  possession  of  a  third  part  of  the  manor  aforesaid  by  writ  of  dower  out 
of  the  court  of  Lord  Richard,  late  King  of  England,  of  which  the  reversion 
was  belonging  to  the  said  fcoffees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  worth  yearly  30*. 
4rf.  and  held  of  Sir  Edward  de  Benstede,  chivaler,  by  service  unknown  to 
the  jurors.f    The  like  tenure  of  the  manor  of  Bardolf  in  Watton-atte-Stone,

Birchtnoor  waa  originally  a  pariah,  having  a  church  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  now  destroyed, 
and  the  chapelry  of  St.  Mary  Wobumo  waa  within  it,  and  had  been  appropriated  to  the 
Abbey  of  Woburne. 

t  The  manor  of  Crowebcrgh  waa  parcel  of  the  honour  nf  Valoines,  a»  we  learn  from  an 
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and  of  the  advowson  of  the  free  chapel  of  Blessed  Mary  the  Virgin  there, 
in  the  same  couuty,  by  Sir  William  Bardolf,  knight,  late  husband  of 
tbe  eaid  Agnes,  is  set  forth  as  above ;  which  manor  Sir  William  Bardolf, 
knight,  by  his  charter,  having  obtained  the  licence  from  King  Edward  the 
Third,  had  given  and  granted  to  Sir  Robert  Bardolf,  knight,  for  the  term  of 
his  life,  after  whose  decease  it  was  to  revert  to  the  grantor  and  his  heirs. 
Upon  the  decease  of  these  partios,  the  manor  with  its  appurtenances  had 
been  seised  into  the  hand  of  Richard  late  King  of  England  the  Second  ;  of 
which  one  third  part,  with  the  advowson  of  the  chapel,  had  been  assigned 
to  the  aforesaid  Agncs  in  dower,  ex  assignatione  cancellaric  cjusdem  domini 
Regis  Ricardi,  which  was  worth  ycarly  66*.  8rf.#  The  inquisition  taken 
at  Lewes  in  the  county  of  Susscx  bcfore  Richard  Atte  Wude,  thc  escheator, 
on  the  7th  day  of  July,  4  Hen.  IV.  describes  the  said  Sir  William  Bardolf, 
chevaler,  late  busband  of  her,  the  said  Agnes,  named  in  the  writ,  as 
having  been  seized  in  his  demesne  as  of  fee  of  the  manor  of  Berlingcs,and 
of  12/«'.  of  assised  rent  with  the  appurtenances  in  Berwick  in  the  county 
aforesaid,  which  said  manor  and  rent  the  said  William  by  his  certain 
charter,  of  which  the  date  is  at  Berlyngea  aforesaid,  on  thc  12th  day  of 
January,  51  Edw.  III.  1377,  having  obtained  licence.had  given  and  grantcd 
to  Nicholas  de  Carrew,  Robert  Bardolf,  Adam  Wigmere,  and  Robert  son 
of  William  Alisaundre,  to  have  and  hold  the  same  during  the  whole  life  of 
the  aforesaid  Agnes  to  hcr  usc,  with  reversion  after  her  decease  to  him  the 
said  William  Bardolf  and  his  heirs  for  evcr,  yearly  value  16«.  8*.  lOrf.-f- 
Another  inquisition  taken  at  Ottcleye  in  thc  county  of  Suffolk  on  Thursday 
next  before  the  feast  of  the  Apostlcs  Petcr  and  Paul,  bcfore  William  Apple- 
yerd,  escheator  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  describes  her  to  have  died  scized  of 

entry  in  tho  Te»U  de  Nevill,  enumerating  the  fiefs  of  that  honour,  Alicia  Wyschard  tenet 
quartam  partcm  unius  militi»  in  Crobherwe  ;  and  in  thu  sixth  of  Edward  I.  Alexander  dc 
Baliol  claimcd  divers  liborties  in  his  manora  of  Bcnyngton,  Waltone,  Box,  and  Croubery, 
and  William  Comyn  in  Sacombe,  which  they  hcld  in  purparty  of  the  inheriUnce  of  Chria- 
tiana  de  Valoine*.  This  manor  i*  probably  idcntical  with  that  of  Greenbury  in  the  parish 
of  Barley.

been  at  this  manor  in  Sus&ex  that  Thomas  Lord  Uanh.lf  was  born. 
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a  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Kingeshall  in  Clopton,  and  contains  this  finding  ; 
«  et  dicunt  quod  dicta  medietas  manerii  de  Kingcshall  assignata  fuit  dicte 
Agneti  in  dotem,  et  quod  dictum  manerium  cst  de  tali  tenura  quod  mulieres 
debcnt  dotari  de  medietatc  ejusdcm  raanerii  cx  consuetudine,  que  consuctudo 
usitata  fuit  a  tcmpore  cujus  memoria  non  existit-"*  Anothcr  inquisition, 
taken  at  Shouldham,  com.  Norf.  on  Wednesday  next  after  the  feast  of  the 
Apostles  Peter  and  Paul,  4th  July,  describes  her  to  have  died  seizcd  of  the 
manors  of  Wermegay,  Stow  Bardolf,  Fareswell  manor  in  Fincham,  Cante- 
ley,  and  Strumpshaw,  with  their  appurtenances,  of  the  inheritancc  of  Sir 
Thomas  Bardolf,  knight,  son  and  heir  of  William  Bardolf,  chivaler,  late 
the  husband  of  the  said  Agnes,  ex  assignacione  domini  Kicardi  nuper  Regis 
Anglie  sccundi  in  canccllaria  sua  ;  as  also  of  the  manor  of  North  Ilungton 
by  grant  of  the  feoffees  named  above,  bearing  date  20th  March,  llth  Ric. 
II.  1388,  and  of  a  third  part  of  the  manor  of  Castre  in  Flegg,  near  Yar- 
mouth,  of  which  the  reversion  was  bclonging  to  her  second  son,  Sir  William 
Bardolf,  knight.  The  knight's  fees  and  advowsons  in  this  county  assigned 
to  her  are  also  set  down,  the  latter  comprising  those  of  thc  priory  of  Wor- 
mcgay,  and  of  the  churches  of  Westbrigg,  Wynberg,  Garveston,  Canteleyc, 
and  North  Rungton  ;  f  and  in  Lincolnshire  a  third  part  of  the  manor  of 
Ruskington  was  also  of  her  dower. 

*  The  name  of  Kingenhalle,  attachod  to  tbis  manor,  proves  it  to  have  becn  of  ancicnt 
demesne,  and  probably  a  royal  residence  prior  to  tho  exehange  ot  the  time  it  WH  in  the 
King'8  hands. 

+  The  priory  of  Wormegay,  or  Wcrmegay,  WM  of  the  ordor  of  St.  Augustin  for  Blaok 
Canons,  and  dedicated  to  the  Virgin  Mary,  the  Holy  Cross,  and  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  of 
tho  foundation  of  eitherReginald  de  Warren  orof  his  son  William  de  Warren  ;  there  being 
no  existing  record  ef  ita  flrst  cndownient,  and  totally  omitted  by  Dugdale  in  his  Monasticon. 
It  stood  in  a  elosc,  opposite  to  the  caatle  of  Wortncgay  on  the  left  hand  as  you  cnter  thc  vil  • 
lagc  from  the  east,  the  priory  being  on  the  north  side,  and  tho  caatle  on  the  south.  The 
parisb  church  of  Wormegay,  dcdicatcd  to  St.  Michael,  stands  near  a  mile  east  of  the  village, 
and  had  been  appropriated  to  Uie  priory  from  the  earliest  times.  This  parish  is  in  the 
hundrcd  of  Clacklose  and  half,  as  is  also  West  Driggs,  which  adjoins  it ;  to  the  church  of 
which  village,  dedicatcd  to  St.  Botolph,  Sir  Thomas  Mortimer  prcsented  John  Walton  in 
1397.  Whinburgh  is  a  parish  in  Mitford  hundred  and  half,  to  the  church  of  which  vil- 
lagc  SirThomas  Mortitner  prescnted  John  Fysshcr  in  131)1,  and  the  Kingin  1397,  on  thc 
forfeiturc  of  Sir  Thomos  Mortimer.  Garvestou,  in  the  same,  lias  its  church  dedieated  to 
St.  Margarct,  to  wbich  Sir  Thomas  Mortimer  prcscnted  John  Salyng,  alias  Alger,  in  1392, 
and  JohnNcwman  iu  1392.    Cantley,  a  pari>h  in  Bloficld  hundred,  has  it*  chunh  un.lcr 
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Thomas  Lord  Bardolf  made  proof  of  his  age  in  the  13th  year  of 
Uichard  II.  1390,  and  having  done  homage  had  livery  of  the  portion  of  his 
inheritance  not  assigned  in  dower  to  his  mother.  On  the  accession  of 
Henry  the  Fourth  he  obtained  a  confirmation  of  the  grant  made  by  King 
Edward  the  Second  to  Roger  Dammory,  which  is  inserted  by  way  of  Inspexi- 
mus  on  the  Patent  lloll  of  the  first  year  of  his  reign,  part  7,  m.  22,  with 
this  addition  on  the  part  of  the  reigning  sovereign.  "  Nos,  autem,  coneea- 
sionem  prcdictam  ratam  habentes  et  gratam,  eam  pro  nobis  ct  heredibus 
nostris,  quantum  in  nobis  est,  acceptamus,  approbamus,  ratificamus,  ac 
dilecto  et  fideli  nostro  Thome  de  Bardolf,  consanguineo  et  heredi  predicti 
Kogeri,  et  heredibus  de  corpore  ipsius  Thome  exeuntibus,  imperpetuum  confir- 
mamus,  prout  littcrc  prcdictc  rationabilitertestantur ;  ita  tamen  quod  si  pre- 
fato  Rogero  vcl  heredibus  suis  per  ipsum  proavum  nostrum  vcl  heredes  vel 
successores  suos  inde  particulatim  ante  hec  tempora  provisum  fuisset,  tunc  de 
dictis  centum  marcis  annuis  tantum  decidat  quantum  eidem  Kogero  vel 
heredibus  suis  per  ipsum  proavum  nostrum  vcl  heredes  suos,  aut  per  Domi- 
num  Kicardum,  nuper  Kegem  Auglie  secundum  post  conquestum,  provisum 
existat,  aut  prefato  Thome  vel  dictis  heredibus  suis  per  nos  vel  heredes  nos- 
tros  provisum  fuerit  in  futunun.  In  cujus  rei  testimonium  has  litteras 
nostras  fieri  fecimus  patentes.  Teste  Regc  apud  Westmonasterium  xxiiii° 
die  Maii  anno  regni  nostri  primo.  Per  breve  de  privato  sigillo  et  pro  xl» 
solidis  solutis  in  hanapcrio." 

Notwithstanding  thc  good  will  evinoed  by  this  confinnation  on  the  part 
of  the  new  sovereign  towards  Thomas  Lord  Bardolf,  he  subsequently 
embraced  the  cause  of  the  opponents  of  his  government,  being  thereto 
induced  through  his  friendship  for  Henry  Earl  of  Northumberland,  who 
was  joined  with  himself  as  supervisor  of  his  mother's  will.  The  following 
passage  in  a  letter  from  the  council  addressed  to  the  King,  in  which  they 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  King's  letters,  dated  at  Worcester,  8th  day 

the  same  patroneaa,  to  which  Sir  Thoman  Mortimer  preaented  Petcr  Whyten  in  1391  ;  and 
in  140*3,  after  tho  death  of  Agne»  Lady  Bardolf,  Sir  William  Bardolf,  knight,  her  iiecond 
»on,  lonl  of  thi*  manor,  prwcnted  John  Dowes.  North  Rungton,  a  pariah  in  Freebridge 
hundred,  has  itn  chureh  dedicated  to  All  SainU,  to  which  Agne»  Lady  Bardolf  proaentcd 
Thonuut  Mayster  in  1402,  thus  furniahing  evidcnceof  Uie  docease  of  Sir  Thoma»  Mortimer, 
lier  acrond  hushand,  ai  from  the  time  of  his  forfciture  to  his  death  tlie  prcaentations  were 
made  »>y  the  Crown. 
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of  May,  1405,  contains  the  earliest  notice  of  his  defection  : — "  d'autre  part, 
notre  tres  redoute  et  soverein  seigneur,  plese  vous  savoir  que  a  la  reception 
de  les  susdites  voz  lettres  nous  navions  receu  novelles  autres  que  nous 
nescrivismes  devcrs  vous  pardevant ;  mais  tot  aprez  reportez  nous  estoit 
tant  par  aucuns  du  conscil  de  Monseigneur  Johan,  votre  fitz,  come  par 
autres  dignes  de  foy,  coment  le  Sire  de  Bardolf  sc  transporta  privement  ja 
tarde  vers  les  parties  du  Northe,  ses  manoirs  et  places  tout  desolees  et  les 
biens  et  chateux  d'iceux  emportez,  dount  nous  nous  merveillons  grandement, 
puisque,  come  nous  pensons,  il  avoit  en  commandcment  dc  part  vous  de  soy 
transporter  a  present  en  vostre  compagnie  es  parties  dc  Gales  pur  ceste 
foiz."    Thereupon  thc  King  moved  towards  the  north,  and  whcn  at  Derby 
wrote,  on  the  28th  day  of  May  following,  to  his  council  in  these  terms ; 
"  Reverents  peres  en  Dieu  et  treschiers  et  foiaulx.    Nous  vous  salvons 
souvent,  et  pensons  bien  quil  est  venuz  ja  tarde  a  votre  notice  comment  lo 
Conte  de  Northumberland,  le  Conte  Marischal,  et  le  Sire  de  Bardolf,  et 
autres  de  leur  adherentz  es  parties  dcl  Northe,  se  sont  levez  encontre  nostre 
mageste  roiale,  et  coment  le  dit  Conte  Mareschal  tient  le  champe  ovcc  toute 
le  povoir  qu'il  a  et  puet  lever  de  notre  peuple  cn  le  pays  sur  son  chemyn, 
pluseurs  maugre  leur."    The  first  assembly  of  the  forces  of  the  insurgents 
took  place  at  TopclifT,  Northallerton,  and  Clcaveland,  under  thesc  Icaders, 
Sir  John  Fauconberg,  Sir  llalph  Hastings,  Sir  John  Fitz-Itandolf,  and  Sir 
John  Colvyle  of  the  Dale,  chivalers,  who,  prior  to  the  date  of  this  letter, 
had  been  routed  and  put  to  flight  and  made  prisoners  by  the  royal  forcea 
under  Prince  John  of  Lancaster,  the  Earl  of  Westmoreland,  the  Lord  Fitz- 
hugh,  and  othcrs.    Thc  next  assembly  is  that  alluded  to  in  the  King's 
letter  under  the  Archbishop  of  York,  the  Earl  Marshal  and  of  Nottingham, 
Sir  William  Plumpton,  Sir  Robert  Lamplugh,  and  Sir  Robert  Persay, 
chivalers,  at  Shipton  on  the  Moor,  a  hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Overton, 
within  the  forest  of  Galtres,  whcre,  on  the  29th  day  of  May,  thcse  several 
leaders  were  madc  prisoners  through  treachery.    Upon  the  receipt  of  intel- 
ligence  of  this  disastcr,  the  Earl  of  Northumbcrland  and  Lord  Bardolf 
retreated  into  Scotland,  and  before  the  second  day  of  July  the  castles  of 
Prudhoe  and  Warkworth  had  been  yielded  up  to  the  King.    For  this  mis- 
conduct,  in  the  Parliament  bcgun  at  Westminster  lst  March,  7  Hen.  IV. 
1406,  and  finished  at  the  same  place  22nd  Dec.  8  Hcn.  IV.  Thomas 
Lord  Bardolf,  after  divers  summons  to  appear  before  the  King,  was  on 
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Satunlay,  the  fifth  day  of  Deceraber,  declared  to  be  convicted  of  treason,  as 
being  leagued  with  Henry  Earl  of  Northumberland,  "  esteant  de  sa  covyne 
aide  et  conseil,"  in  this  form — "  E  sur  ceo,  mesme  le  samady  en  le  dit  Par- 
lement,  les  ditz  Henry  de  Percy  et  Thomas  Bardolf,  solempnement 
demandez,  ne  viendroient,  ne  soy  rendroient  solonc  les  ordenances  et  pro- 
clamations  avant  ditz ;  sur  quoy  les  ditz  Seigneurs  Temporelx  lors 
esteantz  en  mesme  le  Parlement  agarderont  qe  les  ditz  Henry  de  Percy 
nadgairs  Count  de  Northumberland  et  Thomas  Bardolf  nadgairs  Sire  de 
Bardolf,  pur  certeins  tresons  par  eux  faitz  a  mesme  nostre  Seigneur  lc  Uoy, 
encontre  leur  ligeance,  c'est  assavoir,  eu  tant  que  les  ditz  Henry  de  Percy 
et  Thomas  Bardolf  firent  les  Escotz,  enemys  du  Roy,  entrer  la  ville  notre 
dit  Seigneur  le  Roy  de  Berwick,  ct  mcsme  la  villc  arder,  ct  cntant  quc  le 
dit  Henry  dc  Pcrcy,  per  conscill  du  dit  Thomas  Bardolf,  ordeina  et  con- 
stitua  par  ses  lettrcs  patenz  desoutz  le  seal  de  ses  armes  certeins  ses  ambas- 
satours  pur  communer  treter  et  concorder  ovesque  le  dit  Robert,  nadgairs 
Roy  d'Escose,*  et  auxi  ovec  certeins  ambassatours  de  France,  en  destruc- 
cion  uotre  dit  Seigneur  le  Roy  a  leur  poair  et  de  son  Roialme  d'Engleterre, 
et  auxi  entant  qe  les  ditz  Henry  de  Percy  et  Thomas  Bardolf  feurent 
notoireraent  adherantz  et  de  conseil  ct  covyn  ovesque  les  Escotz,  enemys 
du  Roy,  et  puis  ovec  les  rebelles  notre  dit  Seigneur  le  Roy  en  Gales,  et 
pur  diverses  autrcs  tresons  faites  encontre  la  persone  notrc  dit  Seigncur  le 
Uoy  par  les  ditz  Henry  de  Percy  et  Thomas  Bardolf,  encontre  lour 
ligcancc,  soicnt  convictz  de  mesmes  les  trcsons,  come  traitours  a  notre  dit 
Seigneur  le  Roy,  ct  quils,  en  cas  qu'ils  purroient  estre  pris,  soient  treinez, 
penduz  et  decolles  a  la  volunte  notre  dit  Sire  le  Roy.  Et  quc  notre  dit 
Seigneur  le  Roy  ait  la  forfaiture  dc  toutz  les  chastells,  scigneuries,  manoirs, 
terres,  tenementz,  rentz,  services,  feea  et  avoesons  et  quelconques  autres 
possessions  es  queux  les  dits  Henry  de  Percy  et  Thomas  Bardolf,  ou 
1'autre  de  eux,  furont  ou  fuit  cnfcffe  ou  seizez  en  fee-siraple,  si  bien  en 
demesne  corac  en  reversion,  lc  sisme  jour  dc  May,  l'an  de  regne  notre  dit 
Scigneur  le  Roy  sisme,  ou  depuis,  et  de  toutz  les  chastells,  &c  es  queux 
autres  furont  enfeffez  ou  scisez  joint  ovec  eux,  ou  1'autre  d'eux,  ou  autres 
solement,  si  bien  en  demcsne  come  en  reversion,  a  1'oefs  des  ditz  Henrv  de 
Percy  et  Thomas  Bardolf  ou  1'autre  d'eux,  le  dit  sisme  jour  de  May,  ou

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depuia.  Et  que  notre  dit  Sire  le  Roy  ait  auxi  la  forfaiture  dc  toutz  lcs 
biens  et  chatcux,  queux  furent  as  ditz  Ilenry  de  Percy  ct  Thomas  Bardolf, 
ou  1'autre  d'eux,  le  dit  sismc  jour  de  May,  ou  depuis."  In  the  following 
year  a  servant  of  Lord  Bardolf,  named  John,  was  takcn  with  letters,  and 
arrested  and  committed  in  charge  to  the  Lord  de  Grey,  in  whose  custody 
he  remained  from  the  6th  day  of  July  up  to  the  20th  day  of  February,  for 
230  days.  In  this  interval  of  time,  early  in  the  year  1408,  the  Earl  and 
Lord  Bardolf,  dcceived  by  falsc  intelligcnce,  entcred  Northumberland,  and, 
having  been  joined  by  scveral  of  the  adherents  of  the  Earl,  advanced 
forward  into  Yorkshire.  At  Thirsk  they  published  a  manifesto  containing 
the  reason  of  their  bcing  in  arms,  and  at  Knaresborough  were  joined  by 
Sir  Nicholas  Tempcst,  whencc  they  continued  their  routc  through  Wctherby, 
over  Bramham  Moor,  in  the  diroction  of  Hazlewood,  where  they  were  en- 
countered  by  the  forces  under  the  command  of  Sir  Thomas  Rokeby,  sheriff 
of  Yorkshire,  whom  they  had  supposed  to  be  friendly  to  their  cause.*  On 
the  field  of  battle,  fought  on  the  19th  day  of  February,  Sunday  next  aftcr 
the  feast  of  St.  Valentinc,  the  Earl  of  Northumberland  was  slain,  and  Lord 
Bardolf  so  severely  woundcd  that  he  expired  bcfore  the  raidnight  hour  had 
passcd,  a  prisoner  in  the  hands  of  the  victors.  According  to  thc  scntence 
abovc  rccorded,  the  heads  of  these  noblemen  were  severed  from  their  bodies, 
and  the  rcmaining  portions  of  the  headless  trunks  divided  into  four  parts. 
On  the  Close  Roll  of  the  9th  ycar  of  Henry  IV.,  undcr  thc  heading  «  De 
capitibus  et  quarteriis  Hcnrici  Percy,  nupcr  comitis  Northumbrie,  et 
domini  dc  Bardolf,  supcr  pontcm  Londoniarum  poncndis,"  we  read  as 
follows : —

with  hU  grandaon  Henry  the  younger,  the  I«ord  Uardolf,  and  two  Wel»h  bUhops — 
namely,  Griffln  Biahop  of  Bangor,  and  David  BUhop  of  St.  Asaph,  and  the  Abbot  of 
Welbeck.  Ue  alao  deacribea  8ir  TbomM  Rokeby  erroneoualy  m  a  certain  Richard  Rukby, 
a  vaaaal  of  the  Earl  of  Northumberland,  and  henco  a  certain  degree  of  dUcredit  atUchc* 
to  hU  story  of  the  enterprUe  having  been  prompted  by  hU  treachcrou*  advicc.  It  i* 
abaurd  to  »uppo«c  that  King  Henry  IV.  would  have  appointed  any  of  the  liegemen  of  the 
Earl  of  Northumberland  to  the  poat  of  aheriff,  whoae  trcaaon  dated  from  an  earlier  period 
than  thc  year  he  wm  in  office.

PREPACE

vobis  firmiter  injungentes,  quod  capud  Thomc  nuper  Domini  de  Bardolf  et 
unum  quartcrium  corporis  Henrici  Percy  nuper  comitis  Northumbrie  pro- 
ditorum  nostrorum,  cum  capud  et  quarterium  illud  ex  parte  nostra  liberata 
fuerint,  ea  in  locis  civitatis  predicte,  modo  quo  ante,  Ac.M  (ut  supra.) 

The  othcr  quarters  of  the  Earl  of  Northumberland  were  sent  to  York, 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  Berwick-upon-Tweed ;  and  those  of  Lord  Bar- 
dolf  to  York,  Shrewsbury,  and  to  thc  town  of  Lynn,  in  tho  vicinity  of  his 
castle  of  Wcrmegay. 

The  writs  of  "  diem  clausitextremum"  to  the  several  eschcators  to  take 
inquisitions  as  to  the  lands  held  by  Thomas  Bardolf,  chivaler,  bear  date  at 
Westminster,  30th  day  of  May,  9th  Hen.  IV.  1408 ;  pursuant  to  which 
one  waB  taken  at  Little  Hadham,  on  Tuesday  next  before  the  feast  of  St. 
Matthew,  Apostle  and  Evangelist,  18th  September,  before  William  Clavyll, 
King's  eschcator  in  the  county  of  Hertford,  in  which  the  pcdigree  is 
deduccd  from  the  time  of  Edward  tho  First,  and  the  entry  of  the  said 
Thomas  Bardolf,  namcd  in  the  writ,  into  the  manor  of  Watton-atte-Stone 
stated,  who  had  issue  a  certain  Anne,  then  the  wife  of  William  Clifford, 
chevaler,  and  Joan,  then  the  wife  of  William  Phelipp,  and  continued  in  his 
estate  and  possession  of  the  said  manor  with  its  appurtenances,  until  the 
samc  was  seized  into  the  hands  of  the  then  Lord  the  King  by  the  judgment 
passed  against  the  aforesaid  Thomas  Bardolf,  chivaler,  in  the  Parliament  of 
the  said  now  King,  begun  at  Westminster  in  the  seventh  year  of  his  reign, 
and  there  closed  in  tho  eighth  ycar  of  his  rcign.  The  jurors  also  found 
that  the  aforesaid  Thomas  Bardolf,  chevaler,  died  on  Sunday  next  after 
the  feast  of  St.  Valentine  last  past     and  that  the  aforesaid  Anne,  aged 

*  The  feaat  of  St.  Valentine  occnr»  on  the  fonrteenth  of  Fehruary,  and  in  the  vear 
1403  it  waa  on  a  Tueadav,  and  bence  the  Sundny  next  aftor  waa  the  19th  day  of 
February,  tho  clcvcnth  calenda  of  March,  and  DOl  the  aecond  calenda  of  March,  as  it 
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nineteen  and  raore,  and  the  aforesaid  Joan,  agcd  eightecn  and  raore,  were  his 
daughters  and  next  heirs  ;  value  of  the  manor  20 /i.,  and  no  other  lands  held 
by  hira  in  that  county.  Another  inquisition  was  taken  at  Uckfield,  on 
Saturday  next  afler  the  feast  of  All  Saints,  10  Hen.  IV.  3rd  Nov.,  before 
Robert  Oxenbrugge,  King's  escheator  in  Sussex,  on  which  the  several 
tenures  of  the  manors  of  Barcomb  and  Plumpton  are  deduced  in  like 
manner,  setting  forth  the  fines  and  charters  under  which  they  were 
respectively  held  by  thc  deceased,  and  the  names  and  ages  of  the  heirs  as 
above,  which  manors  were  held  of  Thomas  Earl  of  Arundel,  a8  of  the 
barony  of  Lewes,  by  military  service,  both  being  worth  forty  marks 
yearly.  A  third  was  taken  at  Oxford,  on  the  lst  Oct.,  10  Henry  IV, 
before  Uobert  James,  the  escheator  of  that  county,  as  to  the  manor  of 
Holton,  which  was  acquired  under  the  grant  of  King  Edward  II.,  and 
which  had  been  held  by  the  deceased  of  the  Princc  of  Wales,  as  of  the 
honour  of  St.  Valery,  by  the  service  of  a  rent  of  one  penny  yearly,  and 
worth  ten  pounds.  Thc  inquisition  as  to  the  manor  of  Halloughton,  com. 
Leic,  was  taken  on  Thursday  next  before  the  feast  of  St.  Michael,  27th 
Sept.,  9  Hen.  IV.  before  Alvered  Trussell,  the  Kings  escheator,  on  which 
we  have  this  finding :  "  dicunt  super  sacramentum  suum  quod  Dominus 
Henricus,  nuper  Rex  Anglie,  Dux  Normannic  ct  Aquitanie  et  Comcs 
Andegavie,  per  Utteras  suaB  patcntes  juratoribus  predictis  ostensas  dedit 
manerium  de  Halloughton  cum  pertinentiis  cuidara  Thome  Bardolf  et  here- 
dibus  suix,  qui  exirent  de  corpore  filie  Radulfi  Hanselyn,  que  quidem  fiUa 
nominabatur  Rosa,  per  nomen  tocius  terre  que  fuit  de  hereditate  Radulfi 
Hanselyn,  avi  predicte  filie,  videlicet,  ilhun  terram,  que  fuit  escacta  prefati 
nuper  Regis  et  sibi  remansit  donanda  per  judicium  curie  sue."  From 
these  parties,  who  held  this  manor  by  virtue  of  this  gift,  the  pedigree  is 
dcduccd  as  in  the  former  inquisitions,  and  its  value  put  down  at  fifteen 
marks.  In  like  manner,  upon  the  inquisition  taken  at  Shelford  on  Monday 
next  after  the  feast  of  the  Exaltation  of  the  Holy  Cross,  17th  Sept.  1408, 
before  Robert  Twyford,  escheator  of  the  county  of  Nottingham,  King 
Henry  the  Second  is  stated  to  have  given  the  roanors  of  Shelford  and 
Stokebardolf  to  the  same  ancestor  of  the  deceased,  and  from  him  the 

■tanda  printed  in  the  Ipodigma  N eustrie  of  Walaingliam,  whioh  error  ha»  boon  blindly 
followed  by  crery  modern  writer,  mnd  doubtles»  aroae  frotn  a  raiaconccption  that  the 
Arabic  number  11  wa*  the  Roman  numcral  U. 
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pedigree  is  deduced  to  this  last  possessor,  and  the  value  of  these  mauors 
stated  to  be  20  /t. 

In  the  month  of  April  of  this  same  regnal  year  the  King  yielded  to  the 
request  of  the  widow  of  Thomas  Lord  Bardolf  to  allow  the  head  and  body 
of  her  ill-fated  husband  to  be  interred,  as  we  learn  from  this  entry  on  the 
Roll  of  Letters  Patent,  headed  "  De  capite  ct  quarteriis  sepelicndis." 

"  Rex  Maiori  et  Vicecomitibus  Londoniarum,  salutem.  Supplicavit 
nobis  Avicia,  que  fuit  uxor  Thomc  nuper  Domini  de  Bardolf,  ut  eidem 
Avicic  capud  et  corpus  ejusdem  Thome  ad  ea  in  sacra  sepultura  sepelienda 
concedere  velimus,  nos  supplicacioni  predicte  annuentes  vobis  mandamus 
quod  uuum  quarterium  corporis  predicti  Thome  supra  pontem  civitatis 
predicte  de  mandato  nostro  nuper  positum,  prcfate  Avicie,  aut  ejus  attornato, 
hoc  breve  nostrum  vobis  dcferenti,  libcrctis  sepeiiendum  in  forma  predicta. 
Teste  Regc  apud  Pountefrcyt  xiii.  die  Aprilis.  per  ipsum  Regem." 

Similar  command  was  sent  to  the  mayor  and  bailiffs  of  Lincoln  to  deliver 
up  the  head  upon  thc  gatc  of  their  city  ;  as  also  to  thc  mayor  and  bailiffs 
of  the  town  of  Lynn  ;  to  the  mayor  and  sheriffs  of  the  city  of  York  ;  and  to 
the  bailiffs  of  the  King's  town  of  Shrewsbury,  to  deliver  up  the  other  three 
quarters  for  interment,  with  the  King's  teste  of  the  samc  datc.  The  hcad 
aud  body  of  Henry  Earl  of  Northumberland  were  also  delivered  up  for 
interment,  pursuant  to  similar  letters  patent,  bearing  date  at  Wcstminster 
on  thc  second  day  of  July  in  the  same  year.  In  the  following  year  thc 
claims  of  the  two  husbands  of  the  daughters  of  Thomas  Lord  Bardolf,  to 
sharc  the  inhcritance  of  the  attainted  baron  thcir  father,  found  favour  with 
the  sovereign,  as  we  learn  from  these  writs.

Pursuant  to  these  writs  proofs  of  the  age  of  these  two  daughters,  of  whom 
Anne  was  the  eldest,  were  severally  taken  at  Coningsby,  an  adjoining  parish 
to  Tattershall,  in  this  fonn,  as  is  set  forth  in  the  records  returned  into  the 
Chancery.

(ut  supra).  Requisitus  qualiter  hoc  noscit,  dicit  quod  ipse  vidit  dictam 
Johannam  de  sacro  fonte  levari  in  ecclesia  predicta,  et  optulit  in  dicta  ecclesia 
dictis  die  et  anno  pro  anima  predicti  Roberti  Smyth  mortui  et  ad  tunc 
ibidem  sepulti,  per  quod,  &c.  Willelmi  Fraunkish,  etatis  1  annorum,  &c.  ut 
eupra.  Requisitus,  &c.  dicit  quod  ipsc  in  eadem  ecclesia  predictis  die  et 
anno  desponsavit  Margaretam  uxorem  suam,  et  vidit  dictam  Johannam  bap- 
tizari,  per  quod,  &c.  Johannis  Holden,  etatis  xlviii  annorum,  Johannis 
Taillor,  etatis  1  annornro,  pro  se  separatim,  ut  predictum  est,  examinatorum, 
qui  dicunt  quod  dicta  Johanna  nata  fuit  et  baptizata,  &c.  Requisiti,  &c. 
dicunt  quod  ipsi  interfuerunt  cum  predicto  Willelmo  Fraunkish,  quando 
dictus  Willelmus  desponsavit  Margaretam,  uxorem  suam,  in  ecclesia  pre- 
dicta,  et  viderunt  dictam  Johannam  de  sacro  fonte  lcvari,  per  quod,  &c. 
Roberti  Honyngton,  etatis  1  annorura,  &c.  Requisitus,  &c.  dicit  quod  ipse 
fuit  in  ecclesia  predicta  dictis  die  et  anno,  et  vidit  cam  dc  sacro  fonte  levari, 
et  tenuit  quendam  cereum  ardentem  tempore  baptizacionis  ipsius  Johanne, 
per  quod  de  etate  prefate  Johanne  bene  recolit  et  cognoscit.  In  cuju»,  &c. 
Datum  die  et  loco  supradictis." 

From  these  records  we  learn  that  Thomas  Lord  Bardolf  had  resided  at 
the  castle  of  Tattersal  subsequent  to  the  time  of  his  marriage  vrith  his 
father-in-law,  Ralph  Lord  Cromwell,  and  that  the  only  issue  had  been  these 
two  daughters,  Anne,  born  24th  of  June,  13  Rich.  II.  1389,  and  Joan, 
born  12th  Nov.  14  Rich.  II.  1390,  wives,  prior  to  his  decease,  of  Sir  Wil- 
liam  Clifford,  knight,  and  WHliam  Phelipp,  of  Dennington,  in  the  hundred 
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of  Hoxne,  Suffolk.  As  their  father  only  attained  his  majority  in  the  former 
year,  his  death  will  have  occurred  in  the  twenty-eighth  year  of  his  age. 
Prior  to  this  restitution  the  honour  of  Werraegay  had  been  granted  to 
Thoraa»  Beaufort,  the  King's  brother,  created  Duke  of  Exeter,  18  Nov. 
1416,  Bradwell  to  John,  the  King's  son,  the  manor  of  Berling  to  Joan. 
Queen  of  England,  his  consort,  and  others  in  Norfolk,  Suffolk,  and  Sussex, 
to  Sir  William  Bardolf,  knight,  brother  of  the  attainted  Lord  Bardolf,  for 
the  terms  of  their  lives  only,  with  reversion  to  the  King  and  his  heirs. 
The  remaining  portion  of  these  forfcited  lands,  with  the  reversion  of  such 
as  had  been  granted,  were,  by  letters  patent,  dated  at  Westminster,  19th 
day  of  July,  9  Henry  IV.  1408,  confirmed  to  Sir  William  Clifford,  knight, 
and  Anne  his  wife,  and  to  William  Phelipp  and  Joan  his  wife,  for  the  whole 
of  their  lives,  and  the  life  of  the  longer  liver,  and  to  the  heirs  issuing  of 
their  bodies,  with  reversion  in  default  of  issue  to  the  King  and  his  heirs. 
Sir  William  Clifford,  knight,  was  second  son  of  Roger  Lord  Clifford  of 
Westmoreland,  younger  brother  of  Thomas  Lord  Clifford,  and  had  been 
governor  of  Alnwick  Castle,  which  he  surrendered  to  the  King  after  the 
flight  of  the  Earl  of  Northumberland  into  Scotland,  as  also  of  Berwick,  and 
Fastcastle  in  Wales,  on  behalf  of  thc  same  Earl  and  his  son  Henry  Percy. 
In  the  4  Henry  V.  1417,  hc  was  constable  of  Bordeaux,  but  was  deceased 
without  issue  on  Friday,  the  Feast  of  the  Annunciation  of  the  Blessed 
Virgin,  25  March,  1418,  and  on  the  inquisitions  subsequent  to  his  decease 
his  heir  was  found  to  be  John  Lord  Clifford,  namcly,  son  of  Thomas  Clif- 
ford,  brother  of  the  aforesaid  William,  then  of  the  age  of  twenty-six  years 
and  upwards.  Pursuant  to  a  writ  with  the  teste  of  John  Duke  of  Bedford, 
Guardian  of  England,  at  Westminster,  28th  Oct.,  6th  Hen.  V.,  1418,  an 
inquisition  was  taken  at  Navenby  before  John  Henege,  the  King's  escheator 
in  Lincolnshire,  on  Monday,  in  the  fifth  week  of  Lent,  «ird  April,  7th  Hen. 
V.  1419,  which  describes  him  to  have  held  on  the  day  of  his  decease,  con- 
jointly  with  Anne  kte  wife  of  him  William  Clifford,  William  Phelipp  che- 
valcr,  and  Joan  his  wife,  still  surviving,  the  manor  of  Cathorpe,  together 
with  the  vills  of  Frieston,  Normanton,  Sudbroke,  Wolughby,  and  a  moiety 
of  Ancaster,  as  also  the  manor  of  Westborough,  together  with  the  vills  of 
Doddington  and  Stubton,  and  the  knight's  fees  and  advowsons  belonging 
to  the  same,  of  the  gift  and  concession  of  the  lord  Henry  late  King  of 
England,  father  of  the  lord  the  now  King,  to  the  aforesaid  William  Clifford, 
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Anne  and  William  Phelipp  and  Joan,  for  the  whole  life  of  the  same,  U.  of 
the  one  of  them  the  longeat  liver,  and  to  tbeir  heirs  issuing  of  their  bodies, 
so  that  if  it  should  happcn  that  the  aforesaid  parties  die  without  issue  of 
their  bodies,  that  then  the  aforesaid  manors,  &c,  were  to  revert  cntirely  to 
the  aforesaid  lord  the  King  and  his  heirs,  according  to  the  tcnor  of  the 
Letters  Patent  thcreof  made.  Also  that  the  said  William  Clifford  had  hcld, 
on  the  day  of  his  decease,  two  parts  of  the  manor  of  Carleton  in  Kesteven, 
and  the  rcversion  of  the  third  part  of  the  same  mauor  after  the  decease  of 
Margery,  who  had  been  the  wife  of  Stephen  Scrope,  which  she  held  in 
dower  for  the  term  of  her  lifc,  of  the  gift  and  concession  of  the  lord  the 
now  King  made  to  the  same  William  CUfford  and  the  heirs  male  issuing 
from  his  body,  thc  reversion  thereof  for  dcfault  of  such  heirs  bclonging  to 
thc  same  King  and  his  heirs,  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  Kings  Lettera 
Patent.*  The  several  yearly  values  of  these  tenures  are  put  down  as  fol- 
lows  :  Caythorpe,  50  marks,  Wcstborough,  held  of  the  King  as  parcel  of  the 
Barony  of  Shelford  in  Nottinghamshire,  12  li.  12  and  thc  two  parts  of  thc 
manor  of  Carleton  at  1 1  lib. ;  being  all  that  he  had  hetd  in  this  county. 
«  Et  dicunt  quod  predictus  Willelmus  Clifford  obiit  sine  herede  de  corpore 
suo  exeunte  die  Veneris  in  festo  Annunciationis  beate  Marie  Virginis  anno 
regni  dicti  domini  Rcgis  nunc  sexto,  et  quod  Johannes  dominus  de  Clifford 
est  consanguineus  et  heres  propinquior  dicti  Willelmi  Clifford,  videlicct, 
filius  Thome  Clifford  fratis  predicti  Willelmi,  ct  cst  ctatis  viginti  et  scx  anno- 
rum  et  amplius."  Pursuant  to  a  second  writ  with  the  same  teste  at  West- 
minstcr,  Uth  Fcb.  1419,  an  inquisition  was  taken  at  NotUngham,  bcfore 
Peter  Pole,  eschcator  of  the  counties  of  NotUngham  and  Dorby,  on  Satur- 
day  in  Easter  weck,  22nd  April,  which  describcs  him  to  have  held  nothing 
either  of  the  King  or  any  one  else  in  NotUnghamshire.  The  manors  of 
Shelford  and  Stokc  Bardolf,  com.  Notts.  the  manor  of  Halloughton  com. 
Leic.  and  Birling  cora.  Sussex  had  been  granted  by  King  Henry  IV.  by  his 
Lettcrs  Patent  bcaring  date  lOth  August,  6th  year  of  his  reign,  1405,  to 

•  Margery  Lady  Scrope  was  the  widow  of  Stephen  Scrope,  aecond  Baron  Scrope  of 
Maaham,  deccaaed  25  January,  1406,  and  a  daughter  of  John  Lord  Wellea,  wheee  son 
Henry,  third  1<ord  Scrope  of  Muham,  was  beheaded  5th  August,  3  Hen.  Y.  1415,  and 
attainted.  Thii  manor,  which  haa  now  the  name  of  Carlton-Scroop,  ia  in  the  hundred  of 
Loveden,  and  wUl  have  been  thu.  granted  out  by  the  King  after  it  had  come  into  ha  handa 
by  the  forfeiture  conaequent  upon  thii  treaaon. 
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*'  his  most  dear  consort  Joan,  Queen  of  England,"  after  the  attainder  of 
Tbomas  Lord  Bardolf,  to  hold  for  the  term  of  her  life  in  part  of  the  deduc- 
tion  of  10,000  marks  annually  by  him  grantcd  to  his  same  consort  in  lieu 
of  her  dower,  and  hence  the  reversion  was  all  that  these  parties  then  had 
until  her  decease  at  Havcring  in  the  Bower  in  Essex,  on  the  lOth  day  of 
July,  15  Hen.  VI.  1237.  In  like  manner  the  honour  and  manor  of  Wor- 
megay,  together  with  Stowe-Bardolf,  North  Rungton,  and  Fareswell  manor 
in  Fyncham  had  been  granted  by  Henry  IV.  to  Thomas  Beaufort,  Duke  of 
Exeter,  and  to  the  heirs  of  his  body,  who  died  without  issue  27th  Dec. 
1426,  when  they  reverted  to  the  then  King. 

During  the  time  of  Henry  the  Fifth,  Avicia,  Lady  Bardolf,  was  also 
deceased  on  the  first  day  of  July,  in  the  ninth  year  of  his  reign,  1421, 
wherefore,  pursuant  to  a  writ  with  the  teste  of  John  Duke  of  Bedford, 
Guardian  of  England,  at  Westminster,  lst  Oct.  following,  an  inquisition 
was  taken  before  William  de  Lexham,  the  escheator  of  Norfolk  and  Suf- 
folk,  at  Bungay  in  the  last  named  county,  on  Tuesday,  the  feast  of  the 
Apostles  St.  Simon  and  Jude,  28th  Oct.  1421,  which  describes  her  to 
have  dicd  seized  of  the  manor  in  Ilketishale,  called  Bardolfes-Hall,  held  of 
the  King  in  chief  by  the  service  of  half  a  knight's  fec,  and  other  tenements 
in  the  same  vill,  called  Mendham  Fee,  held  of  the  Earl  Marshal,  John  de 
Mowbray,  and  embodics  this  finding  of  the  jurors  as  to  her  heirs ;  "  Dicunt 
quod  predicta  Avicia  obiit  primo  die  Julii  ultimo  preterito,  et  quod  Anna 
nuper  uxor  Willelmi  Clifford  militis  defuncti,  et  Johanna  nunc  uxor  Wil- 
lelmi  Phelipp  militis,  filie  dicte  Avicie,  sunt  heredes  ejusdera  Avicie  propin- 
quiores." 

The  family  of  Phelipp  was  seated  at  Dennington,  a  parish  in  the  hundred 
of  Hoxne,  com.  Suffolk,  and  Sir  William  Phelipp,  knight,  and  Juliana,  his 
wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  Erpingham  of  Erpingham  in  the  hundred  of 
South  Erpingham,  com.  Norf.  by  deed,  in  the  year  1387,  scttled  the  manor 
of  Colby,  a  parish  adjacent  to  Erpingham,  on  Sir  Simon  Felbrigg,  knight, 
for  the  term  of  the  life  of  the  said  Juliana,  which  had  doubtless  been 
assigned  to  her  in  frankmarriage.  The  issue  of  this  marriage  were  two 
sons  and  a  daughter,  Sir  William  named  above,  born  in  1383,  Sir  John 
Phelipp,  knight,  dcceased  at  Harileur  on  the  second  day  of  September, 
3  Hen.  V.  from  the  effects  of  dysentery,  which  committed  such  ravagei

among  thc  forces  previous  to  their  journey  towards  Calais,*  and  Katharine, 
wife  of  Sir  Andrew  Boteler,  knight,  eschcator  of  thc  counties  of  Norfolk 

•  Sir  John  Phelipp,  knight,  had  in  h»  retinue  thirty  meu-at-anns  and  ninety  arehers, 
and,  from  an  inquiaition  taken  after  the  decease  of  Sir  Thomaa  Erpingham,  K.G.  hia 
uncle,  at  FarringJon,  com.  Berks,  8th  of  July,  1428,  beforo  Thomas  Rothwell,  the  Kings 
escheator,  as  to  his  tcnure  of  the  manor  anciently  called  Wortli,  and  U>en  divided  into  the 
manors  of  Wadeley  and  Wykingeaham  (which  bad  been  given  by  King  Edward  III.  by 
his  letter»  patcnt,  dated  16  April,  fiftieth  year  of  his  reign,  1376,  U>  Sir  Gilbert  Talbot, 
chivaler,  deceased,  by  the  namc  of  Gilbert  Talbot,  of  Castle  Richard,  Eaquire,  and  had 
escheated  to  the  Crown  by  reason  of  the  deceaae  of  Richard  de  Pembrugg,  chivaler,  without 
issue  of  his  body,  to  hold  to  him  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body  ;  after  whose  decease,  his 
widow  Margaret  had  dower  assigned  to  her  in  the  name,  the  reversion  of  which,  and  the 
rcsidue  of  the  same  manors,  had  eoine  into  thc  Kings  hands  by  the  decease  of  Richard 
Talbot,  son  and  hoir  of  the  same  Sir  Gilbert,  as  well  as  of  the  aforesaid  Gilbert,  without 
iasue  male,  and  had  been  given  by  Henry  V.  latc  King  of  England,  by  his  letters  patent, 
dated  10  Novembcr,  flrst  year  of  his  reign,  1413,  to  his  bcloved  and  faithful  knight  Sir 
Thomas  Erpingham,  for  thc  term  of  his  life,)  we  learn  tliat  Sir  John  Phelipp,  and  Matilda 
hia  wife,  had  the  revenuon  of  thc  samc  manors  after  his  deccasc,  to  thcm  for  their  lives,  and 
to  the  heirs  of  the  body  of  Sir  John  Phelipp,  of  the  grant  of  the  samc  King ;  and  that 
upon  their  decease  without  issue,  the  King,  by  his  letters  patent  dated  8  December,  third 
year  of  his  reign,  1410,  granted  the  said  reversion,  aftcr  the  deccaae  of  Sir  Tliomas  Er- 
pinghamand  the  Lady  Margaret  Talbot,  to  his  beloved  and  faithful  knight  William  Porter, 
to  hold  to  hii»  and  his  heirs  niale.  The  inquisition  has  also  this  finding  as  to  the  decease 
of  the  said  tenant  for  life  and  his  heir :  "Quod  predictus  Thomas  Erpyngham,  miles,  obiit 
die  dominica  proxima  post  festum  Nativitatis  Sancti  Johannis  Baptiste  ultimo  preteritum 
Jun.  1428)  et  quod  eedem  due  partes  maneriorum  prcdictorum  valent  per  annum  in 
omnibus  exitibus  xl  marcas,  ct  quod  Willelmus  Phelipp,  mil«g,  cst  consanguineus  et  heres 
ejus  propinquior,  videlicet,  filius  Juliane  sororis  dicti  Thome,  ct  est  etatis  quadragint» 
annorum  et  amplius."  By  the  inquisitions  taken  after  the  deoease  of  Sir  John  Phelipp, 
knight,  pursuant  to  wriU  with  tbe  tcste  of  John  Duko  of  Bodford,  (iuardian  of  Englaud, 
at  Westminstcr,  Sth  October,  3  Hen.  V.  1418,  wc  learn  that  Sir  William  Phelipp  knight, 
Thomas  Chaucer  csquire,  and  others,  had  enfeoffed  Sir  John  Phelipp  knight  and  Alice 
hi»  wife,  and  the  heirs  issuing  of  their  bodiea,  in  thc  several  manors  of  the  inberitance  of 
Tbnmas  Chauccr,  the  (ather  of  tlie  said  Alice,  and  each  containa  this  finding  as  to  the  day 
of  his  deccaso  and  the  ago  of  his  heir,  and,  as  being  of  cariier  date  than  the  one  cited  above, 
thc  statement  as  to  age  is  douhtleas  correct ;  "  Quod  predictus  Johannea  Phelipp  obiit  die 
Mercurii  proximo  ante  fcstum  Sancte  Kidis  Virginis  ultimo  preteritum,  et  quod  Willclmus 
Phelipp,  fratcr  dicti  Johannis,  est  ejus  herea  propinquior,  et  ctatis  xxxi  annorum  et  ampliut>.n 
Besides  the  manors  held  by  him  in  right  of  his  wife,  the  othor  propcrty  consisted  of  for- 
feited  lands  belonging  to  the  attainted  Henry  Urd  Scropc  of  Masbam,  and  the  alien 
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and  Suffolk  in  1  Hen.  V.  1413.  Sir  William  Phelipp  was  also  engaged 
in  tbe  same  expedition ;  and  on  the  roll  of  the  names  of  those  that  were 
with  the  excellent  prince,  King  Henry  the  Fifth,  at  the  "  Battell  of  Agin- 
court,"  on  Friday  the  25th  day  of  October,  in  the  year  of  the  Lord  1415, 
and  in  the  third  year  of  his  reign,  that  of  "  Sir  William  Phelipe,  with  his 
retenu,  Thomas  Holwyscont,  William  Gode,  John  Barnard,  Thomas  Poley, 
Robert  Hemnale,  Jacob  Denys,  William  Kemston,  Lances  viii.  and 
Archers  xxix"  is  inscribed.  Again,  in  1419  he  was  serving  with  the  army 
in  France,  and  was  appointed  a  commissioner  to  treat  of  peace,  together 
with  Sir  John  Tiptoft.  In  reward  of  his  services  he  was  elected  a  Knight 
of  the  Garter  in  his  absence,  and  by  proxy  installed  in  the  place  of  Sir  John 
Blount,  chivaler,  slain  before  Rouen,  early  in  the  month  ef  November, 
1418,  in  the  course  of  that  year.  In  9  Hen.  V.  1421-2,  he  was  Captain  of 
Harfleur,  and  subscquently  Treasurer  of  the  Household ;  by  virtue  of  wbich 
office  he  had  the  chief  conduct  of  the  funeral  of  that  illustrious  monarch 
and  charge  of  his  effects  after  his  decease. 

In  the  following  reign,  8  Hen.  VI.,  1430,  he  was  retained  to  serve  the 
king  with  nineteeu  men-at-arma,  besides  himself,  and  sixty  archers,  for  one 
whole  year,  in  the  wars  of  France ;  and  by  letters  patent,  with  the  teste 
of  Humphrey,  Duke  of  Gloucester,  Guardian  of  England,  at  Wye,  in  Kent, 
24th  April,  he  was  appointed,  along  with  the  Bishops  of  Ely  and  Bath 
and  Wells,  Sirs  John  Tiptoft,  Lewis  Robeasart,  John  Montgomery,  John 
Steuard,  Robert  Shotesbroke,  and  Ralph  Boteler,  knights,  and  others,  to 
review  the  troops  which  were  then  about  to  cross  tbe  sea  towards  the  realm 
of  Franoe,  under  the  royal  banner.  On  his  return  from  abroad  he  was 
admitted  of  the  privy  council,  and,  as  we  learn  from  an  entry  on  the  Roll 
of  Parliament,  containing  the  annual  charges  on  the  revenue  of  the  crown, 
payablc  in  Michaelmas  tcrm,  12  Hen.  VI.,  1433,  during  the  Kings  plea- 
sure,  the  fee  for  his  attendance  amounted  to  100/».  In  the  following  year, 
he  was  appointed  to  the  high  office  of  Chamberlain  to  the  King ;  and  he  is 

abbeys  of  Fontevraud  and  the  Holy  Trinity  of  Caen,  granted  by  the  Sovereign  ;  but  he 
had  nothing  of  his  own  inheritance,— •  proof  that  he  was  the  younger  brother,  and  conse- 
•jufiitly  not  more  Uian  thirty  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  deccase.  Alice,  his  widow, 
remarried,  first,  Thomas  de  Montacute,  Earl  of  Salisbury,  K.O.  slain  3  Nov.  7  Hen.  VI. 
1428  ;  and,  sccondly,  William  de  la  Pole,  Earl  of  Suffolk,  aflerwards  Marquisand  Duke  of 
Suflblk,  K.G.  murdered  on  the  2nd  of  May,  28  Hen.  VI.  1450. 
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so  described  in  a  schedule  which  was  rcad  by  the  chancellor  before  the 
lord  the  King,  at  Cirenccster,  12th  day  of  NoTcmber,  thirteenth  of  his 
reign,  of  the  advice,  consent,  and  order  of  the  lords  of  the  council  there 
present,  and  by  the  sarae  lord  the  King  admitted  and  graciously  accepted, — 
"  Presentibus  Dominis  Cardinali  Anglie,  Cantuarie  et  Eboraci  Archie- 
piscopis,  Eboraci  et  Norffolcie  Ducibus,  Dunelmensi,  Eliensi,  Bathoniensi, 
Carliolensi,  Lincolniensi  et  Norwicensi  Episcopis,  Warrewici,  Staffordie, 
Northumbrie  et  Suffolcic  Comitibus,  de  Beaumont,  de  Welles,  Cromwell, 
Thesaurario,  Hungerford  et  Typtot,  Baronibus,  Willelmo  Lyndewode,  Cus- 
tode  privati  Bigilli,  et  Willelmo  Phelipp,  Camerario  Rcgis."  AIbo,  among 
those  appointcd  to  be  of  tlie  privy  council  by  the  King,  in  a  great  council 
of  the  nobles  of  thc  realm,  at  the  Hospital  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem,  fast 
by  London,  on  the  13th  day  of  November,  16  Hen.  VI.,  1437,  was, 
"  Williara  Phelipp,  knight,  Chamberlein."  It  was  apparently  on  this 
occasion  that  he  was  by  the  King  raised  to  the  title  of  a  Baron ;  for  from 
this  date  he  is  described  in  every  public  document  as  William  Phelipp, 
Lord  Bardolf. 

Previous  to  this  creation,  he,  as  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Erpingham,  K.G., 
deceased  on  Sunday  the  27th  day  of  June,  1428,  without  issue,  Biicceeded 
to  the  manor  of  Erpingham,  com.  Norf.,  and  that  of  Gerberges  in  the  same 
parish,  together  with  the  advowson  of  the  church  of  St.  Mary,  to  which  Sir 
William  Phelipp,  knight,  and  Joan,  his  wife,  presentcd  John  Rcche,  in 
1430.  By  his  last  will,  dated  in  1427,  and  proved  in  1428,  thc  dcceased 
gave  to  the  high  altar  of  the  cathedral  of  Norwich  10  marks ;  to  every 
mouk,  6*.  8rf. ;  to  Erpingham  and  Litcham  churches,  40*.  each ;  to  the 
altar  of  St.  Martin,  at  the  Palace-gate,  in  which  parish  his  city  house  was, 
26«.  &d. ;  to  Normans  spittle,  10  marks  ;  to  the  prisoners  in  thc  castle  and 
gild-hall,  40«.  each  place  ;  to  Juliana  Lampit,  recluse  at  Carhow,  10*.,  &c. 
Sir  William  PheUpp,  Sir  Andrew  Botcler,  knights ;  William  Baumburgh, 
Richard  Gegge,  esquires,  and  othere,  were  executors ;  Bishop  William 
Alnwyck,  of  Norwich,  supervisor ;  and  Sir  Simon  Felbrigge,  Sir  John 
Clifton,  and  Sir  Thomas  Kerdeston,  knights,  witnesses.  This  celebrated 
warrior  had  becn  twice  married  ;  first  to  Joan,  daughter  of  Sir  Wm.  Clop- 
ton,  of  Wickham  Brook,  com.  Sun%  knight;  and,  secondly,  to  Joan, 
daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Walton,  knight,  and  sister  and  heiress  of  John 
Walton,  of  Wivenhoe,  com.  Essex,  living  6th  February,  1406,  widow  of 
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Sir  John  Howard,  knight,  living  8th  July,  1410,  deceased  on  the  13th  day 
of  December,  3  Hen.  VI.,  1424,  leaving  by  her  first  husband  an  only 
daughter  and  heiress,  born  on  the  feast  of  St.  liarnabas,  llth  June,  1410, 
and  then  of  the  age  of  fourteen  years  and  upwards.  This  heiress  married 
John  de  Verc,  Earl  of  Oxford,  and  through  hcr  the  ancient  patrimony  of 
the  Howards  in  Norfolk  vested  in  that  family.  Sir  Thomas  and  his  two 
wives  had  interment  in  Norwich  cathedral,  on  the  north  side  of  the  choir ; 
but  the  word  "  Bewar"  is  all  that  remains  of  the  inscription,— perhaps  his 
motto.  His  arms,  Vert,  an  escutcheon  inter  eight  martlets  gules,  and  under- 
written  Thomas  Erpingham,  were  formerly  in  the  chapter-house  at  Canter- 
bury  ;  and  his  crest  was,  A  crown  gules,  a  plume  of  feathers  argent. 

On  the  Roll  of  Letters  Patent  of  the  15th  year  of  Henry  the  Sixth, 
1437,  under  the  heading,  «  Pro  cantaria  fundanda  Phelippes,"  we  rcad  as 
follows :—

pro  animabus  carissimi  domini  et  avi  nostri,  domini  Hcnrici,  nuper  Regis 
Anglie,  ac  carissimi  domini  patris  nostri  defunctorum,  et  animabus  bene- 
factorum  et  antecessorura  ipsius  Willelmi  et  Johanne  et  omnium  fidelium 
defunctorum,  juxta  ordinacionem  eorumdem  Willelmi  ct  Johanne  seu  alterius 
eorum  superviventis  seu  eorum  heredum  in  hac  parte  faciendam,  celebra- 
turis  facere,  fundare,  creare,  et  stabilire  possint  seu  possit.  £t  quod  cantaria 
predicta,  cum  sic  fundata  fuerit  et  stabihta,  '  Phebppes  Chaimtcrio  de 
Denvngton'  nuncupatur.  Volumus  eciam  et  concedimus  pro  nobis  et  dictis 
heredibus  nostris  capellanis  cantarie  predicti  cum  sic  fundata  fuerit,  quod 
ipsi  et  successores  sui,  capellani  ejusdem  cantaric,  habent  unum  commune 
sigillum  ad  quecumque  negocia  et  materias  cautarium  illam  concernentia 
expedienda  et  exequenda,  et  quod  ipsi  per  nomen  Capellanorum  cantarie 
predicte,  cum  cantaria  illa  sic  fundata  et  stabihta  sit,  pro  futuro  sint  in- 
corporati  et  persone  habiles  et  capaces  ad  quecumque  terras,  tenementa, 
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redditus,  advocaciones,  et  possessiones  adquirenda  et  recipienda,  ac  ad  omni- 
modas  actiones  et  querclas  in  quibuscumque  curiis,  locis,  et  placeis  nostris 
et  heredum  nostrorum  aut  aliorum  quorumcumque  placitandas,  defendendas, 
et  prosequendas  in  eisdem.  Insuper  concessimus  et  licenciam  dedimus 
prefatis  Willelmo  et  Johanne,  quod  ipsi  seu  alter  eorum  vel  eorum  heredcs 
terras,  tenementa,  redditus,  et  possessiones  ac  advocationes  et  patronatus 
ccclesiarum,  que  de  nobis  immediate  non  tenentur,  usque  ad  valorem  viginti 
librarum  per  annum  darc  possint  seu  possit  ct  assignare  eisdem  capellanis 
cantarie  predicte,  cum  sic  fundata  fuerit  et  stabilita,  habenda  et  tenenda 
sibi  et  successoribus  suis,  tam  pro  manso  ct  iuhabitacione  eorumdem  capel- 
lanorum  includendo  et  edificando,  quam  in  auxilium  sustentationis  sue,  in- 
perpetuum.  Et  cisdem  capcllanis  et  successoribus  suis,  quod  ipsi  terras, 
tenemcnta,  redditus,  et  possessiones  ac  advocationes  ct  patronatus  ecdesiarum 
usquc  ad  dictum  valorem  viginti  librarum  pcr  annum,  tam  ab  cisdem  Wil- 
lelmo  et  Johanna  seu  altero  eorum  seu  de  eorum  heredibus  quam  a  qui- 
buscumque  aliis  pcrsonis,  que  hujusmodi  terras,  tenementa,  redditus  et 
possessiones  ac  advocaciones  et  patronatus  cum  pertinentiis  cis  dare,  con- 
cedere  vel  assignare  voluerint,  recipere  et  perquirere,  et  ecclesias  illas 
appropriarc  ct  eas  sic  appropriatas  in  proprios  usus  una  cum  hujusmodi 
terris,  tenementis,  redditibus,  et  possessionibus  tenere  possint  sibi  et  succes- 
soribus  suis  imperpetuum  tenore  presencium  similiter  licenciam  dedimus 
specialcm,  statuto  de  terris  et  tenementis  ad  manum  mortuam  non  ponendis 
edito  aut  aliquo  alio  ordinacione  aut  statuto  in  contrarium  facto  non  obstante, 
dum  tamen  per  inquisitiones  inde  debite  capiendas  et  in  cancellaria  nostra 
vel  heredum  nostrorum  rite  retornandas  compertum  fucrit  quod  id  fieri 
possit  absquc  dampno  vel  prejudicio  nostro  vel  heredum  nostrorum  aut 
aliorum  quorumcumque.  In  cujus,  &c.  Teste  Rege  in  manerio  suo  de 
Kenyngton  tercio  die  Julii." 

Sir  William  Phelipp  was  one  of  the  executors  of  the  noble  Prince  Thomas, 
Duke  of  Exeter,  as  we  learn  from  a  petition  to  the  King  and  council,  with 
the  answer  endorsed,  26th  February,  5  Hcn.  VI.,  1427,  and  had  of  the 
kings  grant  thc  custody  of  the  priorie»  alien  of  Cretyiig,  com.  Suff.,  and 
Everdon,  com.  Norff.,  cells  to  the  abbey  of  Bernay,  in  Normandy,  with  thcir 
appurtenances,  committed  to  him,  to  hold  from  the  feast  of  St.  Michael,  in 
the  sixteenth  year  of  his  reign,  29th  September,  1437,  for  the  full  term  of 
ten  years,  at  an  annual  rent  of  thirty  pounds  ;  as  also  of  the  manor  of 
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Swaffham,  com.  Norff.,  as  to  two  parts,  for  the  same  tcrm,  at  a  rent  of  one 
pound  annually,  of  which  the  third  part  was  held  in  dower  hy  Jacquetta, 
latc  wife  of  the  uncle  of  the  King,  John  Duke  of  Bedford.  On  the  Roll  of 
Letters  Patent  of  the  sarae  year,  we  read  as  follows :— "  Rex,  Ac  salutem. 
Sciatis  quod  pro  bono  et  gratuito  scrvicio  quod  dilectus  et  fidelis  noster 
Willelmus  Phelipp,  camerarius  noster,  nobis  irapendit  et  impendet  in 
futurum  concessimus  ei  quoddam  tenementum,  vocatum  Le  Newe  Inn,  cum 
pertinentiis,  in  parochia  sancti  Benedicti  in  Thamise  Street,  infra  civitatem 
nostram  Londoniarum,  quod  quidem  tenementum  ad  manus  avi  nostri  pcr 
forisfacturam  Johannis  Montagu,  comitis  Sarum,  devenit  et  escaetum  fuit ; 
et  quod  Thomas  Erpingham  cbevaler  defunctus  pro  termino  vitcsue  ex 
concessione  dicti  avi  nostri  habuit  et  tenuit,  habendura  et  tenendum  dictum 
tenementura  cum  pertinentiis  prefato  Willelmo  et  assignatis  suis  pro  termino 
vite  sue  quietum  ab  aliquo  nobis  reddendo,  &c.  Testc  Rcge  apud  ma- 
nerium  de  Shene  vicesimo  primo  die  Octobri».* 

*  Punuant  to  a  writ  addrwwed  to  Henry  Darton,  mayor  of  the  city  of  London,  and  the 
JCing's  eacheator  in  Uic  same,  with  thc  King's  teste  at  Weatminster,  lst  Nov.,  7  Hen.  VI., 
1428,  the  following  inquisition  was  Ukcn  respecting  the  tenure  of  Sir  Thomas  Erping- 
ham  of  this  messuage,  in  Uie  city  of  London,  4Ui  day  of  Octobcr,  8  Hen.  VI.,  1429,  by 
the  oaUi  of  twelve  jurors,  honest  and  lawworthy  men  of  Uie  said  city  : — "  Qui  dicunt  super

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The  following  Lettcrs  Patent,  which  are  dated  on  the  same  day  as  that 
on  wbich  the  great  council  was  held,  ahove  uientioned,  distinctly  describe 
the  King's  chamberlain  as  I.ord  of  Bardolf ;  and,  as  Anne,  some  time  the 
wifc  of  Sir  William  Clifford,  knight,  and  then  the  wife  of  Sir  Reginald  Cob- 
ham,  of  Sterborough,  in  the  parish  of  Lingfield,  com.  Surr.,  knight,  and  his 
own  wife,  Joan,  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Thomas,  Lord  Bardolf,  were  both 
surviving,  the  only  inference  to  be  drawn  from  such  recognition  is,  that 
this  new  title  was  grantcd  to  him  and  the  heirs  of  his  body  as  a  barony 
in  fee.

"Dieae  ignorant 
citizens  erroneonnly  name  tfae  >l.iy  of  the  decease  of  Sir  Thomas  Krpingham  as  Sundav  the 
4th  day  of  July,  instcad  of  the  preceding  8und»y,  27th  June,  as  put  down  in  the  earlier 
inqutsitiona,  whence  we  may  infer  that  he  died  at  his  manor  of  Erpingham  ;  and  thia 
misstatement  has  becn  adopted  by  Mr.  Belti  in  his  "  .Memorials  of  the  Garter." 
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inde  annuatim  nobis  quinquaginta  libras,  quas  quidem  litteraa  patentes  pre- 
fatus  dominus  de  Bardolf  in  voluntate  existit  restituendi  in  cancellaria  nostra,

On  the  same  Roll  are  Letters  Patcnt  of  the  date  of  the  eleventh  day  of 
the  same  month,  which  contain  a  similar  recital  of  a  grant  of  the  custody 
of  the  honour  and  manor  of  Wyrmcgay,  madc  to  the  same  William  dc  la 
Pole,  Earl  of  Suffolk,  datcd  the  15th  day  of  July,  in  the  fiftecnth  year  of 
Henry  VI.,  to  hold  from  thc  feast  of  the  Nativity  of  the  Lord  next  follow- 
ing,  for  the  term  of  seven  years,  and  of  his  having  delivered  the  same  inta 
the  Chancery  to  be  cancelled ;  by  rcason  whcrcof  the  King  thcn  granted 
the  said  honour  and  manor  of  Wyrmegay  to  Sir  William  Phelipp,  knight, 
and  Joan  his  wife,  and  to  the  heirs  of  their  bodies.* 

By  other  Letters  Patent,  with  the  King's  teste  at  Westminster,  31 
January  following,  reciting  thc  grant  of  Henry  thc  Fourth,  dated  19th 
July,  9th  year  of  his  reign,  1408,  of  the  manors  of  Caythorp  with  its 
vills,  Riskington  with  its  vills,  Westborough  with  its  vills,  late  in  the 
tenure  of  Sir  George  Dunbar,  knight,  together  with  the  reversions  of  the 
manors  of  Plumpton,  Barcomb,  Quinburgh  alias  Whinburgh,  Cantley,  and

Thus  restored  to  the  entire  inheritance  of  his  wife,  William  Phelipp,  Lord 
Bardolf,  wiU  have  sat  in  the  Parliament  held  at  Weatminster  on  the 
morrow  of  St.  Martin,  12th  Nov.,  18th  Hen.  VI..  1489,  to  which  an 
apparently  imperfect  list  of  the  peers  summoned  remains  on  record  on  the 
Cloae  Roll,  and  the  omission  of  the  name  of  WilUam  Phelipp,  Lord  Bardolf, 
is  by  no  means  conclusive  of  his  not  having  been  summoned,  as  asserted 
by  Dugdale  in  his  memoir  of  this  baron.  The  foUowing  copy  of  his  last 
will  and  the  inquisitions  post  mortem  afford  proof  of  hia  being  so  i 
in  his  lifetirae,  and  it  is  certain  that  this  title  was  borne  by  his 
his  grandson  William,  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father,  John  Viscount  Beau- 
mont.

t  Dugdale,  in  hi*  abatract  of  thit  will  from  Register  Chicheley,  in  the  library  at  Lanu 
beth,  with  hi»  u«ual  caruleMueaa,  haa  amigned  a  wrong  date  to  thia  codicil,  as  if  it  had  been 
of  the  eighth  of  July  next  enauing  that  of  hia  will,  inatead  of  the  right  date,  30th  May, 
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On  the  aeventh  day  after  the  date  of  thia  codicil,  the  sixth  day  of  June, 
19th  Hen.  VI.,  the  testator  dicd,  and  Henry  Chicheley,  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury,  granted  probate  of  this  will  and  codicil,  by  his  lctter,  bearing 
date  at  hia  manor  of  Croydon,  on  the  28th  day  of  the  same  month,  being 
in  the  28th  year  of  his  translation  to  that  see,  addressed  to  William 
Goffchin,  in  decretis  Baccalaurius,  appointing  him  his  proctor.  Upon  the 
receipt  of  this  letter  on  the  second  of  July,  the  proctor  repaired  to  Suffolk, 
and  adrainistration  of  the  effects  was  granted  to  Joan,  Lady  Bardolff,  Wil- 
liara  Goode  esquire,  John  Puttok,  and  Richard  Palmer  clerk,  the  two 
others  having  renounced,  on  the  eighth  day  of  July,  in  the  church  of  Den- 
nington. 

Availing  themselves  of  the  proviso  in  the  codicil,  the  executors  did  not 
comply  with  the  humble  request  of  the  testator  to  be  buried  in  the  ceme- 
tery  of  the  church  of  Dennington,  and  he  yet  lies  entombcd  with  his  wife 
under  a  square  oblong  monument,  ornamented  with  gothic  tracery,  on 
which  are  the  effigiea  of  both  in  alabaster,  richly  painted  and  gildcd,  eight 
feet  in  length  and  four  in  breadth,  in  the  rhapel  of  St.  Margaret,  on  thc 
aouth  side  of  thc  church  of  St.  Mary  of  Dcnnington.  A  drawing  after  the 
tomb  was  madc  by  Joshua  Kirby,  and  published  by  him  March  25,  1748, 
having  been  engraved  by  J.  Wood ;  which  plate  is  inscribcd  to  Sir  John 
Rouse,  Baronet.  Subsequently  drawings  of  the  same  effigics  wcre  made 
by  C.  A.  Stothard,  one  of  which  was  etchcd  by  him,  and  the  other  by 
C.  J.  Smith,  and  now  constitute  the  plates  110  and  111  in  the  Monumental 
Effigies  of  Great  Britain,  folio,  London,  1817,  whcre  thcy  are  erroneously 
supposed  to  be  thoae  of  Sir  Robert  Grushill  and  hia  lady,  in  Hoveringham 
church,  Notta,  aa  ia  observed  in  the  accompanying  description,  and  which 
error  has  been  rectified  by  the  publishers  in  a  communication  inserted  in 
the  Gcntleman'»  Magazine.  The  first  of  thesc  plates  is  a  front  view  of 
both  effigiea,  and  the  second  a  profile  view  of  Lord  Bardolf,  with  details 
representing  one  extremity  of  the  collar  of  S.S.,  and  thc  ccntrc*  of  the 
girdlc,  and  the  letters  I.H.S.  on  the  bacinet.  Lord  Bardolf  is  represented 
in  full  armour,  save  the  visor,  his  head  reating  on  his  helmet  with 

19th  Hen.  VI.,  1441,  thc  jemr  of  the  dcoeas*  of  the  b-vtator.  And  hence  the  diacrcpancy 
in  dcscribing  John  Lord  Bcaumont  m  •  riaeount  before  hia  cit»Uon  to  the  title,  if  the 
codicil  had  beeu  «Uted  8th  July,  1439,  u  it  fUnda  printed  in  h»  Baronage,  vol.  ii. 
V-  fU. 
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mantelet  and  creat,  a  garb;  between  his  feet  is  an  eagle  with  out- 
spread  wings.  The  bacinet  is  encircled  by  a  costly  wreath,  having  also  an 
eagle  displayed  in  the  front.  Round  his  neck  is  a  gorget,  and  over  it  the 
collar  of  S.S.  The  gussets  aud  brassarts  are  elegantly  fluted,  and  below 
the  cuirass  is  the  pance,  encircled  by  a  rich  girdle,  to  which  a  dagger  is 
attached,  and  having  in  front  a  shield,  on  which  his  coat  of  arms  was  once 
painted.  On  his  left  leg  is  the  garter  with  ite  motto ;  and  suspended  from 
a  strap  buckled  across  his  loius  is  his  sword.  The  coat  of  Phelipp  was 
quarterly,  gules  and  argent,  in  the  first  quarter  an  eagle  displayed  or ;  crest, 
a  garb,  or. 

On  his  right  hand  is  the  effigy  of  his  wife,  whose  head  rests  on  an  em- 
broidered  cushion,  supported  on  cither  side  by  a  chaplain  of  Phelippes 
Chauntry,  in  a  cloak  and  cap,  and  her  feet  on  a  wyvern,  the  wings  endorsed, 
the  supporters  of  the  arms  of  Bardolf,  indicating  her  paternal  descent. 
She  wears  a  crescent-horned  head-dress,  a  rich  fret  and  a  coronet.  Her 
gown  hangs  in  loose  folds,  reaching  so  low  as  to  cover  the  feet,  and  ia 
spangled  all  over  with  blazing  stars,  being  encircled  by  a  girdle  richly 
decorated  below  the  waist.  Over  this  is  a  bodice-shaped  garment,  open  at 
the  sides  for  three  parte  of  its  length,  and  over  the  shoulders  is  a  cloak 
fastened  in  front  by  a  bar  across  the  breast,  having  richly  worked  notches 
at  each  end,  from  which  two  cords  wilh  tassels  are  made  to  lap  over  the 
bar,  and  hang  down  in  front.  The  necklace  is  fastencd  at  the  extremities 
with  a  buckle.    Each  of  these  effigies  has  the  hands  joined  in  prayer. 

The  only  daughter  of  William  Phelipp,  Lord  Bardolf,  wife  of  John  Vis- 
count  Beaumont,  died  in  the  same  year  as  her  father,  as  we  learn  from  the 
following  Letters  Patent,  entered  on  the  roll  of  this  nineteenth  year  of  the 
reign  of  Henry  the  Sixth,  under  the  heading  Pro  Johanne  Vicecomite 
Beaumont.

speciali  concessimus  eidem  Vicecomiti  custodiam  omnium  castrorum,  mane- 
riorum,  dominiorum,  villarum,  terrarum,  tencmcntorum,  reddituum  et  aer- 
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viciorum  tam  liberorum  quam  nativorum,  una  cum  feodU  militum  et  advo- 
cacionibus  ccclesiarum,  abbatiarum,  prioratuum,  bospitalium,  vicariaruro, 
capellarum,  cantuariarum  et  alioram  beneficioram  quoramcumque,  que 
Henrico  filio  ejusdem  VicecomitU  ac  filio  et  heredi  ejusdem  Elizabethe  aut 
alicui  heredi  ipsius  Henrici  de  corpore  suo  exeunte,  seu  pro  defectu  hujus- 
modi  exitus,  mortuo  ipso  Henrico,  Willelmo  filio  juniori  eoramdem  Vice- 
comitis  et  Elizabethe  et  fratri  ejusdem  Henrici  aut  alicui  heredi  ipsius

The  King's  writs  to  the  several  escheators  of  the  counties,  in  which 
William  Phclipp,  Lord  Bardolf,  had  property,  all  bear  date  at  Westminster 
on  the  16th  day  of  June;  and  pursuant  thereto  an  inquisition  was  taken  at 
Norwich  in  Le  Sheirehous  on  Monday  next  after  the  feast  of  the  Apostles 
Simon  and  Jude,  20  Hen.  VI.  before  Henry  Drury,  escheator  of  the  coun- 
ties  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  which  describes  the  joint  seizin  of  the  deeeased, 
with  Joan  his  wife  surviving,  to  them  and  the  heirs  of  their  bodies,  of  the 
honour  and  manor  of  Wormegay,  with  the  manors  of  Stowebardolf,  North 
Rungton,  and  Fareswell,  in  Fincham,  by  virtue  of  the  letters  patcnt  of  the 
then  King,  as  also  of  the  manors  of  Qwynburgh,  Cantley,  and  Strumpsagh, 
conjointly  with  the  Lady  Anne  Cobeham,  by  virtue  of  letters  patent  of 
Henry  IV.  and  of  the  manor  of  Caistor,  after  the  decease  of  Sir  William 
Bardolf,  knight,  by  virtue  of  letters  patent  of  the  then  King,  and  sets  forth 
their  right  to  the  reversion  of  the  moieties  of  such  manors  as  were  held  by 
the  said  Anne  after  her  decease  by  virtue  of  letters  patent  of  the  same 
King.  The  finding  as  to  the  lands  of  his  own  inheritance  in  this  county

Et  dicunt  quod 
Thomaa  nuper  dominus  de  Morle,  Johannes  Heveningham  miles,  Willel- 
mus  Paston,  Willelmus  Yelverton  armigeri,  Johannes  Kecke  clericus,  Wil- 
lelmus  Goode  armiger,  Johannes  Puttok,  Johannes  Goode  et  Willelmus 

*  Thia  entry  npon  the  Roll  of  Lctters  Patcnt  «u  pursuant  to  the  sUtute  1S  Hen.  VI.

Hence  father  and  son  had  died  in  the  same  ycar,  and  it  i» 
evident  from  thc  age  of  Sir  Thotnas  Erpingham  (who  in  1406  was  pledge  for  Sir  Edwanl 
Haatings,  of  EWng,  Knight,  in  the  Court  of  Chivalry,  in  the  great  cause  botween  Reginald 
Lord  Grey  of  Ruthyn,  plaintiiT,  and  him,  about  the  anns  and  title  of  Hastings,  and  made 
hia  deposition  in  his  favour  in  the  following  year,  9  Hen.  IV.,  wherein  he  swcara  to  hU 
being  of  the  age  of  fifty  years  and  upwards),  born  in  1357,  that  he  was  son  of  this  Robcrt 
Erpingham,  and  brother  of  Sir  John  Erpingham  and  Juliana  wife  of  Sir  Williain 
Phelipp.  As  theae  manors  were  vested  in  the  feofTeea  named  in  the  text,  the  inquisition 
post  mortem  after  the  decoaae  of  Sir  Thomaa  Erpingham  contains  no  notice  of  his  tenure 
of  tbeae  manors,  although,  pursuant  to  the  writ  of  tho  lst  of  July,  to  the  escheator  of 
Norfolk  and  Suflblk,  an  inquiaition  was  taki-n  at  Krpingham  on  the  2d  day  of  November, 
7  Hen.  VI.,  1428.  The  finding  was  to  this  effect :  Quod  dictus  Dominus  Rex  octavo 
die  Julii  anno  regni  sui  primo,  per  litterassuas  patentes  dictis  juratoribus  super  capcioncm 
hujus  inquisitionts  ostensas,  intcr  alia  conccssit  Thome  Erpyngham  chivalor  in  dicto 
brcvi  nominato,  per  nomen  dilecti  et  fidelis  militis  sui  Thome  Erpyngham,  et  Roberto 
Haye  elerico,  ac  Roberto  Lymburn  clerico,  adhuc  superstiti,  ad  opua  IXmiini  Thome 
Erpyugtiam  prioratum  do  Toftys  et  mancria  de  Toftys  ct  Horstode  in  comitatu  predicto, 
una  cum  omnibus  decimis,  &c.  eo  quod  Dominus  Rcx  nunc  de  eisdem  prioratu  et  manc- 
nis  seisitus  et  inhereditatus  est,  tenonda  sibi  et  hcredihu*  suis,  virtuto  cujusdam  statuti  iu 
parliamcnto  domini  nupcr  Regis  apud  Leycestriam,  anno  regni  sui  secundo  tento,  cdito. 
et  pretextu  pacis  inter  dictum  dominum  nuper  Regcm  et  Karolum,  avum  dicti  douiiui 
Hegis  nnnc,  nuper  Regcm  Francie,  inito  et  faete."  The  value  of  this  priory  and  manors 
waa  30/»*.  annually,  and  he  ia  declared  to  have  held  no  other  lands  in  the  county.  The 
finding  as  to  the  day  of  his  decease  and  as  to  his  heir,  it  the  same  as  in  the  inquisition  at 
Farringdon,  savo  that  his  hcir,  Sir  William  Phelipp,  is  said  to  be  thirty  years  and  upward» 
of  age:  a  oorrect  statement.  Thc  alien  priory  of  Toft  Monks  was  a  cell  to  the  abbey  of 
8t.  Peter  and  Paul  at  Preaux,  near  Pont  Audemcr,  in  Lower  Normandy  ;  and  the  manor 
of  Horstead  belongod  to  the  abbey  of  the  Holy  Trinity  at  Caen. 
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liberaverunt  et  feoffaverunt  prefatis  Willelmo  Phelipp  militi  et  Johanne 
uxori  ejus,  habenda  eisdem  Willelmo  Phelipp  et  Johanne  et  heredibus  de 
corpore  ejusdem  Willelrai  Phelipp  exeuntibus,  et  quod  si  contingat  eundem 
Willelmum  Phelipp  sinehcredc  dc  corpore  suo  exeunte  obire,  vivente  Kate- 
rina  uxore  Andree  Botyler  militis,  seu  aliquo  vel  aliqua  heredum  de  coqiore 
predicte  Katerine  legittime  exeuntc,  quod  tunc  eadem  maneria  cum  perti- 
nentiis  post  mortem  predicte  Johanne  uxoris  sue  intcgre  remanerent  prefate 
Katerine,  si  ipsa  ad  tunc  superstes  fuerit,  habcnda  sibi  et  heredibus  suis  de 
corpore  suo  exeuntibus  ;  et  si  ipsa  Katerina  adtunc  mortua  cxstitit,  aliquo 
vel  aliqua  heredum  de  corpore  suo  exeuntium  adtunc  superstite,  ex  lunc 
eadem  maneria  cum  pertinentiis  remanerent  heredibus  de  corpore  prcfate 
Katerine  exeuntibus.  Et  si  omnes  hujusmodi  heredes  de  corpore  prefate 
Katcrine  legittime  exeuntes  sine  herede  de  corporibus  suis  legittime  et 
separatim  exeuntc  obierunt,  quod  tunc  eadcm  maneria  cum  pertinentiis 
rectis  heredibus  prcfatc  Katerine  remanerent  imperpetuum.

Virtute  cujus  feoffa- 
menti  iidem  Willelmus  Phelipp  et  Johanna  de  maneriis  illis  cum  perti- 
nentiis  et  advocationc  predicta  fuerunt  seisiti  in  forma  predicta  et  statum 
suum  inde  continuaverunt  tota  vita  ipsius  Willelrai  Phelipp.  Et  dicunt 
quod  idem  Willelmus  Phelipp  tenuit  ad  terminum  vite  suc  dic  quo  obiit 
manerium  de  Horstede  cum  pertincntiis  in  comitatu  predicto  ex  dimissione 
Henrici  archiepiscopi  Cantuariensis,  Johannis  episcopi  Bathoniensis  et 
Wellenris,  Willelmi  episcopi  Assavensis,  Willelmi  episcopi  Sarum,  Will- 
elmi  comitis  Suffolcie,  Johannis  Somerset,  Thome  Bekyngton,  Hicardi 
Andrewe,  et  Adami  Moleyns  clericorum,  Johannes  Hampton,  Jacobi  Fcnys, 
et  Willelnii  Tresham,  feoffatorum  Regis,  reversione  inde  post  mortem 
ejusdem  Willelmi  Phelipp  eisdem  spectante."  The  annual  value  of  the 
honour  and  manor  of  Wermegay  held  of  the  King  by  military  service  was 
20/».;  Stowebardolf,  20  /i. ;  North  Rungton,  lO/i. ;  and  Fareswell,  in 
Fyncham,  10  marks ;  QwjTibcrgh,  30  /i. ;  Cantley,  20  marks;  Strump- 
shaw,  \01i. ;  Caistor,  20 /i. ;  Berney's  Inn,  held  of  the  Prior  of  thc  Holy 
Trinity  of  Norwich  in  socage  by  payment  of  one  farthing  on  Easter  day  for 
all  service,  worth  nothing  beyond  reprises  ;  Erpingbam  manor  held  of  John 
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Duke  of  Norfolk  as  of  his  raanor  of  I  lanworth,  20  /i. ;  and  Gerberges 
manor  of  John  Lord  of  Dacre,  as  of  hia  manor  of  Horseford,  10 /*.*    "  Et 

*  In  the  Xomina  Yillarum,  9th  Edw.  IL  1316,  for  the  county  of  Xorfolk,  Hundredum 
de  Suth  Krpyngham,  we  read,  "  Erpingham  cum  Ingworth,  et  aunt  domini  eju»dcm, 
Robertu*  de  Erpingham,  Willclmus  Gerbcrge,  Edwardua  filius  ejus,  Prior  de  Faken- 
haradam,  Petni»  de  Brampton,  Henricus  de  Coleby."  Hanworth  is  a  manor  in  the 
hundred  of  Xorth  Erpingham,  and  was  then  held  by  John  Mowbray  Duke  of  Xor- 
folk  ;  and  Parkin,  the  continuator  of  Blomefield,  in  ignorance  of  thi»  tonura  of  the 
•  of  Erpingham,  inform»  u»  that  Sir  William  Phelip  Lord  Bardolf  died  teiaed  of  the 
of  Bclhouse  in  Hanwurth,  and  that  William  Yiscount  Beaumont  hcld  it  in  tho  be- 
ginning  of  Edward  the  Fourth's  reign.  In  Domeaday  thi*  manor  of  Erpingham  was  of 
the  land  of  Roger  Bigot.  Horseford  wa»  the  iiit»  of  a  caatle,  and  deacended  in  the  lino  of 
Clavering,  Cfford,  Bowet,  to  Elixabcth  Bowet,  the  heircaa,  wife  of  Thoma»  Lord  Dacra 
of  the  South.and  not  John,  a»  written  in  thia  inquiaition.  Under  Erpingham  Mr.  Parkin 
appends  thi»  note,  in  rcfercnce  to  William  Phclipp,  Lord  Bardolf :— "  In  1415,  3  Hen. 
V.  he  wa»  hired  to  scrve  the  King  with  12  men  at  arm»  and  24  archcr»,  and  to  attend  him 
OTer  the  sea  in  hi»  own  person  for  thrcc  month»,  hcginning  June  22,  and  to  be  ready  at 
Southampton  ;  he  wa»  to  be  paid  out  of  the  next  fiftcenth*  grantcd  by  the  laity.  He 
sealcd  with  his  anns,  Quarterly  gulea  and  or,  in  tlie  first  quarter  an  eagle  di*played 
argcnt;  creat  a  garb  or,  and  circumacribed  *  Sigillum  Willielmi  Phelip  inilitia.'"  The 
helmet  on  his  monumcot  is  surmounted  by  this  crcat.  In  1430  8ir  William  Phclipp, 
knight,  and  Joan,  his  wife,  preaented  Joan  Kcchc,  namcd  in  thc  tcxt,  to  the  church  of 
St.  Mary  Erpingham.  who  wa»  deceascd  in  1435.  The  following  cbartcr  is  of  importance 
in  clearing  up  thc  confused  account  of  tho  Xorfolk  Topographcr  : — "  A  Justice  de  Cestre 
ou  a  aon  Lieutenant,  Ar.  Robert  de  Erpingham  et  Jolian  son  fili  et  Johan  de  Colhy, 
chivaler»,  salu;.  Come  done  nous  aoit  a  entendre  que  Isabelle  la  file  Monaieur  Rieharl  de 
Stockport  mourut  scisi  en  »on  dcmcigne  de  certains  tcnemcnt»  en  la  dit  counte,  a  quel  i 
Isabell  John  fitj  Monsieur  Edward  de  Warrenn,  a  ceo  que  nous  avons  cntcndus  de 
notre  part,  eat  cozen  et  droite  hcirc.  Et  pur  certain  nous  vou»  facions  aasavoir  que  Ci- 
cilie,  la  file  Monsieur  Xichole  de  Eton,  fust  tnarie  au  dit  Monsieur  Edu-ard,  et  que 
Pavantdit  Johan  e»t  ei»ne  fit$  et  heire  aa  dit»  Monsieur  Kdward  et  Cieilie  et  nccj  ct  cn- 

avons  mis  nos  seales.  Done  a  Erpingham  lc  viii.  jour  de  M.in  l'an  du  reigne  du  Roy 
q'or  eat  quarantcquart  (8  Mar.  1370)."  To  tbi»  dced  thcsc  three  scals  remained  attached  : 
a  fease  of  seven  fu»il»  between  3  eseallops,  circumscribed,  "  Sigillum  Johannis  de  Colby  ," 
an  inescutcheon  lietween  cight  martlet»,  circumscribcd,  "  Si^illum  Rol>erti  de  Erping- 
ham  ;"  and  the  same,  with  a  label  of  three  pointa,  circumscribcd,  "  Sigillum  Johanni» 
de  Erpingham."  Hence,  in  the  interval  bctwecn  the  date  of  this  charter  and  the  first 
day  of  August  following,  theae  two  kuiulit*.  father  and  »on,  wcre  both  deceaaed,  and  the 
heir  wa»  Sir  Thomas  Erpingham,  the  younger  brothcr  of  tlic  latter,  and  not  the  son,  as 
Mr.  Parkin  has  conjectured.  Theae  manors  and  advowson  had  becn  enfeoffed  to 
who  in  right  thewof  preaentcd  to  the  church  in  1372,  of  which  the  i 
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dicunt  quod  Henricus,  filius  Johannis  Vicecomitis  Beautnont  et  Elizabethe 
nuper  uxoris  ejus,  filie  predicti  Wilielmi  Phelipp  et  Johanne,  est  consan- 
guineus  et  heres  ejusdera  Willelmi  Phelipp  propinquior,  et  est  etatis  septem 
annorum  et  amplius." 

On  the  same  day  a  second  inquisition  was  taken  at  thc  castle  of  Lincolu 
before  Robert  Waslyn,  escheator  of  the  county  of  Lincoln,  which  recites 
the  Lctters  Patent  of  Henry  the  Fourth  and  those  of  Henry  the  Sixth 
granting  the  rcversion  of  the  rooieties  as  above,  and  describes  the  joint 
seizin  of  the  same  partics  of  thc  manor  of  Caythorpe  with  its  vills,  worth 
40  li.  annually  ;  Riskington,  with  its  vills,  30/i. ;  and  Westborough,  with 
its  vills,  20  /i. ;  as  also  a  third  at  Ncwark  before  John  Curson  to  the  sume 
effect  as  the  above  as  to  the  manor  of  Stoke  Bardolf  and  the  moiety  of  that 
of  Shelford,  of  the  yearly  value  of  20/7  On  the  Tuesday  following  an 
inquisition  was  taken  at  Ipswich,  in  the  county  of  SufTolk,  before  Henry 
Drury,  the  escheator,  which  recites  the  Letters  Patcnt  of  Henry  the  Sixth, 
granting  the  manor  of  Clopton,  which  bad  been  late  bclonging  to  William 
Bardolf  knight,  brother  of  Thomas  late  Lord  of  Bardolf,  as  above,  and  the 
joint  seizin  of  the  same  parties,  and  also  a  feoffment  by  Ralph  Adderley, 
John  de  Norwich,  John  Bassagc  chaplain,  and  John  Gernon,  with  the 
Kings  licence,  of  the  manor  of  Bkettyshall,  called  Bardolfes  Hall,  iu 
settlement  upon  Thomas  late  Lord  of  Bardolf  and  Avicia  his  wife  and  the 
heirs  of  th^ir  bodies,  after  whose  decease  the  parties  above  named  had 
seizin  of  the  same  manor,  and  so  continucd  viithout  partition  during  the 
whole  life  of  Sir  William  Phelipp.*    As  to  lands  of  his  own  inheritance  we 

in  moieties  betweon  tho  Abbot  of  Holm  and  the  lord  of  the  manor  In  1403,  Sir  Thomaa 
Krpingham  prrsented  John  Lynea  to  Uii*  church.  Thv  descripUon  of  the  manor  in  the 
in<|uuution  aa  that  of  Sir  Robert  Krpingham  U  sufficient  proof  that  he  »a>  tlie  father  of 
Sir  Thonuu»  and  Lady  Phelipp. 

*  On  the  Roll  of  Lettere  Patent,  19  Heu.  VI.  m.  5,  under  U«e  heading  "  Pro  Jobanne 
Vicecomite  de  Deaumont,"  we  have  a  r»vital  of  Uie  I^>ttere  Patent  of  Uie  nid  King, 
bcaring  date  1  Ith  Nov  16th  year  of  his  reign,  in  rcspect  of  Uie  honour  and  manorof  Wjr- 
megay,  the  BMWtl  of  Stowebardolf,  NorUi  Kungton,  Farcawell  in  Fyncliam,and  all  lan«U,

Cathorp,  &c.  hcld  by  the  aarae  parties  and  Anne  Lady  Cobham ;  and  those  of  the  lOth  May, 
16th  year  of  his  reign,  aa  to  the  manors  of  Halloughton,  Castre,  and  Clopton,  with  thia 
clause  following  ;  "  Nos,  bona  et  laudibilia  serricia,  que  dilectus  et  fidelis  consanguineus 
noster  Johannes  Vicccomes  do  Beaumont  nobis  impendit  indicsquc  impendere  non  deaistit, 
extune  contempbntes,  dc  gratia  nostra  speciali,  concoasimus  quod  dicta  honor  et  mane- 
rium  dc  Wyrmegayc,  &c.  que  prefata  Joanna  sic  tenct  in  forma  prcdieta,  et  que,  si  ipoa  sine 
herede  de  corpore  suo  ct  corpore  dicti  Willclmi  Phelipp  procrcato  obire  contigerit,  ad  nos 
et  hcredea  nostros  reverti  dehebant,  eo  quod  predictus  Willelmus  Phelipp  mortuus  est,  ac

Hence,  in  case  of  failure  of  issue  of  his  deceased  wife,  under  this  grant  he  would  have 
bccn  tenant  in  tail  of  the  lands  belonging  to  tho  fainily  of  Baniolf  in  Norfolk,  SufTblk, 
Lincolnshirc,  Leiecstershirc,  and  of  the  manor  of  Rirling  in  Susscx,  with  remainder  to 
any  heir  of  bis  body.  By  his  second  wifc,  Katharine,  Duchcss  of  Norfolk,  hc  had  issue 
ono  daugbtcr,  Katharine,  married  to  Ilenry  last  Lord  Orey,  of  Codnor,  com.  I>erb.,  to 
whom  she  was  second  wifc.  Milles  in  his  Catalogue  of  Honour  makcs  John  Vincount 
Bawmt,  fatlurof  Joan  wife  first  of  Sir  William  Willoughby,  brother  of  Robert  Lord 
Willoughby,  and  secondly  of  William  Marquia  of  Berkeley;  but  Dugdale,  on  the  authority 
of  evidences  at  Bcrkeley,  says  shc  was  daughtcr  of  Sir  Thoma»  Strangways,  knight, 
sccond  husband  of  the  Duchcss  of  Norfolk.

The  manors 
of  Clopton,  of  10  /t.  yearly  value,  and  of  liketteshall,  20/i.  were  held 
of  the  King  in  chief ;  and  thc  aforesaid  roanors  of  Dennington  10 &, 
Brakle  5/i.,  Phelippes  10/*.,  and  Brundish  wcrc  held  of  thc  Earl  of  Suffolk 
in  socage ;  and  as  to  Cretingham,  10/«.  it  was  not  held  of  the  King  in 
chicf,  nor  was  its  tenure  then  known  to  the  jurors  ;  and  that  of  Wylbey, 
10 /i.  was  likewisc  hcld  of  the  Earl  of  Suffolk,  but  by  what  service  the 
aforesaid  jurors  were  ignorant  at  that  present  time. 

A  fifth  inquisition  was  taken  at  Lewes  2nd  day  of  Novcmbcr,  20  Hen.  VI. 
before  Arnold  Brocas,  escheator  of  Sussex,  as  to  the  manors  of  Plumpton 
and  Beikham,  otherwise  Barcomb,  which  had  been  in  the  tenure  of  Sir 
William  Bardolf,*  with  reversion  to  the  parties  named  above,  by  virtue  of 

*  Sir  WiUuun  Bardolf,  knight,  had  been  Lieutenant  of  the  CapUin  of  Calais,  Richard 
Earl  of  Warwick,  during  the  reign  of  Henry  V.  and  died  witbout  issue  on  Sunday,  the 
feaat  of  St.  Jamos  Uie  Apostlc,  25  July,  1  Henry  VI.

Suff.  on  Wednesday  next  after 
the  fcast  of  the  ExalUtion  of  Uie  Holy  Crum,  in  the  aecund  year  of  the  rcign  of  Henry  Uie 
Sixth  after  Uic  Conquest,  15  Sept.  1423.  before  Edmund  Wynter,  the  King'§  eacheator  in 
the  aaid  oounty,  which  haa  this  finding  :  "  Dicunt  quod  predictus  Willelmus  Bardolf  obiit 
die  dominica  in  fcsto  Sancti  Jacobi  Apoaloli  ultimo  preterito,  et  quod  Anna  nuper  uxor 
Willelmi  Clifford  militis  dcfuncti  ct  Johanna  nunc  uxor  Willelmi  Pbelipp  militis  sunt 
consanguinee  et  hcredea  predicU  Willelmi  Bardolf  propitiquiorea,  videlicet,  filiu  Thome 
fratris  predicti  Willelmi  Banlolf.

Heirs  and  agcs  as 
Another  inqutsition  was  taken  at  Lewea  on  Saturday  next  after  the  fcast  of  the 
Exaltation  of  the  Holy  Cross,  18tb  Scpt.  2  Hen.  VL  before  Richard  Wymcldon  cscheator, 
which  describes  the  tenure  of  thc  dcceaaed  in  tlie  same  words  as  tbe  above  in  regard  of 
the  manor  of  Plumpton,  with  thc  libcrtiea  and  advowson  of  the  cburch,  and  tbe  manor  of 
Derkompe  alias  Uarkhome,  with  the  liberties  and  advowson  of  the  cliurch,  held  of  tho 
castle  of  Lewcs,  in  the  county  of  Sussex.  Del>ach  is  a  small  parish  in  tho  hundrvd  of 
Wilford,  Suffolk,  with  ita  church  dedicatcd  to  AU  Saints,  adjacent  to  Boulge,  with  which 
it  is  now  united,  and  situatc  in  tho  deanery  of  Wilford.  Whinborough  or  Whinburgh, 
with  its  chureh  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  and  Garveston,  with  its  chureh  dedicated  to  St. 
Margarct,  are  situate  in  the  hundred  of  Mitford,  and  deanery  of  Hingham.  Hartling- 
ham  t»  abvo  adjaeent,  and  the  manor  of  Swathings  in  Hardingham  was  held  of  the  Lordt 
Rardolf  by  the  ancient  family  of  Gurney.  Cantley,  with  its  church  dedicated  to  St. 
garet,  is  situate  iti  the  hundred  and  deanery  of  Rlofield,  and  in  1406  John  Dowes 
presented  to  this  ehureh  by  Sir  William  Rardolf,  knight,  and  in  1437  Thomas  Muriel  bj 
Sir  William  Phelipp,  in  rigbt  of  Joan,  bis  wife.  Caistor  or  Castor,  in  the  hundred  of 
Eust  Flcgg,  was  divided  anciently  into  two  parishes,  St  Trinity,  given  by  John  Lord 
CAMD.  SOC.  2  b 
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Joan  Que^ofEngland,  with  reversion  of  the  moiety.  "  Et  ulterius  dicunt 
predicti  juratoreiMywr  sacramentum  suum  quod  prior  et  conventus  monas- 
terii  sive  Prioratus  Sanctr  J^ancratii  de  Lewes  sunt  seisiti  et  possessionati,  et 
omnes  predecessores  predicti  prisris  loci  predicti  sicut  in  jure  monasterii  et 
loci  predicti  a  tempore  cujus  contniriius-  ifiempria  hominum  non  existit 
fuerunt  scisiti  et  possessionati,  de  quadraginta  solidis  annuis  exeuntibus  dc 
curia  de  Flecchynge,  vocata  Netherhowe,  cum  pertinentiis  suis,  metnbro  dicti 
manerii  de  Plumpton,  annuatim  ad  festa  Pasche  et  Sancti  Michaelis  per 
equales  porciones  percipiendis."  The  annual  value  of  Plumpton  beyond  the 
said  rent,  20  U.  ;  Bareomb,  20 //. ;  Berlyng,  10  li.  On  the  aame  day  an 
inquisition  was  taken  at  Derby  before  John  Curzon,  escheator,  which  de- 
scribes  thc  same  parties  as  conjointly  scized  of  20*.  rent  in  Aylwaston,  and 
Ambaston,  and  Alwaston,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  and  of  divers  fiefs  under- 
written,  as  parcels  of  the  manors  of  Shelford  and  Stokebardolf,  in  the  county 
of  Nottingham,  namely,  one  fief  in  Aylwaston,  which  Sir  Thomas  Blount 
knight  holds,  5/i.;  another  ficf  in  the  same,  held  by  the  abbot  of  Derley, 
5//.;  two  fiefs  in  the  same,  held  by  Peter  Frecheville,  5&  ;  one  fief  in 
Alwaston,  held  by  the  abbot  of  Dale,  5  li. ;  and  one  fief  in  Ambaston,  held 
by  Richard  Sawer,  Robert  Smalley,  and  others,  5li.  i.e.  their  value  when 
they  fell  in. 

A  seventh  inquisition  was  taken  at  Hertford  on  Friday  ncxt  after  the 
feast  of  All  Saints,  3rd  of  Nov.  20  Hen.  VI.  before  Thomas  Knyvet, 
the  escheator  of  thc  county,  which  recites  the  grant  of  Edward  I.  of  the 
manor  of  Watton-at-Stone,  and  deduces  the  pedigree  down  to  the  parties 
named  above :  '  Qui  quidem  Reginaldus  et  Anna,  Willelmus  Phelipp  et 
Joanna,  die  quo  idem  Willelmus  obiit  tenebant  predictum  manerium  cum

Bardolf,  in  85  Edw.  III.  to  the  Gilbertine  Priory  of  Shonldham,  for  the  better  support  of 
Margaret  de  Montfort,  daughter  of  Thomaa  de  Beauchamp,  Karl  of  Warwick,  Catharine 
daughter  of  iiuy  de  Warwick  deccaaed,  and  hi»  oven  aiater  EHzabeth,  nuna  there  ;  and 
St.  Kdmund,  to  which  church,  in  1401,  Richard  Swayne  had  been  preaented  by  Sir 
William  Bardolf,  whoae  widow  Joan  rcmarried  Richard  Selling,  who,  3  Hen.  VL  releaaed 
tln-  manor  for  an  annuity  to  the  Ladiea  Anne  Clifford  and  Joan  Phelipp. 
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et  Johanna  ut  de  feodo  talliato  per  formam  doni  predicti  absque  aliqua  par- 
ticipatione  inde  facta."  The  jurors  erroneously  inferred  that  the  entail  upon 
William  Bardolf,  the  second  son  of  Isabella  Lady  Bardolf,  had  token  effect, 
whereas  it  waa  his  elder  brother  who  inherited  this  ancient  propcrty  of  the 
first  Mayor  of  London,  Henry  Fitz  Aylwin,  and  in  fixing  its  value  at 
10  marks  annually,  and  stating  its  tenure  in  chief  of  the  King,  confess  them- 
selves  ignorant  of  the  service.  On  the  same  day  an  inquisition  was  taken 
at  Halloughton  before  John  Pulteney,  escheator  of  Leicestershire,  which 
contains  the  same  finding  as  to  the  joint  seizin  of  the  same  parties  ;  and 
another  at  Thame  on  the  same  Friday,  the  morrow  of  AU  Souls,  before 
Richard  Restwold,  escheator  of  Oxfordshire,  which  reciteB  the  grant  of  the 
manor  of  Holton  to  Roger  Dammory,  and  traces  its  dcscent  to  the  same 
parties,  who  held  it  per  formam  doni  predicti,  it  being  of  the  annual  value 
of  20  marks. 

Lastly,  an  inquisition  was  taken  at  Cambridge  on  Saturday  next  after  the 
feast  of  All  Saints,  4  Nov.  20  Hen.  VI.  before  John  Burgh,  escheator  of 
the  county,  which  contains  this  finding :  "  Quod  Johannes  Keche  clericus,

Willelmus  Phclipp  et  Johanna  fuerunt  seisiti  in  dominico  suo  ut  de  fcodo  et 
statum  suum  continuaverunt  tota  vita  ipsius  Wellelmi  Phelipp.  Et  dicunt 
quod  manerium  predictum  cum  pertinentiis  tenetur  de  comite  Oxonie,  ut  de 
manerio  suo  de  Henyngham,  per  servicium  dimidii  feodi  roilitis."  Annual 
value,  x/i.  This  statement  is  correct,  as,inthe  Nomina  Villarum  of  this 
c  -<et«*c  9  Edw.  II.  under  Hundredum  de  Stane,  we  read  "  Villa  de  Wil- 
buriTara  Parva,  comes  Oxonie  cst  Dominus,"  and  the  castle  of  Hedding- 
ham,  sometimes  written  Henningham,  in  Essex,  was  the  capital  seat  of  his 


In  the  course  of  the  following  year  Henry  de  Beaumont,  the  grandson 
and  heir  of  William  Phelipp  Lord  Bardolf,  was  deceased  at  Dennington, 
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and  had  interment  in  the  chureh,  as  we  learn  from  this  inscription  on  a  brass 
plate : — 

"  Hic  jacet  Henricus  de  Bellomontc,  Filius  et  Heres  Johannis  Vice- 
comitis  Beaumont  et  Eiizabethe  Uxoris  cjus,  Filie  ct  Hercdis  Willielmi 
Phelipp,  Domini  de  Bardolph,  et  Heredis  terrarum  de  Erpingham,  qui  obiit 
Ti°die  Novembris,  Anno  Domini  mccccxi.ii,  cuius  anime  propicietur  Deus." 

Joan  Lady  Bardolph,  by  her  testament,  bearing  date  1  lth  day  of  March, 
24  Hen.  VI.  1446,  directed  her  body  to  be  buried  in  the  chapel  of  St. 
Margaret,  in  the  church  of  Dcnnington,  by  her  husband.  She  gave  to  tho 
Lady  Joan  Boteler,  40  /*. ;  to  the  Lord  Viscoant  Beaumont,  a  saltcellar  of 
silver  gilt ;  to  Joan,  his  daughter,  a  bucklc  sct  with  pearls,  and  her  beat 
gold  girdle  ;  to  her  sister,  the  best  furrcd  mantle ;  to  her  sister  the  Lady 
Boteler,  a  mantle  furred ;  to  the  Lady  Brewes,  a  gown ;  to  the  Lady  Charles, 
a  gown ;  to  the  Lady  Hcvcningham,  a  gown ;  to  thc  Lady  Cromwell,  a  gilt 
cup  ;  to  John  Heydon,  a  silver  cup ;  to  the  wives  of  Sir  Miles  Stapylton 
and  Sir  Brian  Stapylton,  two  girdles ;  executors,  Richard  Purynglond  and 
others;  supervisors,  Sir  Miles  Stapylton  and  Sir  Thomas  Tudenham, 
knighta. 

By  her  codicil,  dated  7th  Sept  25  Hen.  VI.  1446,  she  further  gave.lOO/i. 
owing  to  her  by  the  Lord  Viscount  Beaumont,  to  Joan,  his  daughter ;  to 
Sir  Miles  Stapylton,  a  silver  goblet  with  a  gilt  foot,  having  at  the  bottom 
the  arms  of  the  said  Sir  Miles  and  his  Lady  impaled ;  to  Sir  Brian  Sta- 
pylton,  a  silver  goblet  with  a  gilt  foot,  having  boragp  flowers  at  the  bottom. 
Hrr  inn  or  messuagc  in  Norwich,  late  that  of  Sir  Thomas  Erpingham, 
knight,  to  b«-  sold  by  hcr  executors.  Sevcral  legacies,  given  to  William,  son 
of  Lord  Viscount  Beaumont,  in  case  hc  die  under  age,  are  given  over  to  the 
Lord  Scales.* 

•  Thc  partiea  named  in  tbis  will  are,  firet,  hcr  nieefl,  and  probahly  god-daughter,  tlio

Kbor.  and  then  the  widow  of 
Sir  R.,1  ert  Brewo.  of  Salle,  com.  N«.rf.  knight.    The  Lady  Charle*  wa»  KUabctlx,  wife 
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The  testator  died  upon  Sunday,  the  feast  of  St.  Gregory  the  Pope,  12th 
March,  25  Hen.  VI.,  1447,  and  was  buried  in  the  church  of  Dcnnington, 
as  she  directed,  where  her  effigy  remains,  wearing  the  buckle  Bet  with  pearls, 
the  gold  girdle,  and  the  furred  mantle  bequeathed  by  her  will,  which  was 
proved  at  Norwich  on  the  3rd  day  of  April  following,  and  of  which  there 
is  a  copy  in  register  Wylley,  f.  133  a.*  Pursuant  to  writa  of  diem  clausit 
extremum,  dated  at  Westminster,  21st  day  of  March,  25  Hen.  VI.  to  the 
several  escheators,  these  inquisitions  were  taken  concerning  the  property  of 
Joan,  Lady  of  Bardolf,  in  their  districts  :  namely,  one  at  Downham  Market, 
in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  on  Thursday  next  before  the  feast  of  St  Martin 
in  winter,  26th  Hen.  VI,  9th  Nov.  1447,  beforo  John  Say,  escheator  of

John  Heydon  has  becn  mcntioncd  as  cxecutor  of  William  Phclipp  Lord  Bardolf.  The 
wife  of  Sir  Miles  Stapleton  waa  Catharinc,  danghter  of  Sir  Thomaa  de  la  Polc,  son  of 
Michael,  first  Karl  of  Suffolk  of  that  family,  after  his  dccease  the  wife  of  Sir  Richard 
Harcourt  of  Kllcnhall,  com.  Staff.  knight.  Tlie  wife  of  Sir  Bryan  Staplcton  of  Kcaaing. 
land,  com.  Suff.  knight,  had  namc  Imibulla,  but  bcr  lineage  ia  unknown  ;  he  was  younger 
brother  of  Sir  Milea  Stapleton.  Sir  Thomaa  Tu Jcnham  of  Kcddington,  com.  Suff.  knight, 
wa»  bchcadcd  on  Tower  Hill  on  thc  22nd  of  Fcbruary  1461.  Thoma»  Lord  Scalca  of 
Hcalca  Hall  in  Middlcton,  com.  Norf.  waa  alain  on  the  25tb  of  July,  38  Hen.  VI.  1460. 
•  Thc  cxtract  flrom  this  will  is  in  thc  Norris  MSS.  voL  2,  p.  176. 
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tegre,  sicut  Thomas  nuper  dorainus  de  Bardolf  patcr  predicte  Johanne  vel 
aliquia  antecessorum  suorum  ea  habuit  vel  tenuit,  prout  in  eisdem  litteris 
patentibus  plene  liquet."  Recital  follows  of  the  settlement  of  the  manors 
in  Erpingham,  and  of  the  advowson  by  the  feoffees,  in  the  same  words  as 
in  the  inquisition  upon  her  husband,  adding  that,  after  the  decease  of  the 
same  William  Lord  Bardolf,  she  had  continued  her  estate  and  possession  of 
the  same  during  the  wholc  of  her  life.  The  annual  value  the  same  as  above, 
save  that  the  manor  of  Fareswell,  in  Fyncham,  is  put  down  at  16  li.  "  Et 
etiam  dicunt  quod  Johanna  in  dicto  brevi  nominata  obiit  die  dominica  in 
festo  Sancti  Gregorii  Pape  ultimo  preterito  ante  diem  capcionis  hujus  inqui- 
sitionis,"  and  in  the  fifty-seventh  year  of  her  age.  "  Et  dicunt  quod  Willel- 
mus  filius  Elizabethe  filie  prefate  Johanne  in  dicto  brevi  nominate  est  ejus 
heres  propinquior,  et  est  et  fuit  etatis  novem  annorum  die  Veneris  proxima 
post  festum  Sancti  Marci  Evangeliste  ultimo  preteritum  ante  diem  capcionis 
hujus  inquisitionis  :"  an  erroneous  assertion,  as  William  Viscount  Beaumont 
was  born  on  Wednesday,  the  feast  of  St.  George  the  Martyr,  16  Hen.  VI., 
1438.  A  second  inquisition  was  taken  bcfore  the  same  escheator  at  Den- 
nington  com.  Suff.  on  the  following  Friday,  which  describes  her  to  have  held 
no  lands  or  tenements  of  the  lord  tbe  King,  or  any  one  else,  in  that  county. 
A  third  inquisition  was  taken  at  Lewes,  on  the  28th  day  of  Octobcr,  26 
Hen.  VI.  before  John  Knottesford,  escheator  of  the  county  of  Sussex, 
which  contains  this  finding :  "  Quod  Henricus  nuper  Rex  Anglie,  avus 
domini  Regis  nunc,  fuit  seisitus  de  manerio  de  Byrling  cum  pcrtinentiis  in 
oomitatu  predicto,  una  cum  feodis  militum  &c.  in  dominico  suo  ut  de  feodo, 
et  manerium  illud  cum  suis  pcrtinentiis  per  litteras  suas  patcntcs  juratoribus 
predictis  in  evidencia  ostensas  inter  alia  conccssit  carissime  consorti  sue 
Johanne,  nuper  Regine  Anglie,  habendum  eidem  consorti  sue  pro  termino 
vite  ipsius  consortis  sue.  Et  postca  per  alias  litteras  suas  patentes  eciam 
concessit  Willelmo  Clyfford  chyvaler  et  Anne  uxori  ejus,  Willelmo  Phelipp 
et  Johanne  uxori  ejus  in  dicto  brevi  nominate  quod  dictum  manerium  cum 
pertinentiis  suis  una  cum  feodis  militum  et  advocationibus,  et  quod  post 
mortem  predicte  consortis  sue  ad  ipsum  nuper  Regem  et  heredes  suos  reverti 
deberet,  post  mortcm  ejusdem  consortis  sue  remaneret  prefatis  Willelmo 
Clyfford,  Anne,  Willelmo  Phellipp  et  Johanne  et  heredibus  de  corporibus 
predict&rum  Anne  ct  Johanne  exeuntibus.  Et  postmodum  predicta  Regina 
obiit ;  post  cujus  mortcm  predicti  Willelmus  Clyfford  et  Anna,  Willelmus 
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Phelipp  et  Johanna  in  predicto  manerio  cum  pertinentiis  virtute  litterarum 
predictarum  eis  concessarum  intraverunt  et  statum  suum  predictum  inde 
continuaverunt  tota  vita  ipsorum  Willclmi  Clyfford  et  Anne,  Willelmi 
Phelipp  et  Johanne  virtute  earumdem  litterarum  patentium,  ipsisque  indc 
sic  seisitis  predicti  WUlelmus  Clyfford,  WUlelmus  Phelipp  et  Johanna  obie- 
runt,  et  predicta  Anna  ipsos  supervixit  et  se  in  eodem  manerio  cum  pertin- 
entiis  tenuit  per  jus  accrcscendi,  et  inde  adhuc  sola  seisita  existit  in  forma 
predicta  virtute  litterarum  patentium."  The  finding  as  to  the  manors  of 
Plumpton  and  Barcomb  is  in  the  same  form,  which  had  been  so  settled 
upon  the  aforesaid  parties,  with  right  of  survivorship,  in  reversion  after  the 
decease  of  Sir  William  Bardolf,  knight.  Each  manor  is  stated  to  be  sepa- 
rately  worth  yearly  in  all  issues  20  marks,  of  which  the  two  latter  were 
held  of  the  King  iu  chief,  and  that  of  Byrling  of  the  same  King,  as  of  his 
Duchy  of  Lancaster,  by  services  unknown  to  the  jurors.  A  fourth  inquisi- 
tion,  taken  at  Leycester  on  Friday  next  after  tbe  Nativity  of  St.  John  the 
Baptist,  30th  June,  25  Hen.  VI.  before  Thomas  Porter  eaquire,  escheator 
of  the  county  of  Leicester,  describes  her  tenure  of  the  moiety  of  the  manor 
of  Halloughton.  A  fifth  inquisition,  taken  at  Puckeridge,  in  the  county 
of  Hertford,  on  Friday,  the  morrow  of  the  feast  of  Corpus  Christi, 
9  June,  25  Hen.  VI.  before  Geoffrey  Rokesley,  escheator,  describes  her 
tenure  of  the  moiety  of  the  manor  called  Bardolfs  in  the  parish  of  Watton 
atte  Stone;  and  a  sixth,  taken  at  Newark,in  Nottinghamshire,  on  Wednes- 
day  next  before  the  feast  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  before  John  Bakish, 
escheator,  describes  her  tenure  of  the  moieties  of  Shelford  and  Stokebardolf, 
and  of  the  advowson  of  the  church  of  Gedling  ;  as  does  a  seventh  at  Derby 
on  the  following  day,  of  a  rent  of  26*.  assised  in  the  vills  of  Ambaston, 
Thurleston,  and  Eylvaston,  parcels  of  the  manor  of  Shelford.  An  eighth 
inquisition,  taken  at  Oxford,  23d  day  of  October,  describes  her  tenure  of 
the  manor  of  Holton,  as  to  one  moiety,  as  of  the  honour  of  St.  VaUery  ; 
and  a  ninth,  at  Cathorp,  in  Lincolnshire,  on  Tuesday  next  after  the  feast  of 
St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  26  Hen.  VI.  describes  her  tenure  of  the 
moieties  of  the  manors  of  Ruskington,  Cathorp,  and  Westborough,  with 
their  respective  members. 

With  the  exception  of  the  manors  which  revertcd  entire  to  Anne  Lady 
Cobham,  by  right  of  survivorship,  the  remainder,  after  the  deccase  of  Joan 
Lady  Bardolf,  devolvcd  upon  her  heir,  WiUiam  Beaumont,  the  only  surviv- 
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ing  son  of  hcr  daughter,  who  from  thia  time  bore  the  title  of  Lord  Bardolf, 
being  then  in  the  custody  of  his  father,  who  received  the  issues  and  profits 
during  the  minority.  In  proof  that  this  barony  was  a  tenure  in  fee,  the 
following  charter,  granting  the  royalties  to  the  fathcr  and  aon  in  their 
rcspcctivc  demesncs,  may  be  adduccd,  which  is  inserted  on  the  lioll  of 
Charters  of  the  27th  ycar  of  the  rcign  of  Henry  VI.  under  the  heading 
"  Pro  Johanne  Vicecomite  de  Beaumont  et  Willelmo  domino  de  Bardolf."

(8  Nov.  1448.) 

Sir  Reginald  Cobham,  knight,  by  bis  testamcnt,  bearing  date  12th  of 
August,  24  Hen.  VI.,  1446,  bequeathed  to  Anne  his  wife  all  his  household 
goods  within  his  castle  of  Sterborough  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  appointing 
that,  during  her  life,  she  should  have  the  use  of  all  the  furniture  of  his 
chapel  in  the  said  castle,  and  after  her  death  to  remain  to  the  Master  of 
the  Collegiate  Church  of  St.  Peter  at  Lingfield,  then  newly  founded  by  him, 
and  to  the  priests  therein  and  their  successors  for  ever ;  in  which  church 
he  likewise  directed  his  body  to  be  interred.  He  appointed  Sir  William 
Gaynesford,  knight,  John  Swetecok,  mastcr  of  the  college  of  Lyngefeld, 
John  Baghall,  and  Sir  Richard  Howlot,  chaplain,  his  executors ;  and  Anne, 
his  wife,  the  supervisor  of  this  his  testament,  to  whom,  bv  a  codicil  made 
the  day  following,  hc  bequeathed  a  moiety  of  all  his  plate.  This  will  was 
proved  on  the  14th  day  of  October  following,  thus  fixing  the  time  of  his 
decease  to  the  intervening  period. 

Pursuant  to  a  second  writ,  with  the  Kings  teste  at  Wcstminster,  24th 
day  of  March,  29th  of  his  reign,  1451,  an  inquisition  waa  taken  at  Cringle- 
ford,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  12th  Oct.,  30  Hen.  VI.,  before  Robert 
Martyn  esquire,  the  King's  escheator  in  the  same,  which  contains  this  find- 
ing : — "  Quod  Johanna  domina  de  Bardolf,  defuncta,  in  brevi  predicto 
nominata,  tenuit  die  quo  obiit  plura  terras  et  tenementa  in  comitatu  prcdicto, 
que  non  in  inquisitione  indentata  in  brevi  predicto  8(>ecificata  et  in  cancel- 
laria  domini  Regis  retornata  specificantur,  videlicet,  maneria  de  Qwynbergh, 
Cantele,  Strumpeshagh,  Scrowteby  ct  Castre  cum  pertinentiis  in  comitatu 
predicto,  que  in  eadem  inquisitione  in  canccllaria  predicta  minime  spcci- 
ficantur,  conjunctim  cum  Anna  nuper  uxore  Reginaldi  Cobham  niilitis, 
ac  quondam  uxore  Willelmi  Clyfford  militis  adhuc  superstite,  ex  concessione

Pursuant 
tu  this  writ  an  inquisition  was  taken  at  Long  Stratton,  on  the  I2th  day  of 
March,  beforc  William  Whyte,  escheator  of  thc  county,  which  describes  the 
scrvice  to  be  one  knight's  ficf ;  and  under  a  previous  writ,  dated  at  West- 
minster,  20th  Janv.,  32  Hcn.  VI.,  an  inquisition  was  taken  at  Halesworth, 
com.  Suffolk,  on  the  I4th  day  of  the  month  of  March,  bcfore  thc  samc 
csiheator,  as  to  the  tcnancy  of  Joan,  Lady  Bardolf,  conjointly  with  Anne, 
Lady  Cobham,  of  the  manors  of  Clopton  and  Ilketcshale,  hcld  by  the 
servicc  of  a  fourth  part  of  onc  knight's  fief ;  which  contains  a  similar  allega- 
tion,  that  John,  Viscount  Bcaumont,  had  received  the  issues  of  the  said 
moieties  from  thc  tirne  of  the  decease  of  the  said  Joan,  by  what  title  thcy 
kncw  not,  and  a  statement  that  William  Beaumont  was  of  thc  age  of  fifteen 
ycars  and  more.  Other  inquisitions,  pursuant  to  writs  dated  5th  Feb"-., 
were  taken  in  these  counties,  namely,  at  Ware,  on  Tuesday  next  beforc  the 
feast  of  St.  Valentine,  12th  Feb.,  32  Hen.  VI.,  before  Richard  de  Ufield, 
eschcator  of  Hertfordshire,  as  to  the  tenancy  of  thc  manor  of  Watton-attc- 
Stone,*  which  includcs  this  finding : — "  Et  ulterius  dicunt  quod  advocatio 
ccclesic  de  Stapulford  in  dicto  brevi  specificata  est  et  tempore  concessionis 
( Kdwardi  primi)  fuit  pcrtincns  et  appendens  ad  manerium  de  Watton,  et 
valet  per  annum  iiii/i.f  ;"  at  Navcnby,  in  thc  county  of  Lincoln,  17th  May, 

•  In  the  notc  at  the  foot  of  p.  cxl.  Uio  conjecturc  that  Croweberg  was  the  manor  of 
Greeiiburv,  in  erroneous.  It  was  the  nanic  of  a  fteparate  tnanor  in  thc  parish  of  Wat- 
ton-att-8tonc,  as  appcars  \>y  a  rccord  cited  in  Cluttcrbuck^s  Histury  of  Hertfordshire, 
nainely,  Rot.  CUus.  8  Ric.  II.  m.  33,  bcing  a  copy  of  the  grant  made  by  William  Bar- 
dolf,  knight,  Lord  of  Wyrmcgaye,  to  John  Cley,  clcrk,  John  Grene,  clerk,  Robert  Ale- 
saundrc  and  Nicholas  Honpath,  of  thc  said  manor  of  Crowl>ergh  in  thc  vill  of  M*atton-at-

VI.,  as  to  the  medicties  of  the  manors  of  Ruskington,  with  its 
members  &c.  in  Ruskington,  Dorrington,  Digby,  Leasingham,  Dunsby, 
Anwick,  Braunccwell,  Sleaford,  and  Roxholm,  and  of  the  advowson  of  thc 
church  of  the  same,  worth  annually  .">//.,  of  Caythorpe,  and  of  the  vill  of 
Ancastcr,  and  of  Westborough,  and  the  advowson,  worth  yearly  ten  marks  ; 
and  at  Oxford,  8th  Oct.,  33  Hen.  VI.,  as  to  the  mediety  of  the  manor  of 
Holton,  which  last  contains  this  statement  as  to  the  heir  : — "  Quod  dictus 
Willelmus  Phelipp,  quem  Dominus  Rex  nunc  erexit  in  Dominum  de  Bar- 
dolf,  et  Johanna  habuerunt  exitum  EHzabetham  nuptam  Johanni,  Vicecomiti 
Beaumont,  iidemque  Vicecomes  et  Elizabetha  habuerunt  exitum  Willelmum 
Bcaumont,  nunc  dominum  de  Bardolf,  eademque  Elizabctha  obiit." 

The  Lady  Anne,  who  had  been  the  wife  of  Sir  Reginald  Cobham,  knight, 
doccascd,  clder  sister  of  Joan,  Lady  Bardolf,  died  without  issue  on  the  sixth 
day  of  November,  32  Hen.  VI.  1453,  in  London  apparently,  as  the  writs  to 
the  escheators  of  the  several  counties  bear  date  at  Westminster  on  that  same 
day.  Pursuant  thereto  an  inquisition  was  taken  at  Nottingham  on  the  first 
day  of  June,  1454,  before  John  Scynton,  cscheator  of  the  county,  which 
describes  her  to  have  been  long  since  seized  of  the  moiety  of  the  manor  of 
Shelford,  with  its  appurtenances,  in  her  demesne  as  of  fee ;  and  being  so 
seized  thereof  by  her  certain  charter  in  her  pure  widowhood  enfeoffed 
Ralph  Cromwell,  Lord  ef  Cromwcll,  Thomas  Scalys,  Lord  of  Scalys,  John 
Fortescue,  Chief  Justice  of  the  King's  Bench,  knight,  John  Lynne,  clerk, 
John  Gaynesford,  senior,  John  Bamburgh,  William  Soudc,  and  Richard 
Wakehurst,  junior,  in  the  same,  to  have  and  to  hold  to  them,  their  heirs 
and  assigns  for  ever  ;  by  virtue  of  which  feoffment  the  said  parties  were 
thereof  seized  in  their  demesne  as  of  fee.  It  also  recitcs  a  release  from  the 
threc  first-named  parties  aud  the  last  to  the  other  four,  of  whom  three  had 
subsequently  died,  lcaving  William  Soude  the  sole  surviving  feoffec;  who,  at 
the  special  request  and  demand  of  the  same  Annc,  by  his  charter  thereof 
enfeoffed  Ralph  Cromwell,  Lord  of  Cromwcll,  Sir  John  Fortescue,  knight, 
William  Venour,  William  Babyngton,  Thomas  Curson,  esquircs,  Richard 
Illingworth,  and  John  Seynton,  to  have  and  to  hold  to  them,  their  heirs, 
and  assigns  for  cver,  "  pretcxtu   cujus  feoffamenti  iidcm  Radulfus  &c. 

resignation  of  the  narne  by  Sir  William  Phelipp.  knight  ;  William  Goodwife,  4th  Sept. 
1443,  upon  the  reaignation  of  Simon  Wylde,  by  Sir  Reginald  Cobham  of  Sterbergh,  knight, 
an.l  Anne,  Ml  wife,  and  Joan,  wM«W  of  Sir  William  Thelipp,  knight,  Lady  Bardolf. 
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fuerunt  inde  seisiti  in  dominico  suo  ut  de  fcodo,  ct  hujusmodi  statum  de  et 
in  medietate  predicta  cum  omnibus  suis  pertinentiis  tetnpore  mortis  domine 
Anne  diu  antea  et  postea  continuaverunt.  Et  dicunt  quod  eadem  medietas 
tenetur  de  domino  Hege  in  capite  per  servicium  vicesime  partis  unius  feodi 
militis,  et  valet  per  annum  in  omnibus  exitibus  ultra  reprisas  viginti  libras. 
Et  eadem  Anna  tenuit  alteram  medietatem  ejusdem  manerii  cum  pertinentiis 
in  dominico  suo  ut  de  feodo  die  quo  obiit.  Et  dicunt  quod  eadem  Anna 
obiit  sexto  die  Novembris  ultimo  preterito,  et  quod  Willcbnus  filius  Johannis 
Vicecomitis  Beaumont,  nunc  dominus  de  Bardolf,  est  consanguineus  et  heres 
ejuadem  Anne,  et  est  et  fuit  etatis  xvi  annorum  die  Veneris  proximo  post 
festum  Sancti  Marci  Evangcliste  ultimo  preterito  ante  diem  capcionis  hujus 
inquisitionis."  •  Another  inquisition,  which  was  taken  at  Ware,  12th  Feb.

of  the  manor  of  Watton,  as  above,  down  to  Thomas,  late  Lord  Bardolf,  and

•  Apparently  tho  moioty  of  tho  manor  of  Shelford,  which  »m  of  the  Everingham  feo,  ■ 
family  in  which  thc  repreaentation  of  the  linea  of  C*ux  and  Derkin  ha<l  veated,  had  been 
sold  prior  to  the  deceue  of  Reginald  de  Everingham  and  of  hia  aon  Edmund  in  tbe  16th 
Ric.  II.  1391-2,  aa  therc  ia  no  mcntion  of  their  being  aeixed  of  thia  moiety  in  the  inqniai- 
tion  token  after  their  deatha  ;  and  hence  thia  moiety  being  held  in  fee  by  Anno,  Lady 
Cobham,  abe  waa  empowered  to  grant  it  to  the  feoffecs  named  in  the  text,  one  of  whom 
waa  Richard  IUingworlh,  whoae  aon  and  heir,  Ralph,  17  Edw.

*  The  church  of  Plumpton  had  heen  given  t>y  Reginald  de  Warren  to  the  Prior 
and  Canoiu  of  St.  Mary  Overy,  Southwark,  as  we  lcarn  from  a  charter  printed  by 
Dugdale  in  the  Monarticon.  Both  the  churchw  of  Plumpton  and  Bareombc  were 
m-torie.,  out  of  which  penaiont  were  owing  to  the  Priory  of  Lewea,  of  2«f.  8d.  from 
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A  fourth  inquisition,  taken  at  Leicester  on  Friday,  lOth  day  of  May, 
before  William  Cotun,  the  escheator  of  the  county,  deduces  the  dcscent  of 
the  manor  of  Halloughton  from  the  time  of  its  grant  by  Henry  the  Second 
to  the  time  of  the  death  of  Thomas  latc  Lord  Bardolf,  and  contains

connty,  describes  the  joint  seizin  of  the  same  parties  in  the  manors  of 
Caytborp,  Buskington  and  Westborough,  and  recites  the  letters  patent  of 
Henry  the  Sixth,  31st  Jan.,  16th  year  of  his  reign,  granting  the  reversions 
of  the  moieties  expectant  upon  the  decease  of  tho  said  Lady  Anne  Cobham 
in  like  form  as  above.    Three  more  inquisitions  were  taken,  as  to  the 
manors  of  Qwynburgh,  Cantele,  Strumpeshagh,  Scrowtcby  and  Castre 
in  Norfolk,  at  Longstratton,  12  March,  and  as  to  the  moieties  of  the  manors 
of  Clopton  and  llketeshall  in  Suffolk,  at  Halesworth,  14th  March,  32 
Hen.  VI.,  before  William  Whyte,  the  escheator  of  those  counties,  and  as  to 
the  manor  of  Holton  in  Oxfordshire,  at  Oxford,  8th  Oct.,  33  Hen.

then  Lord  Bardolf ;  as  also  these  several  statements  as  to  the  tenures  and

John  Viscount  Beaumont  marricd,  after  the  decease  of  his  first  wife, 
Katharinc,  eldest  daughter  of  Ralph  dc  Neville,  first  Earl  of  Wcstmoreland, 
by  his  sccond  wife,  Joan,  daughter  of  John  of  Gaunt,  Duke  of  Lancaster, 
widowof  John  Mowbray,  Dukeof  Norfolk,  who  died  19th  OcL  11  Hen.VL, 
1432,  and  of  Thomas  Strangeways,  knight.     By  letters  patent,  bearing 
date  at  Wc«tminstcr  8th  July,  28th  Hcn.  VI.,  1450,  hc  was  created  Lord 
Great  Chamberlain  ;  and  in  thc  thirty-first  year  of  Hen.  VI.  hc  was  Chief 
Seneschal  of  ali  thc  manora  and  lands  belonging  to  Queen  Margaret  of 
Anjou,  at  a  yearly  pension  of  66/*.  13*.  4rf.    Thus  allied  to  the  house  of 
Lancaster  by  descent  and  raarriage,  he  was  a  warm  supporter  of  their 
cause,  and  a  principal  adviscr  of  his  sovereign  up  to  the  time  of  the  landing 
of  thc  Earl  of  Warwick  in  Kent,  who  succeeded  in  gaining  possession  of 
London,  2  July,  38  Hen.  VL,  1460.    Meanwhile  the  King  collected  his 
forces  at  Coventry,  and  from  thence  advanoed  with  them  to  Northampton, 
tonfident  of  victory.    Unfortunately  a  traitor  was  amongst  their  leaders 
in  the  person  of  Edmund,  Lord  Grey  of  Ruthyn,  who  commanded  the 
vanguard,  and,  instead  of  dcfending  his  post,  he  introdueed  the  Yorkista  into 
the  heart  of  the  camp.    This  was  on  the  lOth  day  of  July,  and  the  result 
of  the  action,  which  lasted  but  a  short  time,  was  a  victory  on  the  part  of 
the  rebels,  which  cost  Humphrey  Duke  of  Buckingham,  John  Earl  of 
Shrewsbury,  John  Viscount  Beaumont,  Thomas  Lord  Egremont,  and  Sir 
William  Lucy,  thcir  lives,  they  bring  slain,  either  on  the  field  of  battle 
or  in  the  pursuit     King  Hcnry  received  from  the  victors  every  de- 
monstration  of  respect,  and  was  by  them  conducted  to  London.    During  the 
next  rcgnal  ycar  William  Beaumont,  Lord  Bardolf,  son  of  the  late  vis- 
count,  obtained  from  the  King  a  writ,  dated  at  Westminster,  2nd  day  of 
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September  following,*  to  have  his  age  proved,  in  ortler  to  take  up  the  suc- 
cession  to  his  paternal  and  maternal  inheritance,  which  had  now  been  cast 
upon  him.  The  following  record  proves  that  the  King  yet  continued  to 
exercise  regal  authority,  and  it  was  only  in  the  following  month  that  the 
Duke  of  York  avowed  his  claim  to  the  crown.

Hence  the  Sovereign  up  to  this  time  was  uncertain  a»  to  the  fato  of  hi»  gallant  adherent, 
and  as  this  proof  of  age  was  dclivered  into  the  Cuurt  of  Chanccry  on  the  20th  day  of  Scp- 
tember,  39  Hen.  VI.  by  the  hands  of  William  Belford,  it  would  only  be  on  that  day  that 
the  truth  of  his  being  slain  was  certified  to  hia  Sovereign. 

t  Folkingham,  a  market-town  and  parish  in  the  hundred  of  Avelund,  parts  of  Kes- 
teven,  Lincolnshire,  wa»  also  the  site  of  a  caatle,  which,  aftcr  being  the  capital  »eat  of  th« 
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Henrici  sexti  corara  Ricardo  Fyssheburn,  escaetore  dicti  Domini  Regis  in

Honour  of  Oaunt,  waa,  with  its  appendant  knighfs  fees,  given  to  Henry  de  Beaumont,  his 
cousin,  by  Edward  the  Second,  in  Uie  first  year  of  his  reign. 

•  Edenham,  a  parish  in  the  wapeutake  of  Beltisloe,  parta  of  Kesteven,  Lincolnshire, 
had,  with  iu  aoke,  been  parcel  of  the  Honour  of  Gaunt ;  thus,  in  the  Tosta  de  Nevill,  under 
Wapentacha  de  Beltislowe,  wo  read,  "  Oilbertus  de  Gaunt  tenet  Kdinham  per  baroniani 
do  domino  Rege  in  capite  de  conqueatu.  Item,  Abbaa  de  Valle  Dei  et  Hugo  de  Bussey 
tenent  ihidem  feodum  unius  militis  de  Radulpho  dc  la  Bruere,  ct  idem  Kadulphus  de 
Gilberto  de  Gaunt,  ct  idem  Gilbertus  de  domino  Rege  ut  supra  in  capite."  This  abbey 
of  Vaudcy  is  in  the  parisb  of  Edenham,  of  the  foundation  of  Geoffrey  de  Brachecurt,  with 
the  consent  of  Earl  Gilbcrt  ;  and  to  this  spot,  tlien  called  Brachecurt,  a  monaatery  of  Cis- 
tercian  monks  was  tranaferred  from  Bytham,  an  adjoining  partsh,  where  thcy  had  been 
first  planted  by  William  Le  Gros,  Comte  of  Aumale,  in  1147.  To  this  abbey  the  church 
of  Kdenham,  dedicated  to  St.  Michael,  was  apprupriated.  Thomas  Claymound  was  lord 
of  the  manor  of  Littlc  Hale,  alias  West  Hale,  near  Folkingham,  a  hamlet  of  Great  Hale. 

t  John  Litliugton  was  Abbot  of  Crowland  at  this  date,  23rd  April,  1433.  Bartholo- 
mew  Brokesby,  esquire,  had  letters  of  protection,  datcd  14th  June,  3  Hen.  V.  1415,  in 
consequcncc  of  his  betng  engaged  to  accompany  the  King  in  his  expedition  to  France. 
He  waa  «cated  at  Frceby,  com.  Lcic,  and  died  27  Hen.  VI.  1448.  Sir  William  Porter, 
knight,  residcd  at  Collyweston,  com.  North.  near  Staroford,  and  Anne  was  probably  the 
tirst  wife  of  Sir  William  Porter,  hcir  to  his  father,  Sir  William  Porter,  knight,  deceased  in 
14  Hen.  VI.  1436,  whose  second  wife,  Agnes,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Adam  Francis, 
knight,  dicd  in  1  Edw.

Nevill  under  Belteolaw  ;  and  in  the  Nomina  Villarum,  9  E«lw.  II.  1316,  Edinham,  Su- 
thorjx',  Evlentorp,  (Jrumnientorp,  and  Scotilthorpe  are  deacribed  aa  one  vill  in  Belitealawe. 
In  the  reign  of  Ilenry  the  Seeond,  Itobert  Fiti-IIugh  of  Tateraale  held  one  knight  and  a 
half  of  the  demesne  of  Edenham  ;  and  hw  deacendant,  Robcrt  de  Tateraale,  in  the  time  of 
King  John,  had  in  Grimeatorp  tbe  fief  of  a  fifteenth  part  of  one  knight,  which  Hugh  de 
Nevill,  Graaaua,  held.  In  his  deacendanta  thi»  manor  conlinued  for  aeveral  gencrationa, 
until  it  waa  acquired  by  the  lord  of  the  fief,  John,  Viarount  Beaumont,  who  made  it  hia

reaidence,  and  which  deacended  to  hia  aon  William,  Viaconnt  Bcaumont  and  Lord  Bar- 
dolf.  Upon  an  inquiaition,  Uken  at  Lincoln  in  the  cmU«,  16th  Oct.  4  Edw.  IV.  1464, 
before  John  Burgh,  eacheator  of  Lincolnahiro,  the  jury  declarod  upon  their  oatha  that 
John  Iate  Viacount  Beaumont  had  been  aeizod  in  hia  deinesno  aa  of  fee  before  the  4  day 
of  March,  lat  of  Edw.  IV.  1461,  the  day  of  his  acceasion  to  the  throne,  of  the  manora  of 
Grymeathorpe,  Ayleatliorpe,  and  Southorp  in  the  county,  with  all  their  members  and  ap- 
purtenancea  ;  and  thua  thereof  aeized,  before  the  aaid  4th  of  March  had  enfeofTcd  Roger 
Huawyfe,  Thomaa  Staunton,  Richard  Bingtiam,  John  Trenthall,  Thomaa  Garwell,  and 
Richard  Neell,  in  the  aame,  to  hold  to  thcm  and  their  heira,  to  the  uae  and  behoof  of  the 
aaid  late  Vtacount  and  hia  hcira.  At  the  «ame  time  Katharine  Ducheaa  of  Norfulk  held 
in  her  dower  of  the  inheritance  of  William  Viacount  Beanmont,  of  the  gift  of  the  aforeaaid 
John  late  Viacount  Bcaumont,  oncc  her  huaband,  on  the  4th  day  of  March  nforvaaid,  the 
manor  of  Edenham,  of  which  tho  rcveraion  wu  belonging  to  the  aforeaaid  William  Via- 
count  Beaumont  and  hia  heira. 
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After  the  return  of  this  proof  of  age  into  Chancery  on  tlie  20th  day  of 
September,  the  King  sent  a  second  writ  to  the  escheator  of  Lincolnshire 
which  contains  a  recital  of  the  tcnour  of  the  former,  and  concludes  as 
follows  ;  "  Ac  tu  inter  alia  retornaveris  quod  predictus  Johannes  Vieecomes 
mortuus  est,  tibi  precipimus  quod  scire  facias  Johanni  episcopo  Herefordie, 
Leoni  domino  de  Welles,  Ricardo  Bingham,  Roberto  Staunton,  Ricardo 
Walcote,  Ricardo  Denyngton,  Thome  Garwell  et  Georgio  Horneby, 
executoribus  testamenti  predicti  Johannis  nuper  Vicecomitis  Beaumont,* 
quod  sint  coram  nobia  in  cancellaria  nostra  a  die  sancti  Michaelis  proximo 
futuro  in  tres  septimanas,  ubicumque  tunc  fucrit,  ad  ostendendum,  si  quid 
pro  se  habeant  vel  dicere  sciant,  quare  terras  et  tenementa  predicta  cum 
pertinentiis  prefato  Willelmo,  ut  illi,  qui  plcne  etatis  est,  si  plene  etatis  sit, 
reddere  non  debeant,  et  habeas  ibi  tunc  hoc  breve.  T(este)  me  ipso  apud 
Westmonasterium  xxvi  die  Septembris  anno  regni  nostri  tricesimo  nono." 
This  second  writ  was  thus  indorsed :  M  Virtute  hujus  brevis  scire  feci 
Johanni  episcopo  Hercfordie,  Leoni  domino  de  Welles,  Ricardo  Bing- 
hara,  Roberto  Staunton,  Ricardo  Walcote,  Ricardo  Denyngton,  Thome 
Garwell  et  Gcorgio  Horneby,  executoribus  testamcnti  Johannis  nuper 
Vicecomitis  Beaumont  infra  apecificatis,  quod  sint  coram  Domino  Rege  in 
Cancellaria  sua  ad  diera  infra  contentum,  ubicumque  tunc  fuerit,  ad  defen- 
dendum  se,  si  quid  pro  se  habeant  vel  dicere  sciant,  quare  terre  et  tenementa 
infra  specificata  cum  pertinentiis  Willelmo  Beaumont  railiti  infranominato, 
qui  plene  etatis  est,  reverti  non  debeant.  Ricardus  Fyssheburne,  escaetor." 

After  the  expiration  of  the  three  weeks  following  the  feast  of  St.  Michacl, 
the  King  by  his  letters  patent,  bearing  date  at  Westrainster,  l5th  day  of 
November,  39th  year  of  his  reign,  1460,  granted  licence  to  Sir  William 
Beaumont,  kuight,  son  and  heir  of  John,  Viscount  Beaumont,  late  deceased, 
to  have  livery  of  seizin  of  all  and  singular  the  castles,  manors,  and  other 
possessions  of  his  late  father,  and  to  receive  all  the  issues  and  profits  of  the 
same  from  the  time  of  the  decease  of  the  said  John,  late  Viscount  Beau- 
mont,  save  only  the  homage  and  fealty  due  to  the  King  and  his  heirs,  such 
livery  to  be  sufficient  and  valid  as  if  sued  out  of  Chancery  in  due  course  of 

•  John  Hanbury  had  been  translated  from  Bangor  to  the  aee  of  Hereford,  7  Feh.

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law,  notwithstanding  the  omission  of  any  inquisition  post  mortem  or  other 
usual  process.*  By  writ  with  the  King*s  teste,  at  Westminster  18th  of 
December  following,  William  Viscount  Beaumont  was  appointed  a  con- 
servator  of  the  peace  in  the  county  of  Leicester. 

Prior  to  theaccession  of  Edward  thc  Fourth,  4th  March,  1461,  William

devcnerunt  et  in  manibus  nostris  adhuc  existunt  seu  devenire  et  existcre  dcWnt,  ct  que 
prefato  Willelmo  nunc  Vicecomiti  Beaumont  per  sive  post  mortem  predicti  nuper  Vice- 
comiti»  aliquo  modo  descenderunt,  remaneant  vel  pertinent,  sive  quovismodo  desceiidere, 
rcverti,  remanere  vel  pertinere  sive  spectare  debent  seu  deberent,  licite  et  tmpunc*  injrredi 
et  aeisiri  et  plenam  et  pacificam  seisinam  et  poeseasionem  indeeapercacexitus  ct  proflcua 
omnium  et  aingulorum  caatrorum  &c  a  tempore  mortis  predicu  Johannia  nuper  Vice- 
comitis  Beaumont  percipere,  ac  ea  sibi  et  heredibus  suts  retinere,  habere  et  tenere 
possit  absque  proceasu  communi  inde  vel  alicujus  inde  parcelle  secundum  legem 
regni  noatri  Anglie  sen  cursum  canccllaric  nostre  faciendo,  seu  manus  nostras  amo- 
vendo,  homagio  tamen  et  fidelitate  nobis  in  hac  parte  debitis  nohis  semper  salvia.  Et 
quod  iidem  ingrcssus,  seisina  et  possessio  per  ipsum  Willelmum  nunc  Vicecomitem  Beau- 
mont  de  et  in  premissi*  in  forma  predicta  ltabiti  et  optenti  sint  et  exisUnt  sibi  et  herodibus 
suis  adeo  efficacea  et  validi  ac  Unti  vigoria  in  lege  erga  noa  ct  hcredes  nostros,  ac  si  oaaet 
vcl  essent  ci  una  «uffieiens  ct  lcgalis  libcracio  vel  plures  sufficientes  et  legalea  liberaciones 
eorumdem  per  ipsum  Willelmum,  nunc  Vicecomitem  Beaumont,  extra  canccllariam 
nostram  et  per  cursum  communia  legts  noatre  debite,  prosecute  et  Itabite,  aliqua  negli- 
geneia,  omiasione  vel  misprisione  aut  aliquo  defectu  quocumque  in  inquisitionibus  post 
mortem  predicU  nuper  Vicecotnitia,  necnon  omissione  capcionis  alicujus  inquiaitionis  vel 
inquiaiUonum,  que  post  mortem  predicti  nuper  VicecomiUs  capi  dcbuissent,  aut  aliqua  re 
vel  materia  vel  quibuscunque  nominibus  predictus  nuper  Vicecomea  Beaumont  aut  pre- 
dictus  nunc  Vicecomes  in  inquinitionibus  predictis  cendeantur,  aut  eo  quod  nulla  inquisitio 
post  mortem  predicti  nuper  Vieeeomitia  virtute  brevis  nostri  de  diem  clausit  extremura 
eapU  et  in  cancellaria  noatra  retornaU  oxisUt,  aut  eo  quod  expressa  mencio  de  vero  vaiore 
annuo  prcmissorum,  aut  aliia  donis  et  conceasionibus  eidem  nunc  Vicecomiti  Beaumont 
seu  alicui  antecessori  suo  per  nos  vel  per  aliquem  progenitorem  nostrum  ante  hoc  tempora 
factia,  in  presenUbua  facU  non  existit,  aut  aliquo  sUtuto  acu  ordinacione  in  contrarium 
facto,  ordinato  seu  proriao.non  obsUnte  In  cujn»  rei,  &c.  Teate  Rege  apud  Weatmona- 
sterium  xv°  die  Novembris.  Per  breve  de  privato  sigillo  et  de  daU  Ae. 
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Viscount  Beauraont  and  Lord  Bardolf  had  married  his  first  wife,  Joan, 
daughtcr  of  Humphrey  Stafford,  Dukc  of  Buckingham,  by  his  wife  Anne, 
another  of  the  daughters  of  Ralph  de  Neville,  first  Earl  of  Westmoreland, 
sister  of  Katharinc,  Duchess  of  Norfolk,  the  stepmother  of  this  second 
Viscount  Beaumont,  and  of  Cecily,  Duchess  of  York,  mother  of  the  new 
sovereign.    Notwithstanding  this  connection,  he  continucd  to  support  the 
cause  his  father  had  died  in  defence  of,  and  was  present  at  the  battlc  of 
Towton,  fought  ou  Palm  Sunday,  29th  day  of  the  month  of  March,  on  the 
Lancastrian  side.    He  was  there  made  prisoner,  but  contrived  to  cffect  his 
cscape  on  the  14th  day  of  November  following,  and  for  several  years  con- 
tinued  in  rcbcllion  to  the  newly  established  sovereign.    In  the  Parliament, 
begun  at  Westminstcr  on  the  fourth  day  of  that  month,  Wdliam  Viscount 
Beaumont  was  attainted  and  disabled  from  holding  any  dignity  or  estate, 
whereby  his  extcnsivc  possessions  continued  during  the  whole  time  of  suc- 
cession  of  the  Yorkist  line  of  Kings  at  the  disposal  of  the  crown.  By 
letters  patent,  dated  at  Westminster,  5th  day  of  March,  2nd  year  of  his 
reign,  1462,  King  Edward  grantcd  to  Thomas  archbishop  of  Cantcrbury, 
and  George  bishop  of  Exeter,  his  best  belovcd  cousins,  and  to  his  beloved 
Joan,  wife  of  Sir  William  Beaumont,  knight,  late  Lord  Beaumont,  daughter 
of  Ilumphrey  late  Duke  of  Buckingham,  the  manors  of  Stowebardolf, 
Kungton,  Farcswell  in  Fyncham,  Whinburgh,  Matcshall,  Cantley,  Strump- 
9haw  and  Caister-Bardolf  in  Norfolk ;  Ilketshall,  Denington  and  Brundish, 
and  Cretingham  in  Suffolk  ;  Ruskington  aud  Digby,  Wcstborough  and 
Caythorpe  in  Lincolnshire,  which  had  been  those  of  Thomas,  late  Lord 
Bardolf,  or  of  William  Phelipp,  late  Lord  Bardolf,  (the  manors  and 
demesnes  of  Plumpton,  Birling  and  Barcombc  in  Susscx,  and  an  inn  in 
London  near  Paulcswarff  being  excepted  and  reserved  to  the  grantor,  his 
heirs,  and  assigns,)  to  have  and  to  hold  to  the  same  archbishop,  bishop 
and  Joan,  and  to  the  heirs  of  the  body  of  the  same  Joan,  to  thc  use  and 
behoof  of  the  samc  Joan  and  her  heirs  aforesaid ;  and  in  dcfault  of  such  issue 
of  Joan,  then  all  the  aforesaid  manors,  &c.  except  as  before  excepted,  were 
to  rcmain  to  the  aforesaid  William  Beaumont  and  thc  heirs  of  his  body 
legitimately  begotten,  with  reversion  in  default  of  such  issue  to  the  grantor 
and  his  heirs. 

By  writ  dated  at  Westminster,  16  July,  3  Edw.  IV.  1463,  Richard 
Quatermayns,  Richard  Foweler,  Richard  Suthwell,  Thomas  Gros,  Thomas 
CAMD.  soc.  2  e 
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Highham,  Reginald  Rous,  William  Huse,  Robert  Loton,  William  Hasilden, 
Alexander  Wode,  John  Rogger  and  John  Blake  were  appointed,  along  with 
the  shcriffs  of  Norfolk,  Suffolk,  Hertfordshire,  Oxfordshire,  Cambridgeshire 
and  Lincolnshire,  as  commissioners,  to  inquire  as  to  what  lands,  &c.  Wil- 
liam  late  Viscount  Beaumont  and  Lord  of  Bardolf  had  held  on  or  prior  to 
the  day  of  the  accession  of  the  king  to  the  throne.  Pursuant  to  this  writ 
an  inquisition  was  taken  at  Thame,  com.  Oxon,  6th  Nov.  following,  before 
Quatermayns  and  Foweler,  as  to  the  manor  of  Holton,  in  that  county ;  a 
second  at  Cockley,  com.  Norf.  20th  Nov.  before  Suthwell  and  Blakc,  as  to 
the  manors  in  that  county  named  above  and  those  of  Erpingham  and 
Wickmere,  parcel  of  the  inheritance  of  the  family  of  Erpingham ;  a 
third  at  Whatton,  com.  Herta.  25  Nov.  before  Hasilden  and  Rogger, 
as  to  the  manor  of  Whatton-atte-Stone  ;  a  fourth  at  Caythorp,  com.  Linc. 
26  Nov .,  before  the  same,  as  to  the  manors  named  above  ;  a  fifth  at  Den- 
nington,  com.  Suff.  28th  Nov.,  before  Rous  and  Blake,  as  to  Dennington 
and  Brundish  manors,  members  of  the  honour  of  Eye,  Ilketshall,  Clopton, 
and  Cretingham  ;  and  a  sixth  at  Wdbraham,  com.  Cant  6  Dec,  before 
Hasilden  and  Rogger,  as  to  that  manor.  In  the  following  year,  4  Edw.  IV. 
1464,  similar  inquisitions  were  taken,  of  which  the  first  was  taken  at  Ley- 
cester,  14  Sept.,  bcfore  William  Assheby,  escheator  of  that  county,  as  to 
his  tenurc  of  the  manorB  of  Loughborough  with  the  advowson  of  the 
church,  of  Walton-on-the-Woulds  with  the  advowson  of  the  church,  of  the 
advowson  of  the  church  of  Cossington,  of  Shcepshead,  of  one  raoicty  of 
the  honour  called  Winchester  Fee,  and  of  the  manor  of  Whittington  near 
Leicester ;  and  also  as  to  the  tenure  of  Katharine  Duchess  of  Norfolk  in 
dower  of  his  inheritance,  of  the  dotation  of  John  late  Viscount  Beaumont, 
late  her  husband,  of  the  manors  of  Whitwick,  Bocheston,  Newton,  Hucles- 
cote,  Donnington,  Markfield,  Rothby,  and  Bcaumanoir,  for  the  tcrm  of  her 
life,  with  rcversion  to  the  aforcsaid  William  Beaumont  and  his  heirs.  A 
second  inquisition  was  taken  at  the  castlc  of  Lincoln,  15  SepU,  bcforc  John 
Burgh,  escheator  of  that  county,  as  to  his  tenure  of  Grimsthorpe,  Ayles- 
thorp  and  Southorpe,  under  a  feoffmcnt  to  his  usc,  and  as  to  the  tenure  of 
Katharine  Duchess  of  Norfolk  of  the  manor  of  Edenham,  in  dower  for 
the  term  of  hcr  life,  with  reversion  to  the  aforesaid  William  and  his  heirs. 
A  third  was  taken  at  Lcwcs,  on  the  same  day,  before  William  Marston, 
eschcator  of  Susscx,  as  to  his  tenure  of  Plumpton,  Barcomb  and  Berling. 
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A  fourth  was  taken  at  Nuneaton,  com.  Warr.  before  William  Assheby, 
escheator,  on  the  same  day,  as  to  his  tennre  of  a  moiety  of  the  honour 
called  Winchester  Fee  in  the  same  county.  A  fifth  was  taken  at  York, 
20  Sopt.,  as  to  his  tenure  of  the  manor  of  Bolton  Percy,  under  a  feoffment 
to  his  use,  before  John  Gylyot,  inayor  and  escheator  of  the  King  in  the 
city  of  York.  A  sixth  was  taken  at  Shelford,  com.  Notts,  23  Jan.  1465, 
before  John  Nevyll,  escheator  of  that  county,  as  to  his  tcnure  of  the  manors 
of  Shelford,  Stokebardolf,  Gedlyng  and  Carleton  ;  and  a  seventh  at  Hal- 
loughton,  18  Feb.,  before  Robert  Muntford,  escheator  of  Leicestershire,  as 
to  the  manor  of  Halloughton.  Also  an  inquisition  was  taken  at  West- 
minster  before  Thomas  Stratton,  escbeator  of  Middlescx,  5th  Scpt.,  as  to 
his  tenure  of  a  manor  in  Edelmeton  or  Edmondton,  called  Wilbyes  manor, 
together  with  its  appurtcnances  in  Tottenham,  under  a  feoffment  to  his  use, 
of  which  manor  William  Lord  Hastings  had  received  all  the  issues  since 
the  day  of  the  King's  accession ;  and  another  in  London,  at  Guildhall  in 
the  said  city,  before  Philip  Mucon,  mayor  and  escheator  of  thc  Lord  the 
King  in  the  said  city,  25th  Sept.,  as  to  his  tenure  of  the  tenement  called 
Le  Newe  Inne  in  the  parish  of  St.  Bennet  in  Tames  Strete  in  Londou 
aforesaid,  otherwise  called  Beaumont  Inne  in  the  parish  of  St.  Bennet,  in 
the  ward  of  Baynard  Castle,  London,  under  a  feoffmcnt  to  his  usc.  The 
inquisition  as  to  his  tenure  of  Folkyngham,  Welbourn,  Haddington,  Heck- 
ington,  Lavington,  Authorpe,  Aslackby,  Birthorpe,  Bicker,  Rippingale  and 
Sapperton  in  Lincolnshire  is  now  missing,  although  describcd  in  the 
Calendar;  in  which,  as  it  is  printed,  the  lands  of  the  attainted  Thomas  Lord 
Kos,  Beauvoir  Castle  with  its  members,  and  those  of  James  Butlcr,  Earl 
of  Wiltshire,  Ashby  de  la  Zouche  &c,  and  the  manor  of  Hale,  belonging 
to  Thomas  Cleymound,  also  attainted,  are  mixed  up  with  those  of  tho 
attainted  Viscount,  under  the  heading,  "  Willielmus  Vicecomes  Beaumont, 
dominus  Bardolf,  attinctua." 

In  the  following  year  an  inquisition  was  taken  at  Norwich  in  the  Shire- 
hous,  28  Mar.,  5  Edw.  IV.  1465,  before  Edward  Clere  esquire,  escheator 
of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  which  describes  Sir  William  Beaumont,  knight, 
who  had  been  attainted  and  convicted  of  high  treason,  in  the  Parbament  of 
the  said  Lord  the  King  held  at  Westminster  4  Nov.,  in  the  first  year  of  his 
reign,  by  the  authority  of  the  same  Parliament,  to  have  been  scized  in  his 
demesno  as  of  fee  in  the  same  county  of  the  manor  of  Wyrmcgay  and 
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the  honour  annexed  to  it ;  as  also  of  thc  raanor  of  Scroteby  with  its  appur- 
tenances,  worth  annually  15/«.  On  the  following  Saturday  an  inquisition 
was  taken  at  Becclcs  in  the  county  of  Suffolk  before  the  same  escheator, 
as  to  his  tenure  of  the  manor  of  Willughbey,  alias  Wilby,  in  the  same 
county,  worth  annually  13/i*. 

By  letters  patent,  bearing  date  at  Westminster,  18  Feb.,  1  Edw.  IV. 
1462,  thc  ca8tle  and  honour  of  Folkyngham,  com.  Linc,  the  manors  of 
Laviugton,  Sapperton,  Authorpe,  Aslakby,  Birthorp,  Kippingale,  the  moiety 
of  the  manor  of  Bicker,  and  the  manor  of  Welbourn,  in  the  sarae  county ; 
the  manors  of  Loughborough  and  Sheepshead,  com.  Leic,  the  forestership 
of  Rutland  and  manor  of  Lifeild  in  that  county  ;  thc  house  called  Beau- 
mont's  Inne,  situatc  in  thc  parish  of  St.  Bennet,  in  the  ward  of  Baynards 
castle,  within  the  city  of  London,  late  part  of  the  possessions  of  Sir  William 
Benumont  knight,  Viscount  Beaumont ;  as  also  all  that  purparty  late 
belongiug  to  the  same  William  Viscount  Beauraont  of  the  honour  called 
Wincheater  Fee,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  said  county  of  I„eicester,  and 
all  the  lands  and  lordships  which  werc  those  of  the  said  William  Viscount 
Bcaumont  in  Folkingham  and  elsewhere  in  thc  county  of  Lincoln,  and  in 
Fdmonton,  com.  Midd.  ;  as  likcwise  the  reversion  of  the  manors  and  lord- 
ships  of  Beautnanoir,  Whitwick,  Bochaston,  Ncwton,  Hokelescote,  Doning- 
ton,  Markcfeild  and  Ernesby  with  their  appurtenances  in  Leicestershire, 
and  of  the  manor  of  Hekynton  in  Lincolnshire,  which  Katharine  Duchess 
of  Norfolk  held  for  the  term  of  her  life,  with  remainder  to  the  said  VVilliam 
Viscount  Beaumont,  were  granted  to  Sir  William  Hastings,  knight,  and  his 
heirs.  At  the  same  time  hc  obtained  a  furthcr  grant  to  hiraself  and 
Katharine  his  wife,  daughter  of  Richard  Nevillc,  late  Earl  of  Salisbury, 
widow  of  WMiara  Lord  Bonvillc,  of  thc  manor  of  Bolton-Pcrcy,  com.  Ebor. ; 
as  also  of  the  manors  of  Plumpton,  Barcomp  and  Birlyng,  com.  Suss.,  part 
of  the  possessions  of  the  same  William  Viscount  Beaumont,  to  hold  to 
them,  the  said  William  and  Katharine,  and  the  heirs  malc  of  their  bodies 
lawfully  begotten,  and  in  default  of  such  issuc  to  his  right  heirs.  In  the 
samc  year  a  grant  was  made  to  John  Pilkington  esquire,  and  to  his  heirs 
male,  in  special  tail,  of  the  manors  of  Grimsthorpe,  Aylesthorp,  and 
Southorp,  and  of  the  manor  of  Edcnham,  after  the  decease  of  Katharino 
Duchess  of  Norfolk,  late  those  of  the  same  William  Viscount  Beaumont. 
In  the  second  year  of  this  reign,  John  Neville,  Lord  Moutagu,  had  a  grant 
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to  himself  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body  of  the  manors  of  Wirmengaye 
and  Mateshall,  com.  Norf.,  of  Halloughton,  com.  Leic,  of  Shelford,  Stoke- 
bardolf  and  Gedling,  com.  Notts,  of  EUoe,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  and 
of  Wilby,  com.  Suff.,  and  Scroteby,  com.  Norf.,  with  the  advowsons  of  the 
several  churches  belonging  to  those  lordships,  the  same  having  devolved  to 
the  crown  by  act  of  Parliament  the  preceding  year  upon  the  attainder  of 
William  Viscount  Beaumont;  and  Thomas  Blount  esquire  had  a  like 
grant  of  the  manors  in  Linwood,  called  Bayeux  Fee,  and  Thoresway  Neville, 
and  lands  and  tenements  in  Wintcrton  and  Tealby,  co.  Linc. ;  as  had  also 
Robert  Palmer,  esquire  of  the  King  s  household,  of  land  and  tenements  to 
thc  value  of  16/».  annually,  in  Kirklangton,  Thorplangton,  Eastlangton, 
West  Langton,  and  Tirlangton,  com.  Leic,  late  those  of  William  Viscount 
Beaumont,  attainted. 

King  Edward  IV.,  in  the  same  year,  granted  to  Johanna,  his  cousin, 
sister  of  John  late  Duke  of  Norfolk,  and  wife  of  William  Willoughby 
knight,  and  to  Cecilia  daughter  of  the  said  Joan,  in  general  tail,  the  manors 
of  Edenham,  Billingborough,  Linwood  Beaumont,  and  Thoresway  Beau- 
mont,  com.  Linc,  and  all  the  hereditamenta  in  Linooln  called  Beaumont 
Rent?,  lnte  those  of  John  Viscount  Beaumont,  with  a  remainder,  in  special 
tail,  to  the  heirs  male  of  the  said  Cecilia,  to  hold  by  the  services  due  and 
accustomed.  The  Lady  Joan  was  the  daughter  of  Katharine  Duchess  of 
Norfolk  by  Sir  Thomas  Strangeways,  knt. ;  and,  after  the  decease  of  this 
first  husband,  shc  remarried  William  Lord  Berkeley,  created  Earl  of  Not- 
tingham,  28th  Jun.  1483,  as  also  Marquis  of  Berkeley  in  1488  after  her 
death,  which  occurred  24th  Feb.,  1  Ric.  III.,  1484,  leaving  no  issue  sur- 
viving.  Her  mother,  in  the  month  of  January,  1465,  contractcd  a  fourth 
marriage  with  Sir  John  Wydeville  knight,  brother  of  Elizabeth  wife  cf 
Edward  IV.,  as  we  learn  from  this  passage  in  the  Annals  of  William  of 
Worcestcr,  of  thc  fourth  year  of  his  reign  :  "  Mense  Januarii,  Katerina 
Ducissa  Norffolchia?,  juvencula  ajtatis  fere  iiii"  annorum,  maritata  est 
Johanni  Widevile,  fratri  Reginac,  a?tatis  xx  annorura.  Maritagium  diabo- 
licum  !  vindicta  Bernardi  inter  eosdem  postea  patuit."  The  vengeance  thus 
drawn  upon  this  ill-suited  match  was  manifested  by  the  fate  of  the  youthful 
bridegroom,  who,  together  with  his  father,  Richard  Earl  Rivcrs,  was 
beheaded  at  Northaropton,  12th  August,  9  Edw.  IV.,  1469.  Pursuant  to 
a  writ  with  the  King's  teste  at  Westminster,  8th  Nov.  following,  an  inqui- 
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aition  was  taken  at  the  castle  of  Lincoln,  7  Mar.,  10  Edw.  IV.,  1470,  before 
Thomas  Daukes,  escheator  of  Lincolnshire,  which  describes  the  deceased 
John  Wydeville  to  have  hcld  nothing  in  chief,  but  that  he  was  seized  in 
his  demesne,  as  of  frank  tenement,  as  in  right  of  Katharine  Duchess  of 
Norfolk  his  wife,  for  the  tenn  of  the  life  of  the  same  Katharine,  stiU  sur- 
viving,  of  the  roanors  and  demesnes  of  Eppeworth,  Lyndwode  Bcaumont, 
Thoresway  Beaumont,  Barton,  Stewton,  Grymesthorp,  Aylesthorp,  South- 
orp,  Edenham,  Hckyngton,  Billingborough,  and  of  the  manor  and  demesne 
callcd  Beaumont  Rent,  with  their  members  and  appurtenances,  and  that  the 
next  heir  of  the  said  John  Wydville  knight  was  Anthony  Earl  of  Rivera, 
his  brother,  of  the  age  of  26  years  and  upwards.  This  aged  duchess  was 
yet  living  in  21  Edw.  IV.,  1482,  as  appears  by  tbe  Rolls  of  tbe  Parliament, 
begun  Monday,  20th  Jan.,  where  is  mcntion  of  Katharine  Duchess  of  Nor- 
folk,  and  Joan  her  daughter,  wife  of  William  Viscount  Berkeley. 

The  letters  patent  above-mentioncd  of  the  4th  of  March,  2  Edw.  IV.  1462, 
having  been  for  certain  causes  neither  effectual  or  valid,  othera  wcrc  granted 
to  the  same  feoffees,  bcaring  date  at  Westminster,  21st  Mar.  4  Edw.  IV. 
1464;  under  which  the  manors  named  thercin,  together  with  those  of  Er- 
pingham  and  Wickmere  in  Norfolk,  Holton  in  Oxfordshire,  Little  Wilbra- 
ham  in  Cambridgeshire,  and  Whatton-at-Stone  in  Hertfordshire,  were 
resettled  upon  them  in  like  manner.  Subsequently,  by  letters  patent  bearing 
date  as  above,  8th  Scpt  7  Edw.  IV.  1467,  the  manors  named  in  the  grant 
of  the  4th  of  March,  2  Edw.  IV.  were  by  the  King  given  to  Thomas  Arch- 
bishop  of  Canterbury,  George  Archbishop  of  York,  Henry  Earl  of  Essex, 
and  to  Sir  Henry  Stafford  and  Sir  John  Stafford  knights,  sons  of 
Humphrey  late  Duke  of  Buckingham,  as  well  as  to  Sir  Walter  Blount 
knight,  Lord  Mountjoye,  to  hold  the  same  for  the  term  of  the  life  of  the 
aforesaid  Sir  William  Beaumont  knight,  late  Lord  Beaumont,  and  of  Joan, 
and  of  either  of  them,  the  longer  liver,  to  the  use  of  the  same  Joan,  and 
with  remainder,  after  their  decease,  in  regard  of  the  manors  of  Stowe  Bar- 
dolf,  Rungton,  Fareswell,  Whinburgh,  and  Mateshall,  to  the  heirs  begotten 
of  the  aforesaid  Joan,  of  the  said  grantor  and  his  heirs,  by  the  ancient 
services  prior  to  the  day  of  his  accession ;  which  same  letters  patent  were 
likewise  cancelled  at  the  King's  request,  and  others  issued  on  the  4th  day  of 
December,  eighth  year  of  his  reign,  1468,  bearing  date  at  Westminster, 
granting  to  the  said  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  then  a  Cardinal,  and  the 
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other  feoffees,  the  said  manors,  which  had  late  been  those  of  Sir  Williani 
Beaumont  knight,  otherwise  of  the  said  William  late  Viscount  Beaumont 
and  Lord  of  Bardolf,  to  have  and  to  hold  as  fully  and  entirely  as  the  afore- 
said  William  Beaumont,  or  any  one  else,  had  best  held  them  before  they 
came  into  the  King*s  hands,  for  the  term  of  the  life  of  the  aforesaid  Joan, 
to  the  use  of  the  same  Joan,  without  impeachment  of  any  waste  done  in  the 
same.  The  above-mentioned  feoffees  had  also  a  grant  of  all  issues  and 
profits  from  the  aforesaid  manors  from  the  fourth  day  of  March,  first  year 
of  his  reign,  up  to  the  date  of  the  same  prescnts,  without  rendering  any 
account  thereof ;  and  the  concluding  clause  contains  a  grant  of  the  said 
manors  to  the  heirs  issuing  of  the  body  of  the  aforesaid  Joan  after  her 
decease  for  ever  to  be  held  by  the  ancient  services.  In  the  preamble  the 
King  ascribes  his  motive  for  this  grant  to  the  nearness  of  blood  on  the  part 
of  Joan  Viscountess  Beaumont  to  himself,  and  contenta  himself  with  a  fine 
of  20  #.  4d.  only,  to  be  paid  to  him  on  this  behalf.  The  exclusion  of  her 
husband,  first  from  the  benefit  of  the  entail  upon  the  heirs  of  his  own  body, 
and  secondly  from  his  tenancy  for  life  in  these  manors,  was,  it  seems,  pre- 
paratory  to  a  divorce  betwecn  the  parties ;  for  we  find  her,  before  the  close 
of  this  reign,  described  as  the  wife  of  Sir  WriUiam  Knyvet  knight,  of 
Buckenham  Castle  in  Norfolk,  who  was  left  a  widower  by  the  decease  of 
Joan,  Lady  Knyvet,  daughter  of  John  Grey,  on  the  4th  of  Aprih  14  Edw. 
IV.  1474.  In  1465,  Thomas  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  as  feoffee,  pre- 
sented  John  Smith  to  the  church  of  Cantley ;  and  in  1475  John  Ward  was 
presented  to  the  church  of  North  Rungton,  by  the  feoffees  above-named 
of  Joan  Beaumont,  daughter  of  Humphrey  Duke  of  Buckingh  am ;  but  in 
1477  Andrew  Jenney  was  admitted  rector  of  the  church  of  Cantley,  on  the 
prescntation  of  Sir  William  Knyvet  and  Joan  daughter  of  Humphrey  Duke 
of  Buckingham, — a  proof  that  they  were  then  married. 

In  the  ninth  year  of  Edward  IV.  the  Lancastrian  party  recovered  posses- 
sion  of  the  realm;  and,  in  a  Parliament  held  at  the  palace  of  Westminster, 
26th  Nov.  1470,  the  attainted  peers  recovered  their  titles  and  property,  and 
WiUiam  Viscount  Beaumont  was  again  at  his  poet  by  the  side  of  his 
sovereign.  In  the  "  Historie  of  the  arrivall  of  Edward  IV.  in  England,  and 
the  finaU  recouerye  of  his  kingdomes  from  Henry  VI.  A.D.  mcccclxxi." 
mention  is  made  of  this  nobleman  by  the  name  of  Lord  Bardolf  in  this  paB- 
sage:  "  The  Kynge,  beinge  at  Notyngham,  and  or  he  came  there,  sent 
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tbe  scorers  alabowte  the  contries  adioynynge,  to  aspie  and  serche  yf  any 
gadcryngs  were  in  any  place  agaynst  hitn ;  some  of  whome  came  to  Newcrkc, 
and  undarstode  well  that  ther  was,  within  the  towne,  the  Dukc  of  Excestar, 
th'Erle  of  Oxforde,  the  Lord  Bardolf,  and  othar,  with  great  felowshipe, 
which  tVErle  and  they  had  gatheryd  in  Essex,  Northfolke,  Sowthfolke, 
Cambridgeshire,  Huntyngdonshire,  and  Lyncolneshire,  to  the  nombar  of 
iiiin>  men."  After  the  battle  of  Barnct,  fought  on  Easter  Sunday,  I4th 
April,  in  that  year,  in  which  the  Yorkists  gained  the  victory,  King  Edward 
IV.  issued  a  proclamation,  dated  at  Westminster,  27th  of  April  following, 
in  which  he  signified  the  entrance  of  Queen  Margarct  into  thc  realm,  and 
of  her  having  moved  and  levied  war  against  him ;  and  further  notified  and 
declared  the  said  Margaret,  Edward  her  son,  Henry  late  Duke  of  Excter, 
Edmund  Beaufort  calling  himself  Duke  of  Somerset,  John  Earl  of  Oxen- 
ford,  Thomas  Courtney  calling  himself  Earl  of  Devonshire,  William  late  Vis- 
count  Beaumont  and  others,  to  be  his  open  and  notorious  traitors,  rebels  and 
enemiea,  and  forbade  all  persons  to  assist  them  and  their  adherents.  We 
next  hcar  of  the  lattcr  being  in  the  company  of  John  Earl  of  Oxford  when 
he  landed  in  the  west  of  England,  and,  with  a  subtile  point,  got  and  entered 
St.  Michael 's  Mount  with  397  men,  the  last  day  of  Septcmber,  13  Edw. IV. 
1473.  Then  was  Bodrugan,  ruler  of  Comwall,  commanded  by  King 
Edward  to  besiege  the  Mount,  and  so  he  did ;  but  so  favourably,  that  he 
suffered  the  Earl  of  Oxford  to  revictual  the  Mount.  Whereupon  the  King, 
by  letters  patent  bearing  date  at  Westminster,  7th  Dec.  following,  M  Pro 
co  quod  notorius  rebellis  et  proditor  noster  Johannes,  nuper  comcs  Oxonie, 
agpregatis  sibi  quampluribus  malefactoribus  ct  pacis  nostre  perturbatoribus 
nobis  rebellibus,  Montem  Sancti  Michaelis  in  comitatu  Cornubie  ingressi 
sunt,"  gave  power  and  authority  to  John  Fortescue,  one  of  the  esquires 
of  his  body,  Shcriff  of  Cornwall,  Sir  John  Crokker  knight,  and  Henry 
Bodrugan  esquire,  to  reduce  the  Mount  to  his  obedience,  adding  this 
clause :  "  Damus  etiam  eisdem  Johanni,  Johanni  et  Henrico  et  eorum  cui- 
libct  committimus  plenam  potentiam  et  auctoritatem  ad  quascunque  personas 
nobis  in  Montc  predicto  rebelles  et  inobedientes,  prefato  nupcr  comitc,  Willelmo 
Beaumond  nuper  domino  Bardolf  milite,  Georgio  Veer,  Thoma  Veer,  Ricardo 
Veer,  fratribus  predicti  nuper  comitis,  exceptis,  gratie  nostre  se  submittentes 
et  juramentum  fidelitatis  sue  nobis  facere  volentea,  juxta  discretiones  suas  ad 
gratiam  nostram  admittendi."    This  offer  of  pardon  to  the  men  of  the  Earl 
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produced  the  eflect  desired;  so  that  at  the  last,  if  the  Earl  had  not  suhraitted 
hiraself  to  the  King,  he  had  been  taken  prisoner  by  his  own  men;  and  so 
Fortescue  entered  the  Mount  the  15th  day  of  February,  in  the  which  was 
victual  enough  to  have  served  the  garrison  until  Midsummer.    Thus  made 
prisoners,  the  Earl  of  Oxford,  "  the  Lorde  Bemonde,"  two  brothers  of  the 
said  Earl,  and  Thomas  Clifford,  were  brought  to  the  King.    The  Earl  of 
Oxford  and  his  brothers,  George  and  Thomas,  obtained  from  the  King 
letters  patent  of  pardon  in  the  I4th  year  of  Edw.  IV.  as  to  their  lives  only, 
which  contain  this  clause  ;  "Degratia  nostra  speciali  ac  ex  mero  motu  nostro 
predictis  nuper  comiti,  Georgio  et  Thome  ac  omnibus  aliis  et  singuli*  in 
predictis  fortalicio  et  collegio,  vocato  Seynte  Michell  Mounte  in  comitatu 
Cornubie,  cum  prefato  nuper  comite  cxistentibus,  quibuscumque  nominibus 
censeantur  seu  eorum  aliquis  censeatur,  Willelmo  Beamounde  milite  nuper 
Domino  de  Beaumonde  ct  Hicardo  Laumarth  exceptis,  gratiam  vite  sue  et 
eorum  cujuslibet  concedimus ;"  and  from  which  it  may  be  inferred  that  the 
two  persons  named,  of  whom  the  second  is  probably  identical  with  Richard 
de  Veer,  had  escaped  from  thc  Mount  before  its  surrender,  and  sought  refuge 
on  the  Continent,  in  contradiction  to  the  chronicler,  who  describes  «  Lord 
Bemonde"  tohave  been  brought  as  prisonerto  the  King.    Otherwise,  with 
such  feeling  on  the  part  of  the  Sovereign,  had  he  ever  been  in  his  power, 
thern  can  be  bttle  doubt  of  a  capital  sentence  and  cxecution  under  the  act  of 
attainder. 

In  the  Parliament,  begun  at  Westminster,  7th  Nov.,  1  Hen.  VII.,  1485, 
Sir  William  Beaumont,  knight,  exhibited  his  petition  to  the  King  for  a 
reversal  of  the  Act  of  Attainder  passed  in  the  Parliament  of  Edw.  IV.,  late 
King  of  England,  holden  at  Westminster,  4th  Nov.,  first  year  of  his  reign, 
against  him,  by  tbe  name  of  Viscount  Beaumont,  as  also  for  restoration 
of  his  name,  dignity,  estate,  and  inheritance,  and  an  enactment  that  no 
letters  patent  granted  by  reason  of  the  same  Act  should  be  any  longer  in 
force  to  his  prejudice,  so  as  no  person  who  had  taken  the  isaues  and  profits 
of  his  said  inheritance  in  the  interval  should  bc  sued  for  any  such  taken 
prior  to  the  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  said  Parliament,  either  by  him,  his 
heirs,  or  executors ;  which  said  petition  having  been  read,  heard  and  fully 
understood,  of  the  advice  and  assent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and 
of  the  Commons  of  the  realm  of  England,  and  of  the  authority  of  the  same, 
an?wer  was  made  to  the  same  in  the  following  form :— ««  Soit  fait  come  il 
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est  desire."  Thus  again  a  peer  of  the  realm,  he  continued  to  be  regularly 
summoned  to  Parliament,  from  the  15th  day  of  Sept-,  1  Hen.  VI L,  until 
the  12th  Hen.  VII.,  1497,  in  which  year  the  16th  day  of  January  was  that 
of  the  opening  of  Parliament ;  and  he  was  present  in  the  first  Parliament, 
on  the  19th  day  of  November,  as  the  name  of  Viscount  de  Beaumont 
occurs  on  the  roll  among  thc  Temporal  Peers  who  took  the  oath  to  harbour 
no  felon,  and  to  refuse  all  maintenance  to  retaineis». 

On  the  24th  day  of  April,  1  Hen.  VII.,  1486,  William  Viscount  Beau- 
mont  took  to  wife,  at  Westminster,  Klizabeth,  daughter  and  coheiress  of 
Sir  Richard  Scrope  knight,  second  son  of  Sir  Henry  Scrope  fourth  Baron 
Scrope  of  Bolton,  com.  Ebor.  In  the  Parliament  holden  at  Westminster, 
9th  Nov.,  3  Hen.  VII.,  1487,  a  bill  concerning  the  custody  of  the  lands  and 
tenements  of  William  Viscount  Beaumont  was  exhibited  to  the  aforesaid 
King  in  the  series  of  words  which  follow  : — "  Where  William  Viscont 
Beaumont,  in  the  tyme  of  King  Edward  the  Fourth,  was  by  auctorite  of 
Parliament,  by  an  Acte  of  Atteyndre,  atteynted  of  high  treason,  and  by  the 
same  forfeited  to  the  same  latc  King  all  his  inheritance,  of  the  whiche  thc 
King  our  Soveraigne  Lord,  by  force  of  the  samc  Acte,  was  seised  fro  the 
begynnyng  of  the  reigne  of  our  Soveraigne  Lord,  unto  the  tyme  that  our 
said  Soveraigne  Lord,  trusting  that  the  same  Viscont  wold  have  bcen  of 
good  and  sadde  dieposition  and  rule,  and  that  he  hadde  been  of  discrecion 
to  have  ruled  himself  and  his  lyvclode  to  his  honour  and  profitte,  without 
alienation  or  any  thing  doing  to  the  disheritaunco  of  him  or  his  heirs,  caused 
the  same  Acte  of  Atteyndre  to  be  reversed,  and  the  same  Viscont  to  be 
restored,  as  well  to  his  name  and  estate  as  to  his  said  inheritaunce.  Sith 
thc  which  restitution  our  said  Sovereign  Lord  hath  certeyn  knowleche,  that 
the  same  Viscont  is  not  of  sadness  or  discretion,  neither  to  rule  and  kepe 
himself,  nor  his  said  lyvelode,  but  sith  that  time  hath  aliened,  wastcd, 
spoiled  and  put  away  great  parte  thercof  full  indiscretly,  to  the  disheri- 
taunce  of  him  and  his  heires,  and  by  all  likelihode,  if  he  should  have  his 
libertie  thereof,  would  hcreafter  demeane  the  residue  in  like  wise.  In  con- 
sideration  whereof,  and  forasmuche  as  oure  said  Soveraign  Lord  is  bounde 
to  see  and  provide  for  suche  persones  as  have  enheritaunce,  and  be  not 
of  sadness  and  discretion  to  rule  and  kepe  the  same  without  alienation  or 
disheritaunce  of  their  heires  ;  it  bc,  by  the  advyse  of  the  Lords  Spirituall 
and  Temporall  and  Commyns  in  this  present  Parliamcnt  assembled,  and 
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by  auctoritie  of  the  same,  ordeyned,  stablished  aud  enacted,  that  tlie  King 
our  Soveraign  Lord,  or  suche  aa  his  Grace  shall  depute,  have  the  rule,  dis- 
position  and  guyding  of  all  the  lyvelode  and  inheritaunce,  whereunto  the 
said  Viscount  was  restored  by  the  Acte  of  Restitution  made  for  him  in  the 
Parliament  holden  in  the  first  yere  of  the  reigne  of  our  said  Sovcraigne 
Lord,  during  the  tyme  of  the  Ufe  of  the  said  Viscont,  to  the  honour,  sus- 
tenaunce,  and  profitte  of  the  said  Viscont ;  and  that  the  same  Viscont,  by  all 
that  same  tyme,  have  none  auctorite  ne  power  to  gife  ne  graunte  any  parte 
of  the  same  to  any  persone,  without  the  assent  or  aggrement  of  oure  said 
Soveraigne  Lord,  while  the  said  Viscont  is  in  the  keping  of  oure  said  Sove- 
raigne  Lord,  or  the  assent  and  aggrement  of  suche  as  his  Graoe  shall  depute 
to  have  the  rule  of  the  said  lyvelode  and  enheritaunce.  Savyng  to  every 
of  the  Kings  liegc  people, other  than  the  said  Viscont,  suche  right,  title  and 
Iawfull  interesse,  as  they  have  in  or  to  any  of  the  premisses."  To  which  this 
answer  was  given  :  "  Le  Roy  le  vuelt." 

In  the  Parliament  holden  at  Westminster,  I4th  day  of  October, 
1 1  Hen.  VII.,  1495,  another  bill  concerning  the  custody  of  the  Viscount 
Beaumont,  and  of  the  possessions  and  hereditaments  of  the  same,  was 
exhibited  to  the  said  King  by  the  Community  of  the  realm,  of  which  the 
tenor,  with  those  of  certain  provisions  annexed  to  the  said  bili,  is  manifested 
in  what  now  follows : — "  Where  in  the  Parliament  holden  at  Westminster, 
the  ix,h  day  of  Novcmbre,  tho  iiide  yere  of  the  reigne  of  oure  Sovereign 
Lord  the  Kyng,  it  was  ordeyned,  established,  and  enacted,  for  divers  gode 
consideracions  in  the  said  Acte  conteyned,  that  oure  said  Sovcreign  Lord, 
or  such  as  his  Grace  shuld  depute,  shuld  have  the  rule,  disposicion  and 
guyding  of  all  the  lyvelode  and  iaheritaunce  of  William  Viscount  Beau- 
mont,  whcreunto  the  said  Viscount  was  restored  by  an  Actc  of  Restitucion 
for  hym  made,  in  the  Parliament  holdcn  at  Wcstminster  in  the  first  yere  of 
oure  said  Sovereign  Lordea  reign,  during  the  lyfe  of  the  said  Viscount ;  and 
yet  the  said  Viscount  by  all  the  same  tyme  shuld  have  non  auctorite  to  gyf 
ne  graunte  any  parte  of  the  same  to  any  persone,  without  the  assent  and 
aggrement  of  oure  said  Sovereign  Lord,  or  the  assent  and  aggrement  of  such 
as  his  Grace  shuld  depute,  whiles  the  seid  Viscount  was  in  the  keping  of 
our  said  Sovereign  Lord,  or  of  such  as  his  Grace  shuld  dcpute  to 
have  the  rulc  of  the  said  lyvelood  or  inheretaunce  ;  which  Acte 
was  not  certeyn  undre  what  fourme  the  Kynges  lycence  shuld  passe 
in  that   partie,   ne  hou  thc  persone  of  the  said  Viscount  shuld  be 
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kepte,  ordred,  guyded  and  demeaned,  but  left  at  large,  and  therby  myght 
folowe  such  demeanure  which  were  not  to  the  Kinges  honour,  ne  to  the 
worship  of  this  land,  oonsiderying  he  is  a  persone  descended  of  the  noble 
blode  of  this  lande.  Wherfore  it.  be  by  auctorite  of  this  present  Parliament 
ordeyned,  enacted  and  stablished,  that  the  Kynge  oure  Sovereign  Lord,  or 
such  as  he  hath  or  shall  depute  and  assigne,  take  and  have  the  demeanyng, 
rule,  kepyng  and  governaunce,  during  the  lyfe  of  the  said  Viscount,  as  well 
of  the  persone  of  tbe  said  Viscount,  as  of  his  said  lyvelode  and  enheretaunce, 
to  be  applied  as  well  to  his  sustentacion  and  exhebicion  of  the  said  Viscount, 
as  paymentes  of  his  debtes  and  otherwise,  as  shall  be  thought  to  the  Kyng 
oure  Sovereign  Lord,  and  to  such  as  he  bath  or  shall  depute  and  assigne 
in  that  behalfe,  necessary  and  behovefull ;  and  that  the  said  Viscount  have 
none  auctorite  ne  power  to  geve,  graunte,  charge  or  aliene  any  part  of  his 
said  lyvelode  or  inheretaunce,  during  his  said  lyfe,  without  the  Kinges 
licence  thereupon  had  undre  his  greate  seale ;  and  if  any  alienacion,  gifte, 
graunte  or  charge  by  hym  hath  ben  made  without  the  Kinges  licence  undre 
his  greate  seale  in  that  partie  obteyned,  sithen  the  said  Acte  made  the  said 
iiide  yere  of  his  reigne,  excepte  presentacions  to  churches,  chapelles  and 
chaunteries,  that  thene  that  alienacion,  gifte,  graunte  or  charge,  to  stande 
and  be  utterly  voyde  and  of  none  effecte,  excepte  before  excepte ;  and  that 
no  persone  be  hereaftcr  vexed  ne  hurte  by  the  said  Viscount,  his  executours, 
ne  any  other  persone  claymyng  to  his  use  any  parte  of  the  said  lyvelode  or 
inheritaunce,  for  any  occupation  or  intermedling,  by  reason  of  this  Acte, 
or  sithcn  the  saide  Acte  made  the  said  iiide  yere  of  the  Kyng  our  Sovereign 
Lordes  reigne."  And  to  this  Bill,  read  over  and  fully  understood,by  the  said 
Lord  the  King,  of  the  assent  and  authority  of  the  said  community,  it  was 
thus  answered  :  44  Le  Roy  le  vuelt." 

The  tenors  of  the  provisions,  of  which  mention  is  made  above,  follow  in 
these  words :  "  And  over  this,  be  it  enacted  and  established  by  the  said 
auctorite,  that  all  Grauntes  to  be  made  by  oure  said  Sovereign  Lord  by  his 
Letteres  Patentes,  of  such  Possession,  Tytle  and  Jnterest,  as  is  to  hym 
lymyted  and  assigned  by  this  present  Acte,  of  the  premysses  or  of  any 
parte  thereof,  be  as  gode,  and  of  like  force  and  effecte,  aa  if  all  the  same 
Tytle,  Interest  and  PoBsession  were  founde  by  due  and  lawfull  offices 
retourned,  and  remaynyng  of  Recorde  in  his  Chauncery,  and  so  had  and 
done,  by  the  space  of  a  moneth  before  any  such  Graunte  madc. 

44  Provided  alwey,  that  this  present  Acte,  ne  none  other  made  or  to  be 
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in  this  present  Parliament,  extend  not,  ne  in  any  wise  be  hurtfull  or 
prejudiciall  unto  John  Viscount  Wellys,  to  or  for  any  Gifte  or  Graunte 
made  unto  hym  hy  William  Viscount  Beaumont,  by  his  Letteres  Patentes, 
of  or  for  an  Annuytie  of  xxx  IL  by  yere  oute  of  Barton  upon  Humbre,  ne 
to  none  office  comprised  in  the  said  Letteres,  but  that  the  same  Letteres, 
and  every  thing  therein  conteyned,  be  and  abyde  in  their  full  strength  and 
effecte,  and  as  available  unto  the  said  Viscount  Wellys,  as  though  this 
present  Acte  had  never  be  made," 

By  virtue  of  this  Act  the  King,  by  Letters  Patent,  dated  ll1*1  of  Decem- 
ber  following,  granted  to  John  de  Vere,  Earl  of  Oxford,  the  custody  of  tbe 
person  of  William  Viscount  Beauraont,  and  of  his  said  livelibood  and  inher- 
itance.  From  these  proceedings  we  are  made  acquainted  with  the  fact  that 
the  mind  of  this  nobleman  had  given  way  under  the  sudden  overjoy  of  his 
restoration  to  his  narae,  dignity  and  inheritance ;  and  that  it  had  eventually 
become  necessary,  after  first  incapacitating  him  from  having  tbe  rule  of  his 
estate,  to  appoint  a  committee  of  his  person.  This  appointment  of  John 
Earl  of  Oxford  to  be  his  guardian  was  the  occasion  of  his  removal  to  the 
of  the  Earls  of  Oxford,  at  Wivenhoe,*  in  the  county  of 
;  and  in  the  church  of  that  parish,  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  bc  was 
interred.  He  died  in  the  seventieth  year  of  his  age,  on  the  19th  day  of 
December,  23  Hen.  VII.  1507,  without  issue,  as  we  learn  from  this 
inscription  on  his  tomb  in  the  chancel  of  the  church  above  named :  "  Here 
in  the  erthe,  undyr  thys  Marbull,  Rest  the  bonys  of  the  Noble  Lorde 
Wylliam  Beaumount,  Knyght,  Viscount  Beaumont,  and  Lorde  Bardolfe. 


*  Norden,  in  hia  Deecription  of  Eseex,  mentiont  "  Wyvenboo  Hall,  decayde.  A  iitat.lv 
howae  ;  iooaetynie  E.  of  Oxford.**  The  fiunilies  of  Boaumont  and  Vere  wcre  nenriy 
rciated  through  the  marriage  of  Henry  fifth  Lord  Beaumont  with  Margaret,  daughter  of 
John  de  Vere,  aeventh  Earl  of  Oxford.  In  the  eaat  window  of  the  church  of  Barton-

The  word  between  hracketa  wanting  in  tbe  original,  thua  rappiied  by  Mr.  Segar,  waa 
doubtleaa  a  third  repeUUon  of  the  i 
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Whyche  Wylliam,  After  the  NaturaU  Course  of  All  erthely  Creaturis, 
decessyd  tho  xix  day  of  December,  in  thc  yere  of  Christs  Incarnation 
M.CCCCCVII.  whosc  soule  Jesu,  of  his  infinite  mcrcy,  receive  into  joy." 
Upon  this  marble  slab  lies  the  effigy  of  the  deceased  in  brass,  in  a  complete 
suit  of  plate-armour  of  the  tirae,  with  the  exception  of  helmet  and  gauntlets. 
His  head  rests  upon  his  helmet,  furnished  with  a  mantelet  and  crest,  on  a 
wreath  a  lion  passant ;  his  feet  upon  an  elephant,  on  his  back  a  castle 
triple-towered,  and  on  the  ground  on  which  the  elephant  is  statant  a 
broom-cod  is  depicted.  Over  the  effigy  is  a  shield  of  arms  quarterly :  1,  semee 
de  lis,  a  lion  rampant,  Beaumont ;  2,  three  garbs,  Comyn,  Earl  of  Buchan  ; 
3,  quarterly,  an  eagle  displayed  in  the  first  quarter,  Phelipp ;  4,  three 
cinquefoils,  Bardolf.  The  elephant  and  castle  were  significant  of  his 
descent  from  John  de  Bricnne,  King  of  Jerusalem,  and  from  his  second 
wife,  the  Infanta  Donna  Berenguela,  sister  of  St.  Ferdinand  III.  King  of 
Castile  and  Lcon,  and  daughter  of  Alphonso  IX.  King  of  Leon,  and  of 
Berenguela,  Queen  of  Caatile.  The  broom-cod,  the  Plante-de-genet,  was  in 
like  manner  significant  of  his  descent  from  Eleanora,  daughter  of  Henry 
Plantagenet,  Earl  of  Lancaster,  Derby  and  Leiccster,  wife  of  John,  second 
Lord  Beaumont. 

Upon  his  decease  his  vast  estates  came  to  the  crown,  and  continued  in  the 
hands  of  King  Henry  the  Seventh  to  the  close  of  his  reign,  on  the  21st 
day  of  April,  24  th  year  of  his  reign,  1509.  Under  his  successor,  Henry 
the  Eighth,  pursuant  to  a  writ  bearing  date  at  Westminster,  5th  day  of 
July,  lst  year  of  his  reign,  1509,  an  inquisition  was  taken  at  Westrainster, 
in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  on  the  first  day  of  October  following,  beforc 
John  More,  serjcant  at  law,  Thomas  Jakes  and  Thomas  More,  gentlemcn, 
by  virtue  of  the  King's  commission  to  them  directcd  after  the  decease  of 
William  Viscount  Beaumont,  lord  of  Bardolf,  upon  oath  by  twelve  jurors  ; 
"Qui  dicunt  supcr  sacramentum  suum  quod  dictus  Vicecomes  xxiiij  die 
Aprilis  anno  rcgni  Regis  Henrici  Vllmi  nuper  Regis  Anglie  primo  apud

Elizabetham  Scrope,  modo  uxorem  Johannis  Vere  comitis  Oxonie,*  qui-

first  w  ife,  Margaret,  daughter  of  Richard  Earl  of  SalUbury,  he  had  a  son,  John,  who  died 
young  in  the  Towcr  of  London  during  hU  fathcr'a  exile ;  anJ  hy  his  second,  the  lady 
above  named,  he  had  no  Uaue.  Departing  thia  life  10  Mar.  4  Hen.  VIII.  1513,  he  had 
intennent  in  the  Priory  of  Colne,  under  a  tomb,  which  he  liad  prepared  for  liiniaelf  and 
Margaret  hU  first  wife,  there  already  buried.  The  next  Eart  of  Oxford,  John  de  Vere, 
nephew  of  the  deccued  Earl,  ton  of  Sir  George  Vere,  knight,  his  brotber,  died  without 
14  July,  18  Hen.  VIII.  1526,  in  the  lifetime  of  the  Countes»  of  Oxford,  and  waa 
in  the  Earldom  by  hia  eouain,  John  de  Vere,  flftecnth  Earl  of  Oxford,  son  and 
heir  of  John,  aon  and  heir  of  Robert,  uncle  of  the  thirteenth  Eari,  husband  of  Elizabeth 
Scropc.  By  her  will,  bearing  date  30th  day  of  May,  29  Hen.  VIII.  1537,  provcd  6th 
Nov.  following,  ahe  bequeathed  her  body  to  be  buried  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Wyvenhoe, 
by  the  corpae  of  William  Viacount  Beaumont,  her  firat  husband.  Her  efflgy  in  bras* 
atill  remaina,  with  thia  inacription :  "  Of  your  charitie  pray  for  the  Soule  of  tlie  high  and 
noble  Lady,  Elixabeth  Scroope,  first  married  U>  the  noble  lord,  William,  late  Vycount 
Beaumont,  lord  Comyn,  Bardolphe,  Pbelipp  and  Erpingham  ;  and  after  Wifo  unto  the 
high  and  noble  Lorde  John,  aumtyme  Kari  of  Oxford,  High-Chamberlain  of  Enghuid  and 
Admiral  of  the  same,  Vycount  Bulbeck,  Lord  Scalea,  Councelor  to  our  Soverayne  lordo 
the  Kyng,  and  knyght  of  the  moat  noble  Order  of  the  Garter.  The  which  Lady,  Elixabeth, 
departed  to  God,  the  26th  Day  of  June,  1537,  on  whoae  Soule,  and  Chriaten  Souls,  Jesu 
have  Mercy."  Her  mantle  is  emblazoned  on  each  side  with  the  arraa  of  hcr  family, 
quarterly,  1  and  4,  a  bend  with  a  crescent  fbr  dhTerencc,  Scrope  ;  2  and  3,  a  naltire 
cngrailed,  Tiptoft.  Over  the  right  shoulder  of  the  effigy  is  a  shield,  quarterly  ;  1  and  4, 
quarteriy,  a  mullet  in  the  first  quarter,  Vere  ;  2  and  3,  a  bend  between  six  cross-crossleta 
fitchee,  Howard,  impaling  hcr  own  coat  as  abovc.  Over  the  left  shouldcr  is  also  a  shicld, 
quarterly  ;  1,  somee  of  fleurs-de-lis,  a  lion  rmmpant,  Beaumont  ;  2,  quartcrly,  1  and  4, 
three  cinqucfoils,  Bardolf ;  2  and  3,  quartcrly,  in  the  flrst  quarter  an  eagle  displayed,  Phe- 
lipp;  3,  an  inescocheon  witliin  a  bordure  indented,  Erpingham  ;  4,  three  garba,  Comyn,  im- 
paling  her  own  coat  as  abore,  An  abstract  of  her  will  ia  in  Dugdule  and  in  the  Testa- 
menta  Vetusta  by  Sir  Harris  Nicolaa,  where  a  pedigree  U  appended,  in  whieh  she  is 
erroneously  deacribed  as  wife  of  John  de  Vere,  fourtcenth  Earl  of  Oxford,  ncphew  of  her 
husband,  whose  wifo  waa  Anne  or  Agnes,  daughter  of  Thomas  Howard,  second  Duke  of 
Norfolk,  and  who  was  not  a  Knight  of  the  Garter.  A  correct  pedigrcc  of  hcr  paternal 
relations  u  inserted  in  the  Scrope  and  Grosvenor  Controversy,  where  she  is  described  to 
have  had  a  sUtcr,  Francea,  but  omitting  tho  name  of  hor  husband,  Sir  John  St.  Clere, 
Knight,  by  whom  she  had  U»ue,  John,  Gilea,  and  Elizabeth.  Her  half-sistcr,  Frances 
Wyndham,  had  died  in  1505,  before  the  date  of  the  will.  Leland,  in  hU  Itinerary, 
vol.  viii.  f.  109  b.  under  Leicestershire,  says,  "  Lughborow  was  of  the  BellemounCs 
landa,  and  the  late  old  Countea  of  Oxford  had  it  in  Doure.  Bewmaner,  where  Leonard 
Gray,  by  the  King's  leave,  dyd  dwell,  wa»  aJso  the  Lord  BellemounCs,  and  « 
i  betwyxt  Leircestre  and  Groby,  called  BeUemonCs  Leaae."

late  Erle  off  Lincoln,  Fraunceys  Lovell  late  Lord  Lovell,  and  dyvers 
other  with  them,  trayterouslie  imaginyng  and  compassyng  the  dcthe 
and  destruccion  of  oure  Sovcrayne  Lord  the  Kyng,  assembled  them, 
with  other  ewell-disposed  people,  to  the  noumbre  of  v  M.  persones,  at  Stoke, 
in  the  counte  of  Notyngham,  the  xx  daye  of  June,  in  the  ii  d>  yere  of  thc 
reigne  of  oure  seyd  soveraync  lord  the  Kyng  that  nowgh  is,*  and  thcn  and 
ther,  for  the  performaunce  of  ther  cursed,  mischevous  and  wreched  purpose, 
in  Pleyn  Feld,  at  the  same  Stoke,  in  the  seid  counte,  with  ther  baners  dis- 
pleyed,  contrarye  to  ther  allegiaunce,  ageynst  thc  Kyng,  our  and  ther 
naturail  soverayne  lord,  levyed  and  rcred  warre,  and  made  bateylle  against 
hym ;  for  whiche  trayterous  and  unnaturall  dede  the  seyde  John  Erle  of 
Lyncolne,  with  divcrs  others  then  and  ther  traytorously  offending,  wcre 
late,  by  auctorite  of  Parleroent,  in  a  Parlement  holden  at  Westminster  the 
iii  yere  of  the  reignc  of  the  King,  our  soverayn  lord  that  nowgh  is,  deemed 
convicte  and  atteynt  of  heigh  treason  ;  in  the  whiche  acte  of  atteyndre  the 
seyd  Fraunccs  Lovell  was  ignorantly  lefte  owte  and  omitted,  to  the  most 
perilous  ensample  of  othcrs,  beyng  of  suche  traytorouse  mynde  :  f  Wherfore

1485,  as  one  of 
the  partiaans  of  Richard  Uie  Third.  The  second  special  act  of  attainder  was  therefore 
unnecesaary,  and  its  aole  object  appears,  in  making  such  folse  allegations,  to  have  been  to 
find  some  pretext  for  barring  his  heirs  frotn  claiming  any  inheritance,  which  would  have 
rererted  to  him,  had  he  been  alive.

Joan,  daughter  of  John  Viscount  Beaumont  and  sister  of  William 
Viscount  Beaumont  and  Lord  Bardolf,  mother  of  Francis  Viscount  Lovell, 
of  Joan  wife  of  Sir  Brian  Stapylton  of  Carlton  in  Balnc,  a  manor  in  the 
parish  of  Snaith,  com.  Ebor.  knight,  and  of  Fredyswide  wife  of  Sir  Edward 
Norres  of  Yattenden,  com.  Berks,  knight,  married  first  John  Lovcll,  knight, 
Lord  Lovell  of  Titchmarsh,  com.  Northn,  deccased  9th  Jan.  4  Edw.  IV. 
1465  ;  and  secondly,  Sir  Wuliam  Stanley  of  Holt  Castlc.com.  Denbigh,  as 
we  learn  from  a  recital  of  lctters  patcnts  under  the  great  seal,  bcaring  datc  at 
Westminster,  the  12th  day  of  Novcraber,  the  fifth  year  of  thc  reign  of  King 
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Edward  IV.  granting  to  the  said  Williara  "  and  Joan,  that  was  the  wyfe  of 
John  Lovell  knyght,  Lord  Lovell,  dede,  and  sythen  the  wyfe  of  the  seid 
William,"  and  to  the  heirs  raales  of  thc  hody  of  the  same  William  lawfully 
begotten,  the  castle  and  lordship  of  Skipton  in  Craven,  com.  Ebor.  and  the 
manor  of  Marston  in  Craven  in  the  same  shire,  then  in  the  Kings  hands, 
by  reason  of  the  act  of  attainder  of  John  Clyfford  knight,  late  Lord  Clyfford. 
From  the  inquisitions  post  mortem  we  learo  that  she  died  on  tlie  fifth  day 
of  August,  6  Edw.  IV.  1466,  leaving  Francis  Lord  Lovcll  her  son  and 
heir,  of  the  age  of  ten  years  and  more,  and  that  undcr  various  charters  she 
had  been  seized  of  almost  thc  cntire  inhcritancc  of  her  first  husband.  .  Pur- 
suant  to  writs  with  the  King's  teste  at  Wcstminster,  26  Feb.  6  Edw.  IV. 
1467,  thcse  inquisitions  were  taken  ;  namcly,  at  Yoxall,  com.  Staff.  4  Jul. 
7  Edw.  IV.  before  Nicolas  Acard,  the  escheator,  as  to  her  tenure  of  that 
manor  uuder  a  grant  of  William  Lovell,  knight,  bearing  date  4th  day  of 
Novembcr,  26th  Hen.  VI.  1446,  to  John  Lovell  knight  and  Joan  then  his 
wife,  to  hold  to  them  and  to  the  heirs  of  the  said  John,  together  with  the 
advowson  of  the  church  ;  doubtless  the  year  of  their  marriage.  In  the  same 
county  she  held  under  a  grant  made  by  Richard  Draper  aud  Thoraas 
Fcrris  to  her  late  husband  and  herself,  an  annual  rent  of  Ali.  et  unius 
copule  venaticorum,  Anglice  vocatorum  Racches  vel  Runnyng  houndes,  out 
of  the  manor  of  Hcrewode,  held  of  John  Hampton,  as  of  his  manor  of 
Kynfare ;  as  also  ccrtain  lands  in  Tebyngton  and  Busselhall  in  the  satne 
county.   At  Northampton,  29  June,  7  Edw.  IV.  bcforc  John  Chambure, 
the  eschcator  of  the  county,  as  to  her  tcnure  of  the  manor  of  Hals-cum- 
Brakelcy,  or  Hals  and  Brackeley.    At  the  castle  of  York,  28th  Jun.  before 
Robert  Eter,  escheator  of  the  county,  as  to  her  tenure  of  a  moiety  of  the 
manor  of  Baynton,  called  Deincourt  manor,  held  of  John,  Duke  of  Norfolk, 
as  of  his  manor  of  Thirsk,  and  of  the  manor  of  Wold  Newton,  held  of 
Richard  Aldwyncle  in  socage,  and  of  a  messuagc  and  toft  and  108  acros  of 
land  in  Lund  upon  the  York  Wold.    At  York,  27  May,  7  Edw.  IV.  beforc 
John  Marshall,  mayor  and  escheator  of  the  lord  the  King  in  the  county 
of  the  city  of  York,  as  to  her  tenure  of  a  moiety  of  the  manor  of 
Askham  Brian,  held  of  the  Dukc  of  Norfolk,  as  of  his  manor  of  Thirsk,  by 
fealty  only,  and  of  the  manor  of  Dringhouse,  held  of  Edward  Malpasse  of 
Thoresby  by  fcalty  only.    At  Wallingford,  com.  Berks,  24  Jul.  7  Edw.  IV. 
before  William  Hyde,  escheator,  as  to  her  tenure  of  thc  manor  of  Denford, 
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held  of  Robert  Veyse  by  the  service  of  the  tenth  part  of  one  knight's  fief, 
and  of  the  manor  of  Polc,  held  of  Thomas  PerkynB  in  socage.    At  Henley 
upon  Thames,  23  July,  before  the  same  escheator,  as  to  her  tenure  of  the 
manors  of  Minster  Lovell  and  Minster  Parva,  held  of  the  King  as  of  his 
duchy  of  Lancaster  by  the  service  of  the  thirticth  part  of  one  knight's  fee, 
of  Duklingtou  with  the  advowson  of  thc  church,  together  with  that  of  the 
chapel  of  Cockthorp  annexed  to  the  same  church,  held  of  Roger  Beau- 
lit;  in  socage,  of  Norton  Brync,  held  of  John  Hasyc  csquirc,  for  the  ser- 
vice  of  the  fourth  part  of  a  knight's  fee,  of  the  manor  of  Wyvelcote, 
called.  Boteller's  Court,  held  of  William  Bruer  by  fealty  and  suit  of  court 
twice  in  the  ycar,  of  Cockthorp,  held  of  Sir  Hichard  Ryser  knight,  of  the 
advowson  of  the  abbey  of  Bruern,  of  lands  and  tenements  in  Aston  Rich, 
held  of  John  Aston,  in  Lewe  near  Brampton  and  Skelton,  parcel  of  the 
manor  of  Duklington,  and  in  Moresland  within  the  demesne  of  Rotherfield 
Grey,  held  of  Sir  Ralph  Butler  knight,  in  right  of  Alico  his  wife.  At 
New  Sarum,  com.  Wilts,  21  July,  7  Edw.  IV.  before  Philip  More,  the 
escheator,  as  to  her  tenure  of  the  manor  of  Mighendene,  held  of  Edward 
Mighendene,  by  thc  scrvicc  of  thc  tenth  part  of  one  knight's  fee.  Et 
dicunt  etiam  juratores  quod  Johannes  Ix)vell   miles,  dominus  Lovcll, 
defunctus,  nuper  vir  prefate  Johanne,  diu  ante  obitum  suum  fuit  seisitus  de 
maneriis  dc  Elecombe  et  Uffecote  cum  suis  pertinentiis  in  comitatu  predicto, 
et  sic  inde  scisitus  inter  alia  dedit  ct  concessit  et  per  cartam  suam  con- 
firmavit  Johanni  Croffton,  Thome  Metkalf,  Miloni  Metcalf,  Miloni  Hudle- 
ston,  Thome  Stone  et  Thome  Bateson  predicta  maneria  cum  pertinentiis, 
habenda  et  tenenda  sibi,  hercdibus  et  assignatis  suis,  prout  in  eadem  carta, 
sigillo  ad  arma  predicti  domini  sigillata,  portante  datam  xxviii  die  Marcii 
anno  rcgni  Regis  predicti  tercio,  et  juratoribus  predictis  in  evidenciam 
ostensa  plenc  apparet ;  virtute  quorum  doni  et  concessionis  iidem  Johannes, 
Thomas,  Milo,  Milo,  Thomas  et  Thomas  fuerant  inde  seisiti  et  adhuc  sunt 
inde  seisiti,  et  dicunt  etiam  quod  predicta  maneria  tenentur  de  domino  Regc 
ut  de  ducatu  Lancastrie.    At  Glouccster,  20th  July,  7  Edw.  IV.  before 
John  Mody,  escheator  of  the  county,  as  to  her  tenure  of  one  messuage, 
four  roods  of  land  and  twelve  acres  of  meadow  in  Brode  Rcsyngdon,  held 
of  John  Bodycote ;  and  of  one  tenement,  one  rood  of  land,  and  four 
acres  of  meadow  iu  Wydeford,  held  of  James  Bethom,  by  the  rendcr 
of  4d.  and  suit  of  court ;  and  also  as  to  the  tenure  of  John  I^ovell  knight, 
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thcn  deceased,  latc  the  husband  of  the  said  Joan,  long  before  his  decease, 
of  the  manor  of  VVydeford,  held  of  the  abbot  of  Wincheconibe,  and  then 
in  the  semn  of  the  fcoffees  named  above  by  virtue  of  his  said  charter. 
At  tho  castle  of  Worcester,  8  July,  7  Edw.  IV.  bcforc  Thomas  Payne, 
escheator  of  the  county,  as  to  her  tenure  of  the  manors  and  demesncs  of 
Upton  upon  Snoddysbury,  Wyke  Buracll,  and  certain  lands  in  Tevington 
and  Busselhall.  At  Acton  Burnell,  com.  Salop,  26  June,  7  Edw.  IV. 
before  Nicholas  Fitzherbert,  escheator  of  the  lord  the  King  in  the  said 
county  and  in  the  march  of  Wales  adjacent  to  the  same  county,  as  to 
hcr  tenure  jointly  with  her  late  husband  of  the  manor  of  Acton  Burnell, 
held  of  Anne  duchess  of  Buckingham;  of  tenements  in  Bridgenorth  and 
in  the  town  of  Shrewsbury ;  of  the  manors  of  Helgode,  held  of  John 
Melon ;  Clea  St.  Margaret,  of  Robert  Plurapton ;  Wolstanton,  of  Rogcr 
Groby  ;  Uppington,  of  thc  prior  of  Wombridge,  with  lands  in  Chctton  ; 
of  Sutton,  Crofton,  aud  Ableton,  of  John  Earl  of  Shrewsbury ;  of  Can- 
telopc,  of  Nicholas  Bracy  and  the  prior  of  Wenlock;  of  Myllinghope,  of 
William  Earl  of  Arundel ;  of  Russheberv,  of  Edward  Russell ;  of  Wouton, 
of  the  abbot  of  Wigmore  ;  of  Candover,  of  Sir  Richard  Stacv,  knight  ; 
of  Hopebowler,  of  Thomas  Preston ;  of  Chatwall,  of  the  Earl  of  Arun- 
del,  with  one  carucate  of  land  of  John  Betton ;  of  a  moiety  of  the  manor 
of  Smethecote,  of  John  Benby ;  of  Acton  Reigner,  with  lands  in  Tasselcy, 
of  the  Abbot  of  Haghmon ;  of  Longdon,  with  lands  in  Tasseley,  of  the 
Earl  of  Shrewsbury ;  and  of  Ewdon  Burnell,  of  the  King.  Et  predictus 
Johannes  Lovell  miles,  dominus  Lovcll,  sic  conjunctim  cum  prefata  Johanna 
uxore  sua  de  omnibus  predictis  maneriis,  &c.  cum  pertincntiis  obiit  seisitus, 
et  predicta  Johanna  eum  supcrvixit  et  se  tenuit  in  eisdem  per  jus  accres- 
cendi,  et  postea  predicta  Johanna  de  eisdem  obiit  seisita,  quinto  die  AugLsti 
ultimo  preterito.  Et  quod  Pranciscus  Lovcll  est  filius  et  heres  tam 
predicti  Johannes  Lovell  quam  prefate  Johanne  nuper  uxoris  suc  pro- 
pinquior,  et  est  etatis  x  annorum  et  amplius.  Subsequently,  pursuaut 
to  a  writ,  with  the  Kings  tcstc  at  Westminster,  I2th  day  of  July, 
12  Edw.  IV.  1472,  an  inquisition  was  taken  at  Derby,  24th  Scpt.  fol- 
lowing,  before  John  Fraunccys,  escheator  of  the  lord  the  King  in  the 
county,  as  to  her  tenure  of  the  manor  of  Foxlowe,  held  of  George 
Duke  of  Clarence.  as  of  the  castle  and  honour  of  Tutbury,  and  another  at 
Lcicester,  28th  Dec.  following,  before  John  Warde,  escheator  of  tt»  King 
in  the  county,  as  to  hcr  tenurc  of  two  burgages,  onc  gardtu,  and  six 
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aeres  of  nieadow  in  hcr  demesne  as  of  fee  in  the  town  of  Leicester,  held  of 
the  king  as  of  his  duchy  of  Lancaster,  and  of  the  manor  of  Shepeshede, 
hold  of  William  Hastynges  knight  and  of  John  Bourchicr  knight  as  of 
the  right  of  Elizabeth  his  wife,  as  of  the  honour  of  Winchester,  at  which 
dates  Francis  Lovell  hcr  son  was  of  the  age  of  fifteen  ycars  and  more. 

Francis  Viscount  Lovell,  during  his  minority,  waa  in  the  custody  of 
John  de  la  Pole,  Duke  of  Suffolk,  and  of  his  wife  Elizabeth,  sister  of 
King  Edward  the  Fourth,  as  we  learn  from  these  letters  patent,  headed 
"Pro  Duce  Suffolcic  ct  Elizabetha  uxore  ejus  de  custodia  commissa." 

"  Rex  omnibus  ad  quos,  &c.  salutem.  Sciatis  nos  de  gratia  nostra  speciali 
ac  ex  certa  scientia  et  mero  motu  nostris  dedimus  et  concessimus  ac  per 
presentes  damus  et  conccdimus  carissimo  fratri  nostro  Johanni  Duci  Suf- 
folcie  ac  precarissime  sorori  nostre  Elizabethe  uxori  sue  custodiam  omnium 
dominiorum,  mancriorum,  tcrrarum,  tenementorum,  possessionum  et  here- 
ditamentorum  cum  pertinentiis,  que  nuper  fuerunt  Johannis  Lovell  militis, 
domini  de  Lovcll,  defuncti,  qui  dc  nobis  tenuit  in  capite  per  servicium  mili- 
tare,  die  quo  obiit,  et  que  tam  per  sive  post  mortcm  ejusdem  Johannis  domini 
de  Lovell  defuncti  quam  ratione  minoris  etatis  Francisci  Lovell,  filii  et 
hcredis  ejusdem  Johannis,  domini  de  Lovcll,  ad  manus  nostras  devenerunt 
et  in  manibus  nostris  nunc  existunt  quovismodo,  una  cum  advocationibua

actu,  ordinatione  seu  restrictione  in  contrarium  facto,  edito  seu  proviso  non 
obstante.  Proviso  scmper  quod  ista  concessio  non  se  extendat  ad  aUqua 
dominia,  mancria,  terras,  tenementa,  possessioncs  et  hercditamenta,  que  post 
mortem  alicujus  antecessoris  prefati  Francisci  seu  alterius  heredis  prefati 
Johannia  Domini  Lovell  eidem  Francisco  scu  altcri  hcredi  predicto  in 
futurum  descendant,  remaneant  seu  revertantur.  In  cujus  rei  &c.  Teste 
Rege  apud  Westmonastcrium  xi  die  Julii.  (11  July,  11  Edw.  IV.  1471.) 

Per  breve  de  privato  sigillo  et  de  data  &c." 
Francis  Lovcll  was  summoned  to  Parliament  as  «  Francisco  Lovell  de 
Lovell,  chevaler,"  15  Nov.,  22  Edw.  IV.,  1482,  and  in  the  same  regnal  year 
was  created  Viscount  Lovell,  4  Jan.  1483.  In  the  next  Parliament,  holden 
at  Wcstminster  on  Friday,  23  Jan.,  1  Ric.  III.,  1484,  upon  his  petition  as 
cousin  and  heir  of  Robert  dc  Iloland,  he  was,  by  authority  of  the  same, 
restored  to  such  manors  as  had  bccn  entaileci  upon  his  heirs  male  then 
extinct,  namcly,  Thorp  Waterville,  Aldwincle,  Achiche,  and  Chelwaston, 
in  thc  county  of  Northampton.  ln  the  same  year  he  was  advanced  by  King 
Richard  III.  to  the  office  of  Cbambcrlain  of  his  Houschold,  and  made  a  Knigbt 
of  the  Garter.  After  the  battle  of  Bosworth,  from  which  he  contrived  to 
escape,  with  the  other  partisans  of  that  monarch,he  was  attainted  of  high  trea- 
son  in  the  Parliament  holden  at  Westminstcr,  7th  Nov.,  1  Hen.  VIL,  1485. 
In  the  second  year  of  Henry  the  Seventh  he  was,  with  John  de  la  Pole, 
Earl  of  Lincoln,  eldest  son  of  the  Duke  and  Duchcss  of  Suifolk  mentioned 
above,  at  the  battle  of  Stoke  near  Newark-upon-Trent,  fought  on  Saturday, 
the  16th  day  of  June,  1487  ;  "  and  there  was  slain  the  Earl  of  Lincoln  and 
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divers  other  gentlemcn,  and  the  Visoount  Lord  Lovell  put  to  flight,"  From 
this  time  the  historians  make  no  further  mention  of  him,  but  there  was  a 
strong  rumour  that  hc  on  that  occasion  preserved  his  Hfe  by  retiring  to  sorae 
secret  place,  where  he  was  starvcd  to  death  by  the  treachery  or  neglect  of 
those  in  whom  he  confided ;  "  which  rcport,"  writes  the  author  of  the  Gene- 
alogical  History  of  the  House  of  Yvery,  in  its  different  branches  of  Yvery, 
Luvel,  Perceval,  and  Gournay,  printcd  at  London  in  the  year  1742,  "  in  our 
own  times  seems  to  be  confirmed  in  a  very  particular  mjinner ;  for  the  house 
of  Minster-Luvel,  betng  not  long  sincc  pulled  down,  in  a  vault  was  found 
the  person  of  a  man,  iu  very  rich  cloathing,  seated  iu  a  chair,  with  a  table 
and  a  mass-book  before  him,  the  body  of  whom  was  yet  entire  when  the 
workmen  entered,  but  upon  admission  of  the  air  soon  fell  to  dust ;  frora 
whence  we  may  reasonably  conclude  that  it  was  the  fate  of  this  unhappy 
nobleman,  to  have  retired  to  his  own  house  aftcr  the  battle  before-men- 
tioned,  and  there  to  have  trusted  himself  to  some  servant,  by  whom  hc  was 
there  immured,  and  afterwards  neglected,  either  through  treachery  or  fcar, 
or  some  accident  which  befel  that  person."  This  Francis  Viscount  Lovell 
had  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Hcnry  Lord  Fitzhugh,  of  Ravcnsworth 
Castle,  in  thc  parish  of  Kirkby-Ravensworth,  in  Richmondshire,  com.  Ebor. 
who  survived  her  unfortunate  husband,  as  we  lcarn  frora  this  provision, 
which  is  appended  to  the  act  of  special  attainder  recitcd  above.  "  Pro- 
vided  alwey,  that  thia  Acte  of  Atteyndre,  ne  any  other  Acte  or  Actes  raade 
or  hereafter  to  be  made  in  this  present  Parliament,  extcnd  not,  ne  be  in  noo 
wise  prejudiciall  ne  hurtfull  to  Anne  ViBcountess  Lovell,  late  wife  of  the 
said  Fraunces  late  Viscount  Lovell,  to  or  for  any  estatc  made  of  any  of  the 
premysses  to  the  said  late  Viscount  and  the  said  Anne,  ne  to  any  othcr 
pcrsone  or  personcs  tO  or  for  any  astate  madc  of  any  of  the  premysscs  by 
the  said  late  Viscount  or  any  other  to  th*  use  of  the  said  Anne  ;  but  that 
the  same  Anne,  or  suche  other  persone  or  persones  to  whom  any  such  astate 
or  astatcs  hath  bcn  made  to  th'use  of  the  samc  Anne,  of  any  of  the  premysses, 
have  and  enjoye  such  parte  of  the  premysses  as  any  suchc  astate  hath  becn 
made  of,  as  they  shuld  have  doon  if  this  Acte,  or  any  other  Acte  in  this 
prescnt  Parliament,  had  never  be  had  ne  mado."  Of  this  marriage  there 
was  no  issue,  and  his  heirs  were  his  nephew  named  above,  Sir  Bryan  Staple- 
ton,  son  of  his  sister  Joan,  and  Fredeswide,  wife  of  Sir  Edward  Norres,  who 
was  knighted  on  the  day  of  the  battle  of  Stoke,  in  which  his  brother-in-law 
CAHD.  80C.  2  h 
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was  engagcd,  according  to  the  testimony  of  one  of  the  heralds  present,  who 
inserts  his  name  sccond  on  the  list  of  knights  madc  at  the  same  battle. 
The  following  cxtract  from  Register  Rotheram,  f.  2186,  is  proof  that  Joan, 
the  wifc  of  Sir  Bryan  Staplcton,  had  dicd  previous  to  its  date.  u  Item, 
eodem  die  (xiii°die  Januarii,  anno  Domini  m.cccc  octogesimo  quarto)  littera 
directa  fuit  Briano  Staplcton  de  Carlcton,  parochia  dc  Snaith,  militi,  et 
Alicie  rclictc  Willelmi  Ncvill  nuper  de  Cothorp  militis  defuncti,  ad  solemp- 
nisacioncm  facicndam  matrimonii  inter  sc  per  quemcumque  capcllanum 
idoneum  in  capella  sivc  oratorio  intra  manerium  de  Carleton  predicturo 
situato,  bannis  unica  vice  prius  cditis  inter  eosdem  in  ecclesiis  suis  parochia- 
libus."  Hence,  as  Sir  Brian  Stapleton  was  only  twenty-six  years  old  in 
1509,  it  would  seem  that  his  mothcr  had  died  soon  after  his  birth,  in  the 
preccding  year.  Owing  to  the  special  act  of  attainder  above  recited,  no 
portion  of  the  inheritance  of  thc  illustrious  families  of  Lovell  and  Beau- 
mont,  with  the  exception  of  the  barony  in  fee  possessed  by  the  last  named 
family,  descended  to  the  heirs.  But  in  the  proceedings  which  took  place  in 
the  claim  for  the  barony,  evidence  was  adduced  in  proof  of  the  coheirship 
of  this  title  being  vested  in  the  families  of  Stapleton  and  Bertie  ;  and  thereby 
we  acquire  the  certain  knowledge  that  Miles-Thomas  now  Lord  Beaumont 
and  Montagu  now  Earl  of  Abingdon  are,  at  the  time  of  this  publication, 
thc  lineal  descendants  and  heirs  of  the  body  of  Henry  FitzAylwin,  first 
Mayor  of  London. 
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P.  clxxxvi. — Note.  The  mention  in  this  grant  of  John  Lord  Bardolf  to 
the  priory  of  Shouldham,  of  Margaret,  widow  of  Guy  de  Montfort,  of 
Beaudescrt,  com.  Warwick,  daughtcr  of  Thomas  Beauchamp,  Earl  of  War- 
wick,  and  of  Catharine,  daughter  of  Guy  de  Warwick,  eldest  son  of  the 
Earl  of  Warwick,  deceased,  28th  April,  25  Edw.  III.  1851,  together  with 
his  own  sister,  Elizabeth,  is  of  itself  indicative  of  a  near  degree  of  kindred 
between  the  parties  ;  and  hence  it  may  be  assumed,  as  an  unquestionable 
fact,  that  Agnes,  his  mother,  wife  of  Thomas  Lord  Bardolf,  was  the  seventh 
daughter  of  Thomas  Beauchamp,  Earl  of  Warwick,  and  that  Margarct  was 
the  aunt  and  Catharine  the  cousin-german  of  the  grantor.  According  to 
the  pedigree  of  this  family,  compiled  by  John  Rous,  this  earl  had  a  daughter, 

Agnes,  who  is  describcd  "to  have  been  the  wife  of  Cokesey,  and  after- 

wards  of  Bardolf.    Dugdale  informs  us  that  he  had  nine  daughters, 

whose  portraitures  were  curiously  drawn,  and  placed  in  the  windows  on  the 
south  side  of  the  quire  of  the  collegiate  church  in  Warwick,  and  in  the 
habit  of  that  time.  Seven  of  them  were  married,  and  had  their  paternal 
arms  upon  their  inner  garments,  and  on  their  outer  mantle  their  husband a 
arms.  The  same  writer  has  also  given  an  engraving  of  thcse  nine  daughtert 
so  painted,  and  to  each  is  a  label  with  their  namcs.  Thus  the  one  labelled 
Margareta  has  on  her  gown,  "  Gules,  crusilly  and  a  fess  or,"  the  arms  of 
Beauchamp,and  on  her  mantle, "  Bendy  or  and  azure,"  the  arms  of  Montfort ; 
and  the  seventh  daughter,  labelled  Agneta,  has  the  same  anns  on  her  gown, 
and  on  hcr  mantle,  "  Azure,  semee  of  cinquefoils  or,"  the  arms  of  Bardolf. 
The  cross-crosslets  arc  not  limited  to  six,  but  spread  all  ovcr  thc  gowns,  and 
mantle  also  in  respect  of  Juliana,  thc  ninth  daughtcr,  who  died  unmarricd.  In 
likc  manner  the  cinquefoils  are  not  limited  to  three,  as  usually  borne  by  the 
family  of  Bardolf.  Elizabeth,  another  daughtcr,  is  twicc  pourtrayed  as  Isa- 
bella  and  Elizabeth,and  having  in  each  instancc  on  her  mantle,  "  Sable.a  cross 
engrailed  or,"  the  arms  of  Ufford,  Earl  of  Suffolk,  which  repetition  Dugdale 
explains  as  bcing  descriptive  of  her  first  marriage  with  John  Lord  Strange 
of  Blackmere,  com.  Salop.  Hencc  we  may  infer  that  Agnes  was  the  wife, 
first,  of  Thomas  Lord  Bardolf,  whose  cldest  son  John  was  born  13th  Jan. 
1312;  and  that  after  his  decease,  on  thc  15th  day  of  Fcb.  2  Edw.  III. 
1328,  she  re-married  Sir  Walter  de  Cokescy,  of  Cokcscy,  com.  Worc.  whose 
son  and  hcir,  Sir  Walter  Cokesey,  was  executor  of  Sir  William  Trussell,  of 
Cubleston,  com.  Staff.  whose  will  bears  date  10  Feb.  1379.

This  second  chapter  in  tbe  Indcz  of  the  Contents  of  the  Book  of  Ancient  Laws  is 
in  our  Manuscript  at  what  is  now  lettered  fo.  3  r°,  and  is  the  first  extract  that 
occurs  in  it  from  the  bistory  of  WilUara  of  Malmeabury,  entitled  Guta  Rri/uui  Attgio- 
rttm,  of  which  the  writer  tabscquently,  it  will  be  seen,  makes  frequent  use.  Thc  bcst 
edition  of  this  valuable  historian  is  that  Utely  issued  by  the  Uistorical  Society  in  1840, 
undcr  thc  careful  revision  of  Thomas  Duffus  Hardy,  eaq.,  and  with  it  I  bave  made  the 
collation  between  the  text  and  this  manuscript,  so  as  to  denote  the  variations  in  the 
readings,  wherever  such  occur.  The  cpistle  is  inserted  in  the  above  edition  in  vol.  i. 
book  1,  paragraph  80,  page  112,  line  17,  and  by  that  hiatorian  is  thus  introduced  in
